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PREFACE: 


N an Age ſo carious and inquifitive a this us , wherein like Athe- 
nians ad ſeek after Knowledg, and affett nothing ſo much as Novel- 
ty ; the Title of this Book may ſuffice for a Preface." It offers to 
the Readers view many new Diſcoveries, that the. Author madecat 
the coft of dear Experience, in a long. continued ſeries of difffeuld 

and dangerous Travels, undertaken in the beginning of raſh and inconfide- 
rate Youth, proſecuted throughout the vigour of riper Age, with ſuchva- 
riety of contrary accideuts and unſhaken conſtancy of the Undertaker; as 
if Fortune and the Author had mutually reſolved totry what 'each. othent © 
were able to perform; And at length brought-to apetiod with the ſucceſi 
that us always the aim, and but ſometimes the fruition of the'daring ;-1 
mean, reſt after labbur, and repoſe at home after tedious: and hazareous 
Adventures abroad; fickle Fate wanting either Power or malice enough al-. 
ways to croſs the bold, but being ſometimes willing, or at leaſt forced to' 
abate its vigour in favour of the undaunted. 4 
This is an uſeful kind of knowledg and a pleaſant ſpeculation that\ the 
ingenious Reader may have at a very cheap Rate, and which the Diſco- 
verer bought with the peril of hu life and freedom, The truth of this 
will be fcund ſo ſurpriſingly evident throughout the whole Memoirs of 
this accurate and painful 7 raveller,: that it. may confidently be affirmed; 
few Books of the like nature do afford, greater inſtances . of - 1he aſtoniſh- 
ing viciſſitude of Fortune in regard of one Man, nor of a-more unwearted 
and invincible purpoſe of improving it, than will be ſeen in the obferva- 
tions of this.

Ancients for confirmatiomof the teſtimony of ſacred Oracles, nor 
f/>for Ariſtotle i» Euripus, nor [ft the duft of calcined Empedocles in 
Awa, for inſtances of the pernicious effetts of too much Curiofity, and the 
ain avd fatal defire of unnecefjasy Knowledg, and of the Wiſdom which it 
1 fancied ta procure : We'lroe in\an. Age mberein Mercury has taken his 
quiems ct, and left. aff boing:the Conrrier of the Gods; the Wings that 
gaze by feet ſwift neſs in poſting with therr Meſſages. and ſecret Intelli- 
geares, he ſeems.to have fitted to the heads'of . Mortals, which run faſter 
thaw he, and catry more. trd/mgs than ever he-was, or mmdeed would be the 
Meſſenger of. ' Faw: many. ſingular Divines are there, who upon eafie term 
in @ corner, will tell-the World: what is: decreed in the Councils abows > 
How many bold Philoſophers pretend to have unlocked the Cabinets of Na- 
ture, aud boaſt of the difeovery of her maſt ſecret Myſteries > To paſs 
by other buſineſs, 1s there a Man, now adays, fit for Society, but he that 
van new model Governments, and el3ſcover the Errors of State, ſooner than

where his own ſhoe pinches bis faot; and that by the infallible rule of fam © 
taſtick fears and jealouſies, the Mathematicks of the Mobile. And what can 
be ſaid of all this, when we confider the confuſion and diſtrafted looks of the 
aiſappointed Undertakers, flighted and forſakewby their Cuſtotners, the ha- 
wack of .,maxy thouſand Tnſttunients and T ools of Art, and the: Shows and 
monumental Inſcriptions on Gibbets and Pillories; but that it is a ſore 
travel givento the Sons of Men to be exerciſed cherewith, and much time 
ill employed with a vengeance. | 

However, it is nat the meaning of what hath been ſaid, that the defign of 
true Knowledg u to be ſtifled +a abandoned; no: that ould be to depreſs 
Man into the nature of ſenſual brutes, evacuate the genuine uſe of Reaſon, 
and rob God Almighty of the honour of his Worſhip from a creature which 
he hath made after his own Image, and endowed with } mn capable of 
knowing, obeying, bonouring and adoring its Maker; but only to corvince 
us, that as God did in the ſlate of innocence, ſet limits to Mans defire of 
Knowledg, thereby te render him more happy, ſo long as he attempted not to 
tranſgreſs them ; ſo in this our lapſed condition, when all we can do is to 
play an after-game, . and endeavour, with aſſiſtance from above, to retrieve 
in ſome meaſure our forfeited felicity, we ſhould not repoſe all our blifs os 
that which occaſioned our miſery and ruine, I mean, ax over-weening appe- 
tite of knowing. many tbings,"which in eur own confeſſion cannot be uſeful to 
mankind, nor bring us any other advantage, than ſome imaginary pleaſure 
and ſatisfattion, in the uncertain and fallacious at of our own ſpeculation. 

It would ſeem then, very adviſeable that Men who are the Candidats for 
knowledg, and eſpecially ſuch of them whoſe quality, genius and abilities, 
do moſt invite t0 Study ſhould, if no occult and irrefiſtible inclination 
thruſt them upon ſome peculiar way, addii# themſelves to thoſe Studies, 
that may moſt conduce to the good of Mankind, or to their own private and 
lawful profit and ſatisfation, with the leaſt danger and expence, and make 
that a powerful mative to induce them to love ſuch, though they may be 
naturally indifferent as to thematter. Curiofity and defire of Knowleds is 
an intelle@uct love, and though it be ſo Platonick,that all its fruition com 
fiſts in Contemplation, yet like other Paſſions that have material and ſen- 
fible Objefts, it is apt to miſtake, and dote upon a falſe and painted beauty, 
in ſitad of a true, and many times meets with diſappointments in the en- 
jayment, - when not well direfled by due and mature deliberation, and bet- 
tet Shoe than eiger youth, prejudice, or emulation commonly do give.

$0 that confidering the miſcarriages and irreparable loſſes, in mind bod), 

eftate and reputaticn, that many have had by a wrong application of their 

Talents in ſearch of Knowledg,and their too late repentance andregret there- 

ofeer, it were to be wiſhed that as ſome have been ſo wiſe to give, all woulÞ 

e ſe prudent as to obſerve Rules and Methods of Condutt in attaining to 
oeful and true Knowledg, which ought to be the chief defign of the fludious. 

And I think moſt will agree that there is no kind of humane Learning more 
ſafe and pleaſant, nor generally more uſeful to mankind and Society, ( not 
ro ſpeak of Mechawick and Mathematical Arts) than the knowledg that 
may be got by the ſtady of publick Hiſtories, and the fmgenious relations of 
the Travels, Adventures, and various Fates of private Men, the one 
acquainting us with the publick affairs and changes in States, and the other 
with the contingencies of particular Fortunes: the one by Maxims and Ex- 
amples ſhaping us for publick employment in Society, and the other by more 
imitable Precedents confirming or verifying our meaſures, as to what is fir- 
reſt to be done, if it be our lot to travel abroad in the World; And both 
delighting us in our ſafe retirement at home, by giving us amongſt other 
things, a ſecure proſpett of the fate and dangers of other Men, as of a Ship 
toſſed in a ſtorm at Sea, from a firmand ſteady Mountain aſhoar. 

- If in any of the writings of this laſt kind, I make no doubt, but in the 
peruſal of this Book the Reader will find the ſatisfattion he prepoſes to him. 
felf, and therefore kindly receive it without a commendation ; for therein 
he will meet with ſo many ſtrange and ſurpriſing otcurrences, ſo faithfully

T is a remarkable ſaying of a Modern Author, that Deſpair 
drives a Man either to the Camp or a Convent ; and I [oa 
found it no leſs truc by experience, that the raſh and precipi- 
rate reſolutions of youth,  lead.cither to unlawful Arts or Tra» 
vel. It was my Fathers ſpecial care to have me bred in the way 

of buſineſs, whereby I might maintain my ſelf handſomly without be- 

ing burdenſom to my Relations, or forced upon di and unlaw- 
ful courſes ; and therefore he pur-me out to an honeſt. and creditable 

Proteſſion ; wherein finding my endeavours anſwered his expectation

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and deſire, he was very ready to give me all encouragement on his 
Part, and with aPatorpal care and affeCtion to keep me 
Decemb. 1647. to my buſineſs, -reſtrzining me from rambling abroad, 
| _ or keeping idle Company ſuch as might entice me into 
bad _ ang make ng for © the-good wrſtruftions he gaveme; byt 
the tefmpers and dfſpdfitions of Yourh*are various, and their marures 
and humours ſo cloſe and hid, that the ſtricteſt obſervation of riper 
years is many times miſtaken in'taking a Judgment of them, 
My Farther a little more rigorous than I could well bear with, never 
failed tp repxove we ſeyercly, when | pn chin any 
Set Sail frm Conſititrabte faulrand bfic day” ( Beint provoked at fome 
the Texe/, thing hediſliked in my carriage) he rook occaſion to give 
me ſo harfft a correction 4or it; that without further 
conſultation I. reſolved to ſhift for my ſelf in the World and to leave 
both hitnand my native Conntry.. There'were ar that time two Ships 
firted out and bound for Genoa; the onc named the St. John Baptiſt, Hen: 
ry Criſtanſz of Amſterdam Naſter, and the other the St. Bernard Her. 
man Voogd of Schedam Maſter, and Jebn Fenning of Weſep Captain ; 
Mr. John Maas of Dunkirk being Commander ot both. The —_ 
Ship was mounted with twenty cight Guns,and the latter carried twen- 
ty ſix: I ſhipped my ſelf on board the St. Joly Bapeiſt with a reſolu- 
tion to do the beſt ſervice 1 could, being then a Lad of ſeventeen years 
of age, and very little concerned whither we were bound, or how long 
we were to be gut in our Voyage. $5.05 
Dec. 26. 1647. by the permiſſion of Providence, we ſer Sail from 
the Texel, bur og rs. got without the Gaats, we found our Ships 
out of wikk, and were therefore forced to tack about, and ſtand bick 
again for the 7Texe/, There we unloaded part of. the Goods that were 
on board, and took ina conſiderable quantity of Pewre?, ſome Boxes 
of Quick-ſilyer, and other ponderous fluf to ballaſt us at the Keel ; and 
having firted and made. all rhings ready, the fourth of 
January 1648. Fanuary 1648.” we ſer Sail agaih, and with a very far 
» Wind got over the Spayjſh;, Gar, forced out ro' Sea, by 
ſome ſhoals of Ice, it being then frofty Weather. © - apts 
January 1oth, wehad a contrary Wind'which forced us into the Downs, 
ut having rid there rwo days at Anchor, and the Wind & Weather then 
proviag fair, we weighed Anchorand'pur ourto Sea ;bur ſoon _— 4 
, eavy 
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heavy Storm and rough Sea , we were forced again to put into ſome-* 232. 
other Harbour ; which we did at the Iſle of Y7ight , & there we 55t% 
ſtay till the 25* when the Weather began to grow more moderate , « See+ 
and the high Winds abated. 

Under hopes that this good Weather would continue we ſet fail , 
but were no ſooner out of the Bay , before the Weather changed, 
and we now the third time forc'd to look out for a Harbour. 

On the 6 of February we came to Anchor at Portland, where we 
road three days , and then ſet fail direQly for the Bay of Gibrdlrer , 
where we arrived on the 10" of that moneth. The next day with a 
brisk gale weentred the Straits, and witha conſtant and favourable 
wind , made Gewws in 15 days, wherearriving wedropp'd Anchor 
behind the Mold. : 

'On the 32% we got Prattics, and Licence to unload both the {riod 
Ships; which-done the Men were paid off, and diſmifs'd. The a, 
Ships, as we faid before, were-ſold tothe Dukeof Gerwa , which 
he Furniſhed with Proviſion of Viguals, Powder, Shot and other 
Ammunition, for 2 years. Aboard cach Ship werea Hundred Dutch 
taken into ſervice, 'the reſt for the moſt part /raliens, amongſt which 
-were a few of the Banditti. Here I hired-my ſelf for Upper-Sailma- 
ker, and had 18 Livers per Moneth ; although neither T, norany 
.elſe that went before the Maft , knew whither., or upon what Deſign. 

Having now regain'd myliberty , I —_ toſatisfy-my curialty 
in taking a view of the Town , with what elſe wasworthy of remark. 

Gena is ſeated on the Seaſide , having a very commodious and-com- peſeripe 
Plete Haven, onthe South facing the Coaſt obc{ffrices The City to» 
15 built partly on montanous and hilly ground , and partly on a Le- _ 
vel , ſeated between two valleys; and is computed to be about 6 Ita- 
lian Miles in circumference, being very well and cloſe built , muni- | 
ted -withiſtrong Walls , ſufficient enough to reſiſt aſmall Attacque; 
but would not ſecure the Townin a long and durable Siege, or vio- 
lent Storms, without the Militia, Their Militia conſfiſts of fome 
Dutchand Corſican Companies , together with a few ſmall Troops of 
Horſe , which are conſtantly in motion , either onthe Sea-ſide, or 
thro the City , to prevent ,if need require ,any ſilent Attacqne, and 
{uppreſsMutinies ; as alſo to ſecure the Coaſts from Twk;ſhand other 
Pyrats , which ſometimes come afſhoar in thei Shalops ;to get —_— 
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?x32; and Spoil. They have alwaies four Galleys ready upon all Oc- 
168 caſions, for Defence of the Havens; belidesa conſiderable number 
more , Which they have in their Arſenal , in goodequippage; theſe 

are often imployed as Auxiliaries for the Yenetians, againſt the Twrks. 

On the Sea-ſ{ide ſtands a Watch-Tower , on which by night they ſet 
a Beacon; and juſt at the Entrance of the- Haven, ſtands a huge 
piece of Ordnance , mounted upon a Carriage , continually guar- 

ded with a Sentinel, The Dukes Perſon is guarded with a Body of 

500 Soldiers, who with their Colonel have a placeallotted themin 

the Palace. The City 1s m—_ well built with ſtately Houſes and 
magnificent Structures , more eſpecially on that ſide which is ſeated 

near the Sea: having beſides the more eminent Hoſtels and Public 
Buildings, 30 fair Pariſh Churches , of which that dedicated to St. 
Lawrence claims the priority , as Cathedral: In the Church dedicated 

to the H. Euchariſt,they ſhow'd us a Key made of an Emerald , being 

of that unuſual bignes that it's worth may not be computed.. Com- 

ing to the Church of St. Bartholomew , we ſaw a handkercheif, with 
which they tald us our Saviour wiped the ſweat from his face, and /as 

they ſay) bon done abundance of Miracles... The City is very popu- 

lous, their Merchants rich and numerous; and their Manufa&tury alſo 

very conſiderable, eſpecially in Velvets, there being (according to 

the relation given us ) above 8000 Looms in the Town : fo that con- 
ſidering the Magnificency of Building ,. the Riches of her Mer- 
chants, Commodiouſneſs of Situation, and Splendor of her Court 

and Palace , may be reckoned asa-Town of the firſt Magnitude. . 
Nabes Qathe 12 of <Mprilwe ſet ſail, diredting-our courſe for Felex Ma-- 
-. * Laga,. where on the: 15 we arrived. Onthe-18 wehoiſed ſail, and 
made for Malaga, and on the 24. came tocaſtanchorin the Bay; where 
almoſt all the Banditti were ſetaſhoar. Here we took in ahundred 
Pipes of Wine,, with candied Fruits and other Refreſhments for 
the ſick. 

On the 29 of May we weighed Anchor, and with a briſk 'galeof 

Wind reached the Straits mouth on the 2 of /ane. When we were 

paſt .Gibralter , we ſtcer'd our Courſe towards the Salt lands, which 

was deſigned for another place of Refreſhment, from whence we 

- wha that, our Voyage mult needs be longer than at firſt we 
ought ;, for tull then none. aboard the ſhip (unleſsthe NR

On the fourth of Iunz, we met with 9 Turkih Men of War, 
about the 34. Watch in the night , whoHaiFdus, asking, From 
whence our ſhip , weanſwered , From Gem , and asked them; From 
whence they were : they madeanſwer, From Argiers. Our Com- 
mander hearing that unwelcome Eccho , was not a little alarm'd, 
and could have wiſlfd himſelfat a further diſtance; however he re- 
ſolves to-exchangea ball or two with them by break of day; and in or- 
der thereto getsall ina readineſs; commandsevery man t6 his Poſt , 
and gave usall the'couragehe could byhis own. Example. TheCors- rriva 
fairs who' although better jman'd and mounted than we , hid no 45a 
great ſtomach to go ſo early to breakfaſt , for obſerving ſuch marks  * 
of Courage-in- our Officers , and that they were abſolutely reſolved 
to fight 'um , madeall the fail they could, and leftus. + ** -* 

" On the 14 we-paſs'd'the Flemiſh Tlands ,- and onthe 6 of Fuly , 
we -artived at 80 Yiſt#, wherewe camero Anchorin theBay. On 
this Iſland were ſeveral of the Banditti, who brought us ſuch Pro- 
viſion as they had aboard : we took inalſoten boats of fale. Abour 
this Iſland is ſuch plenty of Fiſh that at onedraughtwegot 1500 
Corcoadsand Salmon-Fry. ih Deſeri 

. BoaViſtdisone of thoſe Iflands, whichare called Cabo Yerdo Iſlands , prionef 
having obtained that appellation , from it's delectable proſpe&t $724e 
from the Seaward , and lies 7 leagues to the northward of 7{ha del Sal : 
and is reckoned to be about 20 leagues in circumference, ſtretched 
out in length South-eaſt and North-weſt. ThatPart which lies near 
the -ſea 1s all ſandy and hilly ground , brit within altogether 
montanous and high land. On the north end is a long Bankneat 
half a league in length , whichrepelleththe billows of the ſea with 
great violence. There are yet- beſides this-ſeveral other Faords , 
which are often the occaſion of Shipwrack-''*On'the South.is ao 
another ; where the Rocks ſometimes appear above water ;afd points! 
out towards the Eaſt , and E. and by North. 'The beft 3nF ſafeſt *** * 
place to come to Anchor in, is atthe Southweſt Point , where is a- 
very commoudious Road for Ships of the greateſt burthen , having 
at left 16 or 17 farhom Water y/ anda fine fandy;gromd!' *- SONY 

In this Road we lay at anchor 6 dgys, antl then{erdail for A74jo,, 
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JULY St. Iago , Fuogo and Brave; which are the neareſt Iſlands to Boa Viſta,

The Iſland <HMayjo lies about nine leagues S. S. W. or rather more . 


Maud Weſterly, from 80s Yifta, and is the ſmalleſt of all the reſt , being 
Majo- about 7 leagues round. Within land are ſeveral ſteep hills, and on

the North a Plain, about a leaguein breadth from whence reaches 
out a long Bank towards the North-eaſt , and another towards the 
Weſt , which cauſe impetuous Breaches of the Sea , and conſe- 
quently great danger for Ships that ſail that way. The Ifland is al- 
moſt round in circumference, having its breadth and length almoſt 
equal, and is full of ſmall Capes or Promontories, which make fo 
many Inlets. The common Road belonging to this Iſland , is on 
the bed Coaſt , where you have 15 and 16 fathom Water, 
and a ſandy ground; having the Weſtern point of the Iſland at N. 
and by W. and another Point at E. S. E. and the Southend of St. 
Iago S. W. On the North ſide of the land , behind a litle black 
Cape, lies a ſmall Bay, or Road for Anchorage, at 5 or 6' fathom 
water , and upon the loweſt point ,on the Eaſt ,, is a Village of 10 or 
12 houſes. This Iſland is very rocky, highand dry , having litle 
graſs upon it but what grows 1n the clefts of the Rocks. It alſo 
very barren of Fruit, neither Lemmons nor —_ will ikethere,, 
nor no other fruit whatſoever , unles ſigs , and thoſe , by reaſon of the 
drought of the Seaſon and Ground,ſeldom ever come to maturity, or 
return to p_ There are in this Iſland ſome Cotton-trees,and good 
plenty of Goats , ſo that there are many thouſands of thoſe Hides 
tranſported yearly from hence. There are alſo ſome wild Hor- 
ſes, Kine and Aſſes, good plenty of Fowl, as Patridge , Heath- 
hens , Buſtards , Wild-geeſe, and other Fowl, not known-with 
us 1N Europe. 


There are alſo many Saltpans on this Ifland , where the Salt by 


the Ground Water, and the Ingreſs of the Sea, with the help of . 


the Sun, is well concreted, yet is ſomewhat too yellow in-colour. 


6, The Inhabitants are a mixt folk , of Negros , and others, who 
vSee- follow Goat hunting , uſing Wolves in ſtead of Dogs. Some alſo 


follow the Fiſhingtrade ,and find great-plenty of * Cyprins , Doraaes , 
and other Fiſh. 


N.Jago, St. Iago is the greateſt and chief of the Cabo Yerdo Iflands, being 


about 12 leagues 1a length, lying South-Eaſt and N onth-weſt 4 _ 
u 
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South-eaſt Cape thereof hath the Road gf the Ifland <44ajo0n the 51 Lv. - 
, Welt, and W. and by N. about 5 A —_— 'The high Land 154 - 
of Sr. Tago lies from the Road of AMajo directly Weſt , but the middle 
thereof South-welt from Bos Yiſfa, or rather more Weſterly ; and 
from the Salt Iſland S. W. and by S. about 25 Leagues. From the 
South-weſt Angle, the coaſt ſtretches it ſelf forth 2 leagues South- 
weſt , where there is a ſmall Hamlet , called Praye, ſituated in a com- 
modious place, between two Hills, and environed with 2 Rivers , 
which running into the Sea , do make two handſom Bays , one 
' whereof is called Porto de Praye, and has room enough to contain 
an hundred Ships, which my ſafely ride at Anchor, without damnt- 
fying each other , having 14, tathom water, and ſhot-free from Land, 
as alſo the benefit of a ſmall Iſland , which breaks off the wind. Sail- 
ing paſtPorzo de Praye, before you come at the Town, isa Cape, 
or ſmall Promontory , which the Portugeezes call Capo 'de Twubaras: 
On the Weſt whereof is another Bay , called Porto de Ribeirra Corea , 
which alſo is very fitly ſeated between two Hills,and aRiver that runs 
through the midle, riſing from a fountain , about 2 leagues from 
thence, and diſgorging it ſelf into the Sea, by a mouth about a Bow- 
ſhot in breadth. In the North is alſo another Haven called Sr. Mary. 
On the Iſland &:. 1agoare yet two Towns of note, whereof the one 
is called St. Thomas , very well ſeated; the other Sz. 1ago , or $1, lames , 
which is built uponariſing Ground : This is the Metrapolis of all 
the Towns of theſe Iflands , where 1s alſo the Reſidence and Palace 
of their Biſhop. Towards the Weſt, onan Angle of the Iſland is a 
Fortreſs , two leagues from Porto de Praye , where Ships come to 
anchor ; and North-weſt from this Angle another Haven ; known by 
the name of Porto de Caniſos. ; 
This Iſland is very fertile , and abounds with fruit of ſeveral kinds, 
: aSoneach ſide the Rio de Cores grow great plenty of Cocos , Oranges , 
Citrons , & other Fruit-trees , as alſo ſome Cedars. Beſides this , it 
affoards good ſtore of Rice , Mais, and other grain, as alſo Cattel 
both for work and ſlaughter. 
tlha del Fuogo , or , The Iſle of Fire , probably has that name jy, 4 
from one of it's Mountains , which continually ſends forthflames , Fuoge. 
by ſome inteſtin Fire. It lies in 14. degr. 20 min. Northerly Latitude , 
and 12 leagues from the South-welt point of SF. Jago. N nth. 
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4oLy, weſt, on the Weſtdide, is a Bay, and a ſmall Caſtk ſeated at 

1648, the foot of a hill.: but the violent courſe of fthe ftream , renders 

che haven unapt to receive any Shipping. Thoſe that would enter 

the Bay muſt ſteer their courſe to the North of this Iſland, and fo 
abour. 

About 4 leagues South-weſt of 11ha del Purge, lies. 1iha del Braya , 
thatis , FVild.,, or Deſert I/land,, with two or x af {mal} Mlands, 'on 
the North thereof. On'the Weſt-ſide is a Creek , very convenient 
for ſuch as have occaſion to take in water : but the beſt haven is on 
the South-eaſt fide where it is 15 fathom deep , anda Ship of the 
greateſt burthen may come to anchor cloſe to the Kay. Above this 
Harbour is a Hermitage, and a Village very 'well peopled: This 
Ifland is alſo fruitfultenough , having good ſtore of figs , Mulberrys, 
Water-Melons, and Indian wheat, but far inferiour to Afeyo and Sr. 
Lago for cattel. | 

The Air of theſe Iflands is generally unwholſom , ſo that the in- 
habitants are ivery ſabjett to Feavers, Aches and Fhrxes. Theſe 
Iſlands lying berween the'e £quazor and the Tropic of Exncer affoard the 
People two Summers everyyear, the Sun oaſkg twice directly over 
their heads. When the ſun enters into Cancer , which is inthe end of 
Iune, the ſeaſon is very intemperate, with Storms, Winds, Thun- 
der and Lightning', continuing ſo till the midle of Oftober; theſe 
the Portagueezes call the Rain moneths. They have certain tokens , 
whereby they know when this Seafon approaches , as , high Souther- 
ly Winds which blow along the Coaſt, and the Salt , which begins 
to diſſolve, with the Billows roving out of the Sea. 

On the 14 we left the Salz 15lexds, and ſer ſail , for Sierra Liones , 
and made land on the 2 of CMuguft , hearing ata greatdiſtance the 
Wind roaring from the Mountains , which by the reafon of their 
Concavity , do make a great buzzing when it blows hard , that per- 
haps has given them the name of $Sterre Liones , or Lioneſs Mountains, 
A litle before theevening we came with our Boat cloſe to the ſhore , 
where we hearda moſt terrible Noiſe, occaſioned byan impetuous 
and continual beating of the billows through the cleft ofa Rock, 
which was ſo loud that we could hardly hear one another ſpeak. 
Sterra Liones takes it's beginning from Cabo de Virgin , and ſtretches it 
ſelf ſo far out-as Cabo Tagriv , or Zede, Which is alſo by ſome _ 
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Cabo de Sierra biones. , lying in 8 Degr. and 13 Min. Northerly 
Latityde ; and by reaſon of it's height , is cafily diſtinguiſhed 
from that Continent , which lies to the Northward of 4 ro- 
montory ; the more becauſe it reaches further Seaward. -. The 
Squth., apd South and by E. pazt of this Land lies: toward the 
Sea, and vs high and hilly , but the land of the Cape towards 
the North , for the moſt part level and marſhy. There are 13 
Riyylets which coming from the Land, run through theſe Moun- 
tains , and ſo empty themſelyes in the Ocean , and have on 
their banks plenty of Fruit-txees , as Oranges , Pome-Citrons , 
and the like. | 

On the 3 of CAHuguf wearrived in the Bay of Sierra Liozes. - Imme- 
diately upon our arriving there , the Commander ſent the Shallop 
aſhoar , and ſuch perſons as he did think fit , with Preſents for 
the King , wich were 5 Barrs of Iron , a Barrel of Brandy ; and 
another of Spaniſh Wins. 

Thoſe men that were nominated to deliver the Preſents, were 
courteouſly received by the King and his Court. We could not 
perceiveany Mark of Superiority,or Grandour in the Prince , which 
might diſtinguiſh him from his Subje&ts , no more than in Mr. 
Mayar of Stratford, from his Worſhipfull Brethren , the Aldermen. 
Yet found him much toyary from ſome other Soyeraign Potentates 
who enrich themſelyes at the Coſt aad Penury of their Vaſſals. 
The King and his Folk were equally inſatiable and covetqus; for 
ſo ſoon as the King had received the Preſent , he defired as much 
more, which the Commander was conteat to ſend-him,that he might 
have the freedom to take in Water, and Wood far Fewel , as allo 
to provide our ſelves with Oranges, Lemmons, and other Refreſh- 
ments. The Inhabitants , which are called Cafers, ſhew'd us no 
ſmall Friendſhip; for, ſo long as our Penny laſted , they neyer faild 
of a Pater neſter , bringing us every day good ſtore of Fruit. .Whep 
the King had receivedthe double Pre{ent , he inſiſted upon twiceas 
much more , before he wauld admitt of our coming aſhoar. , This 
great incivility ſo inraged the Commander , that he reſolved to be 
revenged upon him ; and purſyant thereto ſent the Long-boat 
aſhoar to entreat him to came aboard , | where he ſhould receive what 
his Kjogſhip deſired. The Fredulous Barbarian , mage no long paulc 
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yUxs, in the matter ; but preſently , with a certain number of his Gen- 
64, try, ſtept into the Boat, and ſo were brought aboard. Bur his 
Retinue being too numerous , the Commander having regard 
to our ſafety , would not permit above 5 or 6 to come aboard. 
The King was no ſooner got aboard, but he ran in all haſt to 
74, the Great Cabin , in hopes of ſome ample Gift ; but much 
Xing of miſtaken , for the Commander gave order that he ſhould be 
Sierrs fetter'd , which was accordingly done , and 4, men appoin- 
fettered, ted to attend him. The King was hereat mainly altered , but 
_ afterward much more , when he ſaw the. Commander in- 
»d4o tended to hang him at the Yards arm , which had certainly 
be ben- been had not the Maſter of the Ship undertaken the Office of a 
5: Mediator upon him, and made interceſſion for his Life. . The 
Commanders wrath-thus pacified ; he gave order to throw him over 
board, which was 4mmediately obey'd and executed , by 4. of the 
Ships Company , who threw him out at the Fore-caſtle Port ; 
Burt he was ſo well diſciplin'd in ſwimming, that he preſently por 
aſhoar. His Retinue ſeeing that, with all the haſt they could , be- 

The took themſelves immediatly to their Cances , and male 2s if the 
bexſer would do ſome prodigious Feat,orother;or atleft obſtruct 0'1r com- 
Caffers 10g; aſhoar, totake' mwhat was neceſſary.” The Commander , whoſe 
anry, uk temper was too - couragious , t6 be daunted fora {warm of Flies , 
or. ſent two Boats aſhoarto fetch Waterand Wood , both well Man'd 
_— and Arm'd , and i fpite of all their Force , hew'd as much Wood , 
i andbroughtas much Water, as they thought might ſerve our turn, 
The Commander notwithſtanding all this, was not yet content , 
but remandedithe men and Shallops to pillage their Houſes and Or- 
chards,and ſet the Kings Neger-houſe on fire; all which they did in a 
moment. The King ſeeing this , thoughrar high time to put him- 
ſelf in a poſture of Defence; and in order to that, muſters up all 
the Forces he could on a ſudden, the whole Countrey being Alarm- 
ed , 'and appear'd with za number of a Thouſand Canoes, or more , 
half of each being loaden with Faggots, whether to ſetour Ships 
on fire, or touſethem for Shields, we could not determine : how- 
ever having obtained ourends, we held it beſt to weigh Anchor , and 
proceed on our Voyage , rather than to incurr anecdleſs & _—_— 
table Ingagement, with a Company of ſuch contemptible Sc _ 
rels, 
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drels. In which Reſolution we ſet ſail , direftingour Courſe for 
Madagaſcar. | 

Before we were got out of ſight of Sierra Eiones , we met witha ſmall 
Flyboat which T raded along that Coaſt , whereof one Tohn Backer of 
Durgerdem was Maſter, The Maſter came and proffered his Ship and 
ſervice to our Commander and Vice-Admiral;to condudtt us over the 
Foords and ſhallow Places of the Red ſea , and to make uſe of 
his Veſſel as an advice Yacht. But our Ship-maſter diſſwaded them 
to accept-of his Tender , whereupon he declared that he was un- 
willing, and fo declined his Favour. This Maſter had the like 
Reſcontre with that Kings Majeſty , and for his Churliſhneſs 
gave him a toſs (as he told us) out of the Cabin-port ſo that it ſeem'd 
2 Paradox tous; that he would be ſo void of Prudence/as to ha- 
zard himſelf a ſecond time, being once before in jeopardy of his

choice Rivers, which are pure Rain-water , that comes from the 
Mountains, but in the Month of May, ( the beginning of the Rain 
ſeaſon ) it is very unwholſom and unapt for uſe , as our Maſters 
Mate told me who was well acquainted with thoſe Parts , and 

1s frequently the Occaſion of Feavers, Fluxes , and other per- 
rillous diſtempers ; and not only ſo, but is ſo venemous, that where 

it falls upon the skin of one, whois not uſed to that Climat, will 
cauſe Tumors and Ulcers , and breeds a kind of worm or moth in 
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1645. Coaths which miyſervefor 2 Caveir to ſuch as ſhall be forced to 
make uſe of it , about that rime of the year, although it be approved 
good, when it is ſonie days o14 , as if the venemous property were 
vaniſhed with keeping. The Inhabitants are tot altogether black, 
but tawny ;, and their bodies cauterized in many places with hor 
Irons. The tips of their Ears, zrid their'tioſes, are bored through ,and 
hung with Jewels , which they Hold for paſſing rare Ornatttents. 
Bock Men and Wenn go naked , and uſe no mannerof Velſtute 
fave only a ſurcingle , 6r towel; trade of the barks 'of Trees , 
which ( it ſeerns ) for modeſty ſake, they wear about their Middte. 
Thoſe that inhabit thoſe parts which lie further within Land,are Can- 
nibals (or Niche ) brit ſtich a5 dwell'hear the Sea, more civiliz'd, 
and flexible to commerce with Zireptens , ind other Strangers. 
The King with whom we Were conhceth'd , wasan old, ill viſag- 
ed and homely Man, in a Garbtolerably handſom , after the Moo- 
riſh faſhion; having alſo a kind of a hat of a'grayiſh colour; but 
neither he, nor any of his Retinie, had elheOhies or ſtockings,

So ſoon as we weregot to land, we were introduced by the Kin 
himſelf, and his Attendantsnto his Pallace , which was in the mi 
of a Sconce, reaſonably ſtrong , and environ'd with Palizados. The 
Houſe was hung with neat Mat-work,and-theFloors covered with the 
ſame, The King preſently began to inquire, What for Peaple that we 
were? and,to what.place our Shup belong'd? forhe could: ſee by har 
Colours that we did not come out of Holland. The Commander made 
anſwer that we were Hellanders , but were then in-the fervice -of 
the Duke of Genus , to whom .the-Shjps-belovag'd. After they had 
exchanged a few Words 4qgether ., the Commander aſſumed the 
liberty to ask. him, Where he had learned to ſpeak iPutch ? I have 
been, quoth-he , formerly in-Eaft India.,and was at that timea'Slave 
to one oh Maas ,a Marriner, and-intending for:Holland , we-were 
ſurpriz'd with -a difmal Hurricano , which difabled us of .our 
Maſts ,-and-made us-in-ſuch a Condition ythat we were. forced to 
put m-hereto Calk, and fit us out again; but I having no

I may 
fey, of not ommit the fatal Difference, and Miſunderſtanding of our Ofh- 
John cers among themſelves,, occaſioned upon the Deceaſe of Capt. Zohn 
Captains Benning , who commanded the S&, Bernard. The Chief Commander 
of the St. Maas , together with the reſt of the Officers thought fit to put

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hand and foot ; andafter him the firſtand ſecond Mate together with 
the reſt of the Officers were brought up , and immedaatly clapt into 
ſhakles. The foremaſt men ſeeing themſelves outwitted by the 
Commanders Politie, began to looſe their Courage, and after a ma- 
ture deliberation among themſelves, concluded it the ſafeſt way to 
ſurrender themſelves and Ship to the Commander. This done, a 
Council of War was held, and the Captive Officers (Yoogt himſelf 
only excluded )were brought into the great Cabin, where theCouncil, 
for the time being, was aſſembled, and asked which they would 
rather chuſe, To burn with their Ship ? or , To ſerve the Com- 
mander faithfully without murmuring ? They conceiving that there 
was no hopes © nn ſevere Penalty , or other , which 
the Council , perhaps , had deſigned in caſe of their continuing 
refrattory , chuſed the latter: and with one humbly begged pardon 
for their miſdemeanours , promiſing for the future not tobe fatti- 
ous in any Uproar, or the Occaſion of Tumult. Upon theſe Sup- 
plications the Council fat again, and came to this Reſult, That 
their former misbehaviour ſhould be connived at; but, Yoogs the 
Maſter to continue in Irons , till we came again to Genus, where he 
ſhould be baniſhed upon the Galleys , during the term of life, as a 
condign Puniſhment for his obſtinate Rebellion. However to pre- 
vent any mutinous conſultations which might otherwiſe find oppor- 
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tunity ,and detard our ae Pt , the Ships companies were mixed and falk. ' 


counterchanged ; ſome of our men ſent aboard the Sz. Bernard, and 
others from the $2. Bernard n lieu of them, brought over to us. In the 
mean while we recreated our ſelves with the Divertiſements of Hun- 
ting , Fiſhing and Fowling ; as alfo ranging the woods , which 
we found ſtored with many forts of Fruit. 

Madgazaſear is diſtant from the Coalt of Cefale about 110 Leagues , 
and 44 from Moſambique. It lies in length Northeaſt and Southwelt 
reaching from abour 12 degr. to 26 , Southerly Latitude ; being about 
220 Dutch leagues in length and 70 1n breadth, and conſequently 
reputed the largeſt Ifland in the whole World. Ir is alſo divided 
into ſeveral Provinces and Dominions, whichare moſtly bounded and 
ſevered from each other, by Rivers. 

This Ifland is very fertile, and affoards great plenty of Grain, as 
Wheat (or Mais) and Barly, as alfo Pulſe, as Lentils Peaſe & Beans 

of 
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of ſeveral kinds. They havealſo abundance of Water Melons , C4- 
4045 , Bananas, and other unknown Plants and Roots. The Trees are 
loaden with Oranges , Lemons, Pome-Citrons, and two kinds of 
Pomegranates, to wit, aſweetand a four , as alſo delicate Pears , Figs, 
Almonds , &c. Beſides theſe Fruits, they have ſeveral ſtrange Roots, 
that may be uſed for Diet , which they call 0wvibaren , Schambri, Cam- 
bares , Ouvifoutty , Offebe , Mavondre, Damborn , and others , which 1 
cannot call to mind, at preſent. It affoards alſo very rich Honey , va- 
riety of Gums , Medicinal Balſams , Oils, Roots and Herbs , nor may 

we ommit the commemoration of its'rich Mines, and variety of 
Mettals, though the beſt it affoards beyond other Places,is Steel. The 
Gold which is digged here,is much baſer than that of Pers, the Qunce 

not valuingabove ten Crowns. Neither is this Ifland without Preci- 

ous ftones , as Topaz, Amethyſt, Emerald , Sapphire , Ja- 
cynth, Jaſpar , Agath, with Blood Stones and others. It abounds 
with Beaſts, as Kine, tame and wilde, Goats which have young 4 
times a year; the Sheep are very fat, their tails weighing ſome 25 
pound a piece ; Swine they have alſo, both tame and wild , whoſe 
fleſh whether hung , or pickled , is far better then that which we 
have in Ewrope. There is alſo a kind of wild Swine that the 
*Fe- Inhabitants call * Texdrzk , which they hold for a great deli- 
cupimes, CACY : T heſame beaſt fleeps fix moneths 1n the year , in which 
which time the cafts her Prickles, as Hedge-hogs do , which are alſo there 
—_ m great abundance. The Dogs of this Ifland are for the moſt part 
commm litle,, ſhortafnouted and ſtump-car'd. Apes and Monkeys run in 
—_ titroops, fome times 50,60 or 100 together, of which there 
F- are feveratkinds. Thoſe that are white are the moſt cruel , and 
hardeſt tojcatch,cr tame. Another ſort thereare which are grey, and 
not ſo big as the white which are more tame and flexible ; rthete they 
often take by wiles , and teach them ſeveral prattical and artificial 
exerciſes. 'ſhere are beſides theſe another kind of white Apes, 
commit that 'go almoſt right overend, andareſo lecherous that even the 
* Women mm that place, cannot be ſecure for them , which they raviſh 
if they find an opportunity, one holding her, till another has per- 
ſorm'd his Task ; whom , when they have had their will , they 
ſometimes rend in pieces.But there is a kind of Gray Apes, which 
are held in moſt eſteem ; having eies like fire , hn are very _ 

an 
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and unapt to be tamed , and ſome fo ſavage that they will rather ocr.* 
ſtarve than be fed out of hand. There are alſo many Squirrels '**** : 
Weſels and Civet Cats. They are likewiſe. annoyed with many 

ſorts of venemous Creatures and Vermin, as Scorpions , Spiders, 
Waſps and Millepedes , which are here, ſo horribly fell , that the 

party ſtung falls immediately intoa ſwound. 

T his Iſland 1s inhabited both by Whites and Negros , the former ,,, ,,. 
having long and lank hair , the latter alitle curled, and handſombebirenrr, 
bodied. There are alſo a ſort of tawny People that are not" *«: 
ſo well civiliz'd as the reſt , letting their hair and beards grow, 6a%,« 
which the other for the moſt part ſhave. Poſture, 

They are in general a ——— and fraudulent people , prone 
to Thievery , and greedy of Revenge, which they eſteema lauda- 
ble vertue, and deem him a man of merit , who knows how to quit 
himſelf handſomly in vindication of a Quarrel ; but on the contrary 
he that puts up an affront or injury done him , is held in great 
contempt , and ſtigmatiz'd for'a Cond, They are by nature 
very ſluggiſh,and inclined to Sloth, much given to Dancing andSing- 
ging. Theſe that are willing to take upon them any hard Imploy- 
mentor laborious exerciſe, are ſuch as follow Husbandry , Smiths, 
Carpenters , Fullers , Spinners , Weevers , Fiſhers and Fowlers. 
Their Smiths have a good way to temper Iron and Steel, and are 
very aCtive in making Knives, Javelins, Pile-heads and Plyers to 
* up hair by the roots. They havealſfo Silverſmiths , but ſuch as 

ardly deſerve the naming. 

Their Houſes are but little wooden Tabernacles, of one ſtory high res 
and a firm Cieling; yet at the Inauguration of thoſe Cottages they Honſes 
make ſumptuous Banquets : So ſoon as the Houſe is completed 
the Owner invites all his Relations and Allies, with other acquain- 
tance to the ſaid Houſe , where they are entertained in ſplendid 
manner : Yet this Treat is notatall chargeable to him , but rather 
an advantageous mean ; for there is not any of theſe Gueſts who 
dare make is appearance without ſome Preſent , which he is to 
bring with him (as if it were at a Y/eſtmerland wedding ) Some 
bring Gold , Silver , or Steel ; ſome great Bowls with Corn, or 
perhaps Moveables and Furniture for the Houle ; others Oxen, 

Sheep or other Belly-timber. So that in brief , none ever comes 
C empty- 
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empty-handed ; by which means the Builder has not only the 
Expences of his Feaſt reimburſ'd , but ſometimes more than what 
he haslaid out in ſuch a ſtupendious Fabric. Theſe Ewcemis , or 
Feaſts Dedicatory , do uſually hold for ſome days together , during 
which time theyre an Epicurean life , in Luxury and Riot, Danc- 
ing , Singing and Playing. Moſt of their Houſe furniture is what 
properly belongs to the Kitchin : but as for Table, Stools , Benches, 
Table-cloth, Napkins ,. Beds and Cuſhions they never uſe any , and 
when they eat ſit down humbly upon a Mat. 

The Common People gaalmoſt naked , but thefe of the beſt rank 
are aparreled in different veſtures, to __ the ſexes; the men 
wearing Breaches which reach from the midle to the Calf of the leg , 
and from the midle upward a Cotton cloth, ( almoſt like a Scorch 
Plad ) thrown careleſly about their ſhoulders , girded about the mid- 
dle with a Surcingke. The Women wear a Garb, with, and without, - 
fleeves, demitted to the knees , having alſoa kind of Drawers witha 
Girdleabout the body, and ſometimes a litle mantle thrown about 
their Shoulders. Their Cloths are moſtly of Cotton, Bombaſt,and Silk 
of various Colours, garniſhed with loops of Silk, which is of another 
colour than the Garment it felf. Both men and women go bare-headed, 
and barefoot, except one fort, whereofthe Man wears a Cap, ſome- 
thing ——— that of a Jefuit , and the Woman a Hood made 
after the form of a Pyramid , which comes down to the ſhoulders. 

Their Marriages are generally performed without many Ceremo- 
nies; and Polygamy allowed, every man taking to himſelf fo many 
Wives as he thinks fit , or is capable to maintain. They are alſo cali- 
ly divorced, Theirmen will not ſtick todehght themſelves withthe 
Wriyes of others , and the Women as inclinable to that way, as any in 
the World, andare carefull to make uſe of every Opportunity they 
meet with: This they eſteem no ſn, but account it (if they can doit 
E—_ being catch'd in the Fatt )buta kind of Filching, 
or clandeſtin Theft,which may be expiated , with ſome inconfidera- 
ble Prefent, or Gift. Their Young women are alfo great Traders 
that Way; and without ſhamefaſtnefs will render themſelves pro- 
ftitute, toany that will but give good wages, and thoſe generally 
moſt opplauded , which come off with moſt Gain: and if they intend 
to marry will not give theirConſent totheir Party,till they have _ 

proo 
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proof of his Manhood. 'The Parents are delighted to ſee their Chil- ocr, 
dren ative in imitation , and yet notwithſtanding this licentious '** 
ſenſuality be tolerated in the Attion, yet they will be offended at their 
Daughters,if they utter any word without the limits of modeſty. 
hen any Perſon comes todie, the neareſt Friends and Allies , Their 

do bath the Corps; and then adorned with Bracelets and Ear-rings , Pages 
and wrapt in fine cloaths,is carried in a Mat to the place of burial. But 
the Funeral Rites of Perſons of the higheit rank are performed with 
greater pomp; for when one of ſuch Quality dies, he is alſo bath- 
ed after that manner as we have already faid ; which done they 
ſhave him, andif it be a Woman put a hood upon her head, and 
adorn her with precious ornaments. Then come in the neareſt Kin- 
dred, as Father, Mother and others of the Conſanguinity, with Wo- 
men , Children and Slaves, to bewail the Dead, making a lamentable 
howling and yelling, the tearstrickling down theChecks.Others begin 
by way of Elogy torecite the Prayſe ofthe deceaſed Party , _ O- 
thersto beat Drums , the reſt fall a dancing. Theſe Ceremonies ended, 
one of them addreſſes himſelf to the Corps ,as if it werealive, Asking 
theſe, or the like Queſtions. 0h my dear Friend ! how cameſf thou todie? 
Or , didft thou want for any thing ? Hadſt not thou Cattel, Gold, Silver , Steel, 
and other Goods enough? &c. W hen they have deplored the Departure of 
their Friend, and danc'd the whole day, they killa Fatling or two, 
which is diſtributed among his Relations in the Evening. So long as 
the Corps is above ground they burn light by it; and when they are 
ready to interr him, they cloſe him ina Cofhn made of the Trunk of a 
Tree whichis fitly ſhut up, and carried to alitle Cottage made on 

urpoſle, in the midle whereof is a Grave about 6 foot Ucep, here they 
| him, and ſet by his ſide a Basket of Rice,a Tobacco-box,an Earth- 
en Pan, a Chafhin-diſh; a ſuit of Apparrel, a Girdle, with what other 
things they conceive he ſhall have occaſion for, in ſuch'along and 
tedious Journey. Soſoon as they have done that,they roll a great ſtone 
to the door of his ſepulchre, and ſacrifice ſome beaſt or other to the 
Devil, that they may not annoy or moleſt him on his way to Paradice. 

Ofall the Idolatrous Cuſtoms that I could obſerve among them, RO 
there is ſome Nation or other that hath parity with them; But one ns, 
Barbarous and inhuman Practiſe they have, as peculiar and proper to theirchi? 
themſelves , that is , making away of their own Children. True t 1s 
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that in moſt places in India and Tartary , they make merchandiſe of 
their Children, and that by reaſon of their not being ina capacity of 
bringing them up , but never (like thoſe of Hadagaſear) take away 
their lives. This they are induced to by an implicit Faith , being per- 
fwaded by their Prieſts, that they are born upon unhappy days , and 
ſhall be ſubjeT ro great miſery and afflictions ſolong as they live; or 
that the Planet under which the Child is born, has fome bad influence 
upon it; and having view'd the Palms of his hands, and his Face, 
make concluſion that he will be either Thief, or Parricide, &c. Upon 
theſe and the like Occaſions , they deliver the Child over toa Slave, 
which he is to carry out of the way, and throw it into a Ditch or un- 
der a Thorn-hedge , where the poor Infant muſt either die of hun- 
ger, or be devoured w of Dogs, or other Beaſts of Prey. Others 
there are among, thoſe Women , who when they are with 
Child if they find themſelves never fo litle out of order, immedia- 
mediatel aſcribe the cauſe to the ill Nature of the unborn Babe, and 
either kill ic before it come into the World, or fo ſoon as it is born 
bury italive, and ſometimes throw it intothe Water. If a Woman 
ſlave chance to prove with Child by her Patron, and be turned away ; 
fo that ſhe be not able to bring it up, ſhe either ſtrangles, or diſpatches 
it before it come into the World : and fometimes a white Wo- 
man having a Child by a Negro, if ſhe ſeceit reſemble the Father, or 
have curP'd hair : as alſo their Young-women , who make themſelves 
proſtitute for Gain,follow the like Courſe, but commonly murther 
the Infant before it be born , deeming it but aburthen to them , and 
a hindrance of their Profeſlion. But beſides all theſe inhuman Cu- 
ſtoms they have another no whit inferiour to thoſe already ſaid , that 
when the woman dies in Child-bed , the Child is thrown alive with 
the Mother into the Grave,faying. Better it is that the Child dies than to 
be brought up by rangers. And becaufe ſo many days are by them held 
infortunate , almoſt half of the: Children are diſpatch'd , which 
with other occaſions alrcady mentioned , is undoubtedly the reaſon 
that this great, happy and moſt fruitfull Iffand is notvery popu- | 
lous,where not only Potyramy is allow'd; but alſo ſuch freedomgiven 


to the unmarried to ſatisfy their luſt, and Iibidinous ends. Yet certain 
15 that thereis a Stock of people among them,who are more compaſ- 
Gonate with their Young, and when they preſume that the Child 15 ſo 
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ſſeſſed., do only cauſe a Slave to carry it awayand hide it awhile, 97. 
and ſoon after fetch it home again : afſoon as they have got it home a- _—_ 
gain,they Sacrifice ſome beaſt,or Fowl,or perhaps ſhut it up ina Hen- 

rooſt , thinking thereby toaf[wageand moderate the ill temper of the 
childs ſpirit, which otherwiſe would lead him toſome unhappy end. 

The Religion of the Madageſears , is hardly worth recounting, _ Th 
they being wholly Strangers both to Houſes of Worſhip , andalfo _—_— 
to Praycr. They beleeve that there is a God who hath made both 
Heaven and Earth , but neither adore nor ferve him', yet growin 
old or ſick , they make a kind of Confeſſion to him. They a 
belceve that there 15s a Devil,who is the Occaſion of all evil, having the 
power of Life and Death in his hand , and that they muſt conſerve 
a perpetual Peace with him , by Worſhip and Sacrifice, Beſides their 
Opinion that there is a God and an evils pirit,they have a thirdPower; 
which they call Diaz Manans, or Lord of Wealth, at whoſe dif poſing 
will , they think that they are maderichand proſper in their affairs. 
They ſeem alſo to have ſome light of inviſible Angels, and of the firſt 
peopling of the World,after the Creation by Adam &Eveand the re- 
peopling thereof,after the great Deluge by Noahzas alſo ſome glance of 
a Saviour, who was madea Piaculum,tor ſome great offence committed: 
by all mankind in general. They have alſo their. Fafts and Holy-days.

' Thus Ifland is divided into many Kingdoms and Dominions , 

nerd which are the Occaſion of perpetual diſcord and warrs among them. 

Policy, Their Arms are Bows and Arrows, Javelins , and Targets , which 

they can uſe expertly well. They are for matter of courage and 

valour ſecond to none; but fight without any Diſcipline or Order, 

breaking in with the main Battalion __ the Enemy , till they 

grow ſo confuſed , that they cannot diſtinguiſh their own , from 

the contrary Party. During the time of War. They run out in 

ſmall Companies to _— and pillage the Towns and Cottages 

of their Enemies , and afterward fet them on fire. When the Man 

is in Battel or under March , the Wife continually dances and 

ſings , and will not ſleep, , or eatin her own Houle , nor admitt 

of the Uſe of any other Man , unleſs ſhe be defirous to be rid of 

her own ; for they entertain this Opinion among them, That if they 

ſuffer themſelves to be overcome with an inteſtin YYar at home, 

their Husbands muſt ſuffer for it , being ingaged in a forreign Ex- 

pedition ; but on the contrary , if they behave themſelves chaſtly, 

and dance luſtily , that then their Husbands by ſome certain Sym- 

pathetical operation , will be able to vanquiſh all their Con- 

combatants. 

During the time of our aboad there , we ſaw the King Diembro 

ſeveral times ingaged with his Enemy , who had a more powerfull 

Army than he , his own not exceeding 7000 men. So ſoon as the 

Enemy gave battel, Diembro with his Battalion ran upon him (after, 


they 
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they had done with the Javelins ) ina promiſcuous order , eyery 
one pitching upon his man , and after a ſhort Ingagement gave 
over , with the loſs of ſome of the beſt on each ſide ; although 
Diembro , conſidering the great TO of men , had the-better 
Succeſs, and honour of the Camp. When the Battel was done , our 
party returned , with great Joy for the Day , and every one that 
could bring the Heads of the Champions , with whom they were 
particularly ingaged , laid them at the feet of the King , who 
either gave them a noble recompence , or honoured them with

CHAP. 
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The Author's departure from Madagaſcar , Arrival at Sumatra, Foxr Prizes 

. .- belonging to Atchin raken. The beaftly Senſuality of ſome of the Ships-com-« 
pany » upon 4 Woman. The Ship whereen the Author was , taken as Prize, 
Ga brongbe wp to Batavia. The men plundered , and their Cheſts broken 
up. The Author admitts bimſelf into the Service of the Eaſt India Company, 
his Voyage to Siam. An accurate deſcription of that Kingdom. 


Hs ſtay'd fully 5 moneths at Madagaſcar , we ſet fail for 
Sumatrs on the 16 of March 1649 , where we arrived on the 
12 of [we then following. We came to anchor in the Bay of Sillabar 
where we exchanged ſome Commodities for Pepper and other 
Spices. On this Coaſt we took two Iunks Dea gnng to Athin, 
but all the people jump'd ever board,and fav'd themlelves , except 
one Woman , whom the 1:z«/ians , raviſhed , the Officers not able 
to reſtrain them. The Woman-after ſhe had been thus treated by 
theſe ſenſual bruits ( that rather than to deny their beaſtly appetite, 
made a Bewdy houſe of our Ship ) was after much intreaties put 
aſhoar , and delivered to her Husband,who inhumanly mangled her 
till ſhe died. | | | | 
On the 28 we weighed. anchor , and ſet fail for 1ndraþours , tak- 
ing by the way , two lunks more , loaden with Pepper , Camphir, 
and other Druggs and Spices. Onthe 29 we arrived at Indrapours , 
where we took in ſome neceſſary Proviſion and Refreſhments, think- 
ing by the way to meet" with- more {mall Prizes ;,: but had not 
our expettation. d 
On the 2 of July , we left Indrapoura , and fo ſet fail for the 
Straits of Sunda. When we had got the height of Toppers hook , we 
met 14. Sail of Ships ,. belonging to the Dutch Eſt - Indis company, 
which were ſent out by expreſs order of the General , and the 
Council, to bring us up , whether willing, or unwilling. So ſoon 
as our commander had received the Meſſage , he returned anſwer, 
That he was not under the command of the General , and that 
if they ſhould afſail him , he was reſolved, to fight in his own 
defence. The Dwurch commander was hereat in a doubt, and ſent to 
Batawafor new Inſtruftions. It wasnotlong before he got an Order 
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from the General , with a Ship of War to aflift him in ub 


Oppoſition : and thereupon imperiouſly commanded him to ſtrike, 
threatning to fire a whole tear of Guns in caſe of refuſal. Capr. 
Maes, who ſeeing himſelf now in a great Strait, and the uneaſi- 
neſs of his Ships-folk, called together all the Officers , to con- 
ſult the matter , when after mature deliberation they concluded it 
more faſe to ſurrender themſelves, and give their Maſters a true 
account of the buſineſs, ſeeing they were not able to defend them- 
ſelves againſt ſuch a number of Ships. This Reſolution was ver 

acceptable to the Ships-company , who ſince that diviſien Joo.

uproarat Madagaſcar , were ſtillat odds, continually jarring among rhesbips 
themſelves , andlong'd for this, or the like oportunity. The Com- —_ 
pany now made Maſters of our Ships, brought them up to Bef«- lhe 

via, where we arrived the 12 of 1uly. Our Ships outſaiPd the reſt Dutch, 


by far , we arriving at the Haven 6 or 8 hours before them; 40 
that if we had been willing , might have left them, and madeour 
eſcape by night. 

On the 15 came Captain vander Meulen aboard , with an Or- 
der from the Heer wander Liin, then General, to take poſſeſſion 
of the Ship. Afſoon as he was aboard, went into the great Cabin, 
where he examin'd us one by one. All the Dutch were brought ab. 
aft; and afterwards committed to the 74 vans Corps du Garde, The 
Italians and other Strangers remain'd aboard, and in the mean while 
pillaged our Cheſts, and took all the money they could come at. 
They being now at liberty and diſmiſſed, went every man where 
he beſt liked , the 124/ians moſtly to Goa, or Banthem , but the Hem- 
burgers and others imbarqu'd themſelves for Europe. Shortly after 
the Commander died, and by ſeveral tokens he had on his body , 
was ſuppoſed to be poyſoned; and as ſome conjecture was done 
by thoſe which were left aboard the Ship , when we were car- 
ried aſhoar. After we had now lain about 14, days in priſon, we 
delivered a Petition , deſiring Inlargement; which was not only 
granted, but by Order of the General, all our Arrcarages pay'd us 
to the utmoſt penny , - and a Choice preferr'd us , Whether we 
would return home , or, Liſt our ſelves in the Compames ſervice : 
ſome rather chuſed to go home, but 1, with the moſt part of the 
men , accepted of the latter. 1hired myſelt as Sailmaker , —_

Cities, and Towns of note in it, and thoſe very populous, among 
which 1:44 1s the chief , being the Metropolis of India extra Gan- 
gem , and the city where the King has his Court and Reſidence. 
The land 1s very tertile , attoarding all that may ferve for the de- 
I:ght and ſuſtenance of human Bodies , the Fields ſtored with ma- 
ny forts of Cattel , the Rivers with Fiſh, and the Towns with 
Magazines of rich Merchandizes. 'I he Inhabitants are of a tawny 
and yellowiſh complexion , and ſuperſtitious Pagans in Religion; 
as appears by their great Zeal, in adoraing of their Temples , and 
{tr.& Reverence for their Prieſts which are here too great and nu- 
merou; for the Laity. Their Government is Monarchical , and 
the King for many ages has been abſolute Sovereign , over this 
and the neighbouring Territories and Dominions , and that with 
as much Power , Grandour , and Reverence from the Subjett; as 
any Potentate or King , under the canopy of Heaven. In ſhort, 
Siam in regard of it's Fertility , Wealth , Number of Inhabitants, 
and ſubordinat Principalities , may paralel any other Empire in 
the Univerſe. 

Iudia , which (as we have already faid )is the Imperial Town 
of Siam , lics about 16 degrees Northerly Latitude from thee £9ua- 
zor , and is ſeated on one of the faireſt Rivers (without doubt in 
all the Eaſtern World , where a Ship of the greateſt burthen may 
come up. cloſe to the Kay, to load or unload , without fear of 
ſuſtaining dammage. 

In going from the mouth of the River upwards about 30 


* Leagues, we found ſeveral Inlets and ſwift Currents, which diſgorge 


themſelves into this great and noble River , with abundance of 
fair Orchards, pleaſant and delectable Groves, an infinit number 
of Villages, Religious Houſes, Hamlets, and other amiable Pro- 
ſpeCs; the Fields all the while caſting a fragranc ſmell from her ſpicy 
Flowers;and the Groves affoarded a moſt raviſhing melodie of Birds; 
warbling their wanton ſtrains , and chanting in the ſhades and thic- 

kets, 
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kets , whither they retired to ſhelter themſelves from the too power- 
fall raies of the ſcorching Sun , and thoſe anſwered again by rhe ;- A 
ſoft whiſpering gales of the gentle Wind ,and the baſe murmurin 
of the great Cataracts and Water - falls at a diſtance, raiſ'd and de- 
preſſ'd with the unconſtant turnings of the Wind : all which ſeemed 
to have ſuch Harmony, that it raviſh'd us as much, asever the re- 
nowned Theſſaliay Tempe could the men of old. 
The Land 1s for the moſt part level , ofa clay and ſandy earth; 
few Hills appear , or any thing elfe ſeems to ſurmount the Horizon, 
fave the high Towers and Pyramids , whereof we found an incre- 
dible nuzaber. 
About 8 leagues up the River is a ſmall City, ofatriangular Plat- 
form, and environed with a wall , called Bentok. Inthe fame City 
is the Kings firſt Toll-or Cuſtome-houſe , which they call the Caxor cuſtome- 
Bankok , and every Ship and Junk to whomſoever they belong are 
obliged to cometo anchor there , and give in their information , upon 
what account they come, and from whence; as alſo what Men and 
Goods they have aboard. Having performed that Duty , they pay 
their Toll, and receive their Billet, with Letters of Conduct, to 
go ſo far up as they liſt , till they come within a League of 14a , 
where the ſecond Toll-houſe is , called , the Canon Bantenar; and 
here they are a ſecond time bound to anchor , and exhibit their Coc- 
kets, which having ſhown, they have their liberty to go further. This 
ſecond Canon, is erected only to fee that the Prince have his due, 
and to-examin whether that the Stranger be not defrauded by the 
Commillioners of the firſt; and to give Licences to enter the Town, 
and traffique. It 1s alſo to be underſtood , that when any Ship is 
outward bound , they are to pay their Toll at the C:non Bantenas. 
which at coming up was the ſecond , now the firſt Cuſtome. * Fifteen 
Houſe; and are to paſs an Examen at the Camo Bankokt, as they did _ by 
before at the other, without paying any thing , if they can maniteſt flows 
by their Cocker , that they have already paid : and this every Veſſel Dons. 
how mean ſoever it be , 1s bound to do , or 1n caſe of refuſal ro miles 
forfeit Ship and Carga. —_— 
Siam although it have abundance of Towns, yet there are but 5 gi\hlend 
that are walled , in all the Kingdom , whereof dia is the ſtrong- —_ 
eſt , being about 3 * Dich mules in circuit : The walls are con- guuad 
D 2 fide. 
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fiderably ſtrong , with round Bulwarks after the old way, but af-- 
ter its manner very Stately and magnificent. Within the Town 
are ſome Thouſands of Temples, Cloyſters; and: gilded Turrets, 
which. together do make a pompous ſhow. The ſtreets of this 
Cityare very long and ſpatious, the Town it ſelf ſurrounded with 


a Riverabout 2 Musquet-ſhot in breadth. and divides it ſelf into 8 


ſtreams, at that place where the King has his Court and Reſt 
dence: The Royal Palace is very magnificent and Coſtly, ſtrongly 
walled about, and fortified , within alſo are very ſtately and noble 
Appartments, a Fabric which for Workmanſhip and Riches ſur- 
paſſes all that ever I have ſeen in 1ndia , and certainly , for the 
Power and Grandour of the Prince , Splendour of the Palace, 
immenſe Wealth of the Inhabitants, Fertility of the Countrey , 
and Temperateneſs of the Climate, it is ſecond to no place in /n- 
&ia, if Chins may be excluded.

a vaſt increaſe of Rice and other Corn; It is alſo rich of Cattel, 
as Kine , Hoggs, Buffels , Elks.,, Hares and Coneys ,. incredible 
Flocks of Deer , which are more hunted for their Hides than Car- 
caſes, they reckoning That one of the Staple commodities, and 
export many Thouſands yearly to Zapon, and other places of Traf- 
fic , ſo that the main Trading of the Company therc to 7avor, 
conſiſts in- that Merchandiſe. Wild-beaſts are alſo berc in great 
abundance, as, Elephants, Rhinocerots, Leopards, 'Tygres , and 
the like; asalſo all kinds of Fowl,. both great and ſmall, that I 
have ſeen in Europe, Swans and: Nightingales onely excepted, which 
I dare not be poſitive whether there be any or not. Nor are the 
Rivers, as alſo the Sea without good ſtore of Fiſh, and that of 
many kinds: "The Sea-ſhore lies thick with Oiſters, and Lobſters, 
which are as delicate as they are plentiful. They uſe the Fiſhing 
TFradealſo as in other places, and make great profit, eſpecially in 
a kind of Scate, that they take chiefly Pr the Skin, which thoſe 


Thegre«t of Japon hold in great eſteem-, paying, ſometimes at the rate. of 


S$cate- 


Skins, 


50, or 60 Ducats for one Skin, if it be choice and good, yet ſuch is 
the difference , that I have ſeena hundred Pieces of Eight paid for a 
ſingle Skin, whilſt it has been known, that a whole hundred would 
not yield 4 Rix-dollars. "Theſe Skins they firſt dry , and with 

great 
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great Care pack them up, and ſo export them. There: arc alſo in 1.4x, 
this River many Crocodiles, which the Sjamers call Cayman , and 15: 
uſe them for Phylic. 'There are alſo many venemous Creatures as crocod:. 
Serpents, Adders , Scorpions and Snakes. It exuberates, beſides '**{4 
the ſeveral Products already mentioned, in Sugar, Oil, Kickin, 2 
and Medicinal herbs, and various kinds of Fruit: and in a word _ 
Siam is {o well provided by nature of it ſelf that the Inhabitants may 
ſupply themſelves with what is neceſſary for human Life, and Re- 
creation, Without the means of exotic Commerce, and importa- 

tion of forreign Commodities. 
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The Nature and Way of living of the Siamers. Their ſeveral Trades and Pro+ 
feſſion. Travail of their Merchants. Government and Politie. The great 
State of the Emperour, and Magnificency of his Throne: his Cavalcade, and 
manner of shewing himſelf to his People. The Riches of his Veſſels, the Ele- 
phants ſerved in Gold and Silver. The Wars about the white Elephant, againſt 


Ava and Pegu, 


\ om as I ſaid before , is very populous, and the Inhabitants 
J generally of a good and free diſpoſition. They Negotiate 
ſtrongly in every kind of Merchandiſe, whereof they can make a pro- 
fit, and that more efpecially within Land. 

They are great incouragers of Art and Artiſts, eſpecially the Me- 
chanicks, and ſuchas they cannot well want, as Houſe-and Ship- 
Carpenters, Maſons, Smiths, Braziers, Founders ; Turners , 
Plummers , - Pewterers, Painters , Carvers , Gold-Smiths, Fullers, 
Sawiers, Joyners, Weevers, and an infinit number of Jewellers 
and Lapidaries; Nor are they without their Phyſicians, Chirur-- 
geons, and Lawiers, after their own manner. Here are alſo Ped- 
lars by Thouſands, that travail from Town to Town, like fuck 
as follow the Fairs in Europe ; theſe. have no faſt dwelling, - bur 
are in motion the whole year round , and ſleep always in the booths 
which they erect whereſoever they. come. Fiſhing and Husbandry 
are well promoted, for every man , be he neverſo mean, if he baye ' 
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TAN 1 faſt Relidence , has his Lands, eitherleſs or more, which are 


cultivated with all imaginable diligence, as appears by the yearly 
Product of Grain, which not only ſupplies themſelves, but is al- 
ſo exported into other Countreys, as well on the main Continent, 
as the adjacent Iflands. And fo cheap 1s all manner of neceſſary 
Proviſion and ſuſtenance, that Labourers and common Slaves will 
work any ſervile work for 34 a Day. 

Every City has a Pretor, or Deputy , who derives his power 
from the King , and with a Council of Athſtance is to decer:ain 
of all Matters and Afﬀeauirs , as well Civil as Criminal. The ſame 
Pretor , or Vice-roy has alſo charge over the lmperial Revenues, 
Tells, and Cuſtoms, to ſee that they be payd without defrauding 
of the King , and that the Sub-cunumiſlioners of the 1a:d Duties 
do not exact upon Forreigners, that are not acquainted with the 
Rates impoſed upon their Goods. This Ofticer , as alfo every 
Officer of State, 1s only to continue three years in one place, and 
at the expiration of that term, 1s either removed to a place of grea- 
ter Truſt and Eminency, or has his Diſcharge fent him. Their 
Suits at Law are preſently brought toanend, and Sentence paſſ'd 
according to cquity , without regard to the Degree and Quality of 
the Partiesz the Clent firſt going to a Notary , and has his caſe 
fairly ſtated , which then 1s brought to an Advocate , who is to 
diſcuſs and comment it before the Pretor , as in moſt places in 
Ewrope : with this difference only, that the Advocate or Artorney 
has the power to continue or give over the Suit, as he thinks fit; 
which 1s ordained to prevent tedious Appeals , and perperual 
clamours at Court. Criminal Attairsare puniſhed ſeverely caough, 
eſpecially, Treaſon and Murther, nor do they diſpence with any 
places of Refuge, or Sanctuary , for the Perpetratours of tuch 
enormous Crimes. 

There 1s no Potentate in the Eaſt may paralel this Emperour for 
Magnificence and Pomp. He never ſets his foot upon the Earth , but 
is carried on a Throne of Gold , from place toplace; and uſually 
appears once a day before his Peers and Grandees , which always 
attend the Court : theſe ſhow him all imaginable Reverence, aad 
aſcribe him ſuch honouras accrews to no Mortal. When any detires 
to ſpeak with lum, fo ſoon as he gets admilſlion, preſents himſclf 

upon 
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upon his knees , his hands folded, and his countenance caſtto the 7 4x, 
Ground; then bowing of his body and kiſling the Earth , he begins **® 
his Harangue, which is alwates done with 2 ſubmiſſive voice , and 

at the end of every Sentence, rehearſes his Title, Jaoua Tjauw 
Pexxt Botpe Tjarw Jaova , which by an lIdiotiſm of our 

own , is King of K ings, and Lerd of Lords. His ſupreme Throne is of Surely 


maſſive Gold,made after the form ofa Pyramid, and fo contrived _ 
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that none can ſce him aſcend. On cach fide of the Throne ſtand ſe- 
veral Statues, and Creatures of monſtrous ſhapes ; as 15 recorded of 
the PJudgment-ſcat of So/omon , which was guarded with Lions. His 
Perton 1s ſecured with a very noble Guard, and well arm'd ; ſeveral 
Elephants alwaies ready in the inner court of the Pallace alfo,tor his 
Pleaſure and Service upon occaſion ; theſe are mounted with Trap- 
pings of rich Silk, fimbriated and imboſſed with Gold, and pre- 
cious Stones. 

When he goes abroad to vifit his Pagods and Religious Houſes, 
or to take his Divertifement ( which 1s ordinarily twice or thrice 


; | every year) heisattended with an infinit Retinue of Grandees, and 


Officers at Court , as alfo all his Wives and Concubines , which 
are very numerous , all mounted upon Elephants. When this Set- 
ting forth is not performed with a Cavalcade,but by Water; there 
are a certain number of Praws, brought up cloſe to the Pallace. 
Theſe are almoſt like a Barge , but far greater , having 20 or 30 
Oars a piece , with 5 men to an Oar; without they are richly gil- 
ded and charged with Feſtons and Foliages on adiaperedground. 
Others there are leſs noble and rich , which ſerve onlyto tranſport 
the Soldatcſque , and aboard every Praw are ſeverat that playupon 
Wind Inſtruments and Drums ,which makea confuſed noyſe; Upon 
the hearing ofthis, every one, whether Citizen or Peaſant, Free- 
man or Slave, Young or Old , is injoyned to come forth and fall 
proſtrate , with all imaginable Reverence, upon very ſevere Penal- 
ties , according to the Quality and Diſcretion of the Party. This 
Injun&tion is obſerved very ſtrictly , and certain Officers ordained 
to take netice of the Delinquents , 'whoſe Rule is Arbitrary , and 
Meſures ſudden ; they are fo correC&t in puniſhing fuch that few 
eſcape ; I my ſelf having ſeen , while I was there , ſome two or 


three beheaded with a Scimitar ,only for being too remiſs; in doing 
Wor-

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7.4n, Worſhip; although in ſuch as want Diſcretion, or otherwiſe unable 
9 29 perform the Ceremony , through invalidity of Body or Mind, the 
Offence is either diſpenced with , or expiated with ſome inconſi- 
derable Forfeiture. This Solemn Appearance happening ſo rarely, 
and that with ſuch Majeſtie, creates great Loyalty and veneration 
in the heart of the Subjects for their Prince: and ſurely the concluſion 
and cftect of every Maxim in Politic Aﬀairs 1s the ſecureſt Index ; or 
Diſtinction from a Contrary , which almoſt all the Kingdoms and 
Dominions of the Eaſt aftoard an Example of, and more notedly the 
Sophy of Perſia, who when with a huge Retinue he makes a Caval- 
cade ( which might ſcem to be for no other end than to be ſeen) none 
dare preſume to appear in the ſtreet , upon pain of Death; of which 
more hereafter. 
Great Gold is here in ſuch plenty that not only Plates , Chargers , Gob- 
pen f lets, Bowls , Baſons, Lavers , and whatſoever els is uſefull for 
- © the Kings Table, is allof fold Gold , but alſo greater veſlels in the 
Kitchin ; which had 1 not ſeen them my ſelf , ſhould have held it

phams Put what 1s yet more, the white Elephant, with the reſt ( which ; 
ſerved in are about 6 or 8 4n Number) kept within the Palace , areſery'd in 
Sitve,, Gold and Silver. The Gallantry of the Court , and the gorgeous 
attire of the -Courtiers, is unſpeakeably rich. And to be brief, if 
I ſhould repeat the Maicſty of that Prince in Power and Command; 
The profuſe Emulation of the Courtiers in Embroydery , Jewels 
and other coſtly Ornaments , andthe Magnificent Structure of the 
Palace and othrr ſtately Fabrics ; I ſhould either provetoo weak, in 
the performance of ſuch a Province, or, hazard my reputation, in 
giving a Narrative of the Pomp which I have 1nreality beheld, to 
ſuch as have not ſeen it , who would 1inall probability betoo time- 
rous to take things of that nature upon Credit. This I ſhall only 
add, that rather than to be undeſervedly tax'd with hyperbclizing 
Froth , Þ'le content my ſelf with a recommendation thereof to 
other modeſt Gentlemen that have been there , and publiſhed rheir 
Journals for the public peruſalof the Curious in general. 
of their The preſent King of Sa , has lived in great pcace and tran- 
war quillity , ever ſince he firſt ſway'd the Scepter : But in thetime of 
the late King , that nation has been dceply ingaged in forreign 
trou- 
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troubles : Specially with Pegw , Ava and Lang jander , partly capil 
the ambitious minds of thoſe Princes , and partly out of a ſordid 
covetouſneſs ; as of the king of Pegu , who indeavoured to make 
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himſelf Maſter of the white Elephant » Which he of Siam had : but Quic- 
after the depopulation of the countreys, and loſs of many thouſand vid de- 


Souls,they made Peace _ ſri Articles. 
In the year 1648, the King of CMvewith the aſſiſtance of a neigh- 
bouring Potentate , invaded part of Siam , and took in ſome open 
Villages, and Towns of ſmaller note; but the king of $:2m coming to 
have notice of this ſuddenExpedition,levies anArmy of 200000 men, 
or upwards , R_ himſelf at the head in Perſon ; andencamped 
about 2 English Miles from the Enemy , where without either Battel 
or Skirmiſh they lay for 3 Moneths , when the Enemy not finding 
himſelf -able to continue longer in camp, for want of Proviſion , 
and Recruits of men, was fain to break up; and march homewards, 
Thoſe of Patany had ſent Ten Thouſand men , all well diſciplin'd 
and arm'd , for Auxiliaries 1n the Service of the king of Siem; but 
thoſe arrived too late, the King being juſt upon his March for [udia, 
whe-e about 20 days after , he was Solemnly.fetch'd in by his Nobles 
with great Triumph and Joy, as if he had obtained ſome notable Vi- 
Qory : and certainly it was the moſt prudent courſe he could have 
taken, to ſpare his own people, by ſhunning the Blood-ſhed of ſo 
many innocent ſouls , vanquiſhing the Hoſtility by the reſtraint 
of his Arms ; and in making himſelf formidable with the greatneſs of 
his Battalions. There was alſoa Navy of Twenty Thouſand Praws, 
preſſed for the behoof of the Army , to tranſport the Baggageand 
Proviſion ; and beſides the ſtanding Militia and Voluntairs, 5 2000 
Citizens preſſ*d for this Expedition , whom the King allowed Rice 
for Vidualling , the reſt they were to take care for themſelves. The 
Mandate was no ſooner out , but this Body was completed , which 
gave occaſion of wonder, to ſome, when they obſerved the rea- 
dineſs and obedience of thoſe Pagans to their lawfull Soveraign. The 
weapons uſed then for that Difpatch , were moſtly fire-arms , and 
about 20 Pieces of Ordnance , which were commutted to the charge 
of 2 expert Gunners;beſides 5 Thouſand Elephants,and 2 Thouſand 
Horſe ; thoſe that were mounted on Elephants were armed with 
Bows, Arrows and Darts, and the Cavalry "—__ Fire-locks , $ci- 
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74% matars and Bucklers', which Armory 1s alwaies ready for uſe in thc 
Kings Repoſitory. As for Powder they are neverat a loſs thro want 
of it , having ſuch plenty of Salt-peter, which is the main Ingredient 
thereof : ſo that it 1s moſt certain , the Siammers are never deſtitute 
of any neceſſary Ammunition for War,cither upon offenſiv or defenfiv 
Occaſions: Nor yet ſecond to any for true valour and courage , 
which is checked by a prudent Condutt,and politic DireCtion of their 
Power ; and thereby the Prince , and the leading Officers of the 


Army , become dreadfull to the Neighbouring Potentates abroad , 
and awfull to the SubjeC at home.

the Spiritual; inſomuch that the Prieſts, with the large Offerings in 
of the King , and Liberality of the People, grow rich and in great wh 
eſteem , notwithſtanding their being ſo numerous in this King- 
dom. 

The King and People embrace no other Religion than barely 
Gentiliſm , which , as appears by the ruins of Monaſteries and Cells 
every where , has been anciently profeſſed among them. Their 
Ceremonies they ſeem to have borrowed from the Roman, or Greek 
Church, which they ape, as near as. may be, with reſervation of 
Paganiſm. They are inceſſantly building , repairing and adorn- 
ing the Temples of their Pagods , founding Cloyſters, and erecting 
of Pyramids; wherin they ſpare not for money : for though they 
ſpend their whole Eſtates , about them, they muſt be gilded without, 
and richly hung within. Their Bonz4, Or Prieſts, are diſtinguiſhed 
from the _ by a yellow Veſture, and thoſe again differing 
among themſelves by certain Badges, or tokens , denoting their 
degrees: TheirBeards, Head and Eiebrows are always ſhaven. Ac- 
cording to their Order , they may not handle Money , Marry, nor 
make uſe of Women , upon ſevere Penalties; for if any be taken,

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FAN, in company with a Female, heis burn'd alive, or at beſt baniſhed 

75% the Kingdomduring the Term of Life; and certainly if their Cod- 
piece were not faſtned with ſuch a heavy Padlock ; the Laymens 
Wives and Daughters could never be ſecure, from that peſtifer- 
ous rout? Tis true by their Rule they arc not to handle money, 
yet like the Jeſuits, have accumulated to themſelves vaſt Treaſures, 
which are accompanied with a great reverence and honour 
from the Commonalty, who whether they have ſuſtenance for their 
Family and Children at home, will not ſce the Bonzs deſtitute of 
what he has a mind to. , whether it be in Victuals or Apparrel. 
Their Function is to exhort and teach the People , for which end 
they have certain LeCtures, four times every moon, and at that 
time ſet open the Temples, where all the pcople reſort , and meet 
in due order. So ſoon as they have buzz'd over a few formal words, 

they begin a kind of Admonition, inſiſting upon ſeveral good works 

=0 moral vertues , but eſpecially to be liberal to the Boxzs , or 
Prieſts, and the Pageds : How far this prevails upon them appears 
truly in their free-will offerings , which are indeed very conſide- 
rable, in Gold, Silver, Garments and Meat, which the Bonz: then 
receive at the Offertory , promiſing to make ſome new Gods there- 
with , or adorn the Old. 

At morning and at night they go to prayers, which they re- 
hearſe with a loud voice , that any ſtranger thereto induced by 
curioſity , may be permitted _to ſee and hear.

ted ; which appears very gorgeouſly : this is their Habit from the 
middle downward ; under that they wear a Shirt of very fine Linnen , 
or Cotton, of red , white, or other colours : above the middle a kind of 
Surplice, with wide fleeves ( like the Gown of a Batchlour of Art 
in our Univerſities) Head, Hands and Feet are all bare.

coloured Silk which they throw about their ſhoulders to cover 14x, 
their breaſts. To be brief the Habit of Men and Women, as well as '** 
Children , isas coſtly as gaudy , and their Perſons ofa very hand- 
ſom ſtature , but rather with the ſhorteſt ; ſo that with the ſtatelineſs 

of attire , and comelineſs of bodie, they preſent better than thoſe of 
China or Tapon. When they walk theſtreets , they are attended with 

a retinue of Slaves conformable to their Rank znd Avilitic ,which are

towards their ow full Conſorts ( of whether ſex it be meant ) may 
convince moſt of us , that profeſs the Faith of Chriſt : The conjugal 
Love of Man and Wife 1s ſo mutually obſerved on both ſides, and 
the filial Duty of Children towards their Parents , fo reciprocally 
paid, that ſome who pretend to a more than natural Light,need ot to 
reckon thoſe too mean a precedent for Morality. The parents are ve- 
ry carefull to educate their children , when they are young , and the 
children diligent in nouriſhing and providing for their parents , 
when they are grown aged, and unable to help themſelves. 

A Batchlour deſirous to marry,and conſequently having ſettled his 
thoughts upon a Maid , muſt addreſs himſelf (orſend ſome friend) to 
the Father of the party , or having none,to her Guardian ,and not the 
Maid her ſelf , with whom they may not converſe; and theſeare to 
treat together upon the matter. But it is more uſual , thatthe Parents 
of both the parties make the Overture,among themſelves. "They have 
no reſpe&t to Conſanguinity or Afﬀnity, but marry ſometimes with 
the neareſt relations they have ., Brother and Siſter only excluded, 
unleſs they have different Mothers. But to ſtrangers they rarely mar- 
ry, although it were to a Family of a better rank or Fortune. They

many ſorts of perfumes and odorous balſams. When this was done 

the / Tareas of the blood , and the Mandorins returned to the Kings 
Palace ; but the Ladies were injoynedby the Emperourtoremain at 

the Altar and bewail the Dead , fr two days longer; at whichtime 

the Bodie was to be burned: andacccordingl]y they ſtay'd there till the

relation given to the Heer van Huyden , by the Kings Agent, a- 
mounted to 5000 Catti of Siam Silver , which 1s about 66000 pound 

Sterl. beſides the Images that were beſtowed on the chief Tem- 

ple, whereof two were of Gold , about 4 foot high, whichalſo 
amounted to a great ſum : for what Gold, Jewels , or other Gifts 
wereinher life time preſented her , by the King , or Mardorins , were 
expended upan theſe exequaal Rites.

I heKing being now poſſeſſed wthi 
Jealouly, and ſuſpecting ſeveral to be factious in the matter z yet could 
not find out any certainty in the thing;he therefore to fift it out, who 
thoſe ſhould be that were concerned in thedeed , practiſed this cruel 
Stratagem and. impious way of Trial. The king ſent 2 Meſlenger to 
ſummon up ſome of the chief Nobility in the land to Court , where 
being come to give attendance, were ſhut up in Priſon , till the Priſon 
would not hold any more.ſo that he was fain to find a new place, where 
to commutt thole unhappy Gentlemen.

On this manner were the greateſt part executed ; but others were 
brought to the path , which leads to the City , and there pur in 

holes ,- digged 1m the Earth on purpoſe , where they were cloſed 

up , to the neck, and every one that paſſed by , was to fulfill 

the Emperours pleaſure. (forſoorh) commanded to ſpit upon them ; 

to which order 1 was fain to fubmit my ſelf, being to paſs by that 

way , ſo that I could not avoid it. "Theſe were to remain there 

fo till they died , and none daring to give them any thing to eat 

or drmk. It was lamentable to hear them cry out toevery one that 
paſſed by to diſpatch 'em ; but the Officers kept fo ſtri& an eie 

that none durft move his hand.

The River of Siam is a branch of the famous Ganges, and ebbs and rec 
flows at the ſame time with that noble River. When it is at higheſt and reno 
ready to fall of it ſelf, according to it's natural Recourſe at a certain SS 
time of the Year, as doth alſo the Nz!e, the King imbarks himſelf in «ex: 
a Galley which is within and without ſo richly Gilded , that it ſeems 7 
to be all of maſſy Gold, Within the ſame is a Throne of ſolid Gold, y 
upon which the King ſits , having a Canopy richly fet with Pearls ,. 
Diamonds and other Precious Stones. About him fit the greateſt of 
the Mandorins , on Chairs ſuitable to their Quality; and on his left hand 
the Chief ofthe Bonzi, in his Hierarchical Garb. On the Galleries of 
this Galley , ſit ſeveral Muſicians ; which are anſwered by the inferiour 
eHarndorins and Plebeians , who are placed all along the Banks with 
Muſical Inſtruments, and Flags of an infinite number. "The Imperial 
Galley is followed with a Retinue of ſome Thouſands of fmaller Shi p- 
ping and Yachts. When the King is come to the place where the 
Ceremony is uſually performed , he ſteps out intoa Prawe, where the:

They takes « Funk, The Cambodiers put in a Ship without 
rudder or ſails. Arrival at Formoſa, The Funk and all the men caſt away. A 
Deſcription of Formoſa, with an account of its Produfts, and the Nature of it's 
Inhabitants, 4s alſo their Houſes, Habit and Cuſtomes. 


© 4 Ship having now taken in her whole Carga, we had all order 
to come aboard. Our Loading was moſt Bucks-hides, Sander- 
wood , and cAmrack, which is a kind of Colour , uſed by the laponeezes 
intheir Cabinet-work forVerniſhing:and on the 12 of April we ſet Sail, 
direfing our Courle for Tyjovan or Formeſa. 

About the Pracel banks we deſcried a Iunk, making toward us with 
full Sail ', having Duxch Colours aloft , which made us ſuſpe& her 
to be a Pyrat : and thereupon our maſter reſolved to throw ſome 
Goods over-board , and put himſelf in a Fighting-Poſture. But when 
we came nearer tothe ſaid Junk we ſaw that it wasa Merchant-man, 
and not ſo well man'd and mounted as we. Coming to hail him, our 
Commander bad him come aboard and ſhow his Paſs; but he made 
anſwer that his Champan was in piecesang unfit to put out: whereupon 
the Commander put forth the Shallop well man'd and arm'd, to go 
aboard him and demand his Paſs, but found that he had none , being 
a Cambodier , and loaden with contrabanded Goods , we therefore 
took him as Prize.. His Loading did alſo moſtly confiſt in Harts- 
Hides , Sanders and Amrak, as ours did: The men aboard her were 
moſtly Cambodiers and Chineeſes, which Capt. Fayer ( for that was our 
Commanders name) putall into the Champar , that notwithſtanding 
their evaſion was not leaky , allowing them neither Sail nor Rud- 
der ; ſo that without all controverſy they were loſt, it being then 40 
leagues fromany coaſt ; nor could weever hear what became of them. 


On 
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On the 10% of May we arrived fafecly at the Iſland of Formeſa, and 147 
anchored before the Fort Zelandie, where Peter overt Water was then *? 
Governor. As we failed inat the Bay , we were ſurprized witha great 
Wind ; inſomuch that the Prize we had taken ran upon a ſeat of 
Rocks,which almoſt conjoyn , or as it were, imbrace the Bay, like that 
at-Rhodes, in the Levant , made by Art, on which wasere&ted the Ima 
of Apollo : ſo that theſe are with a = of Wind, ſomewhat ſtiffer 
than ordinary almoſt unavoidable. T he Junk brokeall in pieces, and 
the men were all loſt, ſave 3 Hellanders , who ſaved themſclves upon 
Planks;amongſt thoſe that were loſt were 7 Hellanders,thereſt Chineezes, 
being about 20 innumber. 

The Iſland Formoſa lies almoſt diretly under the Tropic of Cancer;, 
its nombril or Center being exattly 23 degr. Northern latitutle, 
reaching ina ſtretch from it's ſouthernCape,which is in 21 degr.to the 
Flaweelor Northen nary zIn 25; and 1scomputed to be about 
130 Dwtch Leagues in circumference, facing the coaſt of Fokiex and 
China Round about this Ifland are taken abundance of Fiſh, efpe- 
cially Harders , which are ſomewhat bigger than a Haddock. This 
Fiſh they falt like Cod , and ſend it for Ehins , where it is had in great 
eſteem. 'The Row of this fiſh is alfo held for a great delicacy among. 
the Chineezes when pickled , being red, and hes cloſe and round in 
athin skin , which naturally grows about it. The Chineezes us'd here-- 
tofore to give the Tenth Fiſh to the Company , for their Liberty to 
fiſh on the Coaſts of this Iſland. 

Formeſais a very fruitfull Iſland , but lies untilVd'; the Inhabitants Fraiefit: 
being for the moſt part a lazy People, not much unlike the Spaniards, who. 
rather willing to ſtarve than work. The moſt fruitfull part isat preſent 
under{the Juriſdiction of the King of XMidag. Itabounds with Rice, 
Wheat , Barley , Kaylang , Maſquinades ,. as alſo Ginger and Sugar. 
Here are many ſorts of Trers , and Fruit in.greatabundance, as, Q-- 
ranges, Lemmons, Citrons, Pomegranates , Guigavas , Perang, and 
other Fruits , not known in Eerope; and ſome only Proper to this Iſle, 
which I could never ſee either in Exrope , Afia, or Africa, as Monpellss: 
and Crambrods. Melons , or Musk-millions, are here fo plentiful and 
delicious ; that Lhave been cloyed barely with looking atthem when: 
they were cut up ; beſides Water-milions and Pompions whichare- 
alſo of a very good taſt and Juycy. They have beſides many _ of 

ants: 
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Plants and Herbs, as CABBAGE , Hartichoaks, &c. Several 
rich and medicinal Roots and Seeds , as CAnanaſies , Chins-Root , 
Potatos ( not much unlike ours ) Ubes , Kadiang and Fakkafocas. Kadj 
isa litle green ſeed almoſt like that of Coriander, which they boyl an 
pickle for a Sauce for freſh Fiſh ; and gives it an admirable good reliſh. 
Fokkafokas has the Shape of a Pear, or Quince, but 3 times as big , and 
grows near the ground like a Pompion: above it is ſmooth like glaſs, 
and below of a purple and whitiſh colour : this they boil with Beef 
and Pork, as we do- Turnips in Helland. Thereare ſome ſheep in this 
Ifland , but not very many. Harts and Roes thereare abundance , 


ſometimes 2 or 3 Thouſand in a Flock together, Wild-goatsand 


Swine which are veryterribleand noxious to Travellers that go alone 
or unarm'd , ſome they havealſortame. Beaſtsof Prey do much annoy 
the Inhabitants that they dare not adventure choke far within 
Land, as, Tygres, Leopards, Bears, &c. Apes and Monkeys they 
have , which are generally litle. There isa certain Creature on this 


Ifland which the Hollanders call 5 Den WDupvel van Tajovan; 
that is, The Dewlof Formoſa. Being abour 2 foot long , and 5 inches 
broad upon the back, with ſcales all over the body; it has four feet 


'with ſharp claws , a ſharp long head , and atail thick at the rump 


and ſmaller towards the end,likea Crocodil. This litle beaſt feeds onl 
upon Piſmires , which he catches by laying his Tongue upon a Hilf, 
where they come to feed upon a ſhmy matter , thatruns out of his 
mouth , and that holds them ſo faſt that they cannot get off again : 
When he thinks that he has enough, he draws in his tongue and de- 
vours them. It cannot do any harm unleſs tothe Ants , which are its 
natural food , - but if he ſeea man come towards him, either runs into 
the Earth , orrolls himſelf in, like a Hedghog : fo that to call it a 
Devil ſeems a great improperty. T his Great Deſcription ofa Litle 
Creature , we thought not altogether impertinent , becauſe it is a 
Creature proper only to this Iſland. Formeſa affoards all kinds of Fowl 
which other Iſlands 1n the Eaſt have , except Parrots. And wereit not 
for the great annoyance of Serpents, Scorpions, Millipedes, Lizzards 
and other vermin, it werea very delightſom Land , being 1n a tole- 
rable good Climat, and bleſſed witha moſt wholſom Air. 

As to the Frame and Stature of the Natives, we cannot give you 
any general Deſcription , ſince thoſe vary according to the places 


they 
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they inhabit. Their menare moſtly well bodied and luſty,, eſpecially x 47. 
L in the Valleys, and Cham - C——_ but choke taat keep. 
themſelves in the Hilly patt of the Iſland , not 1o big of ſtature. Their 
Women are but ſhort in Compariſon of the Men , yet are ſtaring beau- 

ties ; having a Full face, great Eies , a flat Noſe , long Ears with Formo: 
breaſts hanging down like a flitch of Bacon, and would have hand- © Jo 
ſom beards too , if they did not pull up the hair by the roots. The 
tips of their cars they bore through , and ſcrew them flat with a horn, 

made for the purpoſe, which _— ſtands wondrous neat. Final- 

ly, I hold ituncertain whetherzthis Hand has had the name Formoſa , 
ſcriouſly from the Land it's ſelf, or Ironically from the monſtrous 
People that Inhabit it. 

- During the time that I was at Formeſa, I heard often of Men with 
Tails: tawhichl1 never gave mych heed, looking upon it as fabulous. 

Yet I will aſſure the Reader by all lawfull afſeverations , that I found 

it truth. For it happened thata Formuſan of the South-Countrey was 
apprehended for an inhuman Murther , committed upon a Cler 

man. Aſter the matter was examined and the Party pronounced gul- 

ty , he received Sentence to be burned. The day of Execution being 
come; the Murtherer was brought forth, and tied toa pale; As ſoon 

as his cloaths were ſtript off , we ſaw his Tail, which was about a 

foot long , and all grown over with Hair; ſome of my acquaintance 

out of their curioſity , went to ſee him , before he was executed , 
having heard that he had a Tail, and learned from him , that all, or 

moſt , of the South Inhabitants had Tails. But asto the certainty of 

that, Icannot ſay much , for that , not underſtanding his Dialect, 

they might be muſtaken; only of this I A—_y aver that Taman 
eie-wittneſs to it, and would be loath, to impoſe 1t uponany-man's 
beleef if it weremot truly ſo. | 

Upon Feſtival days when the Formeſans go to preſent themſelves 
before their Idols they hang great round boards almoſt like Trenchers 
to their ears, which are artificially painted : others hang Shells full 
of Small holes , which loll over their breaſts : but uponother days 
they let their ears be naked , and without any ornament at all. 

Their Hair 1s jet-black and long : ſome of them wear it as we doin 
Enrope ; others tie it up above the crown of the head , afterthe old 
China faſhion , or plated. Their complexion is of a Swarthy yellow, 
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xy, Of betwerh at and black '; bur choſe of Kcbe!ang look more white 
165% aj pale}, The Women of Uidey , Soren Nowe., and Lames arc of 2: 
brown-yellow complexion. They are generally of aſubrile and acute 
witt ; Ehdacd with a good memory , and trattable cnough toleara 
©" any Science; butbeyondall other mdizns flexible to Chriftianary. 
rap —2 Th theSummer-time they are attired onely with a cotton cloath; 
be of be ide about the ſhoulders like a ſheet, and ried by two Cornersathwart 
ſans, the breſt : It is alſo girded about the middle, and fo hangs downta 
the calf of the leg. Their ſhoes, which are rarely wornamong them, 
are made of Goat-skins , faſtned above the foot with thongs. But 
in the Winter , 'they wear Garments of Furrs, as Skinas of T'ygres , 
Leopards , Bears and Apes. Thoſe of Soulang were formerly appar- 
relled as Europeans ; but all the reſt as Chineezes. Betorethe firſt com- 
ing of the Spaniards into that Ifland , the Natives were all naked; 
like as now, thofe that inhabit the Hill-countrey , which wear anly a 
cloth abour rheir middle. | 
The Habitof the Women doth not vary. much from that of the 
Men , only with this diſtinCtion, that their Robes are wrapped aboue 
their leggs and made faſt; and ſometimes an upper coat which comes 
only to the knees : About their head they weara black Towel knotted 
before , whichlooks like two Horns. Every woman hasa Pig which 
follows her like a dog. 
The Men have ſometimes their back , breſt, and arms painted with 
a kind of colour which never goes out fo long as they live. About 
their necks they wear Glaſs-beads , and Bracelets about their arms. 
Others have great iron hoops , which reach from the wreft of the 
hand' to the elbow , having ſuch ſmall creviſes where they open, 
that it. ſeems 'a wonder how they get them put npon their arms. 
About their leggs they wear a ſtring of white ſhells, neatly hung and 
fer in order , that ata ſmall diftance it would be taken for Lace. : 
- The Men' of Tokkedekol wear a long Reed , whichis made faſt to 
their Girdle behind , and comes bending over their head ; to which 
wy hang a Silk Pendent (or ftreamer ) about 2 palms broad , and 
20 long. Upon Feſtival days they adorn their Heads with the feathers 
of a Cock, and hang Bears-tails at their Leggs and arms. | 
They have no Trades nor Mechanicks among them , but every 
man among them makes what he has occaſion for himſelf. When _ 
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lie down to fleep, they only take two Harts hides, the/oneferving v2: 
fora Bed, and ha other for a Coverlet. They are excellent at ſwin- ' 7 
ming , and uſe the Bow well. But ahove all other facultics ſurpaſs 
any that ever Thaveſeenat running ; no horſe being able to hold with 
them for a ſtretch of 6 or $ leagues together : and when they run, have 
in eachTand a tinkling inſtrument , with which they ever nowand 
then hit the iron hoop oe their arm, to ehcourage them forward. / 

They are wholly unskilled in Navigation , having noother Ship- 
ping than a ſort of Canoo , that is made out of a hollow tree , with 
which they go a fiſfing. This with Hunting isall the employ they 
follow to ſuſtain themſelves. But Agricultpre, as1 ſaid before, is but 
litle exerciſed , partly out of their flothfull inclinations , and part] 
out of fear of the Enemie , they being continually at Warrommongh 
themſelves , and hate nothing worſe than Peace. 


CHAP. XIL 


The Author departs from Formoſa. His arrival at Japon. The Deſcription of 
Nangueſaque. The Condition of the Town. A dreadfull fire at Nangueſaque. 
The Stature , Nature, Habits , and A of the Japoneezes. Departure 
from Japon. Arrival at Formoſa the ſecond time. Their return to Siam, where 
they take in Elephants. The Author beat with 4 ropes end at the Main-maſt , and 
or His return for Holland , «nd End of the firft Voyage. 


Wh we had taken in our loading at:Formoſa, I lefttheBlack- 
Bear , and was put aboard a Flyboat called , The Lady, 
which was bound for pen, and ſetfail on the 15 of 1uly following. 

On the 10" of Aus wearrived at pon, whereaccording to the 
manner , we ſignified our Arrival. Immediatly upon notice given 
came ſeveral Officers aboard , who togk away our Rudder, Sails and 
Ammonition. That done they, unloaded our Ship, themſelves , not 
ſuffering us to put to our hand to help them. 

The name of the Haven.was Nanzueſaque , a Town which the Ho 
Portugucezes had built out of-the Water , but upon their being Noague 
rooted out of-this Iſland was granted to the Dutch , who till their fk: - 
coming hither , had their Reſidence and Magazine at Firaxdo, The -_ 
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x.4r. Dutch Lodge is upon a ſmall and , ſevered from the City by a water 

55% | about 40 foot broad,, having a Drawbridge , which only is ſer down 

from-Sun to Sun. The Iſland is fortified with Pallizados , and that fo 

ſtrong , that they think themſelves ſecure enough from any unwarran- 

table violence. The Magazine of the Company is juſt within the 

Gates , and about the middle ſtands the touſe of the P=sſident, 

which is a very large and ſumptuous Building. Beſides Hat waa are 

ſeveral other Houſes and Shops which make fo many Streets and 

Courts. On that ſide next to the Sea ſtands another Gate, which goes 

down with great and broad ſteps, built for the receiving in of Goods 

which come by water. This is a very famous Place for Merchandiſe, 

of all kinds, but the chief Commodities they deal in here, are Amrat, 

Steel Buck and Kaymans Hides, Silk both raw and wrought, Vel- 

vet, Damask, Sattins , Cotton, Mercury, Quick-filver, Verdi-greeſe 
Camphir, Wax, Allome, Pepper, Ivory, and Furrs. 

After we had been three days at N angueſaque, and all our Cargo 

unloaded by the eponeezes: they ſhut our Hold up, and ſealed it 

with the Emperours Signet. Which done the Officers went aſhoar , 

and ſent us 6 Balis of Sakky , a Drink they make of Rice , which is very 

pleaſant , yet heady and ſtrong. After our Ships-folk had got a litle in 

their heads, they put out our Colours; but while they were in the 

tore heighth of their mirth , there roſe a bluſtring wind , after which 

w.  AFfolldweda mighty Hurricano. Upon that our Courage was ſufficient- 

ly allayed,for both our Cables broke, and the Ship was toſsed moun- 

tains high, we looking for no other all the time than death. The Ship 


De Ureede was like alitle Boat upon the top of every f urge, and at 
laſt thrown upon the Strand where ſhe lay drie : butall her Bow was 
bilg*d,her Head broke, and her Hold full of Sand and Water.Our up- 
perworks were fadly battered,and the maſts brought by the board. The 
Black Bear and another great Ship lying both with out the head , were 
ſo ſhattered , that they were brought up by the Lzponeezes as Wrack. 
Beſides this great loſs which the Company iuſtained in the Shipping, 
were alſo moſt of the Wares in the Magazine damnified by the Sea , 
which beat over the Walls. The Town alſo ſuffered much by the 
high wind, they not expetting ſuch a Tempeſt, at that time of the 
year, When it fad continued about half an hour or more , the Hea- 

vens 
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yens began to clear , and we to get courage, but. durſt not fall ro 14% 
drinking again , for fear of another bout. WH —_ 
* Nangueſaque lies 1n 33 degr. 15 min. northerly latitude in a very $imuios 
pleaſant Land-ſhip and 1s both very great and populous; but like moit f _— 
of the Towns of 1apon lies without walls. Ir is ſeated upon a very ok 
commodious Bay , or Road , fit to receive Ships of the greateit 
burthen. It has a very magnificent proſpett from Seaward , having an 
an infinit number of Towers , Temples and Spacious Palaces. 
The Houſes are moſtly built of Wood, for the Ground is weak 
and frequently ſubject to Earthquakes , ſo that they cannot.uſe 
ſtone. Bur the: poorer ſort have litle Cottages made of Twigs and 
plaiſter'd over with Clay , as 1n Brabant, Germany and other Cou ntreys, 
They are Covered with Planks which ſhoot far out over the walls like 
2 Pent-houſe, to ſhelter them from Sun and Rain. They have upon 
each houſe ſeveral Tubs with water, which is kept in caſe of fire, to 
which ſuch buildings are liable. And certainly were it not for the great 
benefit of the water running through the Town in Ditches , as it does - 
in moſt Towns in Holland : 1t would be ſuddenly reduced to ashes and 
for this reaſon have they built ſeveral Houſes of Stone where to fecure 
their Goods upon ſuch occaſions. The Houſes of this City are uni- 
form , and the ſtreets regular, there being 88 Streets, each 400 foot 
long, which are areall fenced off with Palizados at the end, and Lant- 
horns ſ:t up. Here they have alſo their watch-houſes, and none are 
ſuffered to paſs by night ; no not to fetch either DoGtor or Midwife, 
without a Paſs from the Governour. This Watch is ſet allways at 10 a 
clock, after which hour few people are ſeen upon the ſtreets. This 
is a good means to prevent Mutiny and Theft , but is a great incon- 
venience if Fire do happen to break out; for no ſtreet or Ward can 
have the Aſſiſtance of another in ſuch caſe: beſides the great danger 
that the People themſelves are in , being ſometimes ſo narrowly pen'd 
up. An Inſtance of this happened in the year 1646, when a dread- 
full fire happened 1n a houſe where ſeveral Durch had their lodging , 
which on a ſudden had conſumed a great part of the Street and ſeve- 
ral Houſes on both ſides, burnt down to the Ground. The Dutch then 
ſeeing themſelves in ſuch peril, chuſed rather to hazard the eftects 
of the Governours diſpleaſure for that time, than to be roaſted alive , 
broke up the Fence and ſaved themſelves.

The Ladies of the beſt Quality , wear a 

the Ja- garment of cloth of Gold and Silver; and that very richly embroy- 

pone&- dered : Their Hair is neatly adorned with gems and precious 

ſtones. The men are robuſt and very perſonable; their Heads ſome- 

thing bigger than is duly analogical with their Bodies. The 

Women are but ſlender, yet let their Body grow as it will , by 

wearing alwaics a looſe Garment , only their teet they ſcrew and 

inch as much as theycan to make them litle , which they think 

fandfor : So that whenthey are come totheir full growth, have feet 

like Children of 5 or 6 years old. The Iponeezes are in general a 

very hardy people , and carr endure any extremity of Heat or Cold 
Hunger or Thirſt to a miracle. "This they feem to come to b 

a hardy uſage when they are young ; for they always bath their 

Infants in cold weather in Rivers , and ſometimes plunge them 

over head and ears in Snow. They are excellent Warrious , and 

are well acquainted with Fire-arms ; as alſo with the Long-bow and 

Javelin. They are grown famous in all the Eaſt, for expert Armo- 

rers ,and temper Steel better than the Chineepes , which far exceed the 

Europeans. Their Swords are ſo well tempered that I have ſtruck with 

one through an Iron pin , of halfan inch thick , without the leſt token 

of damage tothe edge. They follow Hunting much, whichis the 

rincipal Trade and Paſtime there in uſe , and prefer Veniſon 

ry any 'other dainty whatever.

About noon when the dinner was 
ready. , I went to the Cook for a bowl of hot broth , which having 
got | cameto bring it to.z of my Comrades, and paſling by the Hold, 
one of the Elephants waund me about the eggs with his Trunk (or 
ſnout ) that Lcame tumbling down , Plater and all , which being 
ſcalding hot , fell uponthe E back , and made him to roar out 
and ſtamp , that the Ship bled and ſhaked again , this ſoamazed 
the Commander that he came running out of his Cabin to know what 
was the matter. Here I was in a great ſtrait fearing to cry out, being 
ſenfible that he was a choleric man, and yet durit not ſtay below for 
the Elephant , who if he could have come at me would have trod- 
den me as flatas a Flounder: but conſidering with my ſelf that the 
Captain would afſuredly come to hear of it , one time or another, and 
if I ftaid long I was ſure this beaſt of vengeance would ſend meto 
my Grandſir. I cryed out and the Commander 1n all haſt ſent one 
to pull me up. So ſoonas they had got me upon the Deck , he gave 
order to tie me to the maſt, and, commanded a fellow tolick me 
luſtily with a ropes end. 
On the 15 of February we ſet Sail for Batavis,where I was diſcharged Februery 
of my Service ,and permitted to go for Holland : and in order thereto 75" 
went aboard the Ship Zelardis, which was then almoſt ready to ſet ther 4 
Sail. On the 26 we jm out, having a good Wind, and a fine ſerene *Y 
air. Within a few days we failed through the Straits of Sunds; and rmrafor 
thence ſet our courſe for S. Helena, —+ 
On the 21 of April we got ſight of Saint Helena , where we came ſafe Pow 
into the Harbour , being 7 Sail in all. As ſoon as we werearrived, ar $:.He. 
we went up into the Iſland to Hunt , fiſhand range the Woods for 12.

Having now refreſhed our ſelves ſufficiently , and all things in ga

CHAP: L 


An account of the Authors m—_— his Second Voyage, Agreat Sea Storm. His 
arrival at Yarmouth , and at Leghorn, with a Deſcription of that Town; as 
alſo of Piga and Florence, and laſtly of Bologhe. 


27 Eing now ny arrived in my Countrey , aftera long 
WE: and tedious Voyage , which nevertheleſs by the 
P4Fz Goodneſs of Almighty GOD, was not without ſome 
A 2 fatisfattion for what was paſt ; yet finding my ſelf ina 
M State litle better than before;.and at a loſs for Im- 
ployment, I was brought into a melancholic paſſion. 
After I had ſpent ſome timeat Amſterdam, in _— for an opportu- 
nity to make another Voyage , and not hearing of any , ſuitable to, 
my mind and capacity,lI refolved to go for Durgerdam,to ſee what enter- 
tainment I ſhould find at home ; and purſuant to that my intention 
went to the Boat, where I caſually met with one Capt. Ketel of Dur- 
gerdam , a perſon with whom I was formerly acquainted. After he had 
congratulated my happy return, asked me, What courſe I was bound 
to take? I told him, that I had a deſire toundertakea new Voyage , 
but I could not meet with an opportunity to Ship my ſelf upon any 
conſiderable Terms. Well ( {aid he) «pon what Terms would zou go ? 1 
replied, For Sailmaker. T hat occurs very well, quoth he , for I have beep in- 
quiring for one, and we had already ale" t0 go this Voyage without one: And 
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if you like to go With us , I will be as wil to you 45 I may. This anſwer of his 
was no ſmall matter of comfort to me, being then, as I have already 


| aid, deſtitute of Service. The Captain brought me aſhoar, and in 


a Victualli oy —_ agreed with me, when he had almoſt made me 
tiply with Strongwaters, and fo got me aboard the Paſſage-boat , 
where I lay and ſlept that whole night and the next day , tillwear- 
rived at the Texel, where the Ship lay at anchor. When Iawaked I 
began ta look about me, not knowing where I was, at firſt I thought 
I was in my Lodging at: afterdtam, but perceiving the Veſſel tumble 
and toſs too and again,T concluded thatl was ſtill aboard theE«ft-Indiz 
man. Whilſt I was 1n this quandary the Captain comes down to me 
which unriddFd the doubt. When I bethought my ſelf what I had 
done, I grew very uneaſy and difpleas'd at my ſelf , for my inconſi- 
derat and unadviſed Attions : however the Captain gave me fair 
words, and aſſopiated the Quarrel between Me and My ſelf. 

On the 20 of December 1655 I Shipp'd my ſelf aboard the Fly- 


boat , called Het te Gennſp , which was bound firſt for 
Yarmouth , where ſhe was to take in Red-herring. 

On the 14. of Decemb. we left the Texe/, and on the 20th. got 
Taxrmowth Roads , where we met with a contrary Wind , which 
blew ſo hard that we could carry no Sail , but were fain to let 
all drive , and truſt to the mercy of GOD. Thus dured for the 
Ipace of 12 Watches , at which time we made the Texel ; and to 
our great happineſs had a Pilot aboard , that was intended for 
Yarmouth who brought us ſafe in at the Spaniards gat : for it was 
impoſſible for us to keep off at Sea , the Ship being ſo full of 


© Sand , that we could not ſtir the Pump : and before we made land , 


found that wehad 7 foot Water in the Hold, ſo that had we not 
tuckily put in there then, the Ship had not held out one Watch lon- 
er. When by the Grace of God , and Diligence of the Pilot we 

d gotinthere , we unloaded the Ship , ſtopt the leaks, and ſupplied 
thedefe&tsof ourequippage. and , 

On the 28 of Decemb. we ſet Sail , having a brave Wind , and 
clear weather ; and on New-years day arrived ſafe at Tarmonth, 

Onthe 15 of Famuary we weighed anchor , and left Tarmourh , having 
taken in our intended Loading , and dire&ed our courle for the Straits

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On the 2 of February we centred the Straits , and on the 10% got FE 3. 
Leghorn. When we lay at anchor here , there bappened a miſunder.."** 
ſtanding betweenMr.Kerel and my ſelf, abouta trifling buſineſs, which 
brought us both without the boundsof Moderation ; for proceeding 
from Words to Blows , we were at laſt foo deeply ingaged that we 
both tumbled over board, Our Maſter was ſo kind as tolet me climb 
up but when 1 came upon Deck put me in Irons, that ſeeing our 
courage Was not yet cooled inthe Sea, he had that one mean to keep 
us aſunder. In the mean while ſome had taken opportunity to pillage 
my cheit, and borrow 116 Ducatoons : but I could never beſo happ 
as. tolearn who was my Creditor : ſo that I had but a ſmall portion le 
me , with which I purpoſed to go byland to Yenice. 

Leghorn 1s fo well known of all Gentlemenand Marriners that have 
ſeen 1:aly, that it may ſeem needleſs to deſcribe it. Nevertheleſs ſince 
itisa part of my Province, to take notice of ſuch Towns as are in any 
regard eminent and famous , I ſhall not ommit to ſay ſomething 
briefly of it. 

This City whichis one of the chief Havens in renowned /taly , was | 
by Francis and Ferdindyd , great Nukes of Tuſcany upon conſideration 
of it's commodious ſite raiſed from a mean village toa great Empo- 
rium. The ſaid Dukes fortified it with a ſtone wall, ſince which time 
it was gradually advanced by the encouragement of Trade; and is 
at preſent ſtrengthned with 5 Bulwarks and 2 Cittadels, or Forts 
the one whereof commands the Haven, and the other ſecures the 
Town on the Land fide, towards Piſa, whichis furniſhed with 60 
great Guns. About 6 Engliſh miles from the City is a Beacon for 
direCtion of Marriners by night, there being many Rocks toward the 
South that are often the occaſion ofShip-wrack,and is therefore called 
Malhora. Theſe Rocks do cauſe impetnous breakings of the Sea, 
which yet render the entrance of the Haven more free and ſecure. 
So that Ships and Galleys may ride ſafely at anchorin this Road. The 
City on the out-ſide appears more magnificent than it 151ndeed in- 
wardly: The Frontifpieces,as well of Privat as Public Buildings being 
plaiſtered , upon which are painted Sea-fights, Hiſtories and Land- 
ſchap. In the midle of the Town is a ſtately Marker place and an 
Exchange, where (as at other Places ) Merchants meet and negotate 
their Affairs, Corn, Fleſh , Fiſh and other neceſlaries are here very 
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FEB. . good and cheap , which occaſions almoſt all that are bound farther up 

165% to put inthere for Refreſhment. On a Corner Stand four ſtatues in 
braſs , repreſenting the Father and 3 Sons , whoattempted torow 
away 2 Galley , belonging to the Duke of .7»ſceny ; and ply'd (o 
ſtrongly that the reſt of the _ » had enough todo toovertake 
them, and were ready to yield it for loſt. Theſe 4 men were- Moors, and 
for that notable Eſſay , are recorded with their Images in mettal 
which are fet one againſt another , with their Hands behind. their 
back. 

Leaving. Leghorn I ſet forward for Piſa : but before I was got half 
way, was afſaild with 4 Highway men , who were well mounted 
be arm'd : two whereof allighted , and clapt their Piſtols to my 
breaſt , bidding me deliver my money. In the mean while they fell 
a ſearching of my pockets and breeches , but not finding my money, 
which I had ſtitch'd up in the lining of: my Coat ,. they gave me 2 
bunches of Grapes , and rode away. 

On the 22 of February I came into Pjſa,where I took up my lodging 

«Pia. for that night , and the next day went to take a view of the Town. It 
is ſeated at the foot of a great Hill, about 8 leagues from the Sea, be- 
» piſe, WEEN TWO Rivers eMuſere and Arne : and ſeems to be of ® ancient 
vue. Standing. It was made an Univerſity (as ſome write ) about the 
pudPro- year 1339 but began to grow out of Eſteem till reſtored by Coſmo di 
Fiſſs , re Medicis Duke of Florence, and afterward by Lawrence his Nephew, to 
ReSirabe- whom Vollaterran and HMachiavelaſcribe the Ponting, Thereare here 
RES ſeveral fair Churches ; that dedicate to Saint John is a very ſtately 
*ppi- building, and renowned beyond any other Church in /zaly, for it's 
««#-*- coftly Tower which is 6f admirable rare Workmanſhip. The 
»m & Church-yard , otherwiſe called Camps Santo , is vifited by many 
—_—— ſtrangers, which was made at that time , when Frederic Barbaroſſa went 
Tiſeis, to Warrs againſt the Infidels in the Holy Land : to which Expeditions 
cexd- thoſe of Piſa aſſiſted him with 50 Galleys.But the ſaid Frederic Barbaroſf 
di: pop». being caſually drowned, the Galleys returned back again, all freighted

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. * On the 26 lentred Florence, which' is ſeated ina pleafant Valley? 
and divided by the River CArno into two parts, which is the ſam© 
River that runs by Piſa. On the Weft it hath the Champane land 
which is admirably delightfull : on the Eaſt the Countrey is Hilly, 
and ſtored with abundance of Fruit-trees , and on ſome part it is for- 
tified with the Cdppenin Hills. This City 1s reckoned about 7 miles 
in compals , and enjoys a ſubtile and wholſom Aur , which renders 
the Natives and Inhabitants moreacute and of a ſharper Genius than 
thoſe that Inhabit, or are born in places of a groſler : 'The City which 
is divided by the River, is again-umited. by four ſtately Bridges. 
which ſo beautify the Town that perhaps gave Charles the Arch-duke 
occaſion to fay,that this was a CS be ſeen on Holy-days.. The 
fertile Hills and rich Valleys wherewith it is environed,aftoard the In- 
habitants plenty of all neceffaries. Here 1s the Court and-Reſidence 
of the Duke : The Palace being one of the moſt magnificent in all 
Italy , yet far more fpacious and ſplendid within than without : but 
to recount the fpacious Halls , Pompous Antichambre , Marble 
Statues and Pictures in the Galleries , with all it's Appendencies, were 
an endleſs labour. Right over againſt the Pallace is a Lifeguard, con- 
ſiſting of a hundred Germans. Before the Palace isalfo a very ſtately 
Fountain , adorned with huge Statues both of Marble and Braſs , 
out of which {prings Water , being all in emblematical reprefenta- 
tions. Upon the Mercato Novo is a very ſumptuous Building in which 
the Citizens , meer and treat about the affairs of Merchandiſe, The 
Palace of the Medictis a ſtupendious Fabric, and for artificial car- 
ved works , aſwell in Wood as Stone , and Pictures of the moſt 
eminent /talian Maſters, ſeems to emulate the famous Yaticen. Beſides 
theſe are many other inferior Palaces , Bublic Puildings , Churches, 
Chappels and very ſpacious Cloyſters , all which would take up 
ſome moneths to make an exa&t ſurvey of. In many ſtreets are Galle- 
ries or Piazzas , ( as in Covent Garden , ) where one may walk to 
avoid either Sun or Rain: Hereare alſo many Houſes builc for Cha- 
ritable uſes, where the Sick are reheved with what they ftand in need 
of;and every one of thoſe Houſes kept very neat and clean , eſpecially 
the Hoſpital adjoyning to the Church Alla Nwnciare. Yet above the 
many famous StruCtures which grace Frence, the Houle of Prarteliro 
outbraves them all, which was built by F razcrs de eMedicis. Fhefirit 
I 3 you 
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you come at is the Palace , which 1s raifed-upan- a ſquare Fund, or 
Plarform, which entring , you haveat firſt view four Chambers that 
are oppoſite to one another , and ſtand alſo in quadrangular form , 
ſo that the 4 quarters are again ſubdivided each intog leſs , which 
make 16 Appartments. In one of theſe ſtand 2 coſtly Beds, one for 
the Duke, and the other for the Dutcheſs. The reſt of the Cham- 
bers are harig'd with Tapeſtry , and {ome with Cloth of Gold , un- 
ſpeakably rich ; and illuſtrated with artificial and coſtly Statues , 
which are ſet in convenient Places thereto ordained. I n like manner 
when we went up another ſtory , we found 16 Chambers more, paralel 
with the Platform of the former.In every one of theſe was a ſtately bed, 
the meaneſt whereof is computed fo have coſt more than a Thouſand 
Crowns. Comeing out of the Pallace you come alls Grotta, which is 
a fair Arch having therin a Fountain, that ſeems rather to be Natural 
than performed by Art. Round about the Fountain are Snakes , Ad- 
ders,Lizzards and other Serpents,ſo artificially madeinBraſs that they 
might betaken for Living. On each Pillar ſtand Organs, which are 
moved by the force of Water ,. in ſuch manner, that they make a moſt 
lovely and ſweet Harmony. The Wallsare in ſeveral placesſo thick 
ſet withGems,Coral and other things of value,that they cannot be per- 
ceived. The reſt is ſet with Marble. About the middle ftand fair 
Alabaſter Tables , to which if you draw near , the Water riſes from 

under your feet,and flies all over your head and bodie,but indeavoring 
to ſhun it, you are again ſaluted after the ſame manner from another 
place. On the other {ide 1s another called Grotte Sibylla, whichis alſo 
very coſtly,and ſet out with many fairStatues of Marble and Alabaftre, 

richly adorned with Coral, where are alſo curious Water-works , 

none ever coming there but is wet with.thoſe ſubterranean Showers. 

On your right hand is the Bath of the Prince, which is under full of 
holes, through which the warmth can come to cauſe Sweat. Beſides 


theſe there is a third Arch, which is for the Heat in Summer , whither 


_ the Duke and his Houſhold retire to refrigerate themſelves. In this 


Arch,is a fair large Table of Alabaſter,and at each end ſeveral Holes,in 
which they ſet their wine tocool. There is belonging to this Houſe a 
pleaſant Garden , wherein are many Springs and Ponds: andevery 
rare and choice Tree that will like in that Clime. Behind this Garden 
is a Park ,full of ſtrange Birds and Beaſts , and therein a ſtately _ 

Ce 
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delightſom Arbor where the Duke frequently dines in the Summer * £7. 
ſeaſon , and from whence he can view both hus Palaces, the one with- !*** 
in the City and the other without. Right over this aforeſaid Garden 
is yet another, in the middle whereof is a Chappel,where the Duke for 
the moſt part goes to Maſs, and Veſpers. This Chappel is built round, 
after the manner of the Heatheniſh Temples of old , planted round 
with Cypreſs trees,and has all its inner works of that Wood. Near to 
that ſtands an Image of 24, foot high, which will repreſent Neprune, or 
Thetis , made of White marble, from whence all the Waters in the 
Fountains have their Riſe : upon which if a man ſtands he hears a 
wonderfull murmuring and buzzing of Water from below. 
This City is a place of great Traffic and Commerce, eſpecially 
in Silks and Velyets , of which I faw many rich ſhops upon the Forte 
Pecchio , or Old Bridge. The Florentines themſelves are very able and 
Skillfull in the Aﬀairs of Merchandiſe, and very litle Trafficdon in 
Italy wherein they have not an intereſt ; ſo that Pope Clement Y1 called 
them the fiſth Element. Beſides their domeſtic and exotic Trade, 
they have given encouragement to, and bred up many, ingenious and 
famous Maſters in Archite&ure,Painting,Carving and other Pradtical 
Sciences and Arts , and have fora perpetual memory and Gratitude 
ſo many ſtately Pallaces , Churches, Pifures and Statues left them 
to Poſterity. This City 1s alſo very Courtly in reſpe& of it's Situa- 
tion , through which all Ambaſſadours and Miniſters of State from 
forreign Potentates muft paſs , intending for the Court of Reme , or 
Seignory of Yenice. Itis much frequented , viſited and likewiſe inha- 
bited by many Private Gentlemen , who ſpend their Eſtates here, 
and is a choice place to live in as well for Artificial as naturat De- 
lights , for ſuch as have an Eſtate to bearit out with. However ,. I 
had litle reaſon to complain of bad meafure during the few daies I 
ſtaid there. For meeting accidentally with a Monk , who ſeeing me to chriſlies 
be a Hollander , did not only carefs meall the time in ſuch manner that Monk. 
I nceded not pay any thing either for Lodging or Diet , but alſo 
ſhow'd me all what was remarkable about the City. This Monk un- 
derſtanding that I was ſhort of Moneys , and intended for Yenice, 
rocured me 4 Rix-dollars , which was as much as Ihad occaſion 
bh to bear my Charges thither. —_ 


On the 1* of March I left Florence , and took my leave of the tloreace 
Monk, 
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14% Monk , whom Ithanked for his great Favour and Civility, which he 

1656 had ſo ſignally manifeſted to mea ſtranger, on ſuch anextremeand 
emergent occaſion: and tending towards Bologne , I was fain toclimb 
over a high ſteep Mountain , and in the valley tound the City. 

Bologne lies about 44. degr. being a Town of ſmall circumference, 
yet wealthy and full of Inhabitants, The form of the City ſeems to 
reſemble a Ship whereof the Tower 4 Aſfinell is the Maſt. It has 
ever been a Maxim among them not toſuffer either Cittadel or Fort 
to be built , under the ſpecious name of Fortification , being jealous 
that under ſuch a colour they might check the Citizens at their plea- 
ſure ; So that the Bologneezes Lo nothing to rely upon, than only the 
Walls ; and valour ofcheir men. The City is founded on the Banks 
of the famous Savone , which River incorporates with the Rheno 2 
litle above Ferrara, by which way all Goods are conveighed. The Air 
is here for the moſt part moiſt , which renders the circumjacient 
Countrey very fertile, there being the beſt Meadows and Arable 
ground 4n all 1zaly. There is alſo very good Wine, Olives and Oil : 
although Fiſh they havenone except what is brought from afar ; but 
Veniſon in great abundance. In this plac2 are made ſuch Sauſa- 
ges, asare ſent abroad for great rarities , which ſome would perſwade 
us at home arc made of Aﬀes fleſh : but my curioſity induced me to 
make ſuch examinatian of that matter , that I found it otherwiſe ; for 

* Yetwo- they are made of * Pork and Mutton. Beſides the Traffic in the na- 
*hingis tural Produdts of the Land, theyaregreat Encouragersof Manufa- 
vetedand Ctories, and eſpecally in Silks. The Streets are very fair and ſpacious, 
_ and at each corner 1s ereteda Conduit, or Fountain. The Houſes 
' on the outſide ſeem as if they were quite gone to decay , yet within 
are very ſumptuous and coſtly , quite contrary to thoſe in moſt places 
in Spain , that I have ſeen , whereevery Houſe by the Frontiſpiece 
ſcems rather a Palace than a private Dwelling,yet within naſty , full of 
ſpiders-webs , and void of Utenſils, pure Emblemes of Hypo- 
criſy. During my aboad there I found not any thing extraordinary , 
as worthy of Remark , unleſs the Tower of Gariſenda, which is built 
crooked on purpoſe , for a proof of Art : although ſome hold the 
Churches of this City ( 1f taken in general) to ſurpaſs all others in 
any particular Town in 7taly , more eſpecially in regard of the ma- 
ny and rich Images , both of Gold and Silver , but their ground

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CHAP. IL 


The Author departs fromBologne, and arrives at Ferrara, AſſaiPd by a Robber: 
His Arrwal as Venice , where he lifts himſelf in the Armade. He arrives at 
Sante, A great ftorm between Milo and Argenter: The Ship called The Golden * 
Cockſplit upen Rocks. A ſad Shipwrack, Awoman wonderfully ſav 4. The Air ' 
thors. *arrival at Candia : Departs with 4: Tartan to the Venctian Armade.

- Fter I had ſtaid 2 days at Bologne , I ſet forward for Ferrara, where” 

\. being arrived I found it a dead. Town , having nothing of 
Trade; but onthe contrary many places void and uribuilt , a ſureand” 
evident token of the declining condition of that Ciry: Notwithſtan-' 
ding all that, there are many curious StruCtures 1n Ferrara, eſpecially 
on the:River Po, which runs that way, and expatiates it ſelf in Tren- 
ches or Ditches through the Town. Ir 1s ſtrengthened with many” 
{ſtrong Bulwarks and Ramparts » and has miny ſpacious and airy. 
ſtreets , with Piazzas on each ſide along the Houſes. Beſides this, L 
could not*find any thing worthy of remark, and certainly it was no' 
time for me to conſume my ſmall Eſtate upon ſuch unprofitable 
Pleaſures. | 

On the 6 dittoTleft Ferrars, tending my journey for Chtozgio, but 
by the way met a Foot-padder , who pillag'd me, and took away 2 The 4. * 
Rixdollars, which were given me by the Monk at Florenzs, and left 55m 
me about-209 to help me to Venice. | "_ 

On the 8 L arrived at Chioggio, which is a ſmall Ciry on the Sea-ſide, ,,,;..q 
from whence -I could view the long-wiſh'd-for Yentce , being but 3 « chiog- 
miles diſtant. Here is a very convenient Haven, moſt haunted by 8% = 
Fiſhers, yet has'litle other Trading to depend upon, except Gar- 
dening , and that only to ſupply Yexice with Plants and Herbs. "The 
prime thing I ſaw here, was an Image of the Virgin, with a weeping 
Child in her arm}, held by them in great Veneration. As for Churches 

K and." 
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and Cloyſters I had neither leiſure nor money to gazeat'em, for my 
Noble was brought to Ninepence ,and only as much left me as would 
pay my Paſlage to Zenice : where _ arrived , and paid my naulum, 
I had not a Farthing left. Nevertheleſs I knew that I could liſt my 
ſelf when I would , and receive advance-money : and after a litle 
Inquiry, met with Monſr. Theodore de Haan , Commander of the Golden 
Cock , whotook me on as Sail-maker. It was not long before the Ship 
was in her due equippage , and ſct forth in order to joyn with the Ar- 
made of Fenice , which-was upon an Expedition againſt the Turks in 
the Dardanelli, But de Haen having received letters from Holland, about 


- —_ 


ſome urgent affairs of his own, reſigned the Command to his Son , 


and went home by Land. 

On the ro*® of prilwe ſet Sail from Yenice, in companywith the 
Grand St, George , which was then commanded by the Sieur Cowrt 
AMaclaar afterwards Admiral of Denmark, and lately deceaſed. 

On the 20 ito we arrived at Xante, where we {ipplicd our ſelves 
with freſh Water , and took in ſome Pipes of Wine, which is here 
exceeding good, and tolerably cheap : for the Barillo, a meaſure of 
about 5 Gallon, or rather more , coſts but a Scudo, that I ſuppoſe is 
equivalent with 5* 84 Szerl. which again is vended in the Armade 
for 6 Crowns. | 

On the 22 we departed from Xnte direQing our courſe for Milo, 
and on the 5*- of May got the heighth of that Iſland , but did not 
touch there , ſteering direHly between, Milo and Argemero; and here 
we came to anchor , but too near the coaſt of Argentero, for we were 
annoyed with mud. Upon this aroſea great Storm of Wind, which 
rock'd us toand again, and at laſt broke our Cables. We endeavored 
all we could to get Sea room , but the Wind being towards the Land, 
drove us flat againſt the Coaſt , where the Sicur Adelaar ſeeing us in. 
ſuch danger , ſent off his Long Boat with 5 or 6 men to fetch a Perſon 
of Quality from aboard us , who was a Superintendant of ſome emi- 
nent Place, under the Juriſdiction of the Common-wealth : but all the 
reſt of the Gentry , with about an Hundred Soldiers and Marriners 
ſtayd aboard. Soon after , the Ship was caſt upona Rock with the 
violence of the Sea , where ſhe ſolit all in pieces :in ſuch manner as 
no tongue can expreſs , nor pendecipher, that a Ship of ſuch Bur- 
then , like a Plank was thrown ſo high above Water , and inthe 


twi..kling 
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twinkling of an cie daſht into a Thouſand Thivers.” Lamentable it 
was to hear the pitifull moan of ſo'many that 'were Parents for their 
Children , Men for their Wives , Wives for their Husbands , Chil- 
dren for their Parents, and every particular for their Friehdsand Al- 
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liance, 'The Maſter of the Ship and my ſelf got a Maſt , which, what . 


by the boyſtrous Wind, and what by the violence of the Floods), 
dd ſo tumble and roll , that we could not keep it in a due ballance; 
ſo that we thought beſt to look out for ſomething elſe , and by Hea- 
venly Providence met with the great Hatch , which came driving 
with ſuch force againſt the Maſt, that it had almoſt ſent us both to 
ſound the Deep. However indeayouring to ſaveour Lives, we got 
faſt hold of the Hatch , and won the Shoar. All the reſt were drowned 
to 19 Men, and 2 Women ; the one whereof was a Yenerian Lady, 
whoſe Husband was a Captain in that Expedition. This Gentle- 
woman , after a long and weariſom beating thro the Surges , and

moſt miſerably torn and rent with Naits and Splinters;- having ac- 
cording to the reportmmade by the Chirurgeon, above Fifty Wounds 
and Holes in her Body : yet notwithſtanding all this, was more grie- 


ved to hear of the loſs of her Husband , than fenſible of her own 
calamity : However conſidering the extreme cold ſeaſon , and her 


weak condition , we covered her Warm-with cloaths and Bedding. 
The other Woman that was ſaved , was the wife of a Privat Soldier, 
who was great with child., had driven Six and Thirty Hours 
noon a piece of the Hulk, and toour greatadmiration was taken up 

ve. It was certain that ſhe could not have endured any longer being 


already ſtiffand benummed , and us pale as a Corps.So ſoon as ſhe was * 


brought aboard the Saint George and warmed , was delivered of xn 
Abortiv Child-: but herſelf revived , being cheriſhed by the help 'of 
other Women aboard that Ship. Shortly after the Ship-wrack cattte 
all the Moveables and Goods aſhoar. Being now come aboard the Saint 
George , and a litle refreſhed , we ſteer'd away for Candy, wherewe 
arrivedin ſafety ; but what by our unhappy Ungring at Arpentero, ard 
increaſe of Folk , the Victualling grew very low ; upon whichwe 


deſired the Governour to fupply us with whit wehad'occafionffot; 


but Anſwer was returned us , That Camdia was of it 1elf brit very meantly - 


deſis 


provided, and that they were not ins —_— toafiift vs. Wethen

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; deſired , that we might havea Tarts to tranſportustothe Armade, 


in order to admit our ſelves again into the ſervice of the Common- 
.wealth. 'To this the Governour gave hisaflent, and with a Ship. and 
-15 men, andſome Ammonition Tic patched us for the Armade. 
On the 3 of Mey we ſet Sail from Candy, but were put to our allow- 
anceat the rate of 2 {ib. of Bread each man aday , upon a Calculation 
of 10 days, and ſo conſequently 20 {tb. the Voyage. 
On. the 8 ditzo, wecamecloſe under Mytilene , and found that our 
Proviſion-was already ſpent ,1o that itwas reſolved by the major part 
.of the Company , that weſhould goaſhaarand ſee out for ſomething 
to ſupplyour Wants, although we knew that the Iſland was under 
the Juriſdiction of the Turkiſh Emperour. However ſeeing there was 
as much Danger on the other hand , we chuſed rather to adventure 
our {elves on land , than toſtarv aboard: and accordingly 12 Hollan- 
ders and 15 Greeks (teptaſhoar , and ſeeing a drove of Cattel we took 6 


fat Kine, which weled to the Boat and fo got them hoyſ'd aboard,one 


by one. This fair beginning encouraged ys.to go. further within land 
.and about a mile from the Creek where the Tartanlay , .found a ſmall 
-village. of about 10.or 12 Houſes, but not any appearance of either 
.man , woman or.chjld , who we concluded had hid themſelves for 
fear. In the mean while finding noſcarcity of Bread,, Meal , Butter, 
.Cheeſe, Honey, Wineand Oil, we pick'd and chuſ'd each 'what 
he had a mind to, and having pack'd up more than we could carry , 
we thought it a {in toleaveany thing behind yis : we therefore wenta 
litle out ofthe Village,where we found abour 20 Aſles , .theſe we took 
and loaded with our Spoil , and in ourretura to the Shallop eſpy'd 
.a Caftle which before we had not ſeen , and thither we ſuppoſed chat 
the Peaſantry of that Hamlet were ficd to ſecure themſelves. But in 
coming forwards, we found thatthere was but one-high way to the 
Boat from the Village,and that cloſe by the Caſtle ; for every man had 
fenc'd'in his Ground with a high Flint-wall : nevertheleſs coming paſt 


the Caſtle we met with no obſtruftion or annoyance in the World , 


till being got about half- way I looked about , and ſpied 200 Troo- 
pers following us as hard as they could drive, whereupon I cried 
out, Gentlemen, Here cames 4 Command of Horſe , ſce what you have todo , 
and reſolve without much loſt of time , for if you do not behave yo'rr ſelves cour e- 


. Sioufly we arc alldead men. Be yalorons and keep together , let ut be faithful ,

dclides the great advantage we had ofthe High wa 
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and if , we muſt ſubmit to death at this ime Jet bein a honour able manner” MAY . 
'The-Twrks in the mean while drew nearer and nearer : and we loath to 55 


part with our Plunder , madea faint-hearted fellow (that was good 
for nothing elſe.) drive the Aſſes before , whileſt we drew upintoa 
Body and put our-ſelves into a Poſture of defence. Our men unani- 
mouſly gave me ( for the time being) the honour ofa Chieftain, in 
lieu of a better. As for the Greeks , they: were greater Strangers ts 
martial Diſcipline than we, and ran confuſedly up and down without 
any order. When the Fwrks were juſt come upon us, I gave c harge that 
they-ſhould nor fire all at once, but by atatime, and that not till 
they had taken good aim, and-the Enemy within-ſhot. With that 
the Twrkish Commander ( being a Moor )advanced upon a ſtately 
Horſe , was bound to level his' Carbine , 'buttoanticipatehim [ 
gave the Word tothe firſtRank,who brought him down to theGround 
and three more beſides him. This falling out luckily the ſecond Rank 
gave fire , and fo following the third , till we faw above:20 of the 
nemies Party dead , that gave us no ſmall encouragement ; but on 
the contrary ſo diſheartned the'Enemy that they began to retreat ; for 
ſs of Flint, which 

ſerved us 'for. a Rampart ; our Arms were Jarge Muſquets , and 
theirs but ſmall Carbines,, which at that diftance could not do much 
Execution. When they were gone a good way back , we climbed over 
the Wall, marched along the high way with four in a Rank, and kept 
our ſelves together. "The Twrks ſeeing that faced abouton afudden., 
clapt ſpurrs ro their Horſes , 'and came driving upon us with a 
molt 'horrid ſhouting ; thinking fo to bring -us out of our Ranks, 
and to pur us into a diſorder: : whicheif they could have effected, 


had 'Terved their turn. Bur our:men rhe ſecond time faced about 


and levelled their Muſquets , till we had them at a due diſtance 
and ſo we fired for a good while together , without-either gaining 
or .looſing ground ; till at laſt the Enemy ſeeing themſelves con- 
ſiderably weakned by the lofs of their Leaders , were forced to 


xctreat agar till they 'were out of ſhot : but ſo ſoon'as we began 


again to:march , they followed us , but in a very eaſy pace , in- 


tending ( as we had colour to beleeve ) to ſurprize us at taking 
Our Prizes aboard , but 'they ſeeing us too near the Boat were 


content to let ns alone for that time : for had they come we had

more ſervice than the Muſquets. . So after this ſmall Bickering ,

N the gth. dizo we left Hyritene , and with a brave Wind got 
Monte Sante, or Haly Mount 1n 2 days : This being the Hill ( as the 
devout Romaniits beleeve ) whereon our Saviour was tempted by Sa- 
than, and from whence he ſhow'd him all the Riches of the Earth. 
On the 12 dio we Sailed into the River of Conſtantinople, where we 
\ found the Sea-Armade of Yeniceat Troy,which is the place and remnant 
of the famous Troy, ſo much read of in the Poets of, old, althoughit 
iS hard to judge where the Town has verily ſtood. All that 1s to be 
ſeen, isa Gate which is built of white Marble;and ſeems to be exceed- 
ing ancient , and a ſmall Village with the Foundations of a wall , 
that encompaſſe the Town 7 times , not in circular form , - but as it 
were involved like a Snake, or the ſpring ofa Watch. Towards the 
Sea .are ſome Trenches and a Redout of Earth , which have been 
lately made by- the Turks to check the Paſſage of the Proponris , or 
Channel of Conſtantinople. 
On: the 14, we were taken into ſervice , and I put aboard the 
Litle Princeſs. | | 
On the 15 we ſaw the Galleys of Bey, who ſeeing that we had ſtopt 
the Channel. , row'd away toward the Greek ſhoar , where they

n the 16- came an Englich Ship from Sante called the cMidleronto 
bring. Bread , Oars , and Ammonition for the Armade, which the 
Tarksh Galleys afſail'd , when ſhe came near the Dardanelli. We hear- 
ing that , did all we could to fail off and aſſiſt them; but it was ſo 


» 
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other hand detended themſelves couragiouſly. After they had fought 
ſome hours , the Twrks boarded her abaft and got the Poop , which 
' the English ſeeing blew up the Decks,and fo ſet the Ship on Fire,which 
nevertheleſs when they ſaw her on Fire to the Main Maſt, ceaſed not to 
fire valourouſly outat the Prow till ſhe began to ſink, which they mar- 
king betook themſelves to ſwimming , rather willing to burn or ſink 
than ſurrender themſelves or Ship upon diſhonorable Terms. Howe- 
ver the Turks took up as many as they-could, and made ſlaves of them. 
Aboard this Ship was an Englih Woman who kepta Houſe of En- 
; tertainment at Venice, notedly known by the name of Mrs. Peters, 
and one that was very kind to the Englihand Dutch-when inany ſtrait 
or trouble , and many of our Nation were forry when they heard 'of 
her Death. The Ship Mialeron was-mounted with 36 Guns , and 60 
Men , whereof about 40.were drown'dand burn'd, as we found by 
the Bodies we took up an hour and a halt after the Battel. And after- 
ward underſtood by the Shves we-took in the Engagement at the 
Dardanelli , that the Galleys were ſo diſabled that they-repented the 
Aſſault, befides more than 500 Men outright killd , and a far grea- 
ter number wounded. | 
While we lay at Anchor at.the entrance of the Channel , and 
floating to and again before the Dardanels , the moſt part of our men 
were quell'd with a Scorbutic diſtemper, for want of freſh Water. 
For all the Water we could have, we muſt fetch out of the River of 
Troy , which we could not doe without great perril, and jeopardy of 
our lives ; the Twrks having ſeveral hidden Trenches ,. in which they 
lay ſculking till they ſaw opportunity , and then ſurprized us. To 
my great misfortune, was ſent out with 7 more to fetch Water with a 
+ Boat; and coming to Troy, we ſaw very rich Vineyards , at adiſtance, 
and mightily longing for ſome ſuch refreſhments , we caſt lots 
who ſhould make the attempt to go and fetch ſome Grapes, and the 
Lot fell upon me -wherefore without much loſs of time I-betook my 
ſelf thither , viewing warily if the coaſt were clear, but ſeeing no ſtir or 
appearance of men ; I went. up undauntedly , where I made both 
Hands and Chaps move. But whilſt I was thus buſy , heard a great 


noiſe, and turning meabour ,. deſcricd ſeveral Twrks that had lay in 
ambuſh 


calm. ,. that our Sails cling'd about the maſt. The Turks im the Mr, 
" mean while lay battering the Eng/ish Shup ;. and the Engiich on the 1656 
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x-4r.. ambuſh running towards -me:, from: ſeveral places between meand- 

»65- the River. Our men were newly come aſhoar and filling their Casks: 
with Water , who made all the haſt they could ,gain'd theBoat,looſ'd 
off from the ſhoar , and eying the Enemy too carneſtly ran the Shallop 
upon a Sand, where they were'ſet faſt ; but having ſome Fire-arms 
aboard , they kept the-Twrks oft, till they got the Boat adrift, and o. 
made their-eſcape. In the mean while 1 fat biting my nails , and 
ſcratching my head n the Vineyard. Seeing my way forelaid , and no 
hopes of coming to the Sea-ſide. I began to conſult with my ſelf what . 
ſhift to make , and concluded it-the greateſt folly in.the world to. 
_ my ſelf againſt ſo many men , for which ( b<ing once in their. 
clutches ) I might expect ſeverer uſage. It was not long before; 
they came to ſee what kind-of a Fool , they had got in their Gin. 
where they found Peel-garlick. ready to yield up the Gholt for fear. 
They brought me firſt to the Hamlet, where Troy was ſaid to ſtand in 
times of yore, and afterwards to thoſe Caſtles which are built oppo- - 

Ss ſite tocachother , and command the entrance of the Dardaxells. Here: 

tr they put meina Galley, ſtript off my Robes , ſhaved my head :, and: 

mae © « ſet me to an Oar , which was work enough forlix of us to tug at , 

mn allowing me only a pair of linnen Breeches to-cover my nakedneſs. 
I was chain'd toa Raz, who had been 24 years in the Galleys : for: 
all ſtrangers that. they take inthe Yeſeria Scea-Armade, arc to ſtay in 
the Galleys during hte , without the benefit of Redemption. Which 
when I came to underſtand , beganin all haſt ro repent my temerity, 
and foolhardineſs, and had thought my ſelf more happy it I had been 
Pilling of Turnips or Cucumbers at» Durgerdam , than plucking of 
fuch ſour Grapes, ina Trejen Vineyard. 

How inhuman andbarbarous our. Ufage was , no Tongue can duly 
utter , norPen decipher, . For the Guendica of that Galley was repu-. 
ted the moſt fevere of any other in the Fleet , and although we plycd. 
never fo ſedulouſly , were ſure to bethreſh'd on the naked ribs with a. 
Buls-pizle, when the fit took him ; and one mans hide muſt unjuſtly 
be-made. 2 praculum., . for another's Remiſneſs, or Sloth , nor was the 
Tygre ever well, but when he heard ſome a roaring , or yelling out 
The Auf was ever now-and then counſelling to betake our .ſfelvs to 
flight,” which I had a great'mind to eſſay. (for the Venetian Armade 
lay but: two leagues from us.) but could neyer ſee an opportunity, 

meeting

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meeting perpetually with one obſtruftion or other ; and the Coaſt ar. 
narrowly watch'd by the Turks. The Ruf had ſeveral times attempted __ 
to runaway , but wasevertaken, and had neither Noſe nor Ears left 
him. This woful Precedent daunted me fo , that I had no great ſto- 
mach to w » butone day above the reſt he gave me good encoura- 
gement , ſaying, Prethee Brother, Which is beff ,"T o live in perpetual Slavery, 

or , Doe What you can , ts make your Eſcape ? Put the caſett should bs fruitleſs 

and we should be taken , 1 hallbe ſure to have the hardeſt meaſure, but you , 
only a hunared ftroaks on the foot , at Worſt. *Tis true , they have threatned te 
burn me , if ever 1 run 4Way again, and am caught ; but I will rather ay ſo, 
than to live all my days under the lash of thoſe unreaſonable Hell-Hounds , and 

to be tormented with a Thouſand Plagues , after the manner you ſee. Come , 
come, reſolve. Faint heart never won fair Lady, and Nothing venture, 
nothing have ; What s there in the VForld , that may be preferred before 4 
Golden Freedom ? By theſe and many other reaſons he moved me to 
hazard to matter. 'T he Moſcovian or Ruff, who was a ſubtile Impoſtor , 

and had an excellent hand at any kind of Roguery , had been ſome 
time before at Conftantineple , where he had bought a File ; this he had 
ſtitch'd up in his Coat , and carried always a litle Tinder-box and a 
Watch-light about him, to uſe in time of occaſion. 

Having now forthe ſpace of 6 Weeks endured this wofull ſtate , rhe 4«- 
we found an Cp__ to ridour ſelvs of that miſerable Slavery: 97 .. 
for being now left to our Liberty to fetch Water for our ſelves, my zſcape. 
Camrade and I that were chain'd together went farther within Land 
than we needed, and ſo returned honeſtly back to the Galley, and 
that for 2 or 3 times together , the better to prevent ſuſpicion, till at 
laſt, weranſofaroutof ſight that we thought our Enterprize halt 
won. The night coming on, it began torain, and we to ſhelter our 
ſelvs, crept intoa cave, where my Mate ſtruck fire and lighted his 
Wax-candle, that we might ſee to file : and after a litle labour got 
our ſelves looſe. The night in regard it was dark favour'd us mainly, 
ſo that we came to the ſtrand an hour before break of Day , which 
weſaw full of Tents, But being a very rainy night and ſtormy wea- 
ther , the Sentinels did not attend their Poſts , ſo that we paſſed 
through the middeſt of them without any examination , and betook 
our ſelves toſwimming before it was obſeryv'd. But it was not long 
before they began to ſuſpect ſomething , or _ for that Water 1s 

very 
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MAY, very faltand has this property, that with the leſt motion, or troubling, 
1656 it burns like fire. Hereupon they ſhot at us by gueſs and random, 

with the Long-bow ( for by reaſon of the Rain they could not uſe 

their Fire-arms , ) fo that the Arrows camepelting about our cars, 

and ſometimes grazing upon the Water , till at laſt one hit the Ruff 
-:- no, Uiredtly upon the buttock. Howeverhe ſwom fo long with it, till we 
hot with Were out of ſhot , but when T would have pulled it out ; the poor 
« 4r- caitiff began to yell out moſt miſerably, crying , Let alone, let alone , "tis 
"” 8 anArrow vithawicker. And thus he was fain toſwim for two Leagues 
together , before we came to the Yererran Armade : and had the ſtream 
heavy on ourſide. When we came to the Armade we were taken into 
the Ship dbrahams Offcring , where the Ky had the Arrow drawnout 
of his buttock , which had pierced him to the very -bone , and put 
him to a miſerable torture betore it was drawn out, being a Harpoon 
with $ wickers. However he was by the diligence of an able Chirwurgeon 
ina ſhort time cured of his Wound ; -and we thanked God for his 
delivery of us fromthe hands of thoſe mercileſs Tyrants , preſerving 
us through the dangerous floods , and bringing us to a Chriſtian 
People.

7 une. ()\ the 24. of Tune by break of day we got the Armade (in manner 
66 asaforeſaid ) and about 8 a'clock , I was brought before the 
General, to whom I ſignified what had paſſed as to my iparticular 
concernment , and gave him what Intelligence I cond from the 
Twrkish Fleet , who intended that day to fall down , had already 
reckoned the day their own , and made a Dividend among'them- 
ſelves, of the Ships, Spoil, and Slaves, for which reaſon the Offi- 
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cers were very cager, and indeayored to haſten the Expedition. The 5vx:. 
General received me kindly, thanked me for the Information , or. 55% _ 
dered uscach 50 Crowns, and fo diſmiſſed us. So ſoon as we were 
come out of the Generals prefence , he ordered a Proclamation to be 
proclaimed and afhxed to the Maſt of every Ship and Galley , That 
every privat perſon ſhould frecly enjoy what they could get by 
plundering ; and a ſtrict InterdiCtion was ſent to the reſpe&iv Oth- 
cers not todeprive or moleſt them upon pain of Death : which wasno 

\ ſmall incouragement to the Marriners and privat Soldiery, At firſt 
the Yenetians were very weak , but afterward , by the joyning of the 
Maltheezes and ſome Dutch , they were increaſ*d to 28 Ships of War, 
24 Galleys,and 7 Galeaſſes. Their Officers were as follow.

For the ſpace of one whole moneth we cruſed upon the Turkish 
Armade, which we waited for daily from Conſtantinople. In the mean 
while thoſe of Malrhacame up with their Galleys to the Yenetian Ar- 
mada , under the Flag of the Prior of Rechel. The Turks on the contrary 
had 28 Men of War. 9 Galeaſſes , and 60 Galleys, thoſe of the Bey 
reckoned with them. The ſaid Fleet was alſo full of men, and well 
proyided with Ammunition, | On 
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 Onthe 23 the whole Armade came down with full Sail before the ng 
I 


- 


Dardanelli , as if they would dirett their courſe for the Iſlands of Greece, 
or ſome place inthe Archipellago, aiming to make a breach ſometimes 
at one place, and ſometimes at another ; But the Yenetizns were too 
vigilant to ſuffer it;for they compoſed theirFleet in ſuch order,thatthe 
Turks could not find a Paſſage. Nevertheleſs the Maltheezes diſown'd 
themſelvs to be under the Standard of Saint Mark , but reſerved the 
Command of their ownGalleys,as themſclves liſted and thought good. 

On the 24 the Twrks held themſelves cloſe to the Banks near the two 
Caſtles , mentioned before (in Pag. 80 ) which tended. mainly to 
their advantage. Beſides this they had thrown up two Batteries, one 
upon the Corner of Barbaria, on the Anatolian Side , and another, on 
the Greek, or Weſtern Coaſt , from whence they play'd off their 

t Guns againſt the Chri/tian Navy, to work a pallage through for 
their Fleet. Threedayslong continued they on both ſides firing with 
their Canon , the Aimiral of the Feneriaxs , as bearing the chief 
Standard , riding neareſt to the Enemy , and conſequenly ſuffered 
more dammage than the reſt of the Navy : for the Turks threw out 
great Stones with their Bombs , that they killd three men on a breſt, 
who ſtood very near the General. In theſe Caſtles are Guns of an 
incredible nd , and as ſome ſay, thoſe in the outmoſt Redoubts 
30 inches diameter. And although there was not any hope of doing 
the Enemy much harm, yet the Chriſtian Fleet kept ſtill in good Or- 
der;waiting greedily for the Tw1kish Navy, which we thought would 
come out, when ours was a litle more diſabled. On the 26 they came 
out with full Sail , and in good Order, with ſuch a hideous roaring 
and ſhouting, that we could not underſtand the words of Command, 
nor hear one another ſpeak. Their Ships as well as their Galleys 
were ſo ſtow'd with men, that they were a great incumbrance to 
themſelves. 

The Wind was now at North, and favoured the T wrks fo, that the The 
Chriſtians were almoſt blind and ſtifled with ſmoak : yet the whole lu OR 
Fleet kept their Poſts without giving way to the Enemy, The General berefe of 
to givea good example and encouragement to the whole Navy , put TT 
the Flect in the form ofa Creſcent and himſelf in the Nombril; and 
fo expected the Infidels Armade: bur they kept off at a conſiderable 
diſtance , ſtill playing offtheir Cannon. The Wind and ſtream 
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Foxs, Which favoured them/againft us, was alfo advantagious for us againſt 

1656. the Galleys of the Bey, that wereto the Rereward of us ; who alſo 
fought couragiouſly , and held their Poſtall the while. Fhe Yenetians 
didall they could to cloſe up with the Turks , but could not move 
forward and keep their due Order , thro reaſon of the Wind, and 
violeat Breakings of the Stream , occaſioned on purpofe by the Twrks: 
in opening of their Fleet , that beat Strongly againſt the Chrittian 
Navy. The Enemy in the mean while battered the Squadron of 
Marco Bembo with an inceſſant ſhooting of whole Tears and Broad- 
ſides, that all cracK'd again ; nor had Lazaro Mocenigo , and Geroline 
Malipiero the Vice-Admiral , aſliſted by the Prince of Parma , the leſt 
ſhare in this hot A But beyond all others, memorable was 
the magnanimous and reſolved Valour of Bernardo Bragadins Chieftain 
of the Contarine, a ſmall, but a well-built Friggat : who notwith- 
ſtanding the Enemy poured out great ſhot , like Hail upon her , yet 
dured all the brunt of the battel thundring with her Cannon againſt 
the Twrkich Galeaſles , that they werg forced to remove their Poſt 
5 ſeveral times. An admirable rare Courage ! which if it either could, 
or had been ſeconded , by all the Naval Forces of the Chriſtians then 
preſent , would have given ſuch an Overthrow to the Infidels as no 
Age might paralel. Nor may we forget to commemorate the good 
ſervice of the Dutch, who ſerved as Auxiliaries in this Naval Expe- 
dition , and behaved themſelys very well. The Turks now ſecing the 
prudent Condut of the General , and undaunted Courage of the 
whole Fleet did all they could to draw off , fell down to the Sea- 
ward: and retired into the Bay of Barbery , where they dropped 
Anchor , hoping that now they were in Sanctuary.

Fter the'Chriftians had long laboured to cloſe np with the Turks, JUNE. 
but could noteffett their Intentions , for the Wind blew hard at *** 
North, and Northand by Eaft , and the ſtream till falling with great 
Force upon their po and Galleys , rendredtheir Indeavours fruit- 

leſs, fothat they could not do anyenterprize, than barely what was 
done with their Ordnance, they had reſolved to reſt a litle : till on rhe wind. 
a ſudden by Heavenly providence the Wind cameabout, and GOD, i 
out of his unſpeakable Goodneſs , granted the Chriſtians a helping oro o 
Hand , almolt afterthe ſame manner , as about a Hundred Years fi. 
agon in the famous Sea-fight againſtthe Twrks , under the Condutt of 

Don Iuan'd' Auſtria, when the Turks had the Wind fair and favourable, 

till they came to engage wich the Chriſtians , and then'by the Divine 
Bounry of the Evedaiting GOD, the Wind turned tothe advantage 

of the Chriftian Fleet; 'infuchſort that the Chriſtians gave them the 
greateſt and'moſt fatal Overthrow , thateveryet 'wasieither known , 

or heard of , in rhe world. The General Marcello had no ſooncr 
obſerved that the Wind blew a litle Southerly , but he gave Com- 
mand to ſet ſail , and ftretchthe Oars, inorderto give the Turks a 
ſudden Affault-, which was in obedienceto his Will immedaiatly put 
inprattiſe. The Turks being thus ſurprized by our {ſilent Attacque , 

and finding the Winddirealy againſt them;were dreadfully d:{mai'd: 
inſomuch that upon ourentring the Bay we faw them by whole flocks 
jump over board. Some-ran with their Ships and Galleys bluntly 
againſt the Wall; others that lay at Anchor neareſtrhe Sea , ſtrove to 
drive through the Fleztand gain the Rere ; and thoſe: that faw them- 
felves not able to retreat , left the Ships , and betook themſelves to 
ſwimming; few of whicheſcaped ( for there runs a ſtong Tide ) and 


moſt of them were carricd to the Seaward , that-we met whole m—_ 
» OL. 
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A. ofthem driving in the ſtream , and amongſt them many Chriſtian 

x656 Slaves, which wetook up with our Shallops. In the mean time the 

Turks continued their Flight , endeavoring with their Galleys to tow 

away ſome of the ableſt Ships, but the Yenertians fell ſo furiouſly upon 

them that they were anticipated , and only made their eſcape with

The Twrks ſeeing 
themſelves environed on every ſide with the Chrifians , and their 
Paſſage obſtructed, began to fight with better courage than before, 

| anddefended themſelves very bravely , as ſometimes deſperate Sol- 

The ue- diers do. But above all the Galleys of Bey appeared ſignally ſtout , 

z«bler® and for their laudable behaviour and ſingular valour merited as much 
the cat. the Honour, asthe Twrksb Mwſtaphathe Diſhonour of the Day. But 
leyrof with a Lion-like Courage, and as wiſea Condutt, did a certain Beſſa 

!* manifeſthis generous ſpirit, who was the ſame that had promiſed the 
Grand Seignior , to _— him with Marcello's head , or to forfeit his

Macetto ball » and four Gentlemen that ſtood next him. Zuenni Marcello ſceing 
ard. this, heldallin ſilence, for fear of diſcouraging the Chrifian Armada, 
took the Command upon himſelf , and purſued the Battel hotly after 

the ſame Order, till he had privately ſignified the General's death to 
Barbars Badver ,*Proveditor of the Navy , who without loſs of time 
ſteptover , and fucceeded him, ſtill holding the ſame Order which

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upon a Sand, near the ſhoar, and at laſt too eager in ſhooting ſet the 5uve. 

ſhip on fire, having alitle before loſt his Eie with a ſplinter: yn 
The Swan had aboard her divers Perſons of Quality and Volun- 

ticrs , Who maximis a4 minimos quitted themſelves well and honourably: 

amongſt which was , Capt. Zorzi Dadick , The Sicur Ebers , Capt. 

Lieutenant Gremonville , and Bernardino Canala Reformado Captain, 

whereof the two laſt were irrecuperably wounded. During the Fight, 


was the Dwich Ship, called 'f JPapen van Naſſauw under the 


Command of Capt. Fawſino Rive blown up with her own Powder, as 


alſo another Durch Ship called DenDavid en Golfath by an 


unfortunate ſhot in her Powder Chamber , when ſhe was ingaged 
with the Galleys of the Bey, and lay fo cloſe to the ſaid Galleys that 
5 of them were blown up with her. Aboard the fame Ship were 4.4. 
Hollanders , and 22 left , being juſt the half loſt. * The Prince of Parmes 
was ſo forward that his Companions were fain to reſtrain him by 
force , running himſelf oftentimes into a needleſs jeopardy of his 
Perſon. Remarkable was that of the General Borri being aboard the 
Galeaſs of MarcoRiva,who having his youngSon by him,carried himup 
and down to ſee what was worthy of note. When the Night came 
on, they unanimouſly left off on both ſides , and all was Rin ; but 
the next Morning by break of day, they fellon amain , and feem'd 
for ſome hours to be equally match'd as that the Day was thought 
dubious , but at laſt the Turks were fain to give over, only the Capitens 
held out very manfully , tillthe Admiral Marco Bembo. came to cloſe fowege 
up with his {andiemd where he ſaluted him ſo with Broad-ſides , that 4 
he was forc'd to yield as wellas the reſt. Capitana 
The Yenetiens ſeeing the Capitana you gave a great ſhout that the 
Caſtle and Banks rang again, and fo well encouraged they were that, 
they fell furiouſly in one entire Body upon the Saracens , that th 
forthwith betook themſelves to flight, and retired to the Fort, but 
the Chriſtians had ſo hindred their paſſage , that few of them got 
clear. The Sicur Barbaro Badoer who ſucceeded the General concealed. 
his death ſolong untill that the Fight was over, and he able for to 
give the Fleet an account of the Enemies Overthrow,which was in the 


ſecond Evening , pretty late. 


The Penetians having now made themſelves Maſters of ſo many ,The boſs 
Ships and Galleys, wereataloſs for Men enough to manage them , gs 
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> 7x*" that they were fain to ſer the moſt part on fire, reſerving only ſuch as 
”. 165@ *\vere left diſabled , as a token of this notable Viftory, which had 
coſt the Common-wealth above 400 Souls, and amongſt thoſe their 
moſt faithfull and valiant General Marcello, whoſe ( unhappy Death 
can never be enough lamented. The number of thoſe that were 
wounded was great , but uncertain. The Sula», and the 2 Dwrch, 
men of War , which as we have already ſaid were unfortunately 
deſtroyed with their own powder, was all their loſs of Shipping. 
They took 18 Galleys , and the CHaltheezes 11 Ships , beſides 5 4. 
Ships that were burn'd: fo that of 97 Galeaſles , Ships and Galleys , 
only 14. were ſaved onthe Enemies fide. By this laudable Enterpriſe 
and Victory of the Yenetians , above 5 000 Chriſtian Slaves were reſtored 
ro Freedom. But how many of the Infidels loſt their lives was 
uncertain, only by a rude conjecture, anda modeſt Calculation were 
computed between 5 and 6000 Men. When we went to ruminate for 
Spoil among their Dead we found the Fretum, or Mouth of the Dards- 
zelk floating fo thick with: Bodies , that we could not force our Boat 
through; but with our Oars and Boat-hook were fain to drag and 
draw them behind the Shallop , which again with the force of the 
- ſtream were thrown on heaps one above another, like Shoals of Ice, 
and ſocame tumbling into the Boat , in ſpite of all the means we 
could uſc. 


CHAP: VL 


The Siege of Tenedos. The two Cafiles ſurrendred. A deſcription of Tenedos. 
Lemnos, #t"s Situation ,and taking in. The preſent tate of Greece, ]. Struy('s 
arrival at Pathmos and Samos. Then bythe Turks with 6 of his Companions, 
and ſoon after ranſom'd, 


AE this ſignal Viftory , all the maimed Soldiers , together 
with the Corps of the General, and other Noblemen were ſent 
back to Zenice : _ the new General Badoer upon this ſuccesfull day , 
reſolved to fire them out of their own neſts. Purſuant thereto he 
ſteers away for Texedos , which is an Iſland firuate at the very mouth 
of the Propontis , or River of Conſtantinople; which is as it were the Key 
of theſaid River, and Commands the Paſſage ſo, that no Ships can 
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come in or out , againſt their will. Thereare on this Iſland two well 7”*. 
fortified Places , the one on the South and the other on the North, *** 
both built after the beſt manner of Fortification , having Bulwarks 

and Walls of an incredible Thickneſs. Welay Siege to theſe , both renee 
by Sea and Land , but the main Forces weapplicd on the Haven-ſide, gee 
for the Bay is very wide , where we came to caſt our Anchors. Four- —_— 
teen days long we lay battering the Caſtle with our Cannon from «pox qr. 
the Sea, at what timethey put out a white Flag ; and propoſed to '**: 
the General certain Articles , upon which they declared themſclves 


free to ſurrender the Fort , the main of which Propoſals was , 


That allfreeborn Turks should be ſet upon faſt Land, 


and , 


That all the Renegades showld be at the mercy of the Chriſtians. 


The faid Articles were mutually counter - changed and ratified by 
the Heads of both Parties , and al the Turks and Moors drawn our , 

even the Greeks too, who were ſuffered toſtay upon the Ifland but not 
within the Caſtle. The Heads of the other Caſtle ſeeing the Yenerians 

in poſſeſſion of this , put out the White Flag and deſired Articles of 
Peace, which after a ſhort Treatie of Commiſſioners on both ſides 
wereſigned, exiſting moſtly of the ſame Tenure with the former. 

Tenedos lies near the coaſt of Anatolia and is called Bouchadde by the Tenedos 
Turks. It is of a fertile Soil, and produces plenty of Fruit, but eſpe- deſcribed 
cially Grapes, and has good ſtore of Melons and other delicacies , 
which they have alſo in the Winter-ſeaſon. And according to it's 
ſmall extent ( not exceeding 28 Englich miles in circuit ) has abun- 
dance of Cattel. It is beſet with Hulls towards the Sea on every ſide, . 
but withinarable, and fit for tillage. The General committed it to 
the Truſt of Seignior Loredans , a Gentleman of Yenice,with a Garriſon 
of 700 Italzans , and others. | 

T enedos being now in poſſeſſion of the Fenerians, we ſet Sail for rs 
Scalimene , or Lemnes , which we found about6 Leagues diſtant from mene * 
the other, being Seated dircAly before the mouth of the Channel, wheres 
and therefore a Place in which the Twrks had repoſed great Confi- PR 
dence. This Iſland has ſeverall ſmall Towns upon it,as Condea,* Cochino, #;z;ch

165+ came before the Place in order to lay Siege to it , we found a Fort 
Lemnos Raving 700 men in Garriſon ; but the Sou-baſſs hearing that Tenedes 
Sarrend- was already taken in by the Chriſtian Armade , and finding himſelf 
me#** incapable to defend the Place by reaſon that all communication was 
rehle cutoff, hedelired to treat by Deputies , and without ever a fhot ſur- 
Term. rendred the Fort and Iſland upon diſhonourable Conditions. 
deſeribed* Lemos, or Scalimeneas it 1s now called , has Thracis on the North, 
- and the Hill 4thoz towards the Weſt, and as we have ſaid, lies not 
far from Lemnos. It is no whit inferior to any Iſland in the e £gean Seay 
tora wholſom Air, and a good Soll : it affoards all kind of Grain and 
Puls , as alſo Almonds , Oil , LaQtuaries , and plenty, ot- Sheep , 
which for their Woolis no ſmall profit to the Inhabitants : and from 
—_ hence comes that excellent and uſefull ® Earth , called Terra Lemmnia,

—— Phyſic. The Inhabitants and Peafantry are Greeks , which may not 
miles HVE In any fortified Place. In this Ifland has been a famous Labrynth, 
Zerman- whereof the Ruins yet appear in ſome places. The chief City thereof 
es Sie. 18 called alſo Scalimene, and is indifferent ſtrong. When the General 
_  leftthe Ifland he conſtituted a Governour and tent ſome Ships to cruſe 
Eanb, through the Archipelago, and urge the payment of the Arrearages in 
Paſtillos che Tributary Places, of which the Yenetians were now Maſters, and 
Fidem light alſo upon ſuchas werefree , for ſo unhappy are the Iflands of 
vidiex Greece that they muſt Pay Tribute both to the "Twrks and YVenetians , 
catem which isa great oppreſlion to ſo poor a People.

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ſleevs hanging down to the middle of the Thighs,which they ſeldome 79s. 
or never put theirarms into. The Peafants alſo wear long red Caps '*** 
as the Merchants and Citizens, but wide linen or Cotton Breeches 
like Trouzers. Their Gentlewomen weara white Silk or Cotton Sharf 
about their Head , hanging over their back and ſhoulders like Nuns. 
Their Stockingsare moſtly ſcarlet and neatly embroyded, their ſhoes 
with litle handſom heels, and ſometimes for their more eaſy going 
with ſlaps. Thoſe that are of ability wear a kind of Boddice or waſt- 
coat of cloth of Gold , and above that an upper-Coat with long Silk 
 flleeves, this 1s girded about the middle with Ribbons. Some there are . / 
alſo which weara ſhort ſilk Jacket or OR coming down to the 
calf of the'legs , their ſhifts hanging down 2 palms below that. 

Being now as we already told you , fent to collect Tribute , 
the firit Iſland we came at was Pathmes , the place where the arive 
H. Apoſtle /4h# , and the beloved Diſciple of our Lord , was confined, ;,.. 
or baniſhed t6, and where he wrote his Revelations, When we went 
aſhoar; they ſhow'd usa litle Chappel in the clefr ofa Rock , whjch 
( as the Greeks aſcertain'd to us ) was the very place where he ſaw 
thoſe Heavenly Vitfions; as al{oa ſtone which lay above his Bed. This 
ſtone the Greeks ſell, and makegreat profit of it , being ſtampt into 
powder 1s reputed the beſt Remedy that ever was known, for a 
Quartan Ague. The City Pathmos1s founded upon a Hill about the 
middle of the Iſland » and has within it a very fair Monaſtery witir 
the Tomb of Chryſolodos the Founder thereof.” The Ifland is both Fruit- 
ful, populousand well built, onthe Sea-ſide 15a litle ſtrong Sconce 
to dckritthe place againſt Pyracy , but when they heard of the Over-- 
throw of the Twrks, didnot in the left oppoſe themſelves. againſt us, 
being overaw'd by the C-azs. 

V hen we had diſpatched at Pathmes , we fteer'd away for Samos, 
which is an Iſland right over againſt the Gulf of Smirna , to ſce if we 
could mect with any Saiks , or other Twrlish Shipping , and according 
coourexpettation met with two rich Prizes , laden with raw: Silk; 
and other precious Commodities. After we had Sail'd to and again 
for5 or6 days, wecame to Sams to demand the Contributions as at Samos, 
otherplaces. When we were arrived in this Road our Commander 
thought good to ſupply us with Waterand other neceſlaries , upon rhe rear 
which Land 19 otherof our Ships-folk were ſent aſhoar. Ten of our /** 
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Company were ſent up to the Village to buy Proviſion and Refreſh- 
ments, and the reſt, amongſt whom I my felt was one, were to take in 
Water, and manage the Boat. But hardly had we taken in two Boat- 
fulls but we ſaw a Brigandine making toward us, ſtow'd full of Men: 
whereupon we concluded it was no time to dally , and therefore 
threw our I hings aboard, and betook our ſelvs to rowing as hard as 
we could drive towards the Ship. But the Turks having far more 
hands than we , and conſequently ſwifter at rowing , came in 
between us and the Ship, which lay halt a Du4ch League from Land. 
We then ſeeing litle hopes of getting aboard , wheel'd about and 
made towards Land ; but were as hotly purſued by the Twrks, and 
ſeeing the Brigantine within piſtol-ſhot of us aſtern, wejump'd over 
board and betook our ſelves to running. But when I ſaw that I could 
not runany longer, I was forced to ſeek a lurching place, for my feet 
were ſ{orein running through Thorns and Thiſtles. Our Commander 
and Folk aboard ſeeing how caſes ſtood, came nearer the ſhoar and 
ſhgt at the Infidels with their Guns from aboard , tho they held not 
up to purſue us. When I had layalitle there, I began to peep out, to 
tee if the coaſt was clear , but was ſpied by 4, Turks , who were hunting 
afterus, and ſecing no mean to make my eſcape was forced to ſubmit. 
When they had tied my hands behind my back , as they had done 
with 6 moreof the Company, they roars us away to the Brigadine, 
where coming aboard we met with more civility from the Captain 
than we could indeed expect. TT hey were alſoſo civilto us when the 
took us that they did not ſo much as take a rag of cloaths from us, for 
I had then 25 Ducats about me which I ſtill kept. The Captain , who 
was a perſon ofa generous Spirit , and with one compaſſionat , ſeeing 
us in ſuch diſtreſs and conſternation , ſaid , Be not grieved for the loſs 
of your Liberty , for 1'will not uſe you unkindly , neither shall you ſuffer want for 
any thing , that is needfull if we our ſelves are able to ſupply you, However 
he brought us to Rhodes where the Plague raged _—_ great violence 
and conſequently the Slave-market very low , for we could not yield 
him above 100 Pieces of Eight. But the Captain not willing to part 
with us at ſolow a price brought us to Great So, where the Turkish 
Armada then lay, thinking ſo to geta better Sum , but found itquite 
to the contrary: whereupon we pray'd him to ſell us to our own Ship. 
Well , ſaid he , if your Commander , or your Countreymen Will buy you , 
| 1 47% 
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I am content , their money is as good as another's. With this Reſolution we 7Uxs. * 
were brought back again to Samos , where when we were arrived , '** 
ſent a Letter to the Commander , humbly praying him that he 
would have the goodneſs to redeem us : upon which he made anſwer, 
«That he was well inclined to doit , but that;the Ship was at that 
«time very ſcarce of Money, and that he could not make up above 

« 1800 Pieces of eight , which if that would redeem us 7, we might 

« ſtrike a bargain with the Captain. Upon this anſwer we were very 
glad, and under good hopes of coming out of the Hands of the Turks. 

The Captain of the Brigantine obſerving that we had got an anſwer 

from aboard , asked us , What news * Will your Commander redeem yo's 

or not ? Yes , ſaid one of us , if yow Will be reafonable with us , we 5hall 
find means to be redeemed , but otherwiſe not. Hereupon he deman- 

ded 2000 Pieces of eight , whereat we ſeemed to be aſtoniſhed , 

and bad him 800 withall declaring that our Proffer ſeemed more to 

the matter than his Demands; but he would not ſeem to hearken to 

that. We then raiſ'd it to 1000 but he told ns , That it was but 
Labour loſt unleſs we bad ſomething more to rhe purpoſe , andathit 
declared , «© That for 1300 we ſhould be redeemed , provided we 

« would pay him that day , but if not, that the next day he would go 

«out of Town, and ſcll us to thoſe that would bid moſt , be who they 

« will. We ſeeing it now brought to a good end , and ſenſible of our 
abilitie , of + <aandt , took him at the word , leſt ſome other 
reſolution ſhould take him in the head : and preſently put out a wiite 74. ,. 
Flag. TheCommander thereupon ſent out aShallop,which came row- ther «nd 
ing towards us, till they came within ſpeech of us, and underſtanding gu,” 
the Conditions of Redemption row'd back again to the Ship , to re»ſemed 
bring us:the Money for which we had covenanted with our Patron; 

upon this we were again Freemen and thanked G O D for his divine 
bounty towards us. I he other men had ſtay'd at Samos ſo long in quier, 

till they were fetch'd away by the Ships Company when the Brigan- 

tine was gone, 

When we had don, and diſpatched our affairs in the CHrchipelago, 

we ſct Sail towards Fenice , tho our Ship was ſo leaky , that we were 

fain to pump continually , however by the help of GOD we arrived 

Safe. But by the way were forced to put in at a certain Ifland right 


over the City Maddopna , not daring to truſt our felves any longer 
at 
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at Sea, till we had (as well as we then and there were able) ſtop'd 
ſome of her leaks, which were principally at the Bow. But our 
Carpenter notwithſtanding all he did , could not ſtop the main leak 
being in the worſt place it might be in , for no great Nails would 
hold; inſomuch tharthe Commander ſet me at work to ſtop it which 
I did with Sail-cloth 2 or three times folded , and faftned artificially 
and firm, for which hegave mea good reward.

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The Author admitts himſelf 4gain snto the Service of the Venetians. Arrival at 
Corfu with an account of it's Strength, Bulwarks, Sconces and other Fortifi- 
cations, near, and about the City.

O ſoon as I had received the Arrears of my Wages at Venice ,Thired 
my ſelf again into the Yeneriay Armade for chiet-or upper-Sail- 
maker, the Armade then lying before the Dardenelli, We had a Pro- 
veditor aboard us, ſo that we put in at all the Tributary Iſlands under 
the Seigniory of Yenice , to urge the payment of the Arrearages. And 


. in the firſt place Corfu , an-Hland tying in the latitude of 34. degr. 


45 min. The City may well be reputed one of the beſt fortified Sea- 
towns in Europe , being encompaſſed with a ſtrong Wall and higher 
than ordinary , built altogether after the modern Fortification , 
and well furniſhed with great Ordnance. Ir is moreover ſecured 
with two Caſtles , or rather Sconces , one towards the Sea barely 


named , TheCaftle, the other on the Land-fide called , Caſtello nuovo, - 


or New Caſtle, That Fort which lies towards the Sea is built upon a 
high Rock, and munited with 3 Walls and 5 Bulwarks , whereof 
one 1s built againſt the Sea,and beats off the Floods and Billows. This 
Sconce, or Fort, has 3 Gates, thaton the Weſt 1s called , Porta ai 
Caftrade , that toward the Sea , Porta di Mandrahice , and the third 
Porta Real which is very narrow , and has a Draw-bridge.

The 

Woods and Hills are ſtored with 3 or 4 ſorts of Deer, and the Rivers 

rich, with Fish. The Honey which Candy affoards is preferred before all 

other in the World, and that by reaſon of the abundance of Thyme 

and other choice Herbs; as alſo the various Bloſſoms of Pomgranats, 

Citrons, Oranges, &c. and conſequently Wax is a great Commodity 

— them. The Land tis true affoards not only Salt and LaQtua- 

ries for the Inhabitants themſelves, but alſo for the neighbouring 

Iſlands in the CMrchipelage , whence they draw conſiderable profit. 

But far greater profit they have from their Silk , for Mulberries grow 

here in vaſt plentie, of which every School-lad knows the Silk-worm 

is tedand nouriſhed.

thoſe of Argiers, Tripoli, Thunis and Zoile , for the: Aſliſtance of the 
Twrkish Armada. So foon as we had got fight of then» , we put out 
Turkich Colours and hover'd a little, that they mught come up to us; 
-Which they ſeeing made all the Sail they poſlibly could,rill they came 
near vs., at what time they began to ſuſpe& that they had got a wrong 
Sow by the tail and ſo indeavoured to go off: but Lazaro Mocenigo, the 
General ſeeing them ſteerto the ſtarboard , made towards them-, and 
coming within Cannon ſhot fired a Gun, which did fo diforder them,

Age we had repaired our Dammages, caulked and trimmed our 
Ships and Galleys , refreſhed and ſupplied our ſelves with ne- 
ceſſaries , weleft Texedos , and came before N apolidi Malvazia with 


&- zur whole Fleet , conſiſting of 36 Ships of War , 6 great Galcaſles, 
and 40 Galleys ; ſome of which laſt belonged to Reme ,and others | 


to Maltha. 


N apoli dj Malvaziais a City ſituate in the Bay of eMores, right over | 


againſt Canea, on a barren Rock ,cloſe tothe main Continent, to which 
It 15 annexed with a ſtone-bridge, upon that was a ſtrong Redoubr, 


fortified with 12 large Braſs Guns , which ſtood very well for the | 
ſafeguard ofthe Town, and ſerved in place of a Cittadel. Our General ' 


The Re- Ummediately gave order to approach the ſaid Redoubt with our

Galeaſles, and break it with our Cannon ; which was accordingly ! 


done. The whole day we lay battering it on both ſides,witha ſtrenuous 
reſolution , till towards night the Soldiery within faw that they 
could not hold out any longer to defend themſelves, left the Fortler, 
and retreated into the Town ; which we perceiving ſcaled the Walls 
and took away the Ordnance. The reſt of the Ships and Galleys drew 
up cloſe to the Kay , where the Ordnance ( from the Top of a 


Roek where they were placed, and in which they repoſe their. main | 


Truſt ) could do us no miſchief, for they ever ſhot beyond us.. When 
we 
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we had made a great Breach through the Wall , the General gave 
Charge that the Soldiers, with the help of ſome of the Marriners 
ſhould ſtorm the Town that night. Upon this mandate all the beſt 
and moſt reſolute Seamen joyntly with the Soldiery , went aſhoar and 
entered the City , but the Governour ſenſible , that the Redoubt was 
diſabled , the Bridge broken down , Communication hindred on the 
Land ſide,the whole Fleet before the Town on the Water-ſide,our Men 
in the City, the Garriſon ſcarce of Men, and ſummarily not in a capa- 
city to detend himſelf, at laſt puts outa white Flag , and fo treated 
with the General:but what the ſum or purport of that Treaty was, we 
could not learn , for the matter was held privy ; and whether the 
General had betray'd his Truſt , in making of a difavantageous Co- 
venant for lucres ſake, or ſome other ſtrange affair occurr'd at that 
time , I cannot reſolve my Reader; certain I am that a Truce was made 
between them , for we fired not a Gun after the Deputy left the Ship. 
It ſeemed to us no ſmall wonder , that ſo brave an Enterprize 
ſhould be abandoned at ſucha rate, without ſo much as repairing the 
loſs, that the Common-wealth ſuffered in this ſhort Attacque, eſpe- 
cially , that being one of the moſt eminent and abſolutely the moſt 
convenient Place for an .A/yluwm, orrefuge, upon occaſion : and not 
only commands all the maritim Towns of Canes , but is likewiſe the 
only Magazine of the whole Land, through which all Wares and 
Merchandiſes are tranſmitted , coming from Sea; and is in ſhort the 
Key of that Gulf. Butthis is a Chapter too hard for me to read , and 
the myſteries of ſuch Politicians are ſometimes ſo abſtruſe, as every 
head cannot penetrate or unriddle. 
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When we had removed the Siege of Napoli di Malva7ia , we ſet fail zanto- 
for Zantorint , Which 1s a fertile Iſland , but ſubject to Earth-quakes tin 


and influence of Meteors. In the year of Grace 1507 happened a 
dreadfull Earth-quake, which deſtroyed one Moyety of the Place, and 
ſubverted all the Strand-countrey : and afterwards in the year 165 3 
happened another , which deſtroyed another Mediety,or half of what 
was left, at what time not only Men and Beaſts , bur alſo whole 
Mountains and Villages were waſhed away with the inundation of 
the Sea. There are at this day many of the Inhabitants which are 
ſtruckcn blind with Lightning. It is bad coming to anchor about this 


Iſland , by reaſon of the ſteepneſs near the Coaſt , having within a

half « ., that,that the Fleet was ready todepart, and ran as faſt as ever I could. 
rs) * towards the ſhoar : but before I could come there , they wereunder 
fail. When ſaw that there was no hopes to get tothe Fleet, I turned 
back, but not without fear of being taken, knowing that this Iſland 
was but 3 or 4 leagues from $co,. and that it was often viſited by the 
Turks. After I had been here 4. days and as many nights, came 2. Turkish 
Brigantines to receive Contribution-money , which L underſtanding 
ran into the Woods to hide my ſelf,. but. it ſeems one Pick-thank or 
other had told them that a Yenerian was left aſhoar (perhaps to excuſe 
them of their Poza ) they began to make inquiry after me ; and 
would needs inſiſt upon the Greeks to be reſponſible for me ; they told 
them that I had made my eſcape by night in a Barque ; which never- 
thelcſs would not pacific them tall they had dawbed the Captain in the 
Fiſt,which cloſed hisEies and ſhut his Mouth effeCtually.So ſoon as the | 
Brigantines were out of fight, the Greeks fearing ſome trouble might | 
enſue,brought me with a Barque to Embro,where the YenetianFleet lay, 
and gave me my Proviſionaboard with me which I had bought for 32 
Rix-dollars. Upon my arrival the Commander gave them 2 Pieces of 
cight for their pains,and glad he was to receive me ſo, and they noleſs | 
joyfull to be rid of me; for the Turks had already takena Civil Magi- | 
ſtrate of the Greeks into cuſtody , with his Son being but a child , who | 
might upon my being found - Gaby after they had denied me, have had | 
hard meſure ; and they nevertheleſs forced to deliver me up at laſt; 
which if they had , the Admiral of the Fenerians would have plundered 
the Town, and taken them all for Slaves; ſo that theſe poor People are 
ina worſe and a more pitifull ſtate under both , than they would be , if 
they were entirely under one. | 
While we lay before Emro, the Fleet was divided into two parts, |

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and ſent for the reſpeCtive Iſlands to get in the Contributions : the 7vLr 
one part went for Stampalia, or Aftypales, which is one of the Cyclades, '©57 
and from thence to Nic/a, an Ifland about 7 Dutch leagues in length, arrivet 
and as many in breadth, for it is almoſt four Square: the North-ſide is © *i*/« 
montanous , but towards the South flat and arable. On this Ifland 

are ſeveral Reliques of Gentiliſm and Idolatry ; and amongſt thoſe a 
famous Temple , in times palt facred to Apo!l , now dedicate to 

S. Salvador. On the South we faw the Ruins of another Temple, built 

alſo tothe Honour of Apollo. "The Inhabitants are Greeks , /ews and Ruin of 
Turks, whe are fedulous Planters and Cultivaters of the Vine , the = nor bo 
land anſwering their Induſtry with a fertile Soil. The City which is _ 
called alſo by the name of Nia, lies on the Eaſt-ſide of the Ifland , 
having a very fair and commodious Haven, preſenting forall Winds, 

and fit to contain Ships of the greateſt burthen. Here is found a kind 

of black ſtone which is held in great eſteem , not much unlike the 
vulgar Touch-ſtone, called by the 1talians, Smeriglio: 

In our Courſe through the eAHgeen Sea we touched at Parus , Lero , Arrivel 
Embros , Pfyjra , and viſited Metellino,where I had been the year before, gong 
and was tranſported thence to the Venetian Armada , in a Candi: Mytilene 
Tartan, making by the way a good booty , as you will find more 
amply related in Pag. 76 & ſeqq. but now I found better opportunity 
and leifure to take notice of the Ifland than before. eMerelline lies in 
48 degr. near the main Continent of Greece , and from the neareſt 
|; hardly 3 English leagues diftant. The City which alſo bears the 
ame name, 15 ſituated on the North-weſt ſide of the Iſland , fortificd 
with a Caſtle that commands 2 Havens, and 1s called X4o{rya. 

There are beſides this ſeveral ſtrong Holds and fortified Places 
throughout the whole Iſland. The South-and North-fides are 
Champain Land; but the Eaſt and Weſt for the moſt part hilly and 
montanous , affoarding rich Quarries'of white and black Marble; 
and about the Center of the Land it is woody , and moſtly grown 
over with Cypres Trees. The arable part of the Land which is tilled, 
is ofa good Soil, and afftoards plenty of Corn, of whichthey make 
two Sorts of bread , the one they call Trachana and the other Bowchourr, 
either of which is more durable than our Ship Biſcake. They make an 
excellent ſort of red Wine,which the Twrks, notwithſtanding the voice 
of their CMlchoran , greatly covet and ſwallow when they can have

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JULY. it. The Paſtures ſwarm with all kinds of Cattel both great and ſmall; 
1557- in which , by reaſon of their very great abundance , they hold 
foreef COMMErce with the Iſlands ofthe e&gean Sea ; but eſpecially in a 
aire, breed of ſmall Horſe they have, whichare in good eſteem abroad. 
After we had done our affairs at My:il:ne we went for great Scio but 
being by the way warned of ſome Fiſhermen , that the Turks had lan- 
ded a great number of Soldiery there , weſaild paſt the Iſland , and 
put in at S. Giorgio dj Scyro which is a ſmall Ifland lying in 47 deg. 
23 min. being almoſt of a triangular form , where the Inhabitants 
Pelos, follow the "Arr Leaving Scyro , we fail'd direQly for Delos, 
which now for the moſt part goes by the name of Sdilly and lies in the 
latitude of 47 degr. The Iſland isat preſent of no great note: only that 
it is viſited by the curious in Antiquities. Here we found many Ruins 
of Temples , and Altars , facred to Heatheniſh Deities , and the 
Image of Apollo , which is in two pieces, whereof (as the Greeks told 
us ) the Exglish faw'd off the Head, and carried it away. But fo much 
as remains of it I have drawn, as may be ſcen in the Print. There 
appear yet the Ruinsof 3 Temples more, to wit, of Apolle, Minerva 
and Dzans, beſides ſeveral pieces of Marble and Alabaſtre, in various 
figures of Animals, as Lions, Leopards, andthelike. Hereare alſo 
many Quarries of a rich ſort of Marble , and various kinds of Ala- 
baſtre. Proviſion may be had at very eaſy rates , Hares and Coneys 
are for their plenty held in diſeſteem. by the Inhabitants. Agricul- 
ture isa thing quite out of uſe , but the greateſt profit it yields the 
Fenetians is the conveniency of the Haven , which ſerves them for 
a Rendevouz. 
rhecaftle Between Delos and Andros hes the Iſland Tenos, where there is aCaſtle 
479% built upon a high Hill , that ſeems of it ſelf ſufficient enough to 
withi's defend the whole Iſland. In the year 1656 was the greateſt part of 
" »». {11S Caſtle blown up with its own Powder by Lightning , at what 
time, Iwasin the Fleet not far from Delos, and ſaw it. I beleeve alſo 
that a great part of this Iſland is overflown with the Inundation of 
the Sea, as Zantorint , or rather ſunk : for when we came to: anchor 
at 26 fathom Water , we wrought all we could to weigh, but thought 
verily that the Cable would break beforeany anchor would looſe ; at 
laſt it was reſolved totry once more for the laſt,and if it would not then 
come , to cut the Cable, but at laſt theanchor came, bringing a great

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peece of a Wall with it. In the Gentile age was a Bathat Tens, where 1ULY. 
every one of what rank or quality ſoever he was , muſt waſh himſelf, '** 
or otherwiſe , it was not lawfull for him to enter the Temples of 
Apollo, Minerva, or Dian. Tens is of it ſelf fruitfull enough and 
would produce more grain than indeed it does , if the Inhabitants 
were inclined to that Tillage, but they find more profit in Silk, having 
large Woods of Mulbeery Trees , ſo that chis Iſland is the chief place 
for Silk Stockings in the Levazr. | 

After we had ſtaida few daies at Temes, we ſet ſail further up ,and yo, ;z; 
by the way put inat Milo. Which lies in 37 degr. and 21 min. It is in Simation 
length about 7 Leagues , tending North and South. Amongſt the 
many convenient Havens 1t hath, there is one on the Weſtern coalt, #«*% 
where Ships may ride in the hardeſt weather that is, without either ,,, _ 
Anchor or Horſer. The Villages on this Iſland are very neat and ** 
cloſe built; and is alſo fortified with two ſtrong Holds which com- $:engh. 
mand the Sea on each fide the Iſland, The Inhabitants are ſome of | ,. 
the Greek church , but ſpeak moſt 7:4biar , for that it is much fre- 4 oy of 
quented by the Yenetians , and other Italians of whom the Women of {* !nba- 
thisIſland(as they ſay)learn theLanguage between Sheets,which their 
wanton deportment ſcems to verify. Common fame gives Milo the bell 
for able Sea-men and Fiſhers , who for both thoſe faculties do the Yene- 
tians no ſmall ſervice. And here is the prime place for the Armada to 
Waterat , wherethey alſo generally provide themſelves with Bread , 
Oil, Salt, Wine and Vinegar. There is alfo much Honey found in this 
IMand, but wild, in the Rocks and Hollow-Trees. 

Thus Traverlſing to and again,toand from the Iſlands , our Ship, 
The Princes , grew very leaky, fo that we were affraid , that if we 
ſhould be taken in a Tempeſt ſhe would not hold out , which our 
Mate obſerving,willed the Commander toacquaint the Admiral with 
| her Condition, which he did ; and thereupon we were diſmifl'd , 

and the Yenetians aboard us received order to go aboard other Ships. 
Having taken our leave of the Fleet witha Gun or 2 , we ſpeeded us 
for Venice , where not without much difficulty we arrived. Here I 
took my leave of the Ships-folk, and went into a Privateer called the 
St. lohn, which was firſt intended for Legorn : but by the way under- 
ſtanding that our Captain , whoſe name was Hermin Been had 3 Com- 


miſſions and went for a General Caper , I took my leave of the 
Gent- 
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JoLy Gentleman , ſoſoon as we arrived at Leghorn ; the more becauſe he 
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had already made a beginning , and converted the Goods intruſted 
him by ſome Merchants intoa Prize and Booty , thought it therefore 
belt to leave him betimes , leſt I ſhould be brought with him to pay the 
ſhot. The Captain ſeeing that others , with me , were reſolved to 
leave the Friggat , and ſo conſequently , he in danger of being be- 
tray'd, and to be called to an account for his Villany , begins to 
{ct ſail, but by an Order from the Duke , the Ship was arreſted at the 
inſtance of Captain W. van der Sar , and Capt. de Wilde who then lay at 
anchorinthat Haven. 'The Ship was brought up and chain'd , the 
Ships-folk ſet free, and the Captain hind comeitred to Cuſtody, 
where for ſome time he remained : till afterward coming for Holland 
was taken Priſoner ; but what became of his Friggat I could never 
come to hear. After I had been at Leghorn 2 or 3 days, Ihired my ſelf 
aboard Mr, Peter Veldmuys;, with whom , after many perillous adven- 
tures,I returned home to my native Countrey.

# Countrey, after the expoſal of my Body to ſo many '*** 
PLP Jcopardies and Perils , and now began to weigh 
WE the great Felicity of a ſertled lite, and the many

&P [ hat unadviſedly made choice of , to the great 
& diſcontent of my j riends and Alliance: I therefore 
purpoſed witha new Reſolution to follow my ho- 
neſt Vocation at home , and enjoy that Tranquility of Body and 
Mind, which I then preferred in my Thoughts beyonda reſtled; and 
diſquiet Wandring heoad, Purſuantto this my- Intention I married 
after I had been about 6 Moneths at home, and ſo continued in that 
ſtate, for the term of 10 years during which time I found but poor 
advancement in my Fortune , and mean Produdts of ſo many years

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tunity I met with to ſee what was reſerved for me in the Cabinet of

In the year 1668 , Icameto underſtand that ſome Gentlemen were 
ſent from the Czer of Moſcovy to Amſterdam, to take on men into the 
ſervice of the Emperour , for equipping ſome Ships in the Caſpian Sea, 
and foto _ the Trade between Afoſcovia and Perſia , by Ship- 
ping of his own , which otherwiſe till then was done by Perſians , 
Tartarsand other Nations, and that moſtly by Land , from whence 
aroſe many Difhculties by Robberies and the like. The Conditions 
upon which my weretaken on liked me very well , upon which I 
applied my felt to Mr. David Butler who was to be our Leader, and 
tocondudt us to Moſcovis. After I had treated with him a litle upon 
what Terms I did deſire to go; we madean Agreement for 75 gilders 

er Moneth, for which I was to ſerveas Sail-maker, and to make u 
all the Sail-work for a new Ship and a Yacht , which was newly built 
in Rue. The Fore-maſt Men had 5 © gilders per Moneth allow'd them, 
their Boardwagesincluded , which was 15 gilders.

Onthe 2 of September 1668 we fail'd through the Pampuys , and on 
the 3 towards the Evening came before Enchuyſen, where we put in and 
Shipped 50 Tun of Herring. X 

On the 4, we ſet fail again and got the Texel, where we tarried 8 days 

fora good Wind: and on the 13 the Wind blowing fair all the Ships 
outward bound which were about 50 fail ; began to weigh , and we 
reſpectivly to take ourleave of Wivesand Family, for 5 years : but 
before we got clear of the Land ,, the Wind turned , ſo that we were 
fainto traverſe and wind all we could to get out , in the mean time 
camea Ship belonging to Ter Schelling with a full drift againſt us, 
and ran her Bow-ſpreet through our main Sail , which was with 
ſuch force that herentour ſail, and broke his Spreet-fail yard , inſo- 
much that we were both fain to put into Ter Schelling , to repair and 
fit our ſelves out again. 
- Onthe 20 being clear we ſet ſailthe ſecond time , and had a freſh 
gale at South and by Weſt , which held favourably , ſo long till we 
arrived at Riga: but when we entred the Baltic Sea, it blew ſo hard that 
our Mizzen fail wasall rent and unfit for uſe ; whereupon the Maſter 
ſet me to work to repair the defeCts. 


On the 1 of 0cober we got the Boldera, which is the Haven or ene

Onthe 11 we procceded again on our Journey and broke two of 
our Waggon-wheels, which the Waggoners repaired , and ſo we pro- 
ceeded on our Journey. At night we came into an Inn which was fo 
meanly provided for Bedding that we were fain to lay all night in the 
Waggons. The next day we travelled through a great Wood , inthe 
middeſt whereof was a broad Marſh , that coſt us ſome Hours to go 
over. When we were through the Wood, Ve paſled through ſeveral 
little Villages ,the Inhabitants whereof were a miſerable ſilly People, 


hardly 
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hardly able to draw one leg after the other. The Women have onlyan **7- 
old Rag , likea Plad , thrown about their bodies , hardly ſufficient Thelife. 
to hide their nakedneſs , except a litle below their ears , to let the 12n4rs 
World know, they have hair as well as other People; ſo' that they — 
look like ſo many Gypſies newly come from the famous Peak of Darby, #4%it 
As for their Houſes they are but one degree beneath a Hog-ſty and ; > w- 
thoſe as full of Utenſils, as a Knave is full of Honeſty, All that ever 
I could ſee was an earthen Panor two, and thoſe ſo clean , that I had 
rather faſt a week than eat any thing ,that has come out of them. Great 
plenty of Cattel they have , and ſuch as have three times as many feet 
as they themſelves. As for Beds they have none but ſuch as their 
Oxen ly upon , for when they have ſtuffed their Gutts , they ly 
down upon the floor one after another , as the Nap takes them. T heir 
Diet is ſuitable to all things elſe they have , for although they might 
have Veniſon for knocking on the Head , the Creature may live till 
Doomſ-day before they will take thepains to lifta hand to kill it, unleſs 
it be a foul » Which ſometimes they cruſh to death for change of 
Diet. As for their Bread it 1s not much unlike our New-caſtle Coal for 
colour,but how it is of Taft I know no more than the Man in the Moon, 
for neither my Appetite nor Curioſity could move meto it , Cab- 
bage they have in great abundance, which is of a Taſt like Sorrel , but 
cloſe and white like ours , That and Cucumbers are the main ingre- 
dients whereof theſe People ſeem to be compounded , but more 
eſpecially the latter , for Cymver attends them from the Womb to the 
Tomb , being held in perpetual Slavery by their Lords. They are 
conformable to no Laws, unlefs what they are forced to obſerve by a 
ſtrictaw , which their Lords impoſe upon them, and injoyn them to, 
They are by nature obtuſe and dull , inclined to Necromancy and 
Sorcery , but in the performance of an Exorciſm, fo palpably ri- 
diculous , that I wonder how they have obtained that repute they have 
in the World among thoſe, who ought to be wiſer than to belceve 
ſuch groundleſs Fitions. They have no manner of Schools wherein 
toeducate their Children, that ever I could ſee or hear of : neither 
Churches or other Houſes for Religious uſe ; ſo that they are brought 
up in the greateſt Blindneſs and obſcurity that may be. Some of them, 
*tis true, willneedsbe called Chriſtians, but thoſe are they that have 
travelled as far as Riza, which they think is the Head of the World, 

TN yer 
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_— are thoſe ſo ſtupid, asa Lifeland Gentleman told me, that the have 
1658. learn'd Catechiſm enough, if they can but know the Church from a

Dwelling houſe, or topull of their Caps when -they ſee a man with 
a ſhoulder knot paſs by. Yet they are flexible enough to Idolatry 
by Nature , and withall ſuperſtitious. In our going through the 
Woods we ſaw a great Troop of them buſy about Conjuring of a 
Trce, which they had tied with a Garland of oy , Creeping round 
about itand making a great Howling ; but ſo ſoon as they faw us, 
took them to their Heels and away. By the Forms and Tenures of the 
Curſes and Conjuration they ſeem to be ſenſible of a Future ſtate and 
ſometimes ( by I know not what Tokens ) preſage Death ; and the 
Soul of any that has been a diſturber of the Public Quiet they deliver 
up tothe Devil. They have a formal Oath, that they take upon divers 
Occaſions which is thus , The Party cuts up a Turfor Sod of Earth, 
this heſets upon his Head and takes his ſtick into his Hand , Wiſhing 
iffuch, or {ach a Matter, benot ſo, and ſo, that "They with their 
Cattel may be conſumed with Fire. They have beſides this , other 
ſuperſtitious Cuſtomes , to which. they are fo —_ inclined by 
nature that they will not be better civilized , or if they happen to ſhow 
themſelves willing , and learn a litle Urbanity it muſt be only for 
lucres ſake, and they promiſed ſomething to boot to remember it, 
which if you forget to perform, they will forget toobſerve your 
Document. In ſhort they are but one remove from Bruits , and fo 
ignorant , that the molt part of them thinks there 1s no other Land in 
the World beſides their own. 

Two days long we went through the Woods and found it ſo ſoft 
_ Marſhy that we could hardly bring our Waggons through in 
ſafety. 

On the 14 we arrived at YYolmer where we met many Horſes , ' Wag- 
gons, and Boors going to market with Corn and other Things. One 
of our Company growing weary of his Journey thought to go = in 
chis Throng , but the Captain being informed of his Deſign,watched 
him ſo narrowly , that he could not meet with an Oppotunity to 
march off. : 

VYolmar ,1sa litle, but a well-fortified Town, munited with a ſtone- 
Wall and a deep Ditch , but without Water. The Market in regard 
of the Poverty of the Countrey is very conſiderable, and is held twice 


2 week. 
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a week. This City as appears yet bythe Ruins of it , has been for- ocro3. 
merly much greater than it isat this day , but with all the Countrey 5%: 
round about has been often Pure fir by the Polich and RuſSian 
Armies. lt isabout 18 leagues from Rig. 

On the 15 by break of Day , we ſet forward on our Journey, paſling 
through a Champain Countrey, and many ſmall Towns and Ham- 
lets. By the way we obſerved that the Boors had burn't up great 
Woods , and converted them into Paſturage and arable Ground. 
Afterwards we went through a large Wilderneſs , where we could 
not ſee the Sun, by reaſon of the denſity of the Trees , yet the way 
was full of Mires , and plaſhy. About 7 in the Evening we came to 
our ſtage, where we were to ſtay overnight. The next morning we 
broke our faſt,yoked the Horſes, and ſet forward; paſſing over a huge 
River which had only a Bridge there where we were to paſs over, and 
no where elſe within 20 leagues above or below : but the Bridge being 
old and ſeemingly rotten , we durſt not go over all together , but one 
by one. When we were got over, Evening came on, and the Sky began 
to grow =_ , after which followed a very great Tempeſt that 
the River ſwell'd over the Banks and overflow'd all theeflat Lands , 
which we ſeeing ſo ſuddenly happen , left the common Road ; for 
that our Land Pilot told us , thatthe High way was ſubje& to ſuch 
Floods with an extraordinary Inundation. After two Hours Stor- 
ming , the Weather began toclearand the Pilot aſſured is we were 
not far from the Town where we were to take our nights i , and fo 
it happened , forjuſt as he was ſpeaking of it we ſaw Light, through 
the Trees , which mightily revived us for we were extreme cold and 
weary. The next morning we ſet forward for Pixfors , and had very 
good Weather , but came ſhort of the Town that night, infomuch 
that we were fain toly all night in the Woods , where we gathered 
all the Windfalls we could find and laid them on a heap, and with dry 
Sticks madea huge Fire, which ſerved not only towarm our ſelves at, 
but likewiſe to affright the Bears and Wolves away , which are very 
bold and cruel in theſe Parts , as alſo the Muskettos , which ſwarm 
here by Millions, and annoy both Man and Beaſt , after an incredible 


rate. 
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Arrival at Pitſiora , and at Pletskow , A ſtrange Paſſage of 4 hungry Bear, The 
ſpindle-bone or shank of a Giant. The Pleaſant Proſpetts and delightſome 
Landships of Moſcovia, Arrival at Novogorod. The Antiquity and former 
Glory gue City ; how taken by the Molcovian , and Fortified by the Swede, 
Their Departure from Novogorod , Reſcounter with 4 Company of Robbers, 

and Arrival at Colomna. Great abundance of Wolves. Coldneſs of the Climat. 


N the 30'® of Oftober 1678 wearrived at Pitffors , whichlies on 

the Confines of Ruſfia, and under the ProteCtion of that Empe- 
rour. It is ſeated in a tair and pleaſant Countrey, aftoarding all things 
neceſſary to the ſuſtenance of human Bodies. *T's true Prſtora is no 
more than a Village, yet tor wealthy Inhabitants, Commerce abroad 
and Advancement of ManufaCturie , ſurpaſſes any City in all that 
part of the Countrey. In paſſing through the Town we faw many 
rich Mercersand Drapers Shops ; the Markets ſtored with all forts of 
Proviſion ,,gs Corn, Butter , Cheeſe and Fruits, witha very noble 
Butchery or Fleſh-ſhambles , and the ſtreets crouding with People 
from all Parts. So ſoonas we were arrived , there came ſeveral Jewel- 
ers , Who asked if we had any Pearls , or other Jewels to ſell or 
barter., , 

Havitytefreſhed our ſelves at Pirfiora; we left the Town the next 
day about 10 1in the Morning, and about noon entred a large Wood 
where we found great ſtore of Hurtles or Bilberies , that were far 
greaterand bettertaſted then any I have known elſe where ; which 
moved me to falla plucking of them; but going a litle way into the 
Wood, and making a ruſhing through the Thickets, up ſtarts a huge 
Bear, which ſoaftrighted me that I had hardly power to run from 
him ; however it ſcem'd that he was as fearfull of me as 1 of him, for 
when I ran Eaſt he ran Weſt, and glad I was to ſee his Bear-ſhip turn 
tails with me. This was the only Bear that ever I had ſeen in 
Lifcland, orall the way from Riga hither , but the Boors often warned 
us to take care of our ſelves, ſaying that , ſometimes both Men and 
Cattel are devoured with thoſe cruel and ravenous Beaſts. 

On that Evening we arrived at Pletskou where we had Lodgings and 
all necefſaries provided us;and on the 22 payd our Waggoners who 
returned for Riz4. | Pletikou, 
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 Pletskou , 1salarge City, agreat you thereof is ſurrounded with 2 gcros; 
allizados, and computed about 168. 


wall, the reſt with huge Balks like 
8 | Enzlih | milesin compaſs. Their Houſes are made ſleightly of 
Trees and pieces of Timber, letin with Joynts, without any Gentilit y 
or ornament. The Town it ſelf gives a noble Proſpe&it you view 
it from without , by reaſon of the many Pariſh - Churches and 
Towers it has, but when you come within, it appears very ugly , the 
ſtreets are irregular without Unitormity , and the Houſes built after 
multifarious manners , ſo that the pooreſt Village, in the Low-Countreys, 
is aParadice in compariſon of Plerskow,” Tis true they have ſome Houſes 
of ſtone , but the moſt eminent and wealthy Citizens chule rather to 
livein Wooden-Houſes than in thoſe, for that they ſay, The latter are 
more wholſom. Here I happened to meet with a Hamburger , and 
after we had exchanged a few words together , concerning our 
journey from Riga, I told himof my rouzing the Bear. He replyed that 
I was happy to make my eſcape ſo, ſince not only men are | args 
devoured by them , but alſo Horſes and Kine, and withal told me, 
how that they dig up the Graves for the Bodies of theDead , when 
they arehungry. But more lamentable was a ſtory hetold me, ofa 
She-Bear, that in the year 1656. "_ night into 4 Houſe in the Country 
not far from thence, where she had found the Women of the houſe with « ſucking, 
Infant inthe bed with her, The woman the dcyoured , l:avingonly a part of her 
left leg and litle of the Scalp , but the Infant was altogether miſt , whenceit 
was concluded that the Bear had eaten it wp , as being young and conſequently 
more delicate. Not long after this diſmal hap , the Peaſant took his Muſquet 
with him into the Woods not far from his Houſe , with intent to shoct an Otter 
which haunted his Fih-pond, and by the way eſpies a Bear , at which he levels 
his Muſquet, and hits him diredly on the skull. The Bear( as the cuſtem is When 


\shot ) rolls himſelfin a heap, the Peaſant runs to her and finding it a Female, 


and her Dugas full of Milk , reſolves the next day to make ſearch for her Seat , 
for then he rhought that her YVVhelps would be hungry and yell out. The day 
following he went out to ſeek thecave, taking 2 or 3 other Peaſants with him, 
Who being about the Middle of the VVood,, on the ſide of a hill, heard a young 
child cry, and following the direction of the ſound , found his own Infant in 
the cleft of a great Rock, which he took and brought to Pletskou , tobe nyrſ dup 

by his PYives Siſter , where out of curioſity I went to ſee it. 
In the Suburbs of Plerskors, was to be ſeen a ſhank-bone of a Giant, 
Q 5-foot 
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5 foot long, which together with the whole Skeleton , was found in 
a Tomb of ſtone, by the Boors , when they were digging up the roots 
of Trees that they had burn'd up. 

On the 26% it began to freeze hard , and afterwards to ſnow, 
which made us uneafy for our delay , being conſtrained to wait here 
ſolong , till we received the Poddowodda, which 1s an Order given by 
his Imperial Majeſty , that every Town we came at ſhould furniſh 
us with Horſes , Wagons , Bedding , and defray our other Char- 
ges. On the 28 towards night camean Expreſs from Moſcow , and the 
next day we let forward , mrtending firſt for Novgorod. This part of 
our Journey was much more eafy and delightfull than that through 
Lifeland, which was altogether defert and Marſhy , this on the con- 
trary , inhabited and tillV'd. 

On the 31h wecameata great Lake before Nowgored , where we 
left the Sledges and were fetch'd overina kind of a Cymb , or Roat 
which is made of a hollow tree, and by them called Knoos ; of theſe 
they had two forts, the one for Paſſengers, who may ir 4. or 5 ata 
time, the other broader , and every way larger,fit to tranſport Goods, 
This Lake is very broad but ſhallow, not having above 5 foot Water 
in moſt places. When we were ſet over , our Goods were put into 
Sledges, and brought after us into the Town. h 

In paſling through the Town we found the Suburbs far pouy 
than the City it ſelf, whichas appears by the Ruins of the Walls , has 
been ugly a well fortified Place. In times paſt it was neither ſubje& 
to the Ruſian, Swede, nor Polandey , but had a Prince , who coined 
Money and ruled as abſolute Soveraign, with an independent and 
arbitrary Power; Yea, to ſo high a ſtate was it once advanced , that 
it was grown toa Proverb, GOD and Novogorod , who 15 able to with- 
ſtand. Their Puiſſance Ineed not diſpute , | 0 it 1s well known to 
thoſe that are acquainted with Geography what Sway the Princes of 
N 9vogorod have born, and what anamethis City has had abroad for 
her Wealthy Merchants and great commerce with other Places. 
About the year 1477 it was beſieged and ſtorm'd by Ivan Vaſolowitz 
Great Duke of Moſcovia, who took away all the Privitedges and Im- 
munities of the Citizens: ſince which time their Wealth and Traffic 
began to decline and decay. However by reaſon of it's commodioys 
'Dituation , it retains the footſteps of its former Trade ,and is ops

cially frequented by Swedes, Danes , Hamburgers and Lubeckers , who 9708. 
come up the River Nerva , with their ſmall Shipping. The chief **** 
Commodities they deal in, are Wheat, Ry , Lin-and Rapeſced, 
Furrs, Hemp and Flax. The Countrey is bleſſed with a good Soll, 
and produces ſufficiently enough of what is requiſiteto human ſuſte- 
nance, whichis here very cheap. This is reckoned the beſt place in 
all Moſcovia for River-tiſh, eſpecially Pikes and Perch, Salmon the 
have in great abundance, asalſo Carp, Bream , and Sturgeon,wit 
other kinds not commonly found in the Low-Countreys. 

Novogored ( which isas much as toſay , New-1own, or Newton, being 
compounded of the Latin word Nowss , and the ſubſtantive Gored, in 
the Meſcoviau Tongue , a City) isat this preſent ſtrengthned only with 
a Wall of Timber, but well provided with Ammunition, and Bras 
Ordnance. On the one ſide 1sa ſtrong Caſtle with a high ſtone-wall, 
whichas then was the Reſiding place of the Primateor Arch-biſhop of, 
the Weſt-Province, and ſome other Temporal Lords. The greateſt 
Decorum and Ornament of this City is the Pomp and ſtatelineſs of 
the Churches and ſome Public Edifices , as at Plerskou, but the Houſes 
and Private Dwellings of the Inhabitants without any Order or 
neatneſs of Structure. Between the Caſtle and the Town 1s a long 
wooden Bridge where the beforenamcd yes Baſilowir7 , a great 
Tyrant, threw in ſome Thouſands of the Inhabitants. When you 
enter the Town , by that way you come within vicy of a famous 
Cloyſter, dedicate to Saint Anthony : Which Satnt they beleeve and will 
perſ wade you cane driving on from Rome , out at the Tyber , thr:ugh the 
Agean Sea, the Propountis , the Negropont ,##e * Mare Calpium, and « ,;., 
ſoup the Wolga to Novogorod upon a Milſtone : where he met With a coms is « Lake 
pany of Fishers,with whom he covenamted for a certain ſame of Money , that the 94 5 
firſt thing they took should be his, The Fighers drew their Net , and Lrought up a munion 
Cheſt , which was full of Money , - beſides a Ghoſtly CAttire , and ſome Books, "i" © 
VVith the money he built there aChappel where he lies interred , and ( as they 
tell us) his Body is yet to be ſeen, fresh and undecay 4 , by Which many miracles 
have been done , but none can ſee hin ,, or them , but ſuch as are of their own 
Faith. And ſo much of a floating Mil-ſtone. 

In the year 1611 this City was beſieged and taken 1n by 7.de la Gardie, xovogo-

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NOF. Upon the 8 of November we left Novogored, having had time enough 
1663. to viewevery Remarkable that was worthy of ſight , and about 2 a 
wrefrem Clock 1n the afternoon arrived at a village called Bruynitz where we 

_ 2/98" ſtay'd, andtock upour Lodging for that night. The next Morning 
._ wetook freſh Horſes, but the ſnow was ſo melted with the Sun that 
we were fain to take Waggons, and leave the Sledges : but the way 

was ſo miry, that we had muchadoto get the Horſes through , for 

the Earth there is ofa tough clay. About 8 in the Evening we came 

to Atiedna, which is a poor Village , and couid hardly affoard us 

Hous-room for that night. 

On the 10% we had bad travailing way , being for the moſt part 
marſhy and full of Boggs , with Planks and trees laid over to make 
them paſſable , which totered and shaked fo that our Waggons were 
often out of order , but wereas often mended by the Peſants who by 
continual uſeare very expertat it. By the way we ſaw abundance. of 
Squirrels and Foxes which run together in Troups , yet ſo ſhy thar 
we could not come within muſquet-ſhot of them. "That night we 

got Gankrezza , a handſom little Village , where we refreſhed and 
{ſupplied our ſelves with neceſaries for our Journey. 
Reſeom- The next day being the 11% of Nevemb, we ſet forward on our 
Cage Journey, and travelling thro the Woods, we were ſurprized with a 
_ - Party of High-way men, well mounted and masked , who deman- 
Ke&ber?, Jed,what we were? Wereplicd , that we were Dwurch and ſervants to 
the Emperour. They hearing that, were in a doubt whether they 
ſhould plunder us, ornot; but atlaſt rode off and bad us adieu. Ir 
was Our m__ that _ were aftraid that our Company was ſtrong. - 
cr, and that the reſt followed us , for they were better arm'd and 
mounted than we, beſides the Waggons we had to take care of , or 
otherwife in all probability they would not have negleted ſuch a fair 
booty , that being , as we were told by the Waggoners , one of the 
moſt dangerous places in all the Countrey. That night we took our 
reſt at /azel-Bit74, being very bad and ſnowy weather. 

On the 12 d#uro, we took in freſh Horſes , and put our Baggage 
and Moveables intoSledges becauſe of the ſnow,paſling throngh thick 
Woods, anda vaſt Wilderneſs , before we came at Gam7ymnagoru 
where we were totake up our Lodging. 

On the thirteenth we changed Horſes and ſet forward on our

Journey, paſling firſtthrough athick Wood, and afterwards ;came' wor: ' +” 
intochampian Land, which was dry , level, and tilled as far as we 26% 
could ſee. By the way we faw many ſmall Villages ; but at night 

came into Celomne , which was the faireſt and beſt Village I had hi- 

therto ſeen in Leſcovis : the Inhabitants are reputed wealthy , and 

live in very good faſhion.” We cane prettyearly to our Stage; having 

had very good way , and reaſonable fair weather , ſo that we had time 
enough to takea view of the Town, Our Priftef, or Guid , who ſpoke 

good Nether Dutch vent with us to ſhow what was worthy of remark, 

and very courteouſly reſolved us in any thing we deſired to be fatis- 

fied abour. 

On the 144 we went through a great Wood where we faw'abun-1 
danceof Wolves playing together , which , 'when we would have 
taken aim to ſhoot with our Long Guns , they ran inward and' rook 
the Wood. Our Prifaf told me that they knew us to have Fire-locks 
about us , that bcing the only ſafeguard to travel with , without 
which they will not fear to aflail Horſe and Man , and ſometime lay 
ſculkingin the way ſide, where of a ſudden they run out and prey 
upon Paſſengers. Towards the Evening it began to freez hard , that 
we were fain to ſtep outof the Hurdles, and walk afoot. 

On the 16 we got YF4/7n4 , and from thence departed for Gam- 
Foldoke, where we tarried 4 days to reſt our ſelves. In the mean 
while it froze very hard, andI with another of our Company went 
out to ride upon Scates , upon which an infinit number of Men, 
Womenand Children , yea the Prieſts themſelves , came running 
out to ſee us. ; 
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A Quarrel with the Ruſſians, Eight Dutch Merchants murthered in a Wood, Ar 
"ival at Tweer - Another Refenncts with a Party of Robbers. Money ſent from 
Moskow, Purſuit of their Fourney. They enter Moſcou. Their good Reception. 
The great Bear-Garden. Wolf and Bear-baiting. Death of the Empreſs, and the 
pompous E xequies. 


N the 2 2th after we had ſufficiently taken breath , we ſet forth, 
having freſh Horſes provided us, and ſo entred a great Wood, 
Q 3 where 
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wherewefaw-great ſwarms of Squirrels fly, from Tree to-Tree ; as 
alſoabundagceof Pheaſantsand Partridges, which the Peaſants take 
and {ell fora mean price. About the Evening we came to 7Yuidra Pusk, 
where we remained that night , but could not get any Lodging fit 
to entertain us either far Houſ-room or Vidttuals , this being yet a 
poorer Y.llage than that of Miedns. At this place happened a Quarrel 
berweenone ofour Company and a Ruff , the firſt having taken the 
others Ax , forthatthe Ref had ftoleſom Tobacco from him : which 
being made known to the Company, they ſtruck and miſuſed the poor 
Ruſs , aſtcran unſufterable manner , which Capt. -Burley reſented very 
ill, not willing to give the Ruſans any diſguſt. But above all the peo- 
ple in the World there are none that covet Tobacco ſo much as they 
do, and will be ſure to ſteal it , if they cannot otherwiſe come by it, 
although they were ſure to looſe their Heads for it. 
On the 23 by break of Day , we ſet out and entred another thick 
W ood. Here they ſhowd usfom Graves where they told us , 8: Dutch 
Merchants were: buried , who had been murthered by Robbers. 
When we were got thro. the Wood we went over a fair Paſture- 
ground, and ſaw divers Boors Houſes by the Way-ſide. In the Eve- 
ning wearrived at Torffock , which we found to be bur a ſmall, yet 
well-built City, although it appeared greater, from the Number of 
Towers which we ſaw, whenat adiſtance, having above 30 Churches 
and Chappels within the Walls. Here we unloaded our Sledges and 
lefrthem, putting our Goodsaboard ſome ſmall Shipping that was 
provided for us, and fayled down the River to Troerzke Mriedna where 
we took in ſom neceſſary Proviſions. That night pretty late we came 
to Tweer which 1s Seated upon the River YYolga , which River with 
many windings and turnings runs toſcek the Caſpian Sea , into which 
its diſgorges its ſelf. 7 weer is ſomething greater than Torſtock and is 
built on the fide of a Hill from whence 1t- has it's name. Here is alſo 
the Place where the River of Torfock incorporates with the Wolga ma- 
king a greatand loud noiſe where the Floods: are hurried in together. 
This City like Tor/fock makes a greater Show abroad than it does 
within; being neither well built nor at all fortified , ſave only with a 
Wall of Wood and 2 or 3 Braſs Cannon on the Land fide. Here we 
took out ourBaggage and laid it again upon Sledges , taking our 
way through the Woods where we were aſlail'd by two Ruſians a foor; 
but 
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but wpon what account I know not. 'Firſt they an to make a 
quarrel , and fo boldly offered to ftrike with ray took , ſayin bong 


that they were upon their own Ground , and that we were a parcel 
of Roguesand Vagabonds &c. To which fome of our Company who 
could ſpeak the Language , prat'd them not to'moleft us, as they 
tendred their Welfare, and that we had no time to ſtand difputing, 
and anſwering their impertinent Objections. This not availing , or 
perſwading themto be quiet , but rather made them worſe, for they 
came cloſer and clofer to us : which Caper. Bur/erobſerving fell a ca- 
ningthem , whereupon they revired a litle, as if they would go away, - 
but all on a ſudden came running in upon us full drive-with their 
Axes, upon which three of our Company levelled their Muſquets, 
but the Captain forbad to fire ,and let the Maſtive looſe upon them. 
The Maſtive flies direQly at oneof them, and had him fo faft by the 
Throat, that we had much ado to get him off : the other ſeeing his 
Mate fo hard put to it,ran away as faſt as he' could; but the Dog being 
looſe flew after him , and tore off his left car z and had' we not done 
our indeavour to take him off, had rent him all to pieces. So ſoon as 
we had got rid of them we proceeded on our way , and at night came 
to-Gorodna , where we ſtaid till morning. 

Onthe 24 ditto we went forward , paffing over 2. Rivers , where 


wecameto a Village called Sawjdowe , and at might came to Savlka 5,147 
$paz which was our Stage. Here we provided our felves again with 9 


freſh Horſes,but not without much difficulty, for in the mean time we 
were very uncivilly treated by the Inhabitants, whom we found migh- 
rily inclined to quarrel with us, although without occaſion. 

On the 25 we took our leaves of $ex/ke S$px7 going” over a large 


plain , and at night cameto a village called Ker, where for want xyen, 


of Moneys we were forced to ſtay, till we had an Expreſs from Moſcou 
which came not before the 4 of December following , at which time 
camealſo one of the Domeſticks of the Heer van Sweden , Kinſman 
to Captain Bmler bringing the unwelcom news of his Maſters Sickneſs 
whom the Phyſiciansjudged to be paſt recovery. The Captain upon 
the opening of the Letter was ſadly dejected , and immediatly took 
Horſeandrode poſt for Moſcow , leaving us Order the next day to 
follow with the Baggage. Inthe mean time 1t began to ſnow hard, 
infomuch that we were forced to farry 6 days at K/zer. On the 11 we 
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[forward having fair Weather , whichat our ſetting out ſeemed to 
be durable. On this days Journey we met with, Rivers which we'were 
to paſs over that hindred us not a litle; by reaſon that the Floats were 
{o Se able to carry-above 3 or 4 Hories at a time with Sledges and 
Wagons, At nightwe arrived at Serkiſowo , where we took up our 
Night-lodging. In the mean time it froze fo hard , that we were all 
benummed , and fain to run after the Waggons to keep our ſelves 


_ Warm. | 


On the eleventh ditto, we went through ſeveral thick Woods of 
Juniper , where we ſaw abundance of Foxes playing together in the 
Sun. About 3 inthe afternoon we arrived at Nicholo Direverno, from 
whence we could ſee thelong-wiſh'd-for Moſcow. About Evening we 
centred the Suburbs, where by one of our own Nation we underſtood 
that the Heer van Sweden was deceaſcd , and that the Ship was fit 
for Lanching. 

On the 12 we had order to come into the City , and had Ap- 
partments provided us near the Houſe of the Heer var Sweden. Our 
Landlady had fo little frisfaction in the Gueſts that were appointed 
to have quarters with her, that ſhe addreſſed herſelf to Court , to 
deſire that we might be brought ſome where elſe , but inſtead of ob- 
caining her Requeſt, was ſent home with a hundred ſtrokes on the 
Ribs for her pains. When ſhe came in ſhe ran into a back-room, where 
was the Image of $7. Nicholas painted upon a Plank, and falling down 
proſtrate betore it, ſheda ſhower of Tears. However ſhe was forced 
to content herſelf for 14.days longer , during which time we made 
good chear, and ſpared not for Fewel in the Stoves. And albeit the 
Woman was fo diſſatisfied at our being there, yet her Husband could 
have wiſh'd us there the whole year round , for our Brandy and 
Tabacco fake. 

On the 27 we had order to go into the Houſe of the late deceaſed 
Gentleman, eyen now remembred., which was a very commodious 
Houſe and provided with þ great * Stove, which was by reaſon of 
the bitter Weather, very welcome to us z the more becauſe the ſaid 
Houſe was well turniſhed with Wood , and other few:l for the 
Winter. We ſtayd herethree weeks , during which time there was 
care taken for what we had need of ; when that time was expired we 
received \yddenOrgers, forthwith todepart for our wharfat Aſtrachay. 


On 
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Oa the 19 of /anwery we brought our Baggage aboard a ſmall Ship, 7.48. 

that lay about 3 Miles without Adoſcow. At this Place was the Court '** 
of the Emperours aſter , being a fair Palace , but of Wood , built 
after a quaint and artificial manner. Here was alſo the Emperours 
Bear-Garden , being accidentally when we were there a great Con- 
courſe of Gentry , from Xoſcos, and other places to ſee the Paſtime, 
* andtheEvening before, came the Emperour with the whole Court 
and Retinue. The Theatre was only environed with Stakes and Pales, 
that the People might alſo ſee , that were without. Before they began 
were brought out about 200 Wolves and Bears, and almoſt twice the 
number of Dogs ; all whick were drawn in their -Kennels ſet upon 
Sledges. The Emperour , and the prime of his Nobles fate in a 
Gallery made on purpoſe 1n a very convenient place, to ſee on every 
ſide. So ſoonas the Emperour was ſet, a ſign was given, upon whicha 
litle Wolf and an old Bear were turned out looſe together , that 
after they had encountered about half a quarter of an Hour , were 
parted , which notwithſtanding their being in the heat of the Fight; 
were caſily brought aſunder and led to their Kennel. The Wolves 
were afterwards A with Dogs of which many lay dead upon the 
place, and others ſo wounded that they were no more fit for uſe. 

Oa the 23 of February, one of our company married witha Tartarian 
maid , who had been taken Captive when ſhe was a Child and brought 
up in the Chriſtian Religion , by the Heer war Sweden , who taught 
her to write and ſpeak Netherdurch, both which ſhe did expertly well. 
Andaday or two after was another of our Company married with a 
Lubekker,both theſe two went with their Huſbands to L4#rachaz. 

On the 13 of Marchdied the Empreſs in Child-bed who by reaſon neatb of 
of her great Charity , Piety , and the beſt of Vertues , was much > -m- 
lamented by the Common People , who oftentimes in diſtreſs were 
accuſtomed to addreſs themſelves to her , as a Mediatrix. The next 
day ſhe was interred. with great Pomp and magnificency , for it is 
not their Cuſtome as in other Countreys to embalm the Corps , or to 
let it lie in State. On each ſide the way ſtood the Guards, butnone fol- Tzerye. 
low'd or went before ; except ſome of the chiet Perſonages about 7. 
Court who walked a ſoft pace. The Herſe was cowered witha rich 
Canopy ofcloth of Gold, having Taſlels and Fringe ſuitable, born 


up by $8 vounsg Lords. After the Herſe followd a Train of Noble-men, 
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ted by the rſt Miniſters of State who bore a Bag of money which the 
ſaid Empreſs on her Death-bed had bequeathed to the Poor. Theſe 
followed next to the Emperourand his two Sons ; who were appar- 
reled in a Garment, lined with Black Fox skins, which 1s a Fur of very 
high eſteem. 'The Emperour and his two Sons were ſupported each 
by two Gentlemen. There werealſothe ſeveral Miniſters of Forreign 
Courts preſent , who were attired after the manner of their own 
Countrey , theſe went on each ſidethe Herſeat a diſtance, and after 
all followed an innumerable Train of Citizens and Forreign Mer- 
chants , but thoſe without any Order. On this manner the Corps was 
brought into a Cloyſter which ſhe her ſelf had founded, and there 
committed to the Earth.

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Situation of Moicou. It's Divifiens and Wards. Kitay-Gorod the firſt City, The 
great number of Churches and Cleyfters. High Towers, Noted Humility and 
Obedience of a Ruſlian Gentleman, The greateſt Bell in the World at Moſcou, 
The Church of Jeruſalem, Zaar-gorod Þ ſecond , Skorodom the third , and 
Strelitza Slowoda the fourth Town. Great number of Houſes within the City 
Moſcon, A great Fire, whereby many Houſes were conſumed. The coldneſs of 


the Climate, Diſeaſes proper to the Countrey. Fertility and Produfts of the 
Land. 


Eing conſtrained to tarry ſome timeat Moſcon againſt our will , it 

gave me opportunity totakea view of the Town , and to make 
what obſervations I could during the time of my aboad there , which 
I ſhall according to my beſt knowledge impart to the Reader, 

Hoſcon is the Metropolitan , or Capital City of Afe/corie and the 
Imperial City of Ruſ6a, and all that is within the Juriſdiftion of the 
Emperour, whoſe Empire is bounded on the North with the whire Sea, 
on the Eaſtſevered from the Samoreds , and other Tartarian Countreys , 
on the South it has the Mare Caſpiwwm, andon the Weſt , part of Poland, 
Lifeland, and Sweden. So that the large and wide Dominions of the 
Czar,are extended as well into the Aſian as the European Continent. 

The City of Moſcow ( which ſeems to have it's name from the noble 
River Meſcqua ) liesin 50 degr. 37 min. Northerly Latitude, It is a

very large City , and computed to be about 3o or 35 Engliſh miles in #4 
compaſs, yet was almoſt twice as great , before it was taken in and 9 
depopulated by the Tartars. It gives a very fair proſpe& from without 

by reaſon of it's many Towers and high Buildings. This City is-di- 
vided into 4 wikes or Wards , to wit, Ktay-gored , or midle City , 

Z aar-or Czar-gorod , the Emperours City, Skorodom and Strelitza Slowoda. 
Theſe ſeveral Diviſions ſeem rather ſo many diſtin Towns or 
Cities whereof * Kiray-gorod ſtands in 'the middeſt , and is environed 
witha high wall , which they call Cra/nz Stennz, that is , Red Wall. *Perbeys 
It is ſeated betwezn 2 Rivers, to wit Moſcquaonthe South, and the £99... 
Neglins on the North , which are united behind the Palace. The : 
Palace together with its Appendences,, to wit, the Wall, Horn- 
works, Creſcents and other Fortifications is the larger part of the 

Kitay - gored,, called alſo Crim-gorod ; being well provised with Men 

and Ammunition. In the midit of this Palace is a very ſtately Church, 

in which we ſaw a Silver branched Candleſtick , formerly preſented 

to the Czar by the Ambaſſador vfour States. Beſides this Church is 
another dedicated to the Archangel, whereare to beſeen the Tombs 

of thoſe of Imperial blood, as alſo Trirzis Maria and that of Sr. Nicholas 
which are both very ſumptuous. Thoſe which are in Kizay-gorodwith- 

out the Palace are alſo reputed the beſt and faireſt in all Moſcow , being 
reckoned 56. Beſides the Churches which are within the Walls of 

the Palace are 2 very beautifull Cloyſters, the one for Young Gent- 
lemen, and the other for Ladies , who have reſolved to live a-mo- 
naſtichal Life; altho the former may rather go underthe denomina- 

tion of an Iluſtrious School, becauſe it is xppornted for the Education 

of the Young nobility inall kinds of Literature and good Manners , 

who at 16 Years have a choice preferred them , whether they will 
lead a Ghoſtly or a Secular Life : but that for the Ladies , diſpences 

not with ſuch a Freedom , but all that are admitted muſt continue 
durante vitd. In the middle of this Palace, or rather Fort , is a high 
Tower, whichthe Ruſſians call pan Pelike , that is Great Tohn being 
covered with Copper and double guilt. This is thaf Tower , on Fares. 
whoſe Top the Emperour Boris Gwudencw ( as 15 to be ſeen in their recordeg 
Chronicles ) broughta Per/ſ4z Ambaſſadour to view the City Moſcor, . 
and amongſt other diſcourſe began to ſpeak of the great Loyalty and —_ 
Obedience of ſome ſubjects to their Soveraigns in paſt ages : Whence # 'tirze

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K.4xc. the Emperour took occaſion to fay ) So faithfull are my ſubjetts | from the

higheſt Bojar , to the meaneſt Vaſſal , that thereis not one of them Who would

continue till this day. | 

Beſides this there is yet another Tower and one of the wideſt that 


ab Belt cver I have ſeen in _ , 1n which is the greateſt Bell without doubt 


inthe World, weighing 394000 {b. and the Clapper 10000 {b. I mea- 
ſured it and found it 23 foot Diameter , and 2 foot ſolid mettal. It 
isas muchas 50 ſtrong men can moye, and that only ſo as may juſt be 
perceived. It is ſeldom rung, and that only upon Feſtival days, or 
when any Forreign Prince or Miniſter of State deſires it. When they 
intend todoitat any extraordinary time , they make. proclamation 
through the Town c which warning the Citizens take dowa all the 
Glaſſes and Earthen Ware , for it makes all tremble and ſhake. | 
. Thereare beſides the Imperial Court ſeveral other ſpacious Palaces 
for the Bojars', or Nobility , asalſo for the Spiritual Lords , amongſt 
which that of the Patriarch is the moſt magnificent. Without K7zay- 
gorod , direly before the Palace of the C7ar , 1s one of the faireſt 


. Churches (1 muſt neds fay ) that I have ſeen in all my Travels, 


which is builtafter the model of the Templeof /eruſalem,from whence 


* -1t has that Name. Near unto this church 1s the great Market having 


Shops of all Wares and Merchandiſes that may be imagined , but 
ever wu has his own Row or Street , ſo that people of one 
Dealing haveall their Shops together, and by themſelves. In this part 
of the City dwell likewiſe the ableſt Merchants | Kneeſen | and other 
Perſons of note, whodwell in (tone houles to preſerve their Goods, 
ifa Fire ſhould happen. 

Zaar-gorod which 1s the {ſecond part of Moſcow encompalleth K itay- 
gorodalmoſt in the form ofa Creſcent , which is alſoenvironed with a 
huge Wall, which they call Bie/a Senna , that is , The white Wall. 
Zaar-gorod 1s divided into two parts by the River Neg/ms , which 

runs 
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runs thro the midit of it. Hereisalſo a famous Fotynding-Houſe for XARc... 
caſting great Bells and Ordnance, as alſothe Emperours ſtable. Near ' 
the River is a Beaſt-market, anda famous Butchery or Fleſh-ſham- 
bles , where you find not only Beef , Veal, Mutton, Pork, Lamb, 
Veniſon , &c. but alſo Horle-fleſh to ſell. Corn ,, Meal , Butter, , 
Cheeſe and other Provition 1s here good, cheap, and very-plentiful. 
The Third City which 1s Storodomm , embraces Cz. -gorod on the 
Eaſt, North and Weſt - {ides likewiſe in the form of a Creſcent. In 
this City, or Ward, is the Houſe-market , where at alow price you 
may buy a Houſe, of what greatneſs you pleaſe. Theſe Houſes are 
made of Square 5. hy of "Timber notch'd and let iato each other 
which when you have bought you can disjoint and bring it where 
you liſt upon Sledges , that amonglit many inconveniences has this 
one Conveniency, that if a Citizen has his Houſe burn'd he may be 
every day ſupplied with a new , which (conſidering the old is brought 
to Aſhes ) may without much coſt, be pore where the other ſtood; 
whereas on the contrary , , weare often forced to ſtay ſometimes a year 
or mpre before, the Rubbiſh be taken away and a convenient Houſe 
built in lieu of the ald.. Betides that conveniency , they have another, 
which is, that at what time any Houſe happens to take fire, and any 
robable danger of breaking out , the Neighbours upon timely notice 
| their Houſes taken in pieces and removed as if, they were 
but Tents. (by Ho | 
The fourth and laſt, Wike is Srrelizz4 Slowoda, which reaches out ,,,.;... 
toward the South , over the River Meſcqua,and towards the Tartarian Slowoea 
Countrey. Here is the 'placc where the Soldateſque are inquarter'd , 
which they call Srrelizen , from whence this Part of Moſcow has it's 
name. It 1s very well fortifled with Bulwarks , and other For- 
tifications, | | 
The number of' the Houſes within the four Diviſions and the 
Suburbs , according to their computation are ſaid tobe about 95 000, 
the Palaceand all its appendencies excluded. The Churches, and 
Cloyſters , wherein they preachare 1700. Amongſt this great number 
of Dwelling - houſes you find few or none , but what are altogether 
of Word , except ſome Merchants Houſes in Kitay*gorod , who as we 
have already (21d, build moſtly of Stone for the better ſecurity of their 
Goods. They uſe ao Chimneysas we do for fires, but great Cackels, 
R 3 Cf 
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MAR. Or rather Ovens ; madealtogerher of ſtone ; which ſometimes being 
1659 over heated', or by the negligence of the People, who are great affe- 
&ers of Brandy , 1s the occalion of ſetting their Houſes on fire , as it 
happened about 6 Weeks beforeour atrival there, at what time , b 
the negligence of a poor Woman , happeneda moſt dreadfull Con- 
ores ARgration , that reduced about 35 Thouſand Houfes to aſhes, and 
Foe» that in the beſt part of the City , which beſides an incredible loſs of 
Moſcow, Houſe-furniture, Merchandiſe and the like, there were many chil- 
dren and impotent People killed. The Dutch Merchants , who had 
moſtly their Reſidence near the place where the Fire firſt broke out , 
ſuſtained an incredible loſs. Tis truethe Houſes ar&upon ſuch occa- 
ſions removed with as much eaſe as ours are blown up , but if the 
Timber be knotty the Sparks and Cinders fly abroad and kindle other 
Houſes at an incredible diſtance , which being covered with dry 
Planks are not ſoeaſily extinguiſhed, The Czar upon conſideration 
of the frequent Fires has appointed a party of the Szrelitzers , tobe 
quartered in ſeverallplaces , at a due and convenient diſtance from 
each other throughout the 4 Wards ; who are continually to be at 
hand upon ſuch occaſions. Now by reaſon of the great ſcarcity of 
Waterin Moſcow , the firſt thing they lay their hands to, 15 to digjoynt 
the Houſes, and therefore for the moſt part are train'd up in that kind 
of ArchiteCture , to be aſſiſtant again in the. rebuilding ofthe ſame, 
when all danger is ſuppoſed to be over. 
Great bu The ſtreets of Aoſcou are very ſpacious and wide , but in rain 
G24 Weather ſo miry, that in walking you are up to the very knees in ewe | 
for which reaſon both Men and Women are fain to wear Boots. Al- 
though 'tis certain that inconvenience might be remedy'd , by paving 
it with ſtone, as they do in the Low-Comnrreys andelfe where. During 
the time we were there , it was not poſlible to thwart the ſtreets if 
they had not thrown great beams and planks acroſs the way. 
The ar, Moſeon , and all the whole Countrey towards the North 1s capable 
ofa very unwholſom Air , for thoſe that are not brought up 1n it , 
being in the Winter exceeding ſharp and cold , and in the Summer 
hot and moyſt. In Winter they muffle up their Noſeand Ears in Furs, 
eſpecially when they go upon a Journey. And in Meſcow 1t is well 
ſeen that many of the Inhabitants have neither Noſe nor Ear , which 
they fay is by coming out of the bitter cold Airintoa hot Stove : for 


although 
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although it may ſeem ſtrange , yer cannot that be avoided in ſome ,,;z. 
places, unleſs they rub their Notes and Ears , which are frozen, in 1669. 
Snow till they grow hot , which done they may come into a Houſe 
without danger, and this you ſhall fee them continually a doing in 
ſuch Seaſons. . It is alſo obſeryable how that: afrer a hard Winter the 
very Earth chinks and opens when it once begins to rhaw. But onthe 
contrary y it isthere {o hot in the Summer that a ſtranger cannot en- 
dure it , at what timealſothe Marſhes and ſtanding Poolsdo fo ſtink 
that one 1s ready to faint away : befides the greatannoyanceof Gnats, 
Muskettos and other Vermin, againſt which there 8 no way to de- 
fend ones Face. The Peſtilence isfeldom ever known there, bur in .,. 
lieu thereof another Epidemy , whichſo torments them in their Bow- convey 
els that thok that are taken with itrarely recover , or live above 2 SY 
days. Some'l have heard ſay that in times paſt it was far more frequent 
and rigorous than at this day,for before, they had not the uſe of Phyſic 
nor would ad mitt of any that _y feſſed it to praQtiſe , as of late, find- 
ing the great benefit thereof, they have done. | | 
Moſcevia is a Countrey of a fat and fertile Soil, far beyond that of 
Lifeland. Their Wheat, Ry, Barley and Oats , they fow abour St. 
Iohns day at Midſummer ,- which within 7 or 8 Weeks is fit for the 
Sickle ,- or Sithe ( for they uſe both ) and that by reaſon of the con- 
ſtant heat. They have beſides the beforementioned fruments , good 
ſtore of Pulſe, as Peafe , Beans and Lentils. Cucumbers, Pompions 
and Melons are more common there than with us, of which laſt I have 
ſeen ſome weighing above 40 pound. The Fruits they have are Pears, 
Apples, Quinces, Medlars, Cherries Phambs, and of theſe ſeveral 
kinds. There grows in the Countrey lying upon the River <MHeo/equa 
a kind of an Apple fo tranfparent that you may diſcern the Seeds , as 
Grapes: The Shell or Rind thereof 1s very thin and ſubtile and the 
Frut it ſelf very delicate, but toojuycy, andafter along Rain ſo wa- 
triſh that they grow infipid. *'Tis generally known abroad that 
Moſcovia affoardsFlax and Hempto that exuperancy, that they ſuppl y 
almoft all Ewrope with Rope-work. The nextStaple-Commoditie of 
Mofeeviais Wax and Honey, which the Rufvans take wild and makea 
vaſt profit thereof. In ſhort there is no Vegetable of general uſe 
with.us, but whart likes there, fave only theV ine, which the Extremity 
of the Winter will not ſuffer tolikeor come to perfe&ion : but that 
defect 
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defett is ſufficiently ſupphed from abroad, by the Englich , Durchand 
others, who bring the Products of every Vintage from France and 
elſe where. They have no Mines fave only of Steel and Iron: 

Ruffts if takenin generalis better ſtored with tame Cattel and Wild- 
beaſts thanany Countrey in Europe, or as ſome beleeve, in the whole 
World. Kine 4s without-doubt in greater abundance there than in 
Tartary., agrecable to the opinion of all Travailers and Geographers, 
who have givenan account of either. Therich Furs which are yearly 
exported hence to moſt places of the World ſufficiently teſtify the 
ſuperabundancy of Foxes, Sables, Martens, &c. But moſt dange- 
rous it is fqtrayclalone forthe many Beaſts 'of prey which run toge- 
ther invaſtand innumerable Troops ; and thoſe, when the Earth is 
covered with Snow , very bold and daring , infomuch that the In- 
habitantsare in continual danger , and are fain to keep their-gates 
barricado'd from thoſe cruel Animals , to ſecurethem{tlves and their 
Cattel; nay , it has been often known that they have undermined 


Houſes in ſome parts, and devoured whole Families at a time. Wild-' 


Fowl I have ſeen of ſeveral kinds , as chiefly Heath-hens, Herns, 
Wildgecſe, and Cranes by Mili:ons in a flock together. As for ſmall- 
birds, by which Lmean Larks, Finches and the like, which we hold for 
great delicacies ,. they have them inlitle, ornoeſteem , and' that by 
reaſon of the yaſt ſwarms ,” for they fly together as thick as Gnats or 
Inſe&s over a Pond. Theſeare havock'd by the Hawks, Faulcons and 
Merlins , which are there 1n a proportionable plenty to the prey. 
The [Rivers and ſtanding Lakes are ſtored with Fish of all

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The Dutchy of Syberia is the moſt woody of all other Provinces xaxc, 
within the Empireof the great C74r,eſpeciallytowardsthe Northeaſt Bee 
where at Braquinthere is a Wood which takes1t's beginning , the end 
whereof noneever yet was known to find out. This Wood is the main 
place whence the Hoſeovians fetch their richeſt Pelure and Furs , as 
Ermins, Sables and Black Fox, which is one of the richeſt Pelts in the 
World. Folske , Smolensks and Beleaſor deliver vaſt quantities of Skins yayge, 
and Furs, which the Inhabitants bring up yearly to Moſcow and other Smolens 
eminent Marts. Uſtioga is a Province that yields great ſtore of Cattel, Beleofor. 
and many ſorts of Fiſh , yet very Barren as to grain. Rofof is the only vitioga. 
Province for Salt. Dwino1s a barren and dry land , but the Inhabitants _ 
odtaingreat Riches of the Furs, which is the Principal Trading of 
that Province: Theſe they barter with what' Commodities and Ne- 
celfaries they find themſelves deftitute of. In this Province are many 
white Bears ,which ſeem to live as welt by Sea as Land. Yiatke has great 
want of Gtain ,' yet ſtore 'of Fiſh/, Honey", Wax, and alſo Pelts. 
Pet7ora, is very montanous , in which/Principality I have heard it Perzora. 
averr'd, That there are ſome mountains that 'requure 10 days work _ 
to aſcend; The Valleys of this Provincearefertile enough ', and very High 
good paſturage, yet Corn will not take kindly there.

The 
Common ſort.are-yery hard by Natureand patient'in extremity , ſel- 
dom pamper their Bodies with ſoft lying , whenthey reſt ,, or delicat 


Diet when they eat. In ſummer they lie up5n boards , orat beſt upon

ſtraw, 
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and thisif you forget to bring , you may take my word , they'l forget 


ſtraw , and in Winter on the tops of their Ovens , or Cackels, where 
Man and Wite, Children and Servants lieall dowa together , with- 
out any diſtinQtion atall. Utenſils they have not many , but ſo many 
as themſelves judge needfull , whichare Earthen or Iron Pots , Woo- 
den Diſhes , Brandy-and Metheglin - Cups , which they rarely 
rince. As for rubbing and / gs. they are meer ſtrangers to it , as 
alſo to ornaments and Toys , unleſs it be a Figure which they call 
S1.Nicholas, or perhaps ſome other Saiat for whom they have ſome 
particular or extraordinary veneration. Slaves they are by nature, and 
born to ſervitude and Bondage, ſeldom ever aſpiring fo high, as to 
indeavour to make themſelves franc , and yet will be excited to 
nothing by fair means ,. or uſe diligence about any affair, fave what 
they are - fr to by conſtraint and blows : and yet ſo ſweet this 
Slavery ſeems to be to them , that rather than to become free upon the 
Deccale of their Lords to whom they ow allegiance by nature or 0- 
therwiſe , that they will immediatlyſell themſelves durante viti to ſome: 
other Patron. Theyare very prone to Theft , yea and to Murther 
when they think that they can do it clandeſtinly , or to any advantage, 
how poor ſoever it be , which ſeems to be primordially occaſioned 
from the Penury of their Lords , who hardly allow them what-is re- 
quiſit to ſupportand ſuſtain human Bodies : as for. Brandyand-To- 
bacco they hold it but a venial Tranſgreſſion to filch when they, can 
comeat it , notwithſtanding the ſtrict and ſevere Laws againſt T heft, 
in the loweſt nature and leſt importance. - | 
This only is to be applied to the Vulgar ſort , as for thoſe of greater 
Ability and Rank , they ſpare not for what tends to a voluptuous 
Life, and indulge their ſences , as much or more than is tolerable. Free 
they.are , and indeed generous enough at their Table , eſpecially 
when they treat or welcom Strangers, whoare very welcom and re- 
ceived with all maginable Urbanity , on Condition, that they obſerve 
the Countrey faſhion , which is to bring/a Preſent with them ; that 
may countervail more than thrice the __ of what 1s ſet before them: 


to make you welcom. The Slaves in Afoſcoware very hardly dealt with- 
all and poorly fed , but much harder thoſe that are in the open Coun-! 
trey, where their Lords are ſparing of their Allowance, and therefore 
connive at their Filching ; thinking it falls out at laſt to their own 

pro- 
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profit , eſpecially if it be any thing of Food. 
The Ruſſes feed 
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moſt of Roots , Pulſe and Fiſh , uſe much Onions 74e;; 


and Garlick in their Pottage and alſo for ſauces. Their Bread is Pie. 


moſtly of Courſe Ry. As for Fiſh they eat it rather pickled than freſh, 
which is plentifull in their Markets , and by reaſon that waſhing and 
making Noun the ſhambles is a kind of an Abomination to thoſe people, 
you cannot come within a hundred paces of the Market, unleſs you 
{top your noſe, ſo nauſeous and hatefull is the ſmell. Thoſe of the grea- 
teſt Rank and ability do in general hold good Tables , but cat moſt 
Spoon-meat although it were but bread out of Water thatriſh has been 
boil'd in. Cayear is a great Dainty amongſt them, but not ſo high in e- 
ſteem, there as abroad. When they havedrunk more than agrees 
with them , ſo that their ſtomach be ſurcharged, they pg a certain 
Diſh which they call Pochmelie made up of cold Beet or Mutton 
ſliced very thin, and 2wes : Ques isa Liquor which they uſe as Beer 
of which it is made , with a Compoſition of Water, Beer- Vinegar , 
Garlick and Pepper : this 24s being 1s x 40000; they put their meat 
intoit,and ſeeth it a litle,which afterwards they eat with Spoons. The 
poorer ſort have a certain Liquor much in uſe among them,which they 
alſo call 2uas , this is made of Water with a litle Bran and Barley- 
meal , which according to their ability they temper thicker orchinner. 
TheGentry drink Beer, that there is very ſtreng and heady , but 
more commonly Metheglin , which they make of the beſt Honey, 


* adding Cloves, Cinnamon , Pepper , Galangal , Cardamom and 


other Spices : This 1s a very ſtrong and ſtealing Liquor of it ſelf; yet 
they think good to mix it with Brandy to make it more effeCtual. 
Brandy which they call wizs they covet above all other Liquors , 
which without any diſcretion or noted difterence is drunk both by 
Spiritual and Temporal, Nobles and Plebeians, Men and Women, 
Young and Old , and that at all times of the Day , before and after 
Meals; Sometimes to add a medicinal vertuethey put a litle Pepper 
amongſt it. Nay , ſo beſotted are the Os with Brandy , that in 
the ſharpeſt Weather , they will not on $-wn with their Caps or 
Coats forthe Reckoning , but likewiſe with their Boots, Shirts and 
Stockings , ſo that I have ſeen ſome of them. come mother-naked out 
of the Kaback or Tipling-Houſe. The Common people were formerl 


ſo irregular and void of Order that they would drink themſelves full, 
D 2 and 
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x.4R. and afterwardsthe men and Women , ſetting aſide all Reputation 
1699» and Modeſty commit ſenſual and beaſtly Actions together :' This 
great Diſorder was lately remedied by the care of the Czar ,who , b 
the advice of the Patriarch , put dowa all the ſmall Tap-houſes 
throughout the whole Empire,appointing in every Town and Village 
one public Houſe, or Kaback , which they areto farm of the Emperour 
himſelf. They are very covetous of Tobacco, as has been elſewhere 
{aid , notwithſtanding the Tenure ofa Decree or Mandate promul- 
gated about the year 1634. , which ſtritly forbids every perſon of 
what degree ory he may be , to ſmoke it : which nevertheleſs 
is done privately. | 
T he &y1ans arc generally grofs of Body yet ſubtile enough in affairs 
of Merchandiſe which they can manage very well. Their Women are 
much inclined to Goſliping , and buſie Tatlers , often beat by their 
Husbands , who ſometimes uſe them unkindly : upon which they 
ſorctimes addreſs themſelves to Court,where the men once convicted 
over ſuch Crimes are ſent to Syberis: The Emperour conſidering the 
multitude of Complaints of this nature , has ordained that if an 
Woman makes complaint without ſufficient Evidence, that the Man

demned to exile, her ſelf , before which Law the Court was dayly 
troubled with ſuch like Differences... a5 | 
nakbi> Few people, thereare in the World that are more accuſtomed to 
ringed ſcolding , railing and calumny than theſe , alrhough *tis very rare 
COOS toſee them come to blows, yet much more rarely do they make uſe of 
&y of the their Weapons. 'ſhis evil cuſtome of abuſing one another oftentimes 
"1s the occaſion of Quarrels with Strangers to whom it ſeems a No- 


velty. 
Their The ordinary Habit of the Citizens , 1s firſt an upper Coat of a 
Habit, dark green, red, brown or violet-colour'd Silk , open before and 
oh the ſides, and garniſhed with loops, having behind great Capes, 
almoſt like old-faſhioned Cloaks in the Low-Countreys : Under that 
they wear another coat of Say or Silk , with a high and ſtiff Collar, 
theſe have long ſleeves which are tied up round with loops 'and 
ſtand Cooks in good ſtead to remove hot Pots andCauldrons from the 
fire : Thoſethat have, an intent or deſign to ſteel or murther, uſually 
have an iron Bullet, or ſome other hard and ponderous thing where- 
with 
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with they knock their party down at unawares. Under this they wear M4» 

et another Coat whicHf nevertheleſs is not very cloſe, for they affe& py 
ot neſsas well in their Habit as 1n their lite. Their ſhirts they tuft with 
Silk on the back, asalſothe Necks , which the Gentry adorn with 
Pearls, Gold, Silver, or Precious ſtones. In Summer the Citizens 
wear white Felts, in Winter Cape turned with Beaveror ſome other 
Furs , and the Kneeſes , Byjars and other Perſons of the greateſt quality 
Black Fox and Sables. Fhe Habit of the Women 1s not fo much 
different from that of their Men, as they differ from each other, agree- 
able to the Quality of the Perſon. They wear generally Caps turned 
with Sables or other Furs but greater than the Mens, ſet with Pearls 
and Rubies upon the Crown, under which they let their Hair hang in 
its full length, theſe are thoſe of higher Rank and Quality ; thoſe of - 
meaner Condition have them only turned with red Fox. The Young- 
women when they grow Marriageable , have their hair knotted up 
above the crown of the Head in around ball , but under the age of 

Lo or 12 years have their Heads all ſhaven,except only two Tufts that 
hang down on each fide fo that they can hardly be diſtinguiſhed 
from Boys in their Habit, only the Girls are known by the great rings 
which hang at their Ears, On this manner the Gentry and Citizens 
areattired , but the Peaſantry as poorly as thoſe of Lifeland, and much 
after the ſame manner. 'Theiwr of 7 py ns 1s ordinarily of ſheeps- 
Skins, with a Cap of the fame ſtuft; their Boots and Shooes are made 

of the Barks of T recs cunningly plated. 

| The Women are by nature well proportioned, and fair enough to Feimizg 
boot if they did not paint , which they do fo botchingly that every _ 
one may diſcern it. Spamsh Wool and TinCture of Brazil-wood it mo Dots 
ſeems they donot yet know the ufe of , but inſtead of that uſe Vermi- = 2 
ton and CMinium , and for Flake , a dull White- Lead, or Ceruſe 
at beſt. 

The Reader may obſerve that their manner of Marriages is far 9 their 
different from that in the Low-Countreys , and all Europe eliewhere a 5" 
Young-man having fixed his eie upon fome Maid with whom he 
could be content ro enter into a nuptial ſtate , he Courts her and 
Solicits by Friends to make an Overture. A Ruſiex Youth inclinable 
to admitt himſelf into the conjugal number deteQs his purpoſe and 


deſire to his Parents, or neareſt in Conſanguinity , who thereupon 
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goabout and ſeck out a Virgin _s his Degree and Condition, 
whom having found, they apply themſelves to her Parents or Guar- 
dians , totreat about the ſubject; where neither the Young man nor 
any near Relation of his are to ſee the Bride, in ſum the Purchaſe is 
like a Pig #n 4 Poke , for all people of faſhion keep their Daughters 
chamber'd, ſetting always anold Woman to look to her , who is as 
vigilant in her Office, as a Turn-key at Wod-ftreet Counter. And hence 
it comes that they live in perpetual Jarrs , and contention , when 
ſometimes in hopes of a ſweet, well-ſhaped , and comely Darling , 
they are chain'd to a ſtinking , crooked and deformed Hag. This 
induces metoa Tale of a young: Squire , who thinking himſelf old 
enoughto bea man , ihtimated his Inclinations toa common Broker, 
or Match-maker , withall conditioning beforchand that he would 
not come toany concluſionwith the Parents of his Party, till he had 
by ſome means or other gota ſight of her Face, which the man pro- 
miſed todo; and omg goes toan old Couple who had long 
intreated him to procure a Husband for their Daughter : this ſaid 
Couple he acquaints with the buſineſs who no leſs joyfull to under- 
ſtand it pray'd him to haſten the Match : now you are to underſtand 
by the way that their daughter had but one eic , which made ſome 
difficulty in the carrying on the matter,by reaſon that the Young man 
would not venture upon the purchaſe , unleſs he ſaw what kind of a 
Bargain he had : However the Broker gives her inſtructions , how 
to behave her ſelf in paſling by the Houſe where this Youngman 
was to be, and bad her lookalwaies on one ſide, which ſhedid. The 
young man peeping throughacreviſe, ſaw her havea good half face, 
aſſents to the Articles and Propoſitions whatſoever they ſhould be,but 
comming before the Altar , was ſo concerned that he took an Ax and 
clove his own head. 

They have many quaint Ceremonies about Marriage : thoſeof the 
higheſt Rank uſe theſe following Rites. The Bridegroom and Bride 
have cachof them one to attend them , to prepare and provide all 
neceſſaries; theſe they call Swachas. The day before the Wedding the 
Brides Swacha goes to the Bridegrooms Houſe to provide and furniſh 
the Brides Chamber and Bed with what elſe is requiſite , being atten- 
ded with 60,80, or perhaps 100 Perſons according to the degree and 
ability of the Parties. Theſe all go in their under-cloaths , — 
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each ſomething upon their Heads which will be requiſite at the Mar- ,, ,zc. 
riage. Having onceentred the Chamber ſhe takes the Bed and (; preads 1669. 
it upon 40 ſmall Garbs of Ry , which is firſt brought thither by her 
Husband, together with a great number of litle Barrels , containing 
ſeveral ſores ot Grain , ſet upand down the Room , which perhaps 
will ſignify Fruittullneſs in procreation. The next morning the Bride- 
groom goes to the Houle of the Bride accompanied with the 
Prieſt who is to marry them , where they are kindly received by the 
Friends of the bride, and invited to fit down , ns here they have 3 
ſorts of Diſhes brought before them , which they nevertheleſs touch 
not.: Herethe Bridegroom is to tarry ſo long difcourſing with the 
Friends of the Bride, till (ſhe ſends a Servant to introductt him into 
her Chamber , where being come ſhe is brought in, ſtately apparrel'd, 
and ſet by his ſide, but henot ſuffered to look her in the Face , nor 
ſhe him, and when they cannot withhold their curioſity but offer to 
lookaſide, as longing to ſee that dear Viſage, whichever after they 
may mutually do with more freedom than any other in the World, 
there isa Flag or Tablet of red Silk ſet between them , to hinder it. 
When oe are ſet the Brides Swachs plates the Hair of the Bride, 
and ſets a Gold or Silver Coronet upon her Head , richly ſet with 
Precious ſtones and Gems, to whichare fixed two long Pendants of 
Diamonds , or ( if it be Perſons of a lower Calibre) of baſer ſtones , 
theſe hang down to their Breaſts. So foon as the Bride is dreſs't , the 
Bridegrooms Swacha likewiſe combs his head ; upon which all the 
Women fall a dancing- After they have danc'd a litle, there come in 
two young men with aBasket of White bread and a greatCheeſe upon: 
a Barrow,covered with Sables, which is conſecrated by the Prieſt and 
ſent tothe Church. When this Ceremonie is endedkthey bring a great 
Silver Charger , and ſct it upon the Table , in which are laid ſome 
pieces of LAHas and Taf, with ſeveral Square plates of Silver , as 
alſo a handfull of Hops, Barley and Oats , mixt together: upon that 
that the Swacha ariſes and covers the Face of the Bride , and ſtrows 
the mentioned things out of the Charger amongſt the Gueſts , when 
as thoſe that are minded may take up the pieces of Silyer. When 
that is done the Parents of the Parties interchange the Rings of rhe 
young peo le. : : 
When theſe Ceremoniesarecnded , the Swacha ſets the Bride in 2 
Riding 
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Riding - fledge which 1s richly accoutred and fer out with Cloth of 
Gold , aad Fringes ſuitable : The Horſes alſo covered with coſtly 
Trappings and rich Furrs. Then follows the Bridegroom , accom- 
panicd with the Prieſt both on Horſe-back;andafter them the Friends 
on both ſides. Whenthey enter the Church the Bridegroofh takes his 
Place which is covered with Taffataf , whither alſo the Bride-is 
brought. When they are ſet together there are ſeveral Images of 
Saints ſet up before them , upon which the Prieſt pronounces a 
Bleſling : and afterward taking the Bridegroom by the right hand , 
and the Bride by the left , asks , Are you content to enter the ftate of Ma- 
rrimony together ? The Parties then anſwering , Yea , the Prieſt ſings 
the 128 Pſalm, which they likewiſe mutter out after him. This done 
the Prieſt ſets a Garland upon their' Head , uttering theſe Words, 
Increaſe and multiply , what G 0 D joyns together let noman ſeperate. Then 
all the Friends light their Torches , and the Prieft takes a Glaſs of 
Red Wineinto his Hand , which he dehvers over to the Bridegroont 
and Bride to drink off , then taking the empty'Glaſs from them 
delivers it to the Bridegroom who throws it down and the Bride 
ſtamps it with her foot to powder , ſaying , So, may they fall before our 
feet , and be crushed to powder, who go abvut to ſet us at enmity together. Upon 
that the Married Women ſtrow them with Hemp '; wiſhing them 
Proſperity and a happy union. Theſe Ceremonies being ended they 
return homeagain after the ſame manner that they went to Church. 
So ſoon as they have entred the Houſe,the Bridegroom goes and takes 
his ſeat at the Table where he receives, and bids all his Guefts welcom 
but the Bride 1s brought dire&ly into her Chamber where the' Spachs 
undrefles her tothe Shift and lays her down upon the bed , TheBride 
being thus laid ſends to call her Bridegroom by two of her Servants 
with Torches in their Hands. Immediately upon his entring the 
Chamber, ſhejumps out of the Bed and puts on a Gown fur'd with 
Sables, and giving him the hand goes out with him , but her Servants 
in the mean time put out their Torches by running them irito- one-of 
the litle Barrels | mentioned in Pag. 14.2 | Thus hand in hand they go 
to the Table whereall the Gueſts ſir. The firſt Diſh which is- brought 
up isa roaſted Pullet , this the Bridegroom himſelf is to carve and 
throws ſome part thereof over his Shoulder which the Brides Swachi 
catches 1na Napkin, and keeps for a Monument. When the Meal is 
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done the Bridegroom takes his Bride by the hand and fo leading her M.4R<. 
to her chamber they go to bed , upon-which all are to go out of the _ 
Chamber, and the Muſic which fits before the Window expeCting 
Notice of it imediately fall a playing, and upon thata noiſe of Trum- 
petters begin to ſound , and ſometimes the Kettel-Drums to bear. 
After they have been about an hour in Bed the Swachas come and 
conduct them to the Bath , where they are both bathed and waſhed 
with Wine , Water and Metheglin , dulcified with odorous flowers 
and ſpices, and , as the cuſtome is at 4oſcon, the Bride preſcnts her 
Bridegroom with a Bathing ſhirt. After they have bathed they come 
and accompany their Gueſts, who all the time were merry at Table, , 
in which Humors they continue ſometimes a Week, or 10 days,before 
they depart to their reſpective Lodgings. 

The foregoing Ceremonies are ſuch as thoſe of the-beſt rank uſe, 
by which you may perceive more vanity than Reaſon in this Folk: 

owever [ think we have no great cauſe to hiſsat them for their folly, 
ſince we haveas many inſignificant Rites amongſt our ſelves, which 
are with them equally ſenceleſs and as plain puerility , as theirs may 
be eſteemed by us. | 

But as for the Plebeians and Peſantry theirs 1s after a different 
manner. Theday before the Marriage 1s to be folemnized, the Bride- 
groom ſends a Kinſman of his own to the Brides Houſe with new ap- 
parel, a Cap, apairof boots , a Comb and a Box of painting and 
other materials for Rigging. The day following comes the Prieſt and 
gives the benediction : which done, he brings them a Looking-glaſs 
requiring them to look 1nto it both at once. In the mean while the 
Swachas (trow the Gueſts with Hops withing that the Bride may be as 
fruitfull and increaſe her ſtock , as that hopefull Weed, After that 
comes another who preſents the Bride with a Sable or Beaver- 
Skin, withall wiſhing her ſo many Children as there are Hairs upon the 
Hide, Theſe Ccremonies ended at home they go to Church, and arc 
married. in manner as before. 

After the Wedding is paſt, the Women keep at home for ſome time 
together,not daring to ſtirr out. *

O much, kind Reader, may ſerve by way of account about their 
CY Marriages,as to what I have obſerved my ſelf, although I am ſen- 
ſible ſome have written otherwiſe and deſcribed theſe Solemnities 
much different to what I have found them , yet rather willing to ſee 
with my own cies than with anothers, fo I thought fitlikewiſe, rather 
to give youtheſe few Memorials with my own pen than ( as ſome 
Plagiaries of late have done) tganſcribe out of others. 
Divorce. If weregardthe forementioned Manner of their procuring Wives, 
ment «- without any former ſight or converſation 5 Reaſon will inform us , 
= "ng * that they muſt needs live dſcontented Lives, which oftentimes turn 
_ to Divorcement at laſt. Divorcements are with them very frequent 
and thoſe obtained upon very eaſy terms ; for when either partie 
finds themſelves too weak at blows , and notable to repugn the other, 
'tis only to ſhave and betake themſelves to a Cloyſter , whence they 
may never be brought out by any legal mean. The Man fo going into 
a Cloyſter is capable of Holy Orders , after a certain Term of years, 
if he be accordingly qualified. They are alſo divorced when either 
Party is conviCt of Fornication , and the Offender confined to a Mo- 
naſtery. Barrenneſs 1s alſo the Occaſion of Divorcement , upon 
which the Wife becomesa Nun, and the Husband may marry again 
within ſix Weeks. : 
But thoſe who marry again after once Divorced are for ever after 
excluded the Church, yet may enter the Porch or Gallery , bur if 
they be divorced a ſecond timeand married a third , they are totally 
Excluded the Church and Congregation. 
They have ſeveral ſuperſtitious Ceremonies concerning purity , 
as to the outward , and carry themſelves very itriatly according to 
the Traditions of the Church. They hold it not tor ſo hainous a Sin 
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to perform the Works of Unchaſtity witha Woman , as to do it in 
preſence of an Image , or having their Croſs about them, for that 
they lay off upon ſuch Occaſions, and ifit bein the Room where an 
Image hangs, they draw a Curtain before it , 'asif they wereſure that 
that Image was an Informer, and one that got Bread and Butter for 
telling School-tales. 

They are very obſerving of their Duty in the great Faſt at which 
time if any man among them chance to ſleep , he is forbidden'to 
communicate, during the Term ofa yearand 9 days. If it be a Prieſt 
he is ſuſpended from Office and Benefice for a whole year ; but if a 
Proponent , he 15 rendred incapable of taking any ſacred Function 
upon him ſo long 4s he lives. 

They hold it for a Crime unpardonable for a Ruſſrars to marry with 
a Stranger, but to commit Adultery with a Heretic- Woman only Ve- 
niat and pardonable 1n it's own nature, butifa Woman of that nation 
become Profſtitute to another ofa different Opinion to their own , it 
is not accounted fo hainous, by reaſon that the Offfpring may be 
educated in their Religion , and conſequently tends to the Increaſe 
of the Church, for they have a Maxim contrary to that of $, Paul , 
Ne faciamus mala ut eveniant bona, Letus not do Evil that Good may 
come of it. 

Theſe external ſuperſtitions of purification are the main reaſon 
that every perſon that 1s of any Conſiderable Ability, has a Bathing- 
tub in his Houſe, which in Twrky and Perſiaare equally made uſe of for 
Purification and Health. They have alſo Common Baths in every 
Townand Village, whither both Men and Women , without any 
diſtin&ion have recourle; running inand out naked , only ſome of 
the Women for Modeſty ſake havea few Bur-dock leaves about their 
middle, which are firſt dried and afterward laid to ſteep in Oil of 
Olives, which afterwards they rub their Bodies with, in the Sweating- 
tub. They can indure extremity of Heat and Cold toa Miracle , for 
I have ſeen them run out of the Water, which I could not ſuffer my 
fingerin , and of a ſudden over Head and Ears in Snow, where they 
would lay a quarter or half an Hour and then into the Bath again, 
that remained ſcalding hot , which if one ſhould do who is not 
hardned to it from the very Cradle, he were ſure to leave his skin be- 
hind him. Beſides the ſcvefal Inſtances I have already given you , 
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Thaveſtenthe Children walking over the Ice, without either Boots, 


Shoes or Stockings, and that in ſuch piercing cold Weather that we 
could not go out of Doors. 

The Dwurch Merchants that havetheir Reſidence at LMoſeou , have 
alſo ( conformable to the manner of the Countrey ) their Baths , 
which they ſtrow with odoriferous Spices and Flowers, and make 
frequent uſe thereof. When they have bathed fo long as they think 
good,they have a Retiring-roomin which 1s a Sweating-tubor Stove, 
whither hey goand rub themſelves. 

The Rufſ;ans as they differ from all other Nations as well in Reli- 
gion as in Habit-, ſo they have ſeveral Cuſtomes , Geſtures and 
Actions proper ſolely to themſelves. Their Shirt they wear above 
their Breches and tie 1t above the Walt with a Girdle, like their upper 
Garments ; When they Whiſtle they do it through their Teeth , 
not with their lips, ſaying, that in ſo doing they abule their true ſhape 
in which G O D has formed them : When they are ſurprized either 
with Wonder, or a ſudden Danger , they do not throw back their 
Head , like the Ho/landers , nor ſhrink up « br Shoulders , as do the 
Spaniards , but throw their Head firſt upon one Shoulder , and then 
upon another , or perhaps turn it round , as a Fencer flouriſhes his 
Kapier, oran Eniign his Colours in token of Victory. 


When they pray they doit not upon their knees as we do, thinking 


that G O D 1s diſpleaſed with ſuch an irregular poſture:and when they 
write they never make uſe of a Table, altho they have one at their el- 
bow , but alwaies upon their knees, and what they write is altogether 
in Rolls,paſting one ſheet to another as they write them. Fatneſs they 
hold for a prime token of Beauty, as alſolong fore head and cies for 
which they pull and draw as much as they can to cerrectnature, 
which in things of ſmaller moment they ſeem to abhorand deteſt , if a 
property of other People. 

About the Sick and Burial of their Dead the Ruſſes have theſe 
following Cuſtomes. When any lies Sick,and by his Friends thought 
in danger of long Continuance or Death , they ſend for a Prieſt who 
adminiſters the Communion to him , he firſt confeſſing the moſt noted 
Sins he can remember that he has donein his life time , to the Prieſt 
alone, adding a Promiſe and Reſolution to live a pious and devout 
Lite, if GOD granthim recovery. When he has communicatcd , 
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they ſhave, anointand put him ina Monks-hood , which they call the —— "a 


Seraphic Weed : After which they adminiſter no more Phyſic to him , 
but commend him to the Grace of GOD. Now if it happen that he 
recover, heis obliged to abandon Wite , Children and Eſtate for 
ever, and betake himſelf ro a Monaſtery, where heis to ſpend the re- 


mainder of his days. 
Bur if our Patient dy , then all the Neighbours and Friends come 


Madazaſear , remembred in my firſt Voyage. I remember that having 
occation to viſita Countreyman of mine upona Munday morning I 
entred the Houſe, where the Maſter was dead and the Corps laid our, 
aboveaſcore of old Women , were ſet round about him , and ſpeakin 
to him as if they expected ſome anſwer from him ; but above all , his 
Wife began to how] and yellaloud , whoin his life time wiſhed him 
athouland times in Hell, for he behaved himſelf very ſeverely towards 
her. 0h, quoth ſhe, Timminni Do Shinca | for that was his name | my 
Deareſt, how haſt thoulefi me thus ? What failing didſt thou diſcover in me ? 
Did l ever neglect to paint my ſelf ? Have I not brought forth a fair Iſſue? 
Haaſt not thou all things at Command ? Metheglin I am ſure we had always in 
plenty, nay , and Brandy too. What then perſwaded thee to leave me deſolate 
and forlorn , Oh remember the diſconſolate ſtate of Widdow-hood and return to 
the merry IVorld, &c. Theſe, and many other fooliſh expreſſions by 
way of Interrogation, ſhe accofted him with , which made me ar 
fill, cothink that he was not fully dead. So ſoonas the Partyis depar- 
ted they open the Windows , and et Baſons of Holy-water, together 
with ſeveral Diſhes of meat beſide the Body , to relieve his Wants 
on ſolongand tedious a Journey, as do the Circas Tartars ; which ſeems 
to be the Reliques of Hcathenitm , not long ſince profeſſed in many 
parts of Rrſſza. Imediately upon his departure they fend Brandy , 
and Beer, with other Liquors and Preſents to the Prieſt,who is to pray 
for his Soul. The Body they waſh from Head to foot , as doe the 
Jews, then winding it1n a ſheet, putitinto a Coffin which is hol- 
lowed out of a Tree, and ſo carried to Church,where they beſprinkle 
it with holy Water, and perfume it with Incenſc; which done they lay 
Maſs, and with fevcral Hymns commit it to the Ground. 

Bur if a Perſon die without adminiſtration of the ExtremeUnCGtion, 
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beMurthcred , or Frozen to death , ordie by any unnatural or vio- 
lent means, whether caſual, or thereto condemned to ſatisfy Juſtice, 
the Corps is not permutred to enter the Sanctuary , but carryed to 
a place to that end appointed , which they call Zemiki Precaus , 
where it is expoſed to public view , andifit be a perſon unknown, is 
to remain there 3 or 4 days toſee if any will own the Body , which if 
none come to claim it is immediately carried to another Place without 
Town , which they call Boghze Dome, that 1s Goas Houſe , andthere 
throw1into a great Pit , wte:e ſometimes a Hundred or more Bodies 
lie ona Heap uncovered, till about Midſummer , at what time, the 
Prieſts go and cover them, witha few Rites and Ceremonies. 

The Ceremonies which are uſed in ſome places 1n Ruſ/:2 differ from 
others. About cMoſcas the Corps is follow'd by a Train of Gentle- 
women who arc neareſt in Conſanguinity or Afinity , who with a 
great Noiſcand Howling bewail the early departure of their Friend, 
then preſently all are {ilent, that not one 1s ſo much as heard to whil- 
per , orgivea Sigh, and thenon a ſudden elevate their Voice and 
yell out ike ſome of the more bruitiſh and ſavage 1rish. 

On each ſide the Herſe go the Prieſts, Chaplains and Monks, 
bearing Images, Torches, anda Thurible, or Incenſe- pan, which 
is all the while waved to and again , to expell Evil Ghoſts which 
they believe ſtill haunt the Body of the Deceaſed. After the Corps 
follow the Friends and Acquaintance , without any order, each car- 
ryinga Wax-tapour.in the Hand. When they come to the Grave, 
the Coftinis opened and the Incenſe pan ſwing'd 3 times over the 
Corps in remembrance of the H. Trinity , and then the Image of that 
Saint which he in his Life time made choice of for his Patron, 1s 
thrown into the Cofhn with him, upon which all his Relations come 
ncar and take their laſt view of him , kiſs the Coffin and go back- 
ward. When the Friends haveſo taken their leave the Prieſt delivers 
him a Letter ſuperſcribed to Saint Nicholas , containing a hearty 
recommendation of the Deceaſed. A copy of one of theſe came 
once to my hand which before I had Tranſchibed it out , was taken 
from me by a Prieſt being the Brother of the Gentleman who lent ir 
me, foritis not lawfull for a Ruf#an himſelfe to know the Contents, 


much leſs for a Heretic. The Paraphraſe of the Fragment was after 
this Manner, 


Greats 
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Great and Powerful Saint , 
Beloved of Men and Angels. 


Our immaculat Brother , and Partaker of Mortality, who leaves us 
in this World, more worthy than to dwell among ſt men below , deſires to 
be commended to thy T uition, whom we heartily commit to thy Protec- 
tion and Care. Receive him we intreat thee, Oh Wonderfull, Great , and 
Powerfull Saint , and let him reſt with immortal and glorious Angels. 
Piety was his loy , Shrift his Delight. Earth what he hated , and 
Heaven the Object of his love ;,, prajers were his Exerciſe and ——— 


This fragment is all I can give you of the Lerter , which as ] 
told you was taken from me. The body being interred they return 
home, where they junket and drink till they forget their Sorrow. 
T his feaſt dures ſometimes a Moneth or 40 days , according to the 
abiliry of the Perſon: among others it 1s not cuſtomary to make 
one long Feaſt at the Funeral, but an anniverſary Meal, and cele- 


brate that ſame day every ycarin remembrance of the Deceaſed.

The Religion and Church-Government of the Ruſſians, The Patriarch and his 
Office. Of their Sacraments, &c. 


He Meſcovians are profeſſedly Chriſtians, but tainted with many ,,, 
ſuperſtitious Ceremonies about Imagery and other Relicts of xeltgien 
Gentiliſm-; which the good Emperour Baſilizs about the year 989. 9. 
.rooted out of his Empire , baprizing himſelf , and caufing all his cover- F 
Subjects to do the hike. They boaſt mainly of their Continuance ofthe 
and Conformity with the Primitive Church,which they fay is ſtill rhe Rudi. 
ſame in purity without the ſtains of Innovation, as indeed in many %* 
things it ſeems to be nearer than the Church of Rome”, afwell in 
matter of Faith as Government of the Church. 
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' The Church of Moſcovis has like that of Rome , one ſupreme Head , 
who is the Patriarch. Under the Patriarch are 4 Metropolitans , 4, 
Arch-Biſhops, beſides many other Biſhops, Abbots and the Inferior 
Clergy. The Patriarch is almoſt Sovereign in Spiritual Aﬀairs,having 
an ablolute and immediate power without any appencency on the 
Temporal Government unlels it be in caſeof inducing Hereſy , upon 
which he muſt Submit to a Synod , as 1n the year 1662, a General 


Council was called , and: the Patriarch ſummoned to make his ap- 


pearance; at what time he was impeached for Innovations , and 1n- 
devouring toalienate the preſent condition of the Churchand reform 
it's Government by diminiſhing Image-worſhip , which he held for 
litle better than Idolatry. After many days ſitting that Council 
thought fit to confine him to his Manſion-Houſe , and ordain the 
Firſt Metropolitan in his room, who was then living when I was at 
Meſeou. The Revenues of the Patriarch, as alſo of the Metropolitans, 
are verygreat, out of which they are obliged to levy and Maintain 
an Army of 15000 men, during the time of War. 

The Habit of the Patriarch, and the Metropolitans differ but litle. 
The Patriarch has always a great Crofier born before him , or a litle 
onein his hand and ſometimes both , this they call a Poſot. Mitres 
they wear only upon Convocations or high Aiſemblies , and upon 
ſolemn Occaſions. Abroad they are diſtinguiſhed by a high Cap, 
flat at top like the Swirzers , or Yeomen of the Guard. Next their 
Bodiethey wear a Caſloc, and above that a long Gown or rather a 
Pall, which is born up by two Gentlemen. The Inferior Clergy and 
Prieſts wear a Cap but not ſo high as that of the Superiors. This Cap is 
given them when they are ordained by the Biſhops , at what time 
they ſhave their Heads, and ſuffer it to grow no more, ſave in two litle 
tufts juſt above their ears. 

There is a Law among them that whoſoever beats one of thoſe 
Clerks ſo,that his cap fall to the ground, he is liable toa very ſevere pe- 
nalty ( if I well remember to looſe his hand ) which nevertheleſs 
happens frequently in the Cabac : but to prevent the worſt when a Lay- 
man 1s minded to beat one of thoſe Muſhrooms, he firſt takes off his 
Cap and then trounces him off ſo long as hewill , which done he ſcts 
the Cap upon the right Block again. 
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The Clergy are not forbidden Marriage, nor none that ſerve at the ».42. 
Altar, but on thecontrary are obliged to marry, and thatonly once, 1712; 
gathering that from the Saying of S. Paul. A Bichop ought to be the Marriage 
Husband of one Wife. Nor is it lawfull for him to marry a Widow. If a > fo 
Prieſts wife come to die before him, he is not only injoyned by the © 
Church to remain a Widdower, butallſo toleavethe Altar , yer not 
wholly to lay down the Prieſtly Fun&ion, for he may ſit in the Chore 
or Chauntry and aſſiſt at Mattins and Veſpers , as alſo at Admini- 
{tration of the Sacraments, as far as it is done without the Verge of 
the Altar. For this reaſon the Prieſts are beſt matched , as uſually 
making much of their Wives , and treating them more gently than 
the Laity generally do', leſt by hard uſage they ſhould drive them 
into melancholy, and conſequently ſend them too early out of the 
World, which ſends them as ſuddenly from the Altar. 

Baptiſm they hold forth as a Sacrament very neceſſary , for which of np 
reaſon they make as litle delay as may be between the Womb and the ©* 
Font. If they fear the Child be wok they have it Baptized at home, 
but never in the ſame Room where it is born, for that they hold un- 
clean. The Conſponſors or God-fathers being come to the Church 
Porch , the Prieſt meets them and repeats the Benediftion. The 
Godfathers deliver 9 Wax-candles to the Prieſt , which he places 
round about the Font afterwards turning about toward the Eaſt 
mutters outa Verſicleor two, then taking the Incens-pan goes round 
aboutthe Font , which done he ſings a Pfalm or Hymn , making a 
brief Oraizon, and after that demands the name of the Infant which 
is delivered him in writing. So ſoon as he has read the Billet , askes, 
whether the Child beleeves in the Sacred Trinity ? and , Whether 
he utterly Forſake the Devil, &c. To which they confidently reply 
in the Affirmative. Then the Prieſt pronounces this Adjuration, Get 
thee hence, than untlean Spirit , and make way for the Holy Ghoſt, Then he 
takes the child into his Arms, blowing three times in his Face , and 
making a croſs upon his Head, dips it three times in Water, Saying, 
Tbaptize theein the Nameofthe FATHER , andofthe SON , andofthe 
Hory GunosrT. Having thus plunged the Infant, he puts ſome 
Saltinto it's mouth , anointing the Fore head , Breaſt and Hands 
with conſecratcd Oil , and then draws a clean white ſhirt over it's 


Body, which done he faith, Nowrhou art cleanſed from thy Sins. _ 
| V O 
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of all he hangs a Croſs about it's neck of Gold , Silver , Tin , or 
Ivory , with the Image of ſome Saint , to whoſe Patronage he is ſpe. 
cially committed and commended, and ſo the Sum of this Sacrament 
is performed. The Water is thrown away into a Cave of the Earth , 
becauſe if is impure. If any Perſon be ſo tar beſotted , as to become a 
Proſelyte and embrace their Religion , he muſt renounce his former 
Baptiſm, and be rebaptized after their manner , firlt ſpitting 3 timcs 
over his ſhoulder in token of Abhorrency of his former Errors. 

The Sacrament which we call Czna Domini , or the L. Supper they 
hold forth likewiſe as neceſſary to Salvation , receiving it in both 
kinds, yet notas is uſual among thoſe of the Reformation , for the 
break the Bread into the Wine , which the Communicant takes with 
a ſpoon. This Sacrament is alſo adminiſtred to Children , and all 
under the Notion of Tranſubſtantiation, altho not in ſo full a Sence 
as the Romaniſts, The Sick do likewiſe partake of this Sacrament , 
which is given them upon their Death - bed , as the Hoſt in the 
Church of Rome. 

Confeſſion is alſo a Sacrament held forth by them , and is much 
aiter the manner of the Church of Rome , andare injoyned to Penance 
according to the Nature and mn of the Sin , which they obey 
wondrous well, and ifthe Crime be very Hainous, they waſh them- 


ſelves at the Rp. 
They have alſo their weekly and annual Faſts ; Four times in the 


year happens the latter , in which they ſhow themſelves outwardly 
zealous , agreeable to the literal Injunction of the Church ; bur are 
atno time ſo looſe and wanton as then , paſling away the time in 
Drinking, Dancing, Gaming W horeing , and whatnot ? Notime, 
nay all the time in the year round affoards not more news of Murther : 
and ſince the Main Faſt happens in the Winter , there are many ſo far 
beſotted that they are not able to find the way home , but dropping 
aſleep by the way are ſo frgzen to death ; whence ( if they eſcape the 
Wolf and Bear) they are carried to the Zemski Precaus,and trom thence 
to the Bog2i Dome , of which we have already made mention.

A Ruſiatogether with the ſeveral Kingdoms and Principalities __ 


is ſubje& to one Sovereign Monarch , whom they call * Cpazr. Janlas 
i10n 0 


The name of the Emperour when I was there, was CMlexie Michailowits cf 


Romancu,that is, CMlexius, Son of Michael, Roman, for ſo they uſe that * From 
Patronymic Roman , from Ivan Bafilowit7 , or Joannes Baſilides , who je 


was a Reman by deſcent , and of Imperial Lineage. The Arms of the «=o 
Emperour are as follows. Czlar, 
Sol , an Eagle diſplayed with 2 necks , Seturn , in chicf a Mitre Imperial Mars , On the 


Nombril, onan Eſcutcheon Fupiter, the Chevalier Saint George, armed proper, and mounted 
ona Horſe Lane, under his feet a Dragon Venus. 


The Czar is abſolute Sovereign and Lord , conferring Dignities 
and Honours, Subordaining Miniſters of State and Officers whether 
Civil or Military , Coining Money , raiſing and leſſening the Value of 
the ſame. Making Peace and Proclaiming War at his own diſcretion, 
and in ſhort whatſoever any King inthe World can claim as Prero- 
guative, His Title is as follows. 


ALEXIUS Michailowitz Romanow , by the grace of GOD 
Emperour of the Greater , Leſs and White Ruſha, Lordof Moſcou, 
Kief , Wolodimeraand Novogorod, Czaar of Caſan , Czar of 
Aſtrachan, Czar of Syberia , Lord of Pletckow , Great Duke of 
Smolensko, Tweer, Jugoria, Permia, Weatka , Bulgaria, &c. 
Lord and Great Duke of Novagarada within the Low - Countreys of 
Zernigou, Rheſan, Roſtof,Jeriflaw, Belobſcria Udoria,Obdoria, 
Condinia , and abſolute Sovereion of the Northern parts as alſo of 
Iveria, Cartalinia, Graſinia, Carbadinia, Kirkaſſia and Georgia,

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ſumptuous, and Houſe-keeping very Royal, beſides the vaſt Char- 
ges in maintenance of the Szrelizzers , who are exattly and duly 
aid. 
f Their Laws , as we have elſewhere faid , are very rigorous againſt 
MalefaCtors, and quite different from other Nations. The ff and 
lighteſt is the Bazzoki , which is when the Patient is to lie upon his 
beily, then come two men , one ſitting down upon his Neck and the 
other upon his GBs » Whobeat him cill the Judge or Othcer com- 
d up. The Knutten is a Puniſhment of a higher 
degree , and ſuch as uſually thoſe that ſell Brandy, Metheglin or To- 
bacco without a ſpecial Licenſe from the Cjar , are puniſhed with , and 
is after this manner : The Executioners Servant takes the patientand 
{trips him from the middle downwards , and takes him upon his 
back , which done the Executioner with a ſcourge of Thongs made 
of a raw Elks-hide dried gives him a certain number of ſtripes , ac- 
cording to a Ticket which is delivered him immediately before he 
takes the —_—_— his hand. This puniſhment 1s exceeding ſevere, 
and yet not ſufficient to ſuppreſs continual ſmuckling , and ſelling 
by ſtealth , which the more they are puniſh'd and threatned ,» the 
more eager theyaretodoit: The Executionerand his Office are not 
there ſo contemptibleas with us , for it is ſometimes purchaſed by 
the moſt wealthy Merchants in the Land. Other Crimes are puniſhed 
with Chapping off a Hand or a Foot, and ſometimes only a Finger 
according to the enormity of the crime. Falſe Coiners have liquid 
mettal poured down their T hroats : and Raviſhment of Virgins | or 
as our Laws call it a Rape by, expiated by gelding of the Delinquant, 
of which it he recoyer welland good, but it is very rare that any does.

N the 18 of April being Palm-Sunday was celebrated a great 

Feaſt , wherein was much Triumph and Joy manifeſted with 
Arches and Pageants, amongl(t which was our Savior his mariner of 
riding to /eruſalem. 'I his Solcemmity was performed with an infinite 
number of People , and led by the Emperour himſclf in Perſon , at- 
tended with all the Byjars and the greateſt perſonages about Court. 
The Patriarch fat upon a Horſe apparelled all in wiute , repreſenting 
the L. Jeſys Chriſt. The Cz being ſupported by two Byers , led.the 
Horſe by theBridle,being richly apparreled,with an Imperial Diadem 
upon his Head. The Patriarch , as was faid before , was arrayed 
with a long white Stole , witha Hierarchichal Infula or Mitre upon 
his Head , richly ſet with Pearls. In his right Hand was a Croſs of 
Gold ſet with Diamonds and precious ſtones, with which he ſigned 
the Multitude that came thronging to him with great Revercnce and 
Devotion, Heſat croſs over the Horſe, which Horſe was ſet out with 
ſplendid Trappingsand richly Cappariſon'd , after the manner of au 
Aſs. Oneach ide the Patriarch went ſeveral Biſhops; and the Supe- 
rior Clergy , with white Surplices , Having Thuribles. The 
Hoſt, the Chalice , the Pax , Books , Bells , Tapours and other 
things uſed at Maſs, beſides a great number of Flags. The Way from: 
the palace to the Creſcent was all laid with Red-cloath. Here it was 
where the Patriarch firſt took Horſe : the Horſe being there tied to 
a pale. After the Patriarch follow the Bojars , bearing a huge Tree, 
woven and wound with Silk and Ribbons , as alſo many ſorts of 
Fruits thereto annexed. Herein fate ſeveral litle Childrea , with 
Apples , green Twigs and Branches.

Arrival Onthe6 dite we came into the River 0ka, making a deep and broad 
£700 ſtream where it unites withthe a4o/que, Here we ſaw a very fair Vil- 
lage called Dydenof, by ſome Gedzpo,and about the Evening we arrived 
at the Wharf where the Ship Eagle lay , having the Imperial Paludi- 
ments on her Stern. We were very kindly received by the Heer 
Cornelius Boeckioven Coll: and Mr. Lambert the Maſter, who expreſſed 
greatjoy for our arrival. Beſides thoſe were other Officers preferred 
aboard the Ship , to wit Monſr. Stark Lieut. Coll. 2 Captains , a 
Chirurgeon a Jeweller,an Interpreter , and a Purſer. Their Pay was as 
foll.ws, 
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Our whole Company conſiſted in 20 Dutch.

On the 12 we ſet Sail from Dydenof which was the Wharf where the 1.4xc. 
Ship Eagle was built, conduCted by the Col. Boekhoven about 2 leagues '***: 
downward. The ſame day in the Afternoon we came toa Town called 
Nicholo, where we found proviſion utcredibly cheap. Here I bought 
ſome Wild - fowl in the Market about as big as Wild-gees , for a 
* Kopeke the Couple, and fatisfyed my Chapman to the full. 

On the 13 we came to 0mwla , which isa Village about 40 | English 
Leagues from Dydenef. After two days Sailing we came to Pereſlaf , « *emy. 
which isa ſmall Ciry, rebuilt, as I have been told out of the Ruins 
of Reſanski , which formerly was a famous Town , ſurprized by the 
Tartars , demoliſhed , and the Inhabitants, removed to Pereſlaf. 

On the 17 we came cloſe to Reſanski where we viewed the Ruins of 
the City, which teſtified the former Greatneſs and Strength of the 
Town.From hence we failed to theEaſtern ſide of the River, where we 
law many famous Houſes and ſtately Buildings, with Fair Orchards 
and Groves. 

On the 18 we ſaw many goodly Towns and Religious Houſes, 

and at night arrived at Novoſolk; , a Place ſolely belonging to thc 
Arch-Biſhop. Here we bought proviſion , and all kinds of Refreſh- 
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ments that the place affoarded , finding all things very chcap and 
good : and from hence we-ailed away paſling by Schilko , Tericho, 
Tinersbo Slavada , Koponaw and other fair Fowns. 

On the 22 we cameto Kaſſzeme-gorod , a beautifull litle City , and 
the Reſidence of Prince Reskirsy. Our Captain and Maſter intended ' 
to viſit the ſaid Prince, and for that end came here to Anchor , but 
coming aſhoar underſtood that he was departed for Afoſcou , with the 
old Princeſs his Mother. However they went to view the Palace, 
and were magnificently entertained by the ſteward , of whom after 
the Exchange of ſome Rarities on both ſides , by way of Preſents, they 
took their leaves. K affizme-gorod has been formerly a Hold of the 
Tarters, but the preſent Prince at the age of 12 ycars ſurrendred it 
up to the ng Duke of AMeſcovy , whom he as then obtained to be

On the 23 we ſailed paſt many fair Villages , Churches , Mona- 
ſtcries and other Houſes built for Religious uſes , coming the next 
morning to anchor before Leshi , which 1s a very great Towa , but 
not walled. 

On the 24 we came before cAtorwme , a Town inhabited partly b 
Ruſes and partly by Mord win-Tartars whoſe Countrey begins here , af. 
though both the City Morwmaand the Circumyacient Land-hip is at 
preſent under ſubjeCtion of his Majeſty of Ruſſia ; 

On the 27 we failed by Prewas Palo and ſome other leſſer Towns. 
Near this Place are two Rivers which vent themſelves into the Wola, 
the one called Morſng Reka on the ſtarboard-, and the other XKleſnaon 
the larboard-fide in ſailing downward , which laſt comes from the 
City Y/olodomur. The Bank on the one fide is very high Land, 
and ſteep , yet above level and fair Land ; but to the Northward 
the Bank is level with the Water , and the Land woody and deſert, 
nether inhabited nor tilled to any purpoſe. | 

On che 28 weſailcd paſt Ibuilers , and Troitshe , dropping anchor 
before $lowoda. R 

On the'z4 we ſet Sail and came that day before Dudwire , where 
we were forced toremain 4.daysand 4 nights , by reaſon of the tem- 
peſtuous weather. 

The borſtrous Winds and Rain ſomewhat abated we ſet fail, and 
on the 3 of June came before Nofwnki , and the 8 before the great

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City Niſen Novogorod, ſituate on an angle of the great River Molge, 
which is there conjoined with the 0ke. 

Niſen-gored lies in the Latitude of 36 degr. and 28 min, under a 
wholſomeclimat , and in a fertileCountrey. Ir is well fortified with 
Walls, Bulwarks, Towers, Men and Ammunition of War. About 
2 [ English} miles without the City live more Inhabitants than within, 
being Ruſſes and Tarters , but in ſubjection to the great Duke. The 
Germans had formerly built two Churches here, one for the Lutherans 
and another for the Calviniſts, both which went to decay upon their 
leaving the Town. Ir is here very cheap living , and all things neceſſary 
for the ſuſtenance of Human Bodies may be procured at caſy Rates. 
The Paſtures abound with Cattel the Villages with Poultry , the 
Woods with Veniſon , the Rivers with F iſh , and the Land with 
Corn, Fruit, Roots and Plants. Butter we bought there for 10 g!. 
the 100 1b,[ which is after the rate of 24 per pound Jand yet weeſteemed 
that the deareſt Purchaſe we bought there. We bought there a good 
ſort of Linnen for 2 ftivers the Ell, which ſerved us well for ſhirting 
and other uſes aboard the Ship. And by reaſon of the Cheapneſs of 
.Proviſion and all neceſſaries, we received here 6 Moneths pay : and: 
becauſe that they had here an excellent Ropeyard , the Heads of 
our Company thought good to leave the Lieutenant Scheek with our 
chief Boatswain , to look after ſome Ropes which we had given 
order to be made , asalſo to fit us with new Anchors. 

On the 21 dit» we put off from Niſe» and left the Folgs. This

15 reputed one of the greateſt and longeſt Rivers in the whole World, ,j.rive 


raking it's beginning 1n the higheſt Mountains of Nova-Zembla , run- 
ning paſt /er:/af, or leriſlaw , Tweer and othereminent Cities, whence 
with many Windingsand Turnings it runs through the Land till it 
comeat cAſtrachan , where it divides it ſelf into ſeveral Heads like 
the Nile, and ſolooſes it ſelf into the Caſpian Sea, recerving by the way 
many great and navigable Rivers, and thoſe moſtly on the North- 
eaſt ſide : from whence by reaſon that the River receives it's Water , 
it is ſubje& to riſing and falling , as at re it 1s at higheſt, 'and 
in ly begins again ſuddenly to decreaſe , inſomuch that it 1s in 
all places full of Banks and Sand-beds , as hereafter , in the purſuit 
of my Journal ſhall more particular and ample mention be made; 
whereas when it is increaſed toit's heighth , one may fail over ſeveral

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Iſlands. This ſaid River is in ſome places more than 3 | English | miles 


broad, and proving in other places very narrow makeing at each ſide 


of the River 2 Whurl-pool, which cannot be avoided without great 
difficulty. The courle of this River from Niſen to Caſan is moſtly 
Eaſtand South-Eaſt ; but from Caſanto Aftrachan and ſo to the Mare 
Hyrcanwm , Or Caſpian vca altogether South. Oneach ſide the River 


* you have for the moſt part very good Land and many fair Towns, 


as-I have already noted , whoſe Inhabitants are ſedulous in their 
Husbandry , andare well ſupplyed with the particular Products of all 
the ſeveral Landſhips adjacent on this noble River , as alfo with 
many forts of excellent Fiſh. In times paſt the Wo{za was much in- 
commodartcd by the C:/aki of Don , who being very ſtrong in ſmall 
ſhipping , would ſometimes , ſurprize , aſſail and take the Ruſian 
Fiſhermen and Szrougs. 

On the 22 we paſled by the Iſlands Thrinski and Swbſinski , but to- 
wards the Evening were fain to drop anchor , by reaſon of the many 
Sands and Banks. 

On the 23 we weighed but found our Anchor faſt among the Roots 
ofthe Trees , which coſt us ſome painsto get clear. About mid-day 
we got the Iſland Dvoploy, about 3 in theafternoon Hvſs , and about 
the Evening Kremonsky , where we anchored, 

On the 24. we proceeded forward and got Parmino, where we took 
in Proviſion , which we found very good and of a low Price. From 
hence welooſed, and failed by many pleaſant Iſlands, Towns ,and 
an Excellent proſpe&t from Land, which was ſtored with Cattel , 
fruitful Dales, Woods, Meadows, Currents and whatſoever natural 
Delights that may content the heart of Man. 

Onthe 29 dize we came to Y/aſili-gorod a litle Town on the Weſt 
{ide of the Wolga, and becaule it was herea level Countrey we tooke the 
heighth of the Ari Pole, which we found 55 deer. and 50 min. 
above the Horizon. This ſaid Town was then without Gates or 
Walls, andis built moſtly of wood, fave only Public Edifices, and 
Religious Houſes, which are there but few , ſince it has not been 
long 1n poſleſſion and ſubject tothe C7ar , or great Duke of Moſcovy. 
On the South-ſide of YYaſigored , is a litle River called the Sowra, 
which here guſhes out with a violent ruſhing and buzzing into the 
Volga, 

Above 
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Above VV afiligorod begins the Land of the Ceremich Tartars which At 
extends it ſelf out as far as Caſay. Thoſe again are divided into two 1669. 


ſorts of _— ; The one ſort is called XN agorni, whichare thoſe that 
inhabit the hilly Countrey , and the other Lugowy who dwell moſtly 
in the Valleys. T he former follow altogether Paſtuxage, the latter Agri- 
culture, for which they have a happy Land , bleſſed with a fertile Soil. 
The Inhabitants are a rude and barbarous People, utter ſtrangers to 
good Manners and Learning. They ſpeak for the moſt part the Ruſſian 
Language , but ſome places there are where they ſpeak Tartarian, and 
in other places they have a peculiar Tongue of their own. They are 
the moſt ſtupid Heathens that I have yet ſeen in all my 3 Voyages, 
have neither Sence nor light of a Divine Power. Houſes of Worſhip, 
and Prieſts, Reſurre&tion, Heaven and Hell are things they never 
heard of, nor nor will ever learn to know what they are. However I 
may not be ſogeneral but that I = except ſome , who have ſome 
light and knowledge of an immortal God , and ſuch an oneas has the 
dire&ion of all; but only rules themas.a King upon Earth does his 
Subje&s. They are further of Opinion that there are Devils orevil 
Spirits , whoſe power 1s limited and circumſcribed , and that the 
cannot do any miſchief faveonly1in this Life , for theſe doubt mich 
about the RefurreCtton , and for this end they do Sacrifices to them 
as do the Madagsſears that they ſhould do them no harm. They tell 
you of aſtrange Water by the means whereof the Prince of the Devils 
comes in horrible and moſt ugly ſhapes , for which they dread , as 
Children do Bugbears they never ſaw. To that Immortal Deity and 
divine Eſſence they offer up all manner of Beaſts as Oxen , Horſes ; 
and Sheep, which when they do, they take the Hide and ftretch it 
out upon a Rack madeon purpoſe,making thereby a Fire, over which 
they hang the Fleſh to boil, When 1t has ſeethed long enough, they 
take outa Bowl of the Pottagein theone hand , and a Bowl of Me- 
theglin in the other , and throw them both upon the hide upon which 
it falls into the Fire , Saying , Accept 0 God this Offering at my Hends 
and be pleaſed to hear my Praiers ; which Praiers do commonly import 
their own Health or the increaſe of their Cattel. So that their main 
Opinion about that God is only that he 1s a good-natur'd and bene- 
volent Lord, and the Devil malevolent , which 1s all that may be 
gathered from them. Others I have we tony Worſhip the Sun, 
X 2 Fire, 


— 
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Fire, and Water. Ceremonies about the Dead I could never perceive 
any, faveonly that when = eminent Man among them comes to dy, 
they make a Feaſt of Horſe-tleſh , at which all the neareſt Relations 
are preſent, and the Corps given to a ravenous Beaſt called Brigge- 
chol ; which I have notelſewhere ſeen : That done they hang up his 
Veſtments upon a Tree in memory of him, as we do Eſcutcheons, .and. 
this was all I could learn of my ſelf , or from the Obſervations of 
others that had been longer and further within Land. Their Habit is 
as courſeas their Breeding , moſtly of Skins or a kind of Canvas.”Their 
Upper-coat comes down only tothe Thighs, and their Breeches and 
Stockings allone. Thoſe that are married ſhave their Heads , but 
whitft ſingle they let their hair grow , butall in one Tutt, which they 
commonly ty.up.inaball above their head , or plate it , as our Jockies 
do ther Hoels tails. The Women wear alſo courſe Garments having 
their faces muffled up totheeies : but more quaint is.the Habit of a 
Young-woman ready to- marry , who beſides other od accoutre- 
ments wears a piece of Wood, ſhaped like a horn dire&ly upon her 
Fore-head , aboutanEll in length, and at the ſmall end a litle Bell. 
Circumciſion they have not yet learn'd from the Twrks or Jews , nor 
yet Baptiſm from the Chriſtians ; but have ſome few Ceremonies 
about the naming of their Children , which is done when they are 
about half a year old. Polygamy is in uſe among them , and that 
without any order orregard to nearneſs in Blood ,. for it has been well 
known that the Father takes the Daughter and fo procreates Iſſue , 
and the Son the Mother , after the manner of the Cingaleezes in 
Ceylon , where the Father about marrying his daughter out , be- 
reaves her of her Virginity , ſaying , Should I plant 4 Tree. and net

1659. well built, fortified and ſince the uproar of the Caſaks , the Garriſon 
better ſupplied with men than before. Having diſpatched here we 
weighed anchor, andon the 3 of dizro, gain'd the Ifland Coſin where 
we were faſt again', but without much difficulty got clear. We 
ſailed that day paſt Swndir , a handſome litle Town , and dropp'd 
anchor before Cokſchaga : looſing thence we were fain to caſt out our 
Fore-anchor to hale over a Foord , which was 10 Dutch leagues long, , 
and found work enough to bring the Veſſel over , however after 
much pains taken we gaind the Deep , without any damage to 
the Ship. He 

Onthe 4 we came paſt the Shallow places , and before YYolef ke 
were faſt again , where we were fain to caſt anchor and wind our 
ſelves off. At night we lay before Swiarkhi, which is a fortify'd Town, 
having many fair Churches and Monaſteries within walls. 

Onche5 we weighed anchor and ſet Sail , having a brisk Gale, 
which in 3 hours time , orleſs brought us before the River Caſanka, 
from which River the City and Kingdomof Caſan have their name , 
here we came to anchor where ſome ſmall Shipping belonging to that 
place , aiming to enter the River ,ran againſt our Bow and ſome 
fell overboard. | 

Here about is a very fair Countrey and as fertile as any that evey 
I have ſeen in all my Life. Itis moſtly low arable and medow ground 
overflown once a year upon the ſwelling of the River YYeolzs. On the 
Banks of this ſaid River are variety of Fruit trees of many kinds, 
which grow in whole groves together and wild, for a hundred Dutch 
Leagues , as Haſle-nuts , Cherries 3 or 4. ſeveral ſorts, Black, White 
and Red Currans,8&c. That part of Caſay which lies moſt within Land 
formerly belonged to the Tartars , but the Inhabitants ſpeake the 
Ruſian Language , which was firſt brought in when the Countrey 
was conquered by the Ruſſes , as ſhall be hereafter ſaid. They do not 
convert any man to flavery, nor make that their Trafhc, as do the 
Nagay the Crim-Calmuc-and Dageſtan-Tartars , for if they had they might 
have fold me when with other two of our Ships - company I was 
under their Hands , and that above 3 leagues within Land , where 
on the contrary we found them civil after their Manner , for they 
gave us Bread and Milk to cat.

of avery wide extent ;- bounded 'on the North with Syberia , on the 
Eaſt with Nazaye , and on the South with the River Y/olge. T his 
Countrey was formerly very populousand able to bring a great Army 
to field, as in recorded of their famous Expeditions againſt the Ruſſes; 
but ſi2ce depopulated , made watt and ſubdued, by Baſilius Ivanoaitz, 
who overcame theſe Caſar-Tarrars in a very bloody Battail ,- and aiter 
that ſo notable a Conquelt ſet a Vice-Roy. "This 77ce-Roy , although 
a Czſan- Tartar, wasalways more loyal to the Czar , than favourable 
to. his own Countreymen ; which occaſioned great murmurings and

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4VULY. ''Tartars for their aſliftance , who were UMahometans. Theſe made not 
266% muchdelay, but on a ſudden raiſed a mighty Army , which incorpo- 
rating with the Rebells gave the Vice-Koy battail , and gain'd the 
Field , and purſuing the ſucceſs of the day invaded the Emperours 
Territories. The C74 in the mean while being informed by Expreſs 
that the Hoſttlity _— Field,had put theFarces under Condutt of 
the Vice-Roy to flight , and that they approached with a great 
Body , helevied as greatan Army as he could do with fo ſhort war- 
ning , and ingaged with the Tarzers in open Field. But the Hoftility 
increaſing more and more, what with their own Nation , and 
what with the Malecontents within the Ruſſian Juriſdiftion , were 
almoſt 15 to 3, and after a ſhqrt but very hot Battel the Empe- 
rour was fain to flee and betake himſelf to Novogorod. The Tartars 
ſeeing themſelves Maſters of the Field , fag ws forward to Moſco 
which they attacqued , took in and plundered. However the 
Cittadel Cremelens held ſtoutly forth all the time, without making 
Propoſals or Artides upon which they wonld ſeem willing to ſur- 
render it , till at laſt finding themſelves not in a capacity to hold 
forth they gave it over , upon very honourable Conditions as to 
themſelves, but diſadvantageous Terms for the = Duke himſelf, 
and che City of Moſcow. Shamefull was this Loſs to the Emperour , 
and no leſs ground of Honour for the Vi&oryto the Hoſtility , who 
now as it were ina moment had regained all their Freedoms which 
from time to time before they had loft. Right loath was the Czar to 
give his aſſemt to the Conclutions of the Treaty, but was at laſt com- 
pelled to ſign it with his own hand , partly for that his Bojars and 
Council preſſed him to it , and partly upon his own conſiderations, 
how that his Countrey in all probability would in caſe he continued 
refractory be overrun, and he himſelf with all his Race be ſecluded 
fromthe Monarchy. The Tartarieans had 2 Generals , Brethren and 
equall in command , wherxeofthe elder called Mendl: erit7 , erected 
a Statue in CMoſcou , towhich he obliged and njoyned the Moſcovians 
co pay certain _ The younger called Sapgeri: marched on 
for C:/an where he had his Reſidence, thinking, that becauſe it had 
—y been a Soveraignty, and that the Footsſteps and Reliques of 
awaſted Kingdom wereſtill apparent , he might the berrer ere& and 
reara new Monarchy upon the Foundations of an old.

the elder marched with his Army towards Rbeſen 5 well kndwing' 7ots. * 
that the great Power of that Province might check him, upon'oppor- '5* 
tunity. So ſoon as he was ſet down before the Town, he honifis the 
occalton of his coming , fent the Governour a Copy of the Articles 
ſigned by the C7ay , demands the Town, and willed him to furren- 
der. But the Governour ( who was a Gentleman both-of known 
Fameand Worth, in regard of his rare Condutt in ſeveral Battails 
at the Head of an Army ) let him know , That all the Infidels and 
Barbarians in the world ſhould not deterr him ſo far as to tranſgreſs his 
Duty , and Oath, ſince he himſelf had no ſuch Intelligence from his 
Lord, the Great Duke, and till he had Aſſurance of what the Tartarian 
General had adviſed him about concerning ſuch Articles , he would 
defend the Town and Cittadel. The General upon this Anſwer 
ſent him the Original of the prementioned Articles , and fo willed 
him to avoid Blood-ſhed : 'but the Governour detained the Meſſen- 
gersand kept the Schedule, refolving toſtand out the Siege.' Upon 
this the Tartars raiſed the Siege , and attempted to ſtorm the City; 
but thoſe within couragiouſly defended themſelves,and plard of their 
Canon together with an inceſſant ſhooting of Arrows,at the Enemy, 
that they were forced to retreat and remove the Siege to'another ſide 
of the Town, where ſome diſloyal &ufians had acquainted them that 
the place was weakeſt and conſequently the moſt eaſy to be ſtorm'd: 
however finding no hopes of gaining the Town, the Tartarian Gene- 
ral ſent a Herauld to urge the Governour to reſign' the Papers , de- 
claring himſelf thereupon willing to draw off his-Forces,, ' which the 
Governour refuſing the General left the Town.” Several Narratives 
were ſent off to Moſcow , which occaſioned a general Joy, *and incou- 
raged the Townſmen to revolt , and unanimouſly fall upon the 
Garriſon , who being incapable to make reſiftance were fain to 
ſubmit and beg Quarter. The Statue of Mendligeritz was alſo pulled 
down and broke to pieces in deteſtation' of his Tyranny. The C7aar 
immediately upon theſe news gathered all the Forces he could , which 
when drawn to field amounted to 25 000 Men , and marched forward 
to C:ſin, where he gave the Tarterians Battail; and after a hot fight 
gain'd the Camp, the Enemy retiring into the Weſtern Provinces of 
Tartary , ſhortly after the C7ar died , without the performance of any 
honorable atchieyment , ſave that during the time of his Reign, Bur 
; | Ivan 
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Lyn Baſolewits \ ſon to the deceaſed Emperour , ſecing the good 
footſteps of his Father , and perceiving a ſure foundation, Levies 
a new Army and recruits the Old with well experienc'd Germans; 
but having no truſty Perſon to whom hedurſt commit the new Army 
as Commander in'chiet, hejoyns the Forces,himſelf leading marches 
ſoin the Head to Caſa» , which City when. he had belieged 8 weeks 
and loſt many men , fearing likewiſe that A might come 


to aſlift them he gave them Offers of Peace , which nevertheleſs the 


Ter t4rs would not accept, expeting ſuccour from the Field-Army. 
Tvan Beflowitz thought it high time exther to take up the Siege or to 
ftormitonafudden; which laſt he reſolved upon and accordingly, 
ſetl70 German Pioneersat work, who did the work fo effectually and 
w:thoat difcovery of the Enemy within, that they had under - mined 
the Northeaſt Gate inthe ſpace of 24 Hours or leſs , and thereupon 
blew it up: which done the Myſcowens ſurprized them within and 
made themſelves Maſters' both of the Town and Cittadel. The 
Townsmen obtained Quarteralthoug the Great Duke had threatned 
the Contrary , for thatthey had twice rebelled againſt the Imperial 
Crownand of their own accord ſent ſuccour to the Enemy , when it 
was not in the leſt urged fromthem. The Czar being now Maſter of 
Caſav fortified it with a ftrong Wall, Towers and Bulwarks. But 
now to our preſent Journal. 

After the Deputy of Cefan had throughly vifited our Ship , and 
well entertained by our O fheers aboard, he departed with the Metro- 
politan afhoar, and entteated us all to come up to Caeſar , which we 
did, andreceived a rect | kindneſs from him there. When we 
returned aboard the Mobile followed us with Muſic and Daucing a 
good part of the way. 

On the 10th we reecived a good Quantity of Lead aboard , which 
we were to unload at Afrachan. 

On the 13") I got permiſſionof the Officers to go up to Caſas to buy 
ſome Biſcake for my 6vn 'uſe , which I had for a mean price , and 
having much more than I could uſe, I fold it and got a confiderable 
profit, as well of the Officers as the Foremaſt men, for we were to take 
care for our own Y i&ualling. 
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CHAP. XL 


Departure from Caſan, The ſtrange manner of taking Fith. ' Cities demoliched 
by Tamerlan. The Ship run faft aground. The Salt-Pans , and manney of 
making Salt. Difficult Sailing in the Wolga, A New City buals for defence 
againſt Robbers and Pyrates. The great abundance of Liquirice «bout Aſtrachan, 
The Land of the Calmuc-Tartars, 


EY: the 17 ditto leaving Caſay, welet Sail and that morning were 


aground 2 ſeveral times , but without much diffic got _ 


clear again. 

Onthe 18 we came cloſe to an Ifland called Staritzo , where we 
anchored , our Pilot went aſhoar to view the faid Ifland and coming 
about 3 furlongs within land found ftones , of the ſhape and bigneſs 
of Lemmons which being broken had within the fimilitude of a ſtar, 
but thoſenot all alike in Colour , for ſome. were like Gold , others 
like Silver, and others of a Yellow and "Tawny colour. This Iſland 
is ſituated in 45 degr. 31 min. being of it ſelfabout 3 Durch Leagues in 
length and 2 broad. 

na the 19 wegot the Iſland Potenst; where we came to anchor expe- 
—_ thata great ſtorm would come on. - 
 Uponthe 22 we failed paſt the Buyzme which is a branch of the fa- 
mous River Lance being about 12 Dutch Leagues from. Caſan. This 
ſame River has it's Riſeor Fountain about Chambretoky which lies to 
the North-ecaſt of Caſar. 

Here we met with a company of Fiſhermen of whom we 
bought ſome Bream, which they take in great Abundance, and after an 
od way, which if time had permitted us we would have learned. 

On the 23 we came toa very pleafantCoaſt where we went to aſhoar, 
and found there the Ruins of a great City which had been made waſt 
by Tamarlan. While we lay hereit began to blow very hard , and the 
next day we were fain to keep at anchor. In the.mean time I went 
with ſome of our Ships Company to the Hill Arbxchin., where 
we found the Ruins of another Gity » bearing one name with 
the faid Hill. In aſcending the Hill we found a great ſtone 
with this Inſcription in old Ruiz» Words and Letters , IF 
THOU WILT REMOVE, THOU SHALT m—_ 
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LOSE THY PAINS. Some Ruſiars had a mind to ſee what would 


come of it, and after long digging and much ſtruggling at laſt got 
it turn'd over, but, inſtead of finding a Treaſure, met with another 
Motto , which was, THOU ASS GO SHAKE THY EARS. 
This vexed them fo that they rather willed to letit ſtand in that po- 
ſture,, than take.the.pains to ſet itas it was before, todeceive others. 
The Eandroundaboutis very fairand withall of a fat Soil, yet not 
cultivated, for there are no "> mpg , but the Relicts of ſeveral 
Towns and Villages, formerly depopulated by the famous Tamerlar. 
On the 17 we failed paſt the River and City of CM4roe , lying in 


.. the heighth of 5 4 degr. and 4.8 min, At the mouth of this River we 


were again ſet faſt , and after much labour , and all the means we 
could 1magine to be any, way 6% Yam , Wwe gave the Ship and Yacht 
both over for loſt , but in the Evening it began to Thunder , and 
abundance of Rain fell , that the River began to ſwell, and fo ſet us 
adrift again. | ; 

On the 29 we came before Calmaks, where were many Salt-pits and 
two new Towns. We found there ſeveral Pans where the Ruſflſes 
made their Salt , which they fetch out of great holt5ws and cavernal 
Rocks; this being boiled is ſent up the molgs in Stroughs , and fo 
diſperſed over the whole Countrey of CMoſcovis. T heſe Salt-pits 
keepabundanceof Men in imployment,and 1s no ſmall profit to the 
Overleers. | 

On the 30th weſet fail again, and after half an hours failing ran 
aground - Ky vr , whereafter much ado we gott off , but with 


the Loſsofan Anchor and 8o fathom of our Cable. 


The next day it began to ſtorm very hard , wherefore we thought 
good to come to anchor, far the River was here about very perillous, 
and ſo we were fain to continue till the 4 of Auguſt. 

On the 5 of Auguſt we came to Morrakzy where we ſaw abun- 
dance of Fiſhers , of whom we bought ſome Cavear , and Sturgeon, 
having as much of tkat Fiſhas 2o Men could cat for the value of 11 


ſivers | orone ſhilling ferl. ] Here we were forced to tarry for the 
A. ſpace Gy, Hours by reaſon of the hard Wind, lying near the Iſland 


Kiſtowato, where is a very ſhoaring or ſlanting ſtrand on both ſides, 
which makes the ſtream of the mga at that place very narrow and 
deep. Here we ſaw the; River Uſe which encampaſling "ae 
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almoſt round , empties it ſelf intothe Wolge. On each ſide this River 


is a fair and pleaſant Countrey ſo faras one can view : but we were 166g. 


informed by the R«ſſes that it was there very dangerous to travail by 
reaſon of Robbers, and the vagabond Coſats , who kept themſelves 
in the Woods, whence they ſometimes falley out in whole bands,and 
ſurprize Paſſengers. 'T he Coſaks alſo haunt the River, having Boats 
which are made long and ſmall, with which they row admirably ſwift. 
On one ſide of the Uſſaare ſome Mountains and amongſt thoſe one of 
an incredible heighth called Seriol Kurgan, where they fay an Emperor 
of the Tartars with 70 Kingsly buried , when they came up the #124 
with intent to invade Ruftz; watch Mountain being bare and rocky : 
they ſay that the Soldiers carried up ſo much Earthand Mold as was 
ſufticient. Some of thoſe Mountains are woody and other ſome bare 
ſtone and cliffs. 

On the 8 we ſailed forward and came to Sears, which is fo called 
from a certain River that runs through it z where it runs into the 
YPolga. The City is built four Square , and moſtly of Wood ; only 
the Churches and Cloyſters are built of ſtone. . 

The day following we ſaw the Mountain Coſak-trim , ſo called 
from the Coſaks which were there beat by the Moſcovian Army ; having 
ſadly moleſtedall the Countrey , under the ſuyjeSion of the C2gar , 
by a continual Plundering : but having at that time calves frak 
an overthrow could never {ince complete ſo great a Body , as might be 
any way obnoxious to the Rs//:ans. Behind Samara the Mountains are 
very hi h, but Coſat-krim ſurpaſſes all the reſt for heighth. About the 
going = of the Sun we failed paſt the Ifland Pant7ina and the next 
morning found our ſelves , as far as Sagenisho, 

On the 11 we failed paſt the Ifland Zazres , where we met divers: 
Fiſhers-boats and ſupplied our ſelves with freſh Fiſh. Here we had 
news that a great number of Coſac-Rebells wereentred the Ifland Satyry-- 
Poggere , at the mouth of the Y/o{ga, on the Caſþpiin Sea, and annoyed 
the River. 

On the 12 we ſailed by ſeveral Iſlands, namely Saſm9w, 0fin: ,- Schip- 
zamano Koltof , and others not inhabited. 

The next day we ſaw the Mountain Smiowa , winch m their Lan-- 
guage isas muchas toſay , a Snake, or Dragon., having it's name 
as I conjeQure from. its ſimilitude of a Snake : ng up into A” 
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and falling down again into gaps like a ſerpent when he creeps. Al- 
though the &ſſes as alſo the Inhabitants tell us a Fable of a famous 
Cavalier who went out to kill a monſtrous Animal likea Snake , that 
waſted all the Countrey round about,and devoured every day 5o Men 
fora Break-faſt. The Knight having killed the ſerpent it was meta- 
morphoſed intoa Rock which is now this Mountain. 

T he day following we came betore Sararof , where we caſt anchor, 
This Cirylie in 52 degr. 12 min. in a valley upon a Branch of the 
VYotgs , onthe larboard ide in failing down , and 1s only inhabited by 
a Military Officer and a Garriſon of Soldiers to free the River and 
Countrey of the Coſacks and Calmwe - Tartars , whoſe Countrey 1s 
bounded here. Theſe Calmcks are the moſt ougly and miſhapen 
People 1n the World , worſe favoured by far than the Hotenrors or 
Moors, whichare Angels in Compariſon of thoſe. Their Faces are 
broad and almoſt four ſquare , their noſes flat , their mouths reaching 
almoſt from one ear, to the other, their Eies long and ſmall , upon 
their Heads they wear a Quoif; the reſt of their Habit is ſufficiently 
denoted in the {loving Plate. They ſeldom go afoot but moſtly on 
Horſeback, as if they were Centaurs, for ſome of them do not only eat 
and drink butalſo fleepupon their Horſes. Their only weapons 1s the 
Long-bow which they uſe with an admirable Dexterity. "There is a 
continual enmity between thoſe and the Nagayavs , for they perpe- 
tually ſteal one anothers Children and Cattel , which they bring to 
Aftrachazto Market , for there they have 3 ſeveral market days , one 
forthe Ruſaans themielves , another for the N.agayans , and another 
for the Calmuc-Tartars , which 2 laſt-named may not come together, 
altho they be both Mahometans , and under the Juriſdition of the 
great Duke. The Calmuks dwell not in Towns as other People do, but 
travail all over the Countrey, pitching their Tents where they find 
a fertile fat Soil , which when their Horſes , Camels , Cows and 
{mall Cattel havecaten bare , they break up and march forward to 
fincl cut ſome other place, as Hiſtorie records of the Scythians , who 
without diſpute were the ſame People. Their chief and choice Diet 
1s Horſfe-fleſh , which they eat raw after they have rodea litle upon it, 
thruſting it between the Sadle and the Horſe. 

Upon the 15 of Auguſt we failed paſt 2 Iſlands, to wit, Criuſne and 
Saponoufks , as alſo by the Hill Solorregory , which is as much as to ſay 
| Gold- 
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Gold-hill , ſo called from a rich booty of Gold the Tartarians had once J0%*: 
taken A. a Caravan , which they divided among themſelves by EM 
cap - fulls. 

Dn the 16 dizro we came before the River Ruſlan on the left hand , 
right over againſt a round Hill called 7rak-ofk#arwl, from one Yrat , 4 
Tarterian Prince who lies there buried. This Beck comes from rhe 
famous River * Dos , upon which River thoſe that are called the * 77%ich 
Don-Coſaks have their being , which alſo is the Countrey and Reſi- w_ 
dence of Srenko Radzin. In the year 1668 the Ruſſes had build a new Tanais 
City at the Mouth of the River Ruſlan , to give a check to the Dow 9144 
Coſacks , who much annoyed the YYolga with their ſmall Boats , com- pe from 
ming down the faid River dayly in great Troops , and committed 4% 


; k courſe is 
many infolencies : However it ſeems not much available , for they =, 


have deviſed a new mean to ſhun the Fort and come into the YYolga North to 

bydrawing their Boats overland upon Wheels, which'they do for 7 $e Sta 

Dutch Leagues together, for the Countrey there is flat and even. bo lib, 2- 
The next day it began to blow very hard for which-reafon we were 

fain to remain that day at anchor , and on the 18" to fer fail having 

a gentle Gale which brought us before the City Czaritze , which 1s 

as much to ſay Ceſzrea, or rather ras + lying on the Right hand at 

the toot of a Hill. The City is in it felf not great, but very ſtrong mu- 

nited with 6 Ramparts , or Bulwarks , befides other Fortifications. 

The Garriſon 1s well maintained with Recruits of Srrelirzers , being 

a Place of great Truſtand Importance, eſpecially for that it lies upon 

the Tarterien Continent. 
On the 19 we came before the Place where C7areſ-gorod of old had 

ſtood , by the Ruins thereof we could obſerve that City had been 

built of Brick. It was demoliſhed beſides many others by Tamerlan the 


' Great. Theſtones have been of good uſe to thoſe of Afrachan , where- 


with they bujlt their Walls. Towers, Churches and Monaſteries. 
On the 20 we haled over ſeveral Riffs and ſhallow Foords , and at 
laſt ran our ſelves aground upon a ſand , where we ſtuck 3 hours 
before we could yet clear, From this place where we were faſt all along 
the Banks to Aſfrachan, grows great plenty of Liquirice , but all the 
Land to the Caſpian Sea wait,and not fitt for Tillage. 
On the 21 we got the Iſland YYeſaway , which we left on the 


Starboard-ſide, and that Evening came before Tzornogar, or Trornojar, 
being 
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being in regard of any requiſite occaſion in ſuch a place conſidera. 
bly ftroffg : it is environed with Palizados, and about an [ Englich 
mile without the Town. On each fide are ſeveral Watch-houſes, 
with Towers from whence they can ſee the Enemy at a diſtance , 
the Countrey being level and not Woody. The firſt occaſion of 
the building of this City was faid to be from a party of 400 Ceſacks 
which had ſpoiled a Ruſian Caravan, intercepting it between the 
Land and the Boats , where the Srrelitzers were , that were ap- 
pointed to Convoy it , and by reaſon that the ſtream was fo ſtrong 
that the Boats could not row againſt it , the ſaid Robbers made 
their eſcape with a very rich Booty. At that ſame time there was at 
Tzornoger 2 Perſian Arabaſſadour arrived with all his Moveables and 
agreatRetinue, intending for Moſcov. The ſaid Ambaſſadour came 
aboard our Ship and received Preſents trom our Officers , which 
although he willingly accepted , yet remunerated them with things 
of greater value and worth. 

On the 22 we ſet fail and ſaw the Mountain Pelownes where the 
Ruſſian Fablers ſay the Moon goes every night to bed , becauſe that 
over that Hill is always a great miſt. About 2 in the afternoon 
we got the Iſland KXizrzier in fight and ſpeeded our courſe fothat we 
gain'd the ſight of A/rachen before the Sun ſet. 

The 24 before noon by the grace of the Everlaſting GOD we 
arrivedat the long-wiſh'd-for A4frachan , where we for Joy fired all 
our Guns to the Aſtoniſhment of the Inhabitants, who had never ſeen 
2 Ship of that Burthen and Force before. From the day of our Arrival 
here, welay offin the ſtream cill the firſt of Seprember and then came 
up cloſe ro the Kay with our Ship and Yacht , thanking the AIl- 
mighty for his ſpecial Bounty , in delivering us through ſo many 
perils , and bringing us at laſt to our deſired Port.

Strachan lies upon the Dividing of Europe from Aſia , upon the dg 
Iſland Delgoy, in the Countrey of the Nagayan Tartars, where the, Sitzaios 
Northern Pole is elevated 46 degr. and 22 win. above the Horizon, Y Aus: 


and is about 50 Dutch Leagues from the Caſpian or Hyrcan Sea. It is 
environed with a thick ſtone wall , and that trme I was there furniſhed 
with 500 great Braſs Cannon, beſides a very ſtrong Garriſon , with 
Ammunition proportionable todefend it againſt the Tarters and Coſaks, 
who have often had a delign to retake it. It gives a very noble-pro- 
ſpect from abroad,with it's TREE andLoftyPiles of Buildings, 
'ortifications as to the Churches and 
Religious Houſes. Ir isa famous Town fer Traffic , frequented not 
only by all the Regions of Tartary adjoyning to the Caſpian Sea ; but 
alſo by Perſians , CArmenians and Indians, who bring their Goods and 
Merclandiſes in a certain ſort of Shipping which they call Boeſes, 
being about $o Tun burthena piece. But theſe Veſſels cannot Sail by 
traverſe, but alwaies before the Wind. Of all the ſeveral kinds of 
Merchandiſe which thoſe of TYfrachan deal in, Silk is thechicf, fo 
that this ſeems to be the fole Magazin of that Comodity , whence it 
1s re-exported up the Molge , and conſequently through the whole 
Ruſiian Habs, | 
Aftrachan has been formerly the Royal Seat of the Nagayaen Tartars 
but making a League with the Crim-and Caſan-Tariars was a means to 
detrude the King, and bring the People under the Subjeion of the 
Grand Czar of Moſcovia, for according to the Tenure of their Al- 
liance, each was obliged to aſliſt other , whether upon offenſiv or 
defenſiv Occaſions : ſo that Ivar Bafilowiiz , declaring war againſt 
thoſe of Ceſan, they were aſliſted by the Nageyans,who were beat in open 


field, and after both Armies defeated , ſeveral Holds belonging = 
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the Caſans were taken and demoliſhed. Aſtrachanat laſt it ſelf was be. 
ſieged and taken by ſtorm. by the ſaid Great Duke , the Tartarians dri- 
ven out , and peopled with Ruſians and a ſtrong Garriſon of that 
Nation. Afrachars, when in poſleſſion of the Tarters , was but a (mall 
town in compariſon of what it now 1s ,- for the Farther of the then 
Emperour when I was there had enlarged it by a 34 part , andcalled 
the Addition Strelizza gorod , that is the So[drer-Town, for it is moſtly 
inhabited by military perſons : and ſince that time it has been con- 
tinually augmented with new buildings. The Cuſtoms and Duties 
beſides the Bartering of Commodicies in this Citic is a conſiderable 


fir et profit for the Czar. The Air about Afrachan is very indifferent and 
þ a4 tolletable as toit's Temperature, neither rendred unwholſom by the 


Chan, 


ſcorching heat of the Summer Solſtice, cor in any caſe inſufferable 
for the penetrating Froſts in the Winter , as if this place had the 
benefit of two Climats, Hence is the Soil alſo very fertile and the 
Countrey fruQtiferqusbeyond ( Ilzdalmoſt ſaid.) any other Coun- 
trey in either of rhe cemperate Zones , if the People and Inkabnants 
had but rwo Advantages in cultivating it, which tend mainly to the 
Improvement and maintenance of Apgricukure , that is , an aſſured 
conſtant Peace , and the Myſteries of Husbandry which we have in 
the Weſtermoſt Countreys of Ewrepe, They bave many and various 
kinds of fele& Fruits , as Water-Lemmons , Oranges , Apples, 
Pears, Cherrys, Damzons, &c. The Vineyardsare1n a ſhort time 
very muchimproved, for before the year 1613 that Plantation was 
not known among them , till certain Perfan Merchants beſtowed a 
Vine upona German , but a Proſelyt and Monk of the Rufiian Church, 
which heplanted in aGarden belonging to the Monaſtery : the ſame 
Vine thriving ſo well, cauſed divers great Merchants to do the like 
whoſe indeavours had in the ſpace of 3 years that ſucceſs, that they 
omg the mp with 200 Pipes of Wine , and 5o Pipes of 

randy, upon which the {aid Emperour gave them all the Encou- 
ragement he could eo p_—_ that Iaudable beginning. 

The Nagayan-Tartars who tor the molt part inhabit the Champan 
land about and near #frachay, are not permitted to dwell in the City; 
nor may they fortify their villages with Walls or Towers : only by 
many Intreaties they haveabtained a Grant of fencing in their Tents 
with Stakes and Palizados, to ſecure themſclves from the gens 
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and. Infolencies of Night-Robbers 'and the Celmur-7 arters , who Ava 
ſometimes ſurprize them at anawares , and carry away both Men and 1699. 
Cattel. 'They have no faſt Towns, or Cities, but uſe Tents, as their 
Anceſtors have ever done. Their Tentsare built round, the Diameter 

of the fund being about 10 foot: theſe are twiſted with Reeds or Barks 

of Trees , and todefend them from the Rain covered with Felt. The 
Chimney is turned round witha Weather-cock; in the midle of the 
Tent they make the Fire , which is commonly of Cows-dung and 
ſmall Tw1gs dried together in the Sun about which they ſit , and as 
they are ready for a Nap drop down one after another. 

Aſtrachan being almoſt on every fide ſurrounded with ſuch a fruit- 
full Countrey , has good: plenty of all forts of Fruit brought every 
day to Market ; and thoſe very cheap. Melons I have bought 10 or 12 
forthe value of a penny and other fruits after a conformable Price. 
Fiſh and Fleſhthey have in better plenty than any where elſe I know 
inthe World. For the value of 34 I boughta huge Sturgeon, a Carp 
weighing 30 pounds, and 25 Herrings, greater and fatter thanever [ 
have ſeen in Holland. Pearch , Pike , Bream and Sardaks are there fo $ 

lentifully taken , that only poore people eat them , of which a 
mil of 8 Perſons may haveas muchas will ſuffice them , for the va- 
lue of 3 farthings. The fiſh Sandach is a great Rarity , -and proper 
only to the olga, and ſuch Rryers as run into it : being about the 
bigneſs ofa Haddock, and ſomething like it in taſt , but much more 
delicate and faſter , if taken about November and the 3 following 
Moneths. Their Beef and Mutton is exceeding good, fold ufually for a 
Farthing the pound. All kinds of Water-Fowl are very pleotiful 
and cheap, eſpecially a fort of Wild-gees and thofe we call Moſco- 
vy-Ducks which the Tartars take with Hawks , and bring them in 
ſach plenty to Market , that they may be had for a peny the dozen. 
The Tarrars who live chiefly by Fiſhing and Fowling ule alfo Hunt- 
ing, andin ſeveral woody Iſlands about 4frachan take many Wild- 
ſwine which are fed with Accorns, that being known for the belt malt 
that is, for Hogs. Theſe they alſo bring to 4ffrachan which by reafon 
that that Fleſh will take Salt well,they buy and ufe it aboard the ſhip- 
ping, that trade toand again in the Czſþian Sea , the more becauſe of it's 
cheapneſs for none but the Atoſeovians and Armenians buy it,the Perſians 
and Tartars themſelyes being moſtly CMahomerans , and therefore not 
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itted toeat it. Tobe brief, there is not tha thing which may 
Felightihe Pallat , but maybe had for a very mean and inconſide. 
rable price, and ata far eaſier rate than the courſeſt Diet which neccſ{- 
ſirated people muſt be content with in the Welt of Ewrope ; and if any 
man of a mean Eſtate could deny himſelf rhat __ of his Relations 
and Acquaintance in which everyone has more or lels ſolace, and re- 
tire thither, he may live as contentedly there as the greateſt Lord , 
or richeſt Merchant inthe World , who, as it were in taking Honey 
are frequently ſtung with the Bee , and in receiving Proſperity and 
Benefits from the right hand of Fortune, are as often buffteted with 
her left. However by way of exception muſt mind you of one thing, 
that the RuſGans are here ata great Loſs for Brandy,fince the promulga-. 
tion ofa LateEdi&t, the tenure and purport whereof was , That no 
Brandy ſhould bediſtilled there for a certain term of Years : but upon 
what inſight it was that moved his Majeſty to order ſuch an Interdi- 
tion I know not; unleſs to prevent the Srrelitzers , or Soldateſque, 
to forget themſelves fo far as tolet the Tarxtars, which ly on every ſide 
the City, to ſurprizethem with a ſudden Invaſion : for Brandy is 
notonly under a ſpecial Interdittion of being made there , but alſo 
the Importation prohibited to a certain Quantity, every-year, which 
makes the Ruſians the more to covet 1t , inſomuch that ſomerimes 
they have drunk all the Xabacks and Brandy-cellars in A4ſtrachay dry 
before 3 Moneths of 12 be about. At Niſen-Nowogorod we bought a 
meaſure , holding abouta Gallon for about 35h. 24. Jterl. which here 
when atcheapeſt 1s ſold for 5 o 5h. 

On the Weſt ſide of the YYolgais a great dry and waſt Heath called 
the Step , where they find abundance of good Salt , which is con- 
creted in the Sun., and thrown up on Heaps like Ice. This Salt is 
digged out of the Hollows and Caves of Rocks , and proves a very 
rich Commodity , being exported aſwell up the Y7elga into all parts 
of Moſioviaand Ruſſia, as Perſia, © Armenia, Tartery and other Coun- 
treys bordering upon the Hyrcan Sea. Every man 1s licenſ('d to fetch 
it that liſts, only allowing, Two pence ha f-penny for 80 Pound, for 
duty to the Emperour, 

In this Heath , or Wilderneſs, called the Szep is a ſtrange kind of 
Fruit found, named Beronez., or Barnitſch , from the. Word Boran, 
which isa Lamb in the R»ſFep Tongue becauſe of its form and fimili-

One of thoſe Skins isto 
be'ſten at the Houſe of Mr. Jo5n Swammerdam , in- Amſterdam , 2 
Gentleman famous for colleCtion of the Rarities of Nature from 
every place of the World : bur that of his he had from a Seaman thar 
had been formerly a Slave in Chine , where coming into a Wood , 
found of this Fruit, and broughtaway as niany Skins 'as made him a 
Coat. The Deſcription he gave of them ,' did very much agree with 
what the Inhabitants of Affracban informed'me of them: Ir grows- 
upon a low Stalk about 2 foot and a half high/, ſome higher , 
and is ſupported juſt at the Navel : the Head always hangs dowa as 
ifit paſtured, or fed, of the Grafs ,. and when the Grafs'decays ic 
iſhes , butthis I ever look'd apon as ridieulous ,- alths the Inha- 
Os aſſeverated to me by many Oaths , that they have often-out of 
curioſity madeexperience of that, by cutting away the Graſs, upon 
which it inſtantly fades away. However what I might further add as 
to what they ſay of this Fruit, and what I my ſelf beleeve in the won-- 
derfull Operations of a ſecret Sympathy in nature,” FthalÞrather keep:

The XN 4g4yas and Crim-Tartars are thick and corpuletit , broad- 
fac'd , = itle-ceied. The Eies of the Men are wrinkled like 014: 
Wives. Their Beard grows very ſlovenly , ere and there a hair: and' 
ſhave their Heads bare on the Crown; yet theſe are not altogether ſo 
ougly asthe Ca/mzucs, TT heir Habit is altogether as gentileas their Per-- 
ſonsare comely ,. their upper veſtment either. of a'very: courſe ſtuff 
with every thredas fine as a Tabacco-pipe ,. or-elfe of Skeepskins: 
with the Wool-ſide outward, their Caps and Hoſe of the ſame colour, 
where they wear any,for they uſe as litle Rigging as they can. The Wo- 
men like the Calmuccers wear a courſe linnen Coat and round Caps , 
bulging out like a Helmet. Their Fir{tborn —_—_ are” generally 
-} CLdt 
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dedicated to ſome Saint , or ather , in token whereof if .ic be a male, 
he wears a Ring in his right Ear , but if a Girl 1n her right Noſtril. 

In the Summer ſeaſon they have no faſt place, but paſture over all 
the face of rhe Countrey as we have <> of the m—_ When they 
march th their Tents upon' hug agons made. on purpoſe, 
and fo 6» Apt d Wives and Children with them ,, and _ their 
Cattel before them , their Moveables they ſet upon Camels , Horſes 
and ſometimes upon Kine. Thus they go up and down all-the Sum- 
mer; and when the Winter approaches pitch together about Aftrachan, 
appearing likea great Army .; where they canaſliſt each other in time 
of need againſt the Calmycks their perpetual Enemies , who when the 
V ; olga freezes ſometimes aſſail them ; and to-the end that they may 
the better onpon their ſaid Enemies in ſuch caſe, the YYaywode , or 
Governour of LAfrachean provides them Arms, whichat the breaking 
up of the Camp they are to redeliver , and-for ſecurity fend ſome of 
their chief Princes as a Pledge to Aftrecban, where they are committed 
to the Citradel; and upon their reſtoring of their Amunition are ſur- 
rendred into their hands again. 

The XN ag9yans follow the Fiſhing-trade, as alſo Fowling , Hunting 
and Paſturing of Cattel ,, and are reputed the beſt Herds-men in the 
world. Their Kine are generally-great ,. their Sheep very fair and 
fat , having great Taus hke the Rams in Palefine , ſome weighing 
200r 30 pound 2 piece , their noſes bending upwards , and their 
Ears hanging like a Spanial- Their Horſes are but ugly ſhaped , but 
very durable in running. They have alſo ſome but not many, 
T heir chief Diet is dried Fiſh which they uſe in ftead of Bread. They 
have alſo a way of making bread of Rice, which 7 1p Oil and 
Honey , and1o bake it in Cakes, All kinds of Fleſh they eat , ex- 
cept Swine , holding Horſe-fleſh for the beſt. Their Drink is Water 
and Milk, eſteeming Mares-milk aboveall other. They profeſs the 
Mahometan Religion , and are of the Per/tan ſet. The Czazr allows 
them Laws and Judges of their own. They arealſo Tribute-free ; but 
in ſtead of Tributeareto bring ſeveral Thouſand men to field upon

Of this Peoplelaſt mentioned was Szexko Radzinthe fimous Revell 
borny 
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born”, who , as we have ſaid , fo ſtoutly oppoſed the Emperour 
Alexias Mi:hilowitz, | 
The firſt occaſion of this Revolt ( as himſelf confeſſed ) was to 
revenge his Brothers death, who was killed by an Eminent Perſonage, 
whoſe name was Turie CAHlexowirz Dolgerecky 1n the year 1665. The 
Brother of Rad7in was at that time in the ſervice of the great Duke in 
the Polich Warrs , under the command of the before mentioned Byjar, 
Jurie A'exowit7 Dolgerocky , who commandedin chief : and when the 
Camp broke up to gointo their Garriſons , the young Radzin deſired 
to be diſcharged with his Men , having done the Emperour very good 
ſervice in that laſt Expedition -, and that then there' was no more 
occaſion for their Aid : but the. General refuſed to let them go , as 
not having any certain Intelligence that the Hoſtility were ſent to 
their Winter-quarters. The Coats were hereat greatly diſcontented, 
being Volunteers , and had deſerved yet greater Civilities than their 
Requeſt , or than ever they had received from the Ruins : they 
therefore marched off ſilently , led by their Collonel , brother to this 
Taid Stenko Radzin , which was ſo badly reſented by the General, that 
he took the Collonel, and hanged him. This was the ſum and ground 
of his revolting , which poor ted him not only to impley his Wea- 
pons againſt the Ruſcavs, but aſwell againſt the Perſians. 
In the year 1667 he began to commit many Inſolencies and himſelf 
andall his crew betaking themſelves to the YYolga , where they took 
all the {mall Shipping they met with ,'and plundered them , killed 
and threw over board all the Men , unleſs they would admitt them- 
ſelves into their Companie : They entred alſoall the Towns ſeated 
near the River, where they pillag the Churches and Monaſteries. 
From hence he took his way direttly for 1ajk , which he took in and 
ſera ſtrong Garrifon. From'hence he marched toward the Caſpian Sea 
gathering vaſt multitudes of diſcontented Perſons , who came upon 
the noiſe of Rebellion from all parts. From the Caſþian Sea he went 
for the Y Yelga by the way committing many Inſolencies , plundering 
and ſinking all the ſmall Shipping , waſting and depopulating of 
Cities and Villages , and ufing the People very inhumanly if they 
would not reſolve to joyn in that Rebellion. From hence he went to 
the Gity Terks, and ſo onwards to the Bounds of Perſia, where he alſo 
fadly moleſted the Subjets of that King , as well as thoſe of the 
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Cyar. The Inhabirants ofa ſmall Perſian City hearing of | his approa- SEPT. 
ching deſerted the Town and betook themſelves to the Hills and 1669+ 


Mountains without the Town , where they thought themſelves 
ſecure from his violent and tyrannical Actions. Stenko Rad7in percei- 
ving that,ſent out Emmiſſaries to ſee where they kept themſelves, with 
Inſtru&tions , to tell them that his End was not to do any harm to 
their Perſons or Eſtates; but only to buy Proviſion for his Money , 
and therefore willed them to return into the City. The Perfons who 
were ſent didtheir meſſage , and the credulous Citizens came down 
entred their Houſes , and ſet open their Shops , of whom Rad7in and 
his followers bought ſeveral Commodities and Necefſaries paying 
them to the utmoſt farthing : but had given a token to his Men by 
ſetting of his Cap after an unuſual manner , upon which they were 
all on a ſuddento fall upon the Towns-men and maſſacre them , a5 
after a moſt barbarous manner they did, ſparing neither Man, Wo- 
man , nor Child. | 
The Waywode of Aftrachan, whoſe name was Ivan SimonoWit> Profo- 
rofski , hearing how many places they had defpoliated in the Coun- 
trey of the eMedes and upon the Borders of Perſia, thought it high time 
to put himſelf in a Poſture of Defence , and ſuppreſs the growing 
Army of the Malecontents ; he1n order thereto cauſed all the Ship- 
ing as well Merchant-men as others to be put into an equippage, 
and diſpatches Simeum Ivanowits Geboof , whohad then the third Suffra- 
geof Aftrachin, to findout the Coſacks-Rebells, and give them batrail. 
This Navy conſiſted of 36 Szroegs, and about 40r0 Men. The Re- 
bells had already 22 Srroegs with a proportionable number of Men , 
keeping themſelves about the Iſland Satyry Boggere , which lies about 
the Entrance of the ##/ga into the Caſpian Sea , where they had ſet up 
a Watch-Honſe upon the Top of a high Hill , from whence they 
could view the whole Countrey round about, as alſo the Caſpian Sea 
and the YYolga. This Ifland lay very commodiouſly for their Ends, 
being all along the Coaſt ofa high ſolid Rock, and had only one way 
to' enter It. 
So ſoon as the Coſacks faw the Afrachan Fleet approach , they pur 
off their Shipping, and betook themſelves to flight, ſo that that Ex- 
pedition was 1n vain. Seeing now that the Cofats kept themſelves 


together and would not come to open batttel , their were new 
Aa | Mea- 
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pr, Meaſures deliberated upon either by fair or foul means to ſuppreſs 
1659, the Rebells. It was not long before the Y/aywod Proforofiki received 
Letters from the Czar, with a Pardon for Srenko Radzin on condi- 
tion he would ſubmit to the Emperour , and for the future demean 
himſelf as aloyal ſubject. Theſubtle Cy/ack not expetting fo gracious 
a tender , accepted ofthe Emperours Grace ,' being already by Hun- 
er and other extremities brought to ſuch a ſtate, that he would of 
names have requeſted it , for they were then put to a ſhort 
allowance, and had taken a Perſian Boes having ſome Horſes aboard 
that were ſentto the Czar , from the King of Perſ;z for a preſent; 
theſe they took , killed and uſed very ſparingly , whence it may be 
gathered in whata mean condition'they were. Having thus obtained 
an aſſurance of Pardon from the Emperour , they marched forward 
for 4ſ{rachan , where they were very kindly received , and congra- 
rulated by thoſe of the Town, and every one of them appearing in 
the moſt ſplendid manner he could, for they had rifled many Gentle- 
mens Houſes where they found always Apparrel , Jewels and other 
Plunder for Habit and Ornament. S:enko Rad7i the Ringleader of that 
Rout, could not bediſtinguiſhed fromthe reſt , but by the honour 
which was donehim, being ſaluted by the name of Barske , Father 
and certainly he was a father of many 1mpious Sons. TI have ſeen him 
ſeveral times upon the Srroegs and inthe City; heisa brave man as to 
his perſon, and well proportioned in his limbs , tall and ſtreight of 
Body , pock-pitted, but only ſoas did rather become than di{figure 
him, ofagood condu&, but withall ſevere and'* cruel , as has been 
already Coat, The Coſacks who were his Followers came dayly 
into Aftrachan where they ſold their Booty which was very rich and 
coſtly. The Silk they ſold for a 34-of the currant value, which was 
bought up of the Perſianvand Armenian Merchants. I bought a Gold- 
chain of one of them which was almoſt a fathom long , and in joynts 
likea Bracelet , between each piece weres precious ſtones : the price 
I gave for it was not fully 7 pound fer, Shortly after their Arrival 
Captain Buzler went to viſit him , taking 2 bottles of Brandyalong 
with him , which he thought might be an acceptable preſent , ſince 
they had beenſo longat Sea, and preſented them to him and his Mi- 
nion , whom the Ruſiens called Devils-whisker by a Nick-name. 
When we came to his Tent ; and deſired admittance, he ſent to m_ 
who 
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who wewere ; Anſwer was returned him that we were Dutch , and $orr 
imployedin the ſervice of the C74ar , upona Slup in the Ce/pian Sea. 1669. 
He forthwith gave order to a Gentleman to condutt us into his Tent 
where himſelf and fome of his Council fat, and cauſed us to fit down, 
took our preſent in good part, and drank the Emperours health. Ano- 
ther time we went through the Camp where we ſaw him going aboard 
2 Yacht todivertiſe himfelf upon the Water , with ſome of Nis Ofh- 
cers : he had with him a Perſia» Princes which he had taken, together 
with her Brother. The Brother he preſented to the Waywod of Aftrachan, 
but th: Siſter he kept for his Concubine. Being nowin the heighth of 
his Cups, and fullof Frolicks, bragged of the many preſents he had 
given and received, ſince his being reſtored to the Emperours favour , 
and on a ſudden brake out into thoſe extravagant terms, ſpeaking to 
the olga : YFell, ſaid he , thou art 4 noble River , and out of thee have 1 had 
fo much Gold , Silver and many things of Value. Thou art the ſole Father and 
Mother of my Fortune and ady ancement:but ,unthankfull man that [ am? 1 have 
never offered thee any thing : well now , Iamreſolved to manifeſt my gratt- 
tude. With thoſe words hetook her into his Arms and threw her into 
the YYolga, with all her rich Habit and Ornaments z her attire was 
of rich Cloth of Gold, richly ſet out with Pearls, Diamonds and other 
precious Stones. The Lady was of an angelical Countenance and a. 
miable, of a ſtately carriage of Body , and withall excellently well 
qualified as to her on ,being ofa _— wit, and always pleaſing 
in her demeanor towards him , when he was in the heat of fury , and 
yetat laſt became the inſtance of his Cruelty. However there 1s no 
man ſo addicted toany one Vice but there are evermore ſome ſparks 
of vertue. His own outrages as tothe ſin of Adultery he would allow 
himſelf, but would not indulge or diſpence with it 1n others. It hap- 
pened that a certain Soldier of the Coſacts had been taken in the a&tion 
with anothers wife : this being mac'2 known to Szexko , he cauſed 
them both to be inſtantly apprehended , and the man to be thrown 
intothe River with great ſtones made faſt to his neck and heels : but 
for the Adultereſs he provided another puniſhment,which was to erect 
a Stake on the Water ſide, and tying her by the feet cauſed her to be ſo 
drag'd along theEarth , and from the Tent to the Stake which was 
almoſt 2 | Englich ] miles, and there hoiſed up, where ſhe hung 48 


Hours before ſhe died , and yet nevertheleſs the great torment of 
Aa 2 which 
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Seer. ' which ſhe muſt needs be ſenſible, all that time ſhe was never heard to 
1659 ſhriek,or cry out. 


Beſides the many Robberies and great Inſolencies they had com- 
mitted, as well within Land as in Sea-Towns in Perſ6a, as at Niſabath, 
Scabaran , HMardore and Tackuſs ituated near the famous Hill Barmach, 
from hence they went to A/frabath and Bachu which they ſurprized 
took in , and plundered , commutting many barbarous attions in 
. maſſlacring ofthe Inhabitants and ſetting the Houſes on fire. Here 
they found a great Quantity of Wine , which they divided among 
themſelyes , and carouſed fo long ,. till they were all beſotted and 
drunk , being about 6000 Men in all. In the mean while the Perſians 
had drawn down ſeveral Companies, andall on a ſudden fell on this 
Rout, and made ſuch a ſlaughter that the twelfth part, orlitle more 
were left alive, and Srenko himſelf 5 times in danger of being taken. 
The Remainder betook themſelves to the Stroegs.. This ſo much 
weakened them that they were not in a capacity to do any con- 
ſiderable damage by land , the more by reaſon the Perſcans watched 
their Coaſt with very great vigilancy ; as did alſo the Coſacks and 
Dageſtan Tartars , ſo that they were conſtrained for ſome time to- 
gether to keep off at Sea , and keep cloſe to Pyracy , where eve- 
ry one was well warned of them and conſequently ſo cautious 
! they got but very litle Booty. But finding that they could 
not long ſubſiſt they were forced to land at Satyry Boz gere an 
Iſland ( of which before ) where they waited for what Providence 
would allott them.

Des Radz'n whoſe implacable tury againſt ſome that had interpc- 
ſed themſelves to incite the Emperour againſt him , and to de- 
prive him of his favour , would not ſuffer him to remain ſtill ; but 
their bodies being now ſomewhat aſlwaged which before were ſwollen 
with drinking of falt'Water, and their Vitals again revived with freſh 
Diet, which were almoſt ſpent with long faſting, during the time of 
their extravagancies, they reſolved to go for Doz , and to viſit their 
reſpective homes. Rad7in gives them a ſhort warning to prepare for a 
March , and in order thereto gets all things ina readines himſelf. 

Some diſcontented Ruſfians ſeeing the Coſacks ready to depart, they 
came anddeſfired to liſt themſelves under his Condutt , to which he 
readily aſſented, and by fair Promiſes drew abundance after him. 

It happened ſometime before he deſigned to leave the Town that 
meeting with about 2o or more Ruſans whom he could ſee by their 
countenance to be inclinable to follow him ; theſe he fell in diſcourſe 
with, and liberally diſtributeda Bag of Gold among them , promi- 
ſing them thatif they would follow him they ſhould fare no worſe 
than he. This wasencouragementenough for them who did not only 
liſt themſelves, but perſwaded alſo many of their Friends to take the 
like Courſe, and joyn their Fortunes , amongft whom were divers 
that were in the Emperours Service. 

The Governour of Aftrachan coming to underſtand that ſeveral 
Perſons in the ſervice of the great Duke, his Maſter , had withdrawn 
and liſted themſelves among the Rebellz , he ſent one Hederos a 
Captain of the Strelitzers to Radzin , with Inftruttions to demaund 
the Ryſians, and to will him to ſend them back upon pain of the Em- 


perours Disfayour , which ſhould not be ſo eaſily accommodated as ' 


before , when perhaps he ſhould be compeld to makefatisfattion for 
Aa 3 the 
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the former Crimes with the new, The Captain goes to fulfull his 
Order, and declares to Radzin the Reaſon of his comming , and his 
Meſſage, whowould not ſomuch as allow him Audience; but when 
the Captain began to inſiſt hard upon the remitting of the Men , Rad- 
24n was ſo inraged that he drew his ſword and threatned Death , if he 
perſiſted any longer, and with that made towards him, but the Captain 
being a diſcreet Gentleman demeaned himſelf very fairly , when he 
ſaw him in ſucha Rage, ſothat heeſcaped that Danger , and all the 
vent of Radzin's fury melted away in theſe words , How dare you , ſaid 
he, make ſuch an impudent Demand ? hall I then betray my Friends who have 
out of a pure inclination to me ward deſerted their neareſt Allies and Fortunes? 
and shall I be threatned with loſSof Favour to boot ? Prethee , gotell thy Maſter, 
that I equally value him and the Emperour , and let him know that 1 5hall be 
With him ere he be aware, andreward him for this Protervity. The Captain 
was fain to ſmother his thoughts , and contented himſelf with this 
Anſwer which he related to the Governour. T he Governour here- 
upon aſſemblesa Council, and conſulted what todo; learmng from 
the anſwer of RaaZinthat heintended to come down again , and fo it 
happened for within 3 ws he began to march toward the 7Polga, 
where he had $0 Szroegs and other Shipping provided , filled with 
Ammunition and Men , but did not at firſt any hoſtile feat. The 


. VFYaywodof Aftrachan called a Counſel the ſecond time, where it was 


concluded that ſolong as Radzin did not do any attempt or violence 
upon any Town belonging to the Emperour , he ſhould not oppoſe 
him till the whole Navy were come together. 

About fourteen days after the whole Fleet arrived, conſiſting in a 
great Number of $tr0egs with about 6090 Serelitzers , or Soldiers be- 
{ſides Powder, Shotand Proviſion. No ſooner was the Fleet arrived 
but Radzin by his Emmiſſaries had Intelligence of their whole aim, 
1mploying ſuch perſons therein as he thought leſt ſuſpe&ed. Hethere- 
fore intimates his mind to ſome of thoſe in whom he could repoſe 
beſt confidence, torun away and joyn them to the Governours For- 
ccs under nameand colour of Deſerters. Theſe ſpeeded them awa 
tothe 4ſtrachan Fleet and feigned themſelves difcontented with the 
abuſes which they pretended to have fuffered by Radziv , and were 
accepted in frienldy manner by the adverſe Party , who the rather did 
it for that they had hopesof adiſcovery and deteCtion of Radzins 


Coun- 
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Councils. But ſo ſoon as they were underSail and almoſt cloſe with the err, 
Enemy , the Villains on a fuddenand unanimouſly fell upon the Of. **9- 
ficers, and diſpatched them, ſurrendring the reſt with the whole Fleet Th: Off. 
into the Hands of the Coſacks, Radzin having got ſoricha prey without _ of 
any difficulty or difpute , inſtantly ordered his'men two Moneths > gg 
Pay in hand, with promiſe of freeenjoyment of what they ſhould take #i« 
by Plunder , beſides other means of Encouragement. — 

The Governour was not a litle diſmay'd at theſe tidings, the more great 
when he underſtood how the Commonalty murmured againſt him, cajoyaf 
and that Redpinwas 1n yum Izadably ſpoke of , and that-not only | nero 
in «Afrachan but aſwell in allthe Towns round about, that were under 
the ſubjeftion of the Emperour. The Szrelztzers who had not in 2 
long time received Pay , and hearing how Radzzn had given his men 
2 moneths Pay in hand found now occaſion to grow mutinous , and 
that ſo unanimouſly that the Government and Officers durſt not OP- 
poſe them by = rigorous courfe or violent mean , . but did all they 
could to perſwade them by fair words and promiles; 

Raazin finding himſelf grow ſtronger and ſtronger,and that with the nadzins 
Rufies now under his command he had about 16000 Men, he unſhip'd 79%" 
a part of the Men , and ſent ſome to Czaritzs, and others to Tz.4rnojar _ 
but he himſelf remained upon the Fleet, where he was as much ref; 
&ed asa King, and hada foveraigne awover the People. When he ws 
was drunk fewof the Officers durſt-appear in preſence , for it was —_ 
very cuſtomary with him , fora ſmall offence to behead a Man , al- 4c 
though the greateſt Minion or Favourite he had : The meaner ſort 
were 1n no We, for thoſe were wont to flatter him , agd upon a 
Wink would diſpatch their Officers , when he had taken any diſlike 
againſt them , and therefore willing to have them removed , and 
others in their place. Thus by giving ear to the Commons more 
than to the Officers he'became more dreadfull and formidable : forthe 
ſole command and direction of the whole Army lay in himſelf. This 
beſides that gave the Rable fuch encquragement that in che ſpace of 
5 days after he had got the Afrachan Fleet, his Army was raifed from 
16000 to 27000 Men , being a mixt multitude of Peſants , Slaves 
Tartars and Coſacks, and men of reſtleſs minds from all Parts, being 
rickled with the thoughts of free enjoyment of Plunder. Theſe 
running to and again over the face of the Countrey , committed 

many 
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"4, many inhuman atts, and murthered the Gentry , who were fain to 


betake themſelves to Ldſrachan disguiſed in-Slaves Apparrel. The 
Peſantry who indeed are very tyrannically dealt with throughout all 
the Emperours Dominions, here found an occaſion to be revenged 
of their Liege-Lords , and to ſhow their Man-hood brought the 
Heads of their Lords and threw them at the feet of a Provoſt or 
E xecutioner thereto ordained , who gave them a reward for 

their Pains. | 
Radzin being arrived to this Pitch of Greatneſs was ſo puffed up 
as if he had conquered all the Empire ; tis true he refuſed the Title 
of Emperour , ſaying , that his purpoſe was not to rule as Lord and 
Soveraign but to live with themas a Brother to revenge that T'yran- 
ny and {26 agen which T hey had for ſo many years, and their Pro- 
enitors for ſo many ages paſt, ſuffered againſt all Reaſon and the 
Eos of Nature. But on the other fide, he mainly oppoſed the King 
of Perſia, and aſſumed the confidence to Diſpatch Ambaſſadours to 
that Court to whom he delivered Inſtructions, fulkef lgfty-proud 
ſwelling Titles, and in his Compellation ſtyled the Sophy, Brother. 
The Main and Sum of his Memorials and Inſtructions was, To urge 
the Sophy to enter into an Alliance with him , and to ſupply him with 
Ammunition of war for his Money and what elſe he might have oc- 
caſion for.” The ſaid Legates were ordered at firſt to in{iſt upon this 
by ſoft means, but in caſe of refuſal te menace the Sophy , and to let 
him underſtand that he, (the ſaid Radzir) had 200000 Men ready 
to invade his Territories , and that he would. take occaſion to viſit 
him when he leaſt dreamed on it , &c. So ſoon the King had un- 
derſtood heir Inftruttions were to threaten him in caſe he refuſed 
to comply with Radzins Propoſals , he ſent for them and having

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and Body inſeperate came only to deliver Red7i» the Reſult of his 4P11; 
unſuccesfull Ambaſſage ; upon which the Rebel was ſo nertled '”* 
that he commanded an Executioner to hew him into morſels for 
Ravens meat. 

Rad7jins Paſlion being over he did all he could to increaſe his 
Fleet and Army , for which end he diſpatched ſeveral Emmiſſa- 
ries toallure the Ryſian Soldateſque to deſert their ſervice, in divers 
Towns upon the Y/olge , judging thoſe the fitteſt for his Turn , 
for that they were the beſt acquainted with the Intrigues of the 
Ruſian Militia , and conſequently the more ſerviceable UPON OCCA- 
ſion of attacquing any Town'or Fort he defign'd upon. Thus 
having mcomplifies Is Ends with very good ſucceſs, he Muſters 
up his Forces , and ſends ſome of the _ to Kamuſchinka, * 
who were to go under the Notion of Imperial command ( for as 

et they had no further Intelligence from Moſcow , ſince the Rebels 
left ſfrachen ) theſe then pretending to come from the C74er, 
to adviſe the Governour how he ſhould behave himſelf , in caſe 
they attacqu'd the Town , were careſſed by the Military Officers, 
and conſequently ſo much confided in, that they found an oppor- 
tunity to diſpatch the Governour and almoſt all the Officers of

. Hele Tidings coming to Afrachan, was the occaſion of no ſmall 
murmurings and Jealouſies among the Townsmen , none know- 
Bb ing 
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art, ng who was friend and who was Enemy, or in whom they might rely 

167% On, orrepoſeany truſt ; inſomuch that many diſcontented perſons 
began to make FaCtions and breath Rebellion , though not ſo openly 
as that the Government could take advantage to ſuppreſs it. The 
VV aywod Proforofski conſidering that the Commonalty were very much 
incenſed , and that ſome mutinous Enterprize was a hatching , he 
aſſembles the Lords and Council of C4frachan, to conſult with their 
Judgments what was beſt to bedone in thoſe imminent Dangers and 
ſJuncture of Aﬀairs , and what courſe they ſhould take to ſedate thoſe 
Animoſities and Heats , which 1ll-aftected perſons indeavoured to 
raiſe and fomentamong the Towns-men and Plebeians ; as alſo what 
manner of Defence to uſe againſt the approaching Enemy. As to the 
former they concluded , that there was no better way to remed 
it , than toconduttthemſfelyes warily in the latter, and firſt obſtruct 
the growing Power of the Rebells , which Perils being removed it 
might not then be doubted but that the Commons would be the better 
and ſooner pacified. Upon thisReſolution ſeveral worthy Gentlemen 
preſented their Service to go as private Soldiers upon that ſudden 
and urging Expedition , not daring any moreto put the leſt Conh- 
dencein rhe Szrelitzers. 

On the 1o of April 1670 the Bojar Petrofski diſpatched 800 Horſe 
under the Conduct of Col. Levonti Bogdanef , whereof 400 were 
Ruſſians, the reſt Nagayans, to furniſh the City Stariza, ( lying about 
80 German miles from CAfrachan ) with Ammunition and neceſſary 
Proviſion , and to ſtrengthen that Place with thoſe Men , which lies 
upon the River Voz or Tanais, where the Coſacks have their Reſidence. 
This River was of old ſuppoſed to run into the YYelga , as ſome Geo- 
graphers have been pleaſed to write, but later experience has fairly 
contradicted that opinion , for their Boats which are no more than 
trunks of trees hollowed,they are fain to drag and trail a days Journe 
over Land before they find the YYolge, at the neareſt diſtance thoſ 
Riversly to each other , where when they are come they ty heavy 
Balks oneach ſide to keep them above Water , and to give them a due 
ballance and poize in their floating. 


Stariza Onthe 28 camean Expreſs to LAfrachan from Col. Bogdanoef , with 
=” news that the Coſacks had already taken in Srariza, and had killed 1200 


Coſacks, EMoſcovian Strelitzers, who were but newly come thither before the 
DICgC 
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Siege , this Relation was given the Collonel by a Captive Coſack. The Hb 
VFaywed alſo got intelligence how that the Field-Tarters were in great _—_ 
diſcord among themſelves, and that their FaGtions were ſo far advan- 
ced, that they were become open Hoſtility, and their Power waſted 
by inteſtine ſtrife; upon which Collonel Bogdavef was marched on to 
Czornojar,which is an[mperial Town,about 50 German miles from 4ſtra- 
chan. The ſaid Captive Coſack was ſo tortured on the Rack, that the 
moſt hard-hearted Runs then preſent had compaſſion of him , yer 
nothing could be forced from him but what he made voluntary con- 
feſlion of, before he came to the Rack. 

By this time the Emperour had got full intelligence of the Tumult 
of the Ceſacks , and of Radzins purpoſe , together with his barbarous 
maſſacres already committed upon his Subjetts,and that he continual- 
ly depopulated his Countrey , he gaveorder tolevy new Forces, in 
place of the Old,which were to be ſent upon this Expedition, as alſo as 
many Stroegs as could on a ſudden be put in Equippage, for which end 
the Deputies of the Towns upon the Wolgs did their utmoſt to com- 
pletea Fleet of 40 Sail. Upon each Szroeg was m one great Gun , 
but other Ammunition as much as was neceſlary for ſo many men 
as the Stroegh was capable or fit to carry. Aboard the ſaid Fleet were 
2600 Ruſſian Strelitzers , and 500 voluntiers of Affratay under the 
Condutt of Simeum [vanowitz Elbof a Kneez , who was for the time 
being made Commander in chief. Theſe men were of the Regiment 
of [van Ruſinski a Polander , but baptized a Rufian Proſelyte , whoſe 
Lieutenant was one Fames VYonderham , 4 Scottich Gentleman. 
The other Commanders were Capt. Paul Rudolph a German. Capt. 
Robert Heut an Englichman , and Nicholas Schaack who was our Lieu- 
tenant , being made a Captain by the Ruſgans. Beſides two other 
German Lieutenants and two Enſigns of that Nation , who were alſo 
Ruſſian Proſelytes. The reſt were Moſcovians and Polontans. 

On the 25 of May being Whitſunday , the Fleet left _Affrachan, and 
the Coſack who was tortured almoſt to death hang'd up in their ſight. 
In the mean while the Citizens and Commons began to buzz and 
murmureagainſt the Deputy and the Officers , and grew ſo bold that 
they reviled him when he rode through the Town, he not daring to 
ſuppreſs them for fear of a greater irruption of that rebellious Fire, 
which lay ſtill unſmothered, till he A” the ſucceſs of Simeum 
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Tyanovits, whoſe happy arrival the Deputy and all peaceably-minded 
perſons earneſtly longed for : the City being now in a very weak 
condition and low , ſince the Levying of thoſe that were ſent out 
with Siem [vanowvit7 , and conſequently the Mobile the bolder. But 
on the 4.0f une, by a Gentleman who had made his Eſcape , they 
had notice of the Aﬀairs of Tzormyar , that on the ſame day that the 
Knees Elboof made his appcarance the Town was takenin, and that the 
Governourand Officers were all maſſacred and their Bodics thrown 
into the River : and further, what was more deplorable, the Privat 
Soldatc{que of Knees Elboof had murthered all their Ofhcers in the 
Fleet , declared themſelves for the Coſacks , and ſurrendred all the 
Shipping into the Hands of Srenko Radzin the grand Belweather , or 
Ringleader of the Rebells; altho immediately before their coming at 
T;orngjar they had unanimouſly ſworn , to hive and dy with their 
Leaders. The Report of theſe things , altho the Governour indea- 
vored to {mother as much as was poſlible , gave the Rabble greater 
Occaſion to mutiny than they had before ; yea , ſo far they were 
induced , that they publicly reproached the Superiority that they 
durſt not look out of their doors , or windows , much leſs walk the 
ſtreets to conſult together of means to remedy the diſtemper of affairs, 
to defend themſelves againſt the Hoſtility abroad , and to ſuppreſs 
inteſtin Jarrsat home, forit was no rare thing now to ſec the Rabble 
aſſemble togethers in heaps, and before the Doors of the Magiſtrates 
to cry out with infamous and bitter Railings , Now , now , the times 
begin to alter , it will be our turn next to Lordit , you villains come out and show 
your ſelves tothe VPorld, &c. 

The Governour in the mean while loſt no courage on his part, and 
the Gentry and Officers ſtill continued under hopes of Afliitance from 
the Field Army, andnew ſuccour and Recruits from Moſcov, The 
Deputy therefore cauſed all the Ordnance to be viſited and laden by 
the Germany Gunners, and gave orders to furniſh themſelves with 
neceſſary Ammunition.. However we could very well remark , that 
were the Officers never ſo fedulous , they were never able both to 
defend themſelves from ſuch a Power without , and be ſecure for 
Mutiny within , of which many Reaſons were given to the Y/aywoat, 
and heas often forewarned by divers. prudent Perſons. The Y/aywed 
Proforofski would willingly have bad us in the Town-fervice , but being 
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we were taken on forthe Ships uſe, we judged it beſt to ſtay where yyye, 
we were, the more for that we knew the Coſacks were more ſevere-'670. 
againſt Forreign Auxiliaries , than the Moſeovians if once made 
Captives. 

In the mean while we heard continual News of the approaching of 
the Coſacks, to attacque 4ſftrachan, which had it's inward ſtate been in 
all things conformable tothe Muniments of that Town , they needed 
not fear 100000 undiſciplin'd men as are the Coſacks , for to ſay no- 
thing of the Ramparts and Fortifications of the Walls , there lay 
about four hundred and ſixty great braſs Guns4n the Battlements, be- 
ſides, thoſe of the Cittadel. | day we expected new. troubles , 
and commotions , inſomuch that we thought it not fit to ſtay there 
any longer, leſt we ſhould be maſſacred 1n the Uproar , but no one 
of us durſt ſpeak their minds, or be the firſt mover of ſuch means to 
faveour lives, for that it might ſeem to ſtink too much of Rebellion, 
nor could we know how it might be reſented. However it came fo 
far that Captain Butler began alſo to dread ſome 11} might befall us if 
we did not conſult onr Safety betimes ;z. he therefore upon a time 
called us all rogether , and uttered his mind in theſe , or the like 
words. Gentlemen , 1 doubt not but that you a: e all ſenſible of the preſent dan-- 
ger Which hangs over our Heads , and that there is not much hope left to hazard 
our Perſons any longer here , the Sumof what I have to ſay is briefly to adviſe 
and requeſt of you all to pack up What y:u have into the Shallop ,. and that we 
forthwith betake our ſelves to the Perſian Coaſt , and take what GOD in 
in bis bountifull Providence is pleaſed to allott us. He ordered us further to 
get all ima readineſs to beaboard before the Gates were ſhut , for- thas 
he was not reſolved to wait one quarter of an hour for any Perſon : 
in the mean while we made aquick diſpatch, and in a moment had got 
our beſt Goods aboard , and all what we thought worth our while to 
bring along. Our Captain adviſed usnot to take 2 of our: Company 
with us, Brakand Trappen , becauſe they had wives and children, and: 
conſequently would both be a cumber for us, and uneaſineſs for. them-- 
felves on ſo dangerousa Voyage : but I having compaſſion with my 
neighbour Brak , I made him come aboard with his W ife and 
Child ; but Trapper was not willing toleave Africhin, unleſs he had 
been better furniſhed with Money than he was , or ſomething elſe in 
lieu thereof. We were 15 Men, belidesa Womanand a Child in the 
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Shallop where we ſtill waited for the Captain and two other Perſons 


whoſe Goods we had with us in the Boat. After a long expettation 


weſaw no Captain come, it growing late in the Evening , and our 
Men impatient of delay would needs thruſt off from the Wall ,- but 
Lambert Helt the Maſter reſtrained us all he could, ſaying , That it was 
what we could not anſwer, &c. Thus we ſtaid waiting till the Gates 
wereto, ſtill expeCting their coming , but midnight already come and 
no tidings of them we began to be in a hundred Fears : ſome were of 
Opinion thatthe Captain was gone in a Knore or ſome other ſmall 
Veſſel with the other two Gentlemen that were with him , or that he 
was taken and ſecured : others were jealous that the Wife of Trapper 
had betray'd us. Thus in great fear we lay allthetime , not know- 
ing what courſe to take , well knowing that if the Ruſſes had 
underſtood our Purpoſe, it would have coſt us our lives , nor had we 
dared to ſtay ſo long had not our Shallop lay on the other ſide of the 
Ship from the Town-ward, and therefore out of (1 ght : Nor could we 
be ealily induced to beleeve that they would miſtruſt our venturing 
our lives in the Sea with ſuch a Boat, T hus we reſolved by the grace of 
G OD to thwart the Caſpian Meer and fo for the Perſian Coalt , and 
rather truſt to the divine Providence of Heaven, than confide in the 
uncertain Mercies of unreaſonable Men.

der tothe belly in graſs : Therearealſo ſome ſmall Woods in which 
we ſaw many wild Swine with their Pigs playing together and ma- 
ſting. Here we were in a great {trait not knowing what to do, for we 
ſtrayed from one Lake to another ,* and almoſt ready to eat one ano- 
ther up for vexation. In the mean while the Clouds began to riſc, 
very thick at South-eaſt which we thought did prefage ſtorm , as at 
laſt it broke out intoa Thunder, whereforc we were forced to put in 
at a reedy Iſland , fo long as the Weather continued ſo boyſtrous. 
When the ſtorm was over and the Sky began to clear up , we betook 
our ſelves to the Water and directed our courfe to the Southward , 
where beating along the Coaſt we diſcovereda ſmall Cncors,or Tartarian 
Boat which came direQly againſt us and asked whither we intended ; 
wetold them, For the Caſpian Sea. They then again replied that we 
were far out of our way , and if we went but a litle further that we 
would be in danger of being taken by theCrim-Tartars and made Slaves, 
Hereupon ſome of our Company pray'd them that they would pilot 
us down to the mouth of the River, which they promiſed todo, and 
agreed with us for a Ducat. We took one of thoſe Tartars aboard the 
Shallop, and kept company a while with the reſt. After a few hours 
ſailing we got 0ezsjoege , which is the chief place wherethe Fiſh Biboege 
is taken, whereof Caveey 15 made, being far greater than a Sturgeon, but 
of the ſame kind. The W:{zais here all laid in with Stakes ,after the 
manner you ſee in the Plate , theſe Stakes are ſet in rows , wideat the: 
Entrance fo that they can drive in the Fiſh, which whenonce in they 
chace tothe other end , where it runs up to a narrow angle , ſo that ſhe 
can neither get forward , nor yet turn.about, bur isealily taken. \V hen 
they haye caught her they take outthe Rows , which weighs ordina-- 
rily 300 or 400 {b. but the reſt of the Fiſh they commonly throw 
away , although ſometimes they pickle it, and fend it to Aoſco vy 
where it is held in reaſonable good eſteem. The length of oneof thoſe 
Biloeges is from 26 to 30 foot if come to its full growth. Cavear is uſed 
all over Ruſiaand Meſcoviainſtead of Butterduring their Lent, which 
as I have before remarked , comes 4. times a year y and 1s likewiſe 


fent intoall parts of Europe, ſothat this Fiſhing is hard followed 4 
the: 
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the Ruſſes and Tartars who finding ſuch a good vent of their commo- 
dity make a conſiderable advantage of it : And fo many are the Stake- 
works here thata company of 15 or 20 Boats will take ſometimes 2 , 
3 or 4 hundred Fiſhona day , for no ſooner have they done at one 
place bur they find chace in another. 

When we were come to thisPlace, The T:rtars would not convoy us 
any further, ſaying , 1fyou were but ſenſible of the difficult paſſage to 
ger the Sea, you would keep you where you are ; but , added they , if you will 
reſolve to go,when you are at Oetsjoege you may ſet your courſe airetty forward 
till you come at the Sea, T his we were forced to take 1n'good part, and 
pay them for their pains. The money we conditioned for ſatisfied 
them very well, but at parting they told us , that rhey were affraid we 
Tould not eaſily get through , whereas they knew no better but there was a ſtrict 
watch held ou each fide the Wolga. This laſt ſtartled us not alittle; 
however we reſolved unanimouſly hap hazard to venture through, 
lct what would follow , adjudging ic equally ſafe to run that peril, 
or to ſuffer the Calamities we were liable to, and had in ſome regard 
deſerved : and in that reſolution continued ſailing till we found the 
Stakes or Pale-work ſo cloſe in the Mouth of the River , that there 
was only a narrow Paſſage to go through. About the end of the ſaid 
paſſage we ſaw a Redoubt, which at a diſtance ſeemed to be very 
ſtrongly fortified , which mainly increaſed our fears , but greatly to 
our good luck we fotind no Watch but onlya few Fiſhers , who had 
no Authority , or warrant to examingus , inſomuch that we ſteered 
boldly through; but contidering our Bread was almoſt brought to an 
end, for we were brought to an Allowance of an ounce per diem , we 
therefore turned backand prayed the Fiſhermen to ſupply us for our 
Moneys ; but they told us they had hardly enough to ſuſhce themſcl- 
ves, whichfvery much diſheartned us, however they ſupplied us with 
Fiſh as much as we had need of to ſerve us over the Caſpian Meer. 

On the 14. we ſet out and left the molga, which there leaves it ſelf 
divided into ſeveral ſtreams or Heads like the Nile (as before)making 
ſo many ſeveral Iſlands , which are low and full of Reeds , except 
only the Ifland Satyri Bog zore, which is ſurrounded on every fide with 
high Clifts. Upon this Iſland we ſaw ſome Watch-houſes which 
Stenko Radzin (even now remembred ) had cauſed to be built, to view 
the approachment of his Enemies. However it was not intent

his intent or deſign ( in building of theſe Watch-houſes ) only to be 5uxs, 
forewarned of any danger , but to prey upon the Perfan Merchant 197% + 
men. who were bound for Cſrachan. From hence to the Circas- 
Mountains we often ſounded and found it never more , or ſeldomleſs 
than 12 foot Water. All along the Coaſt we ſaw abundance of Wild. 

cecſe Pelicans and other Fowl which now and then we beſtowed a 
file powder upon. Theſtrand was all grown over with Reeds , which 
grow toan incredible heighth, and the Water there we found deeper 
than offat Sea, in ſomuch that it were very commodious, in a ſtorm 
for any ſmall veſlcl to ſhelter themſelves , dropping anchor a litle 
without , for the Reeds break of the Winds and the impetuous 
beatings of the Water. Inthe afternoon towards the Evening it 
began to thunder and rain very hard , the Wind was very high at 
South and by Eaſt , and our Courſe lay South and by Welt. The 
Water all the time beat over the Gunhil , and two men forced to 
heave out with their Backlers , though hardly to any purpoſe, for 
notwithſtanding all the pains they took the Shallop was ſtill full , the 
Tempeſt continuing ſo till 5 in the next morning , at what time it 
began to grow very calm and moderate, yet not ſo but that we were 
drivenwitha fine freſh Gale. The Water here is freſh and potable, 
and affoards all manner of Fiſh, that uſually breed in freſh Rivers , 
Pike, Carps, Breams, &c. Beſides Sturgeons, Seals and other crea- 
tures that will endure both. 

Onthe 15 welcſt theſight of Land, and came about midday into 
the Bay Kreſelarke , whichis otherwiſe called the Golden Bay the ſand 
whereof ſhines as fire, and is therefore by ſome called Kiſelarſche Kolt- 
hoeh , which 1s no other than Goldex Bay. My curioſity was often to 
taſt the Water; ſometimes I found it laſt of Sulfur , ſometimes of 
daltpeter, and ſometimes of an od bitter taſt , whence I colleted 
that this came from the property of the Ground and bottom. The 
River Kiſelar is a Branch , or an Arm of the Bufro , riſing about 8 
Dutch Leagues above Terk, and runs paralel with the YYo{za about 65 
leagues , ſodisbanding its floods into the Caſpian Sea. But now we 
wereina more deſperate Condition than ever , partly for that our 
Shallop was ſo loaden that we were not a foot above Water,and on the 
other hand wanted bread , for we had not above 6 or 7 pound among 
all the Company. The Wind began togrow high and boyſtrous, and 
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4oxs. towards the Evening we had a very rough Sea , every billow riſing 
1679, 


Mountains high , inſomuch that with continual pumping and laving 
we had much ado to keep the Shallop above Water,, working ſome 
times 4.0r 5 together,and by taking turns relieved thoſe that were wea- 
ry every hour with freſh men. The next morning we could ſee no land, 
but let all beleft to the mercy of G OD. 

On the 16 we had aſtiff gale, and failed before the Wind , which 
furthered us ſo, that by noon we deſcried: Land : and ſoon after got 
ſight of a Dageſtan-Tartar's Barque , which we made up to, but when 
wecamenear it, it was run upona Bank , and deſerted of the Men, 
which upon our approaching them, jump'd over board. We percei- 
ving that it was only for us that they left their Veſſel , called out to 
them, and willed them freely to return and that we meant no harm; 
upon which they came back , and we pray'd them to furniſh us with 
ſome bread for our Money , but they told us that they had not enough 
for their own Voyage however _ gave us6 litle Loaves, for which 
they would have no money, as allo dried Pears and Plumbs which we 
thankfully received. This ſaid Bark was laden with Bales of Silk and 
bound for LAſtrachan , which when we underſtood we gave them a 
Caution, and told them that we verily beleeved that by that time 
Aſftrachan was in hand of the Coſacks , and conſequently we could not 
judge it ſafe for them to proceed on their Journey thither. They 
thanked us for our Advice, and directed their Courſe for Terty , that 


being alſo a good Market. Weagreed among our ſelves to follow the 


like courſe, with intent, atleaſt, toſupply our want of Proviſion, 
not knowing whether the Town was taken in by the Cofacks , or that 
it was ſhll under the Emperour. About 9 in the Evening we anchored 
before the Town, and immediately upon our anchorage faw 10 or 
12 Soldiers come rowing towards us, but when they came nigh ſaw 
that we were well armed , offered not to doany violent Act, but only 
asked us, Who we were? and, From whence we came ? Weanſwe- 
red, That we were Hel/anders , belonging to his Majeſties great Ship at 
LAGrachan,and were come thither toſound the Bay and Haven. Ho! Ho! 
ſaid they , are you thoſe men? You muſt come before the Lord Deputy : hereupon 
we made anſwer , That it was then too late , but the next Morning betimes 
we Would wait upon his Excellency. With this anſwer they ſeem'd to be 
ſatisfied but, we thought it not ſafe for us to tarry there long , but 
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before creek of day we looſed , and ſet our courſe S. and by W- Jv#z. 


Terky is {ituate in 4.3 degr, and 27 min. about an |. Englich | league 


from the ſtrand. It has been 3 times ſurveyed and laid out. The firſt Agha 


time by the Ruyſſes themſelves ; the ſecond time by one Cornelius Claa 

a Dutch Ingenieur,about the year 1636 , whoalſo ſtrengthned the ſai 
Town with Walls and Bulwarks after the modern way of Fortifica- 
tion : and in the year 1670-it was furvey'd and fortified anew b 
Colonel Baily, an Englich Gentleman , with huge ſtrong Bulwarks, Har 
and a wide and deep Mote, encompaſſing it quite round. The City is 
ſeated ina Champan Countrey without either Wood or Hill fo far as 
one can view. The River is alſo called Terky by the Moſcoviens , but by 
the Inhabitants Timenky. The Banks lying upon the Sea are all grown 
over with Canes,and rough. Terkyis a place of great Truſt, being the 
Kay or Barricado of the Cars Dominions, for it lies on the Frontiers 
of the Ruſſian Territories, and for that end has always a Garriſon of 
2000 Strelitzers. 

All the night it blew very hard , and in the morning we ſaw land 
on each ſide. The Ifland which lay on the Larboard fide we called 
CMeynders Iland , becauſe he was the firſt that diſcovered it. We 
ſteered diretly through the Iſlands , and when we were about 20 
leagues within the Bay , we diſcovered high land , which we after- 
ward knew to be the famous Caucaſus and Ararat , which alſo border 
and extend tothe Circas Hills , and failing a litle further we found 
that we were near the Quick - ſands , ſo that we were fain to tack 
about, and bear up to the Channel, where coming we ſounded and 
found it 2 fathom ,and a good ſandy ground. Being juſt got thorow 
the ſtraits or narrow Channel , we looked about and diſcovered a 
great Bark making up toward us with all the Sail they could; which 
afterwards we underſtood was ſent by order of the Governourof Terkt, 
to purſue us, having 62 Soldiers, andall well armed aboard , with 
a Charge from the Governour togive us no quarter , but to hack us in 
pieces , and to bring back the Shallop and Goods to Terky. We ſeeing 
them ina full purſuit thought it no time to dally , but laboured as 
hard as we could , till we got the Ifland Sier/ay where we came to 
Anchor , and the Bark ſeemed to give over their chace. 

Oathe 18 ajz7o, betimes in the morning we ſet Sail , and indea- 
voured to gain the Highland, which before the Evening came , on 
Cc 3 WC 
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we did —_ ata River, and were aſſured that we were not with- 
1670. inthe Jurifdiction of the Cz:r , which is bounded « the Tirmenks, 
Bounds The Circas Dominion begins at the Timenki, and is bounded from 
ofthe Naga by the Step; and from the ran by the River Buſtro. 
Eire The Countrey is very fertile , producing good ſtore both of Fruit 
Their and Grain , and is alſo good Paſture-ground. The men are very 
Perſon » corpulent and withall robuſt , have broad-faces but not ſquare like 
. theCa/mucs, orCrims; they areof a ſwarthy yellow complexion , and 
_ ſhave their Heads and Beards after a ſtrange manner : Croſs over the 
bead they make a bare ſtroak,and yet let a tuft grow in.the Crown,and 
oneach {ideit hangs down in two great buſhes, which ſometimes they 
let hang looſe , and ſometimes plate. "They wear gray Felt-coats 
«#1. Witha mantle of the ſame ,. which 1s rough without ; this they. hang 
kwr,, Mlovenlyabout the neck made faſt with a great button , that they can 
turn it which way they liſt , and makeit ſerve fora Buckler againſt the 
Wind. They ſometimes wear Bonnets, made of cloath, which they 
fold into a ſquare figure, that they look like peas Caps when they 
wear them. They areaſurly il-natured PEOP e and blockiſh , not fit 
ro converſe with,.but yet more friendly than the Ca/mucs. They ſeldom 
appear abroad without their Horſes, u y__ which they ſeem as if they 
were planted. Their Arms are a-kind of Muſquet ,. but. the Long- 
bow 1s with them more in uſe , which they can handle with great 
dexterity. 
* Their Women inregard of their complexion ſeem almoſt as if they 
were of another Nation, being inreality very. fair and lovely ,. their 
Skin as white as the faireſt people of Ewrepe ,and their countenance 
angelical; which I have often wondred at , when I compared them 
wath.the Men. They arealſo well proportioned in their Bodies and. of 
a middle ſtature. Their Etebrows are jet-black , as alſo their Hair 
which hangs down in ſeven or 8 curled locks on each fide the Head. 
They cover not their Faces, like moſt of the Women in the borde- 
dering Nations. Their Head-attire 1s a double black Hood , lined 
with Cotton and made faſt under the Chin : above that they wear a 
Velvet or ſattinQuoif,and are very nice in ſetting of it. The Widdows 
are diſtinguiſhed by wearing a Cows-bladder behind their head ,. full- 
blown , and covered over with Silk , or ſome fine Stuff, ſo that at a 
diſtance one would think that.they had 2 Heads a piece. In Winter 
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they wear Furs, butin Summerareſo impatient of heat , that they yoxe;. 
only weara looſe Shirt of red , green or blue , and that open from '57-' 


the Collar to the Navel. Thoſe of berter faſhion do uſually wear two 
Coats and a pairof Nrawers coming down to the Calf of the Legg , 
and ſometimes to the ancles. They are as curious in ſetting of their 
Breſts as the Enz/ish or French Ladies , altho they never accuſtome 
themſelves to painting. They are very familiar and free in converſa- 
tion and will notrefuletoleta ſtranger kiſs them : altho 1n- preſence 
of their Husbands who are never jcalous without-reaſon. To confeſs 
the Truth-I was very much carefſed by them, being often beckned at 
under colour of viewing my Habit , which'to them ſeemed very 
ſtrange. To be brief their Women are as curious in their Accoutre- 
ments and adorning of the Body , as they are complete perſons by 
nature. 'They are very ambitiousand emulating in ornaments , and 
are well. trick'd up with Chains ,. Bracelets , Rings and other fine 
_ things, and thoſe both of Gold, Silver, Pearl, Coral , &c. which 
they become excecding well.. As. Lihave already faid , they are very 
friendly.and familiar with ſtrangers, as appeared by their community 
with us, when as ſome of our men beganto tickle and play with them; 
which they took all in good part , bor HE that offered to be bolder 
paid ſeverely for it. The Men, altho the Akhoran do diſpence with 
Polygamy ,. yet they-reſt contented with one wife ,. whether! becauſe 
they.think it-too chargeable,or otherwiſe unreaſonable I cannotafhrm. 
They are Mahometans by- profeſſion ,-but in reality. meer Hea- 
thens; foralthough theyſpeak much of one- only. eternal God the 
Author of their baing.,, and Adminiſtrator of the World, yet they 
deny him 1n their Idolatry.and Devil-worſhip. 'Fhey have neither 
Prieſts, . Churches, nor. \rit , butatcertain timesand places preſent 
themſelves with their Offerings. Thegreateſt day wherein they pay 
theſe Religious dGuries 1s on the Feſtival of St. Z!{zs which happencd 
on that very time when we were therezwhich we eſſayed to ſee folemni- 
zed , but were not permitted. All I could obſtrve was only the S2+ 
crificing of a Hee-goat , which after they had cut off his Genitals, 
offered the ſore and boyled the hinder-part, which themſclves always 
eat', hanging the Hide upon a Stake , which is done with a few 
Ceremonies and Singing. Theſe Solemnities are alfo done as often 
as any of their Friends are deceaſed , whoſe corps they commit 
very.

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They Author and his Company err in their Courſe. They meet with a Colac-Bark, 
A great Tempeſt. The Beginning and Limits of the Dageſtan-Tartars ; Their 
Pore or Frame of Body , Habit and Way of Living. They are great Pla« 

iaries, The-Barrenneſs of the Dageſtan Mountains. Another great Tempeſt. 
The Shallop run aftrand and is ſpied by the Tartars , who plunder them. The 
ſtrange way of eletting the Dageſtan Kings. They are aſailed by another Com- 
pany who ravich the Woman im preſence of her Husband , and convert them 
all to Slaves. The Author tortured to deteft his Companions , which he man- 
fully endures. They are brought before the Olmyn , and chained. 


| N the 19 ditto, we ſet fail and directed our courſe towards the 

Iſland Tzer7ien , which we ſailed paſt, and had Tzierlan to the lee- 
ward ; having very miſty weatherall the while, which dured 24 hours 
Or More. 

Thenext morning it cleared up, and wegot ſight of the high Circas 
Mountains , which weaimed at, if poſſibleto come nearer the ſhoar, 
& ſo to coalt it all along , after we had laboured and lay beating in the 
Wind about 3 or 4 hours we ſaw a long neck of Land, which we took 
foran Iſland, and indeavouring to fail through a narrow paſſage we 
found our ſelves ina Quickſand , ſothat we were fain to tack about, 
having fail'd the whole day in vain, and at thedawning of the day we 
came intothe Channel which was a good ſandy ground and fit for 
Anchorage. Here we met witha Bark having about 60or 70 Men on 


board, whocalled tous and prayed us to help them afloat , preten- 


ding they were aground, and faſt among the ſands , which ſome of 
our Company would have done , but the major part were for the 
Negative, and fo overſway'd the reſt that were willing ; for we ſaw the 
Veſſel jogg too and again very lightly, that we eaſily ſuſpe&ted ſome 
bad deſign, as afterward it appeared , for when they ſaw us wind 
about, they made all the Sail they could and purſued us, till finding 
that we were very well armed they gaye over their chace. The men 

aboard 
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aboard were Coſacks , and as we beleeved of RadFins —_ ZUNE, 

Finding that they lefr us we conſulted which way 'to ſteer , and 1670. 
reſolved to let drive before the Wind. We ſounded and found 4. 
fathom, and came in a ſhort time cloſe by Zierlan , which we found 
toly in 4.3 degy. 7 min. From hence we ſaw the famous Ararat, moun- 
ting his head far above the Caucaſus, which was nearer us. The Land 
of the Ifland Zierlar is all covered with ſhells , which ſeem to be 
waſhd over , with high Floods and Inundations , whence I preſume 
none will Inhabit it. About evening we put off , and after an hours 
filing ſounded and found we had 6 fathom and 'a ſandy ground. 
When night came we were ſurprized witha great Tempeſt, and the 
Sea roſe mountains high,inſomuch that weexpeCted every moment to 

oto bottom , and ſowe were thrown to and again on the tops of the 
billows. In the morning it began to clear up and the Winds abated ſo- 
mething , ſo that we made alitle fail, and indeavoured to ſteer towards 
the High-lands on the Circas coaſt. After much labour in beating 
through the Waves , and danger of our lives we got that heighth. 
We failed by a Tartarian City Seated near the Water between two 
Hills, and by the way met with a £Moſcovian Boes where the Men aboard 
had acquaintance with us, having lay with their Veſſel aboard our 
Ship at «Affrachan. Theſaid Men invited usall to dinner , of Freſh 
Mutton and Rice , which they firſt parboiled, and afterward ſtewed 
with Butter , of which we madea hearty meal. After we had taken 
ourleaves of them , we ſteered away by the Coaſt , and faw many 
pleaſant Valleys and a fruitfull Countrey. When the Evening came 
on, and we ſeeing it good weather reſolved thatnighr to take our reſt, 
which we had not done for 3 nights together , and to that end drop- 
ped anchor, 

On the 20 we came within 15 Leagues of Derbent , which is theland The na-

The men are very robuſt ane able of Body , of a deep ſwarthy com- Y ivits- 
plexion, and terrible to look at. Their Habitis much at one with the 
Circas-Tartars. Their ſhoes are onely made of an Horſes hide undreſt 
and of one'piece, drawn together above the foot with Thongs, "Their 

OY | Arms 
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Arms are only Bow Arrows and a Scimmatar , although ſome have 
alſo Spears and Launces : when they ride out , or go upon any ex- 
_ , they put themſelves in Harnaſs, to wit , a Helmet and a 
Target. They are great Men-ſtealers, not ſticking if they find oppor- 
tunity to ſell their own Relations,or Children of their neareſt Friends, 
which they bring to the Turks and Perſians. They are very bold , and 
not caſily dauntedat any forreign Power , truſting to the ſteep craggs 
and Mountains which are to others inacceſſible. They are Mahome- 
tans by profeſſion, but ſorry Zealors for their Religion. The Women 
feed and keep cattel , but their men go out a Rob ng: Theſe Moun- 
rains are very barren and ſandy except where it is chalky. 

The next day we weighed anchor and came before the Tartarian 
town Beynak, which when we had juſt paſſed by, it began to blow very 
hard, from the Sea ward , we having then about 16 fathom Water. 
Jn the mean time the Seca began to grow very rough and hollow , 
that we were forced to run the Shallop immediately a ſtrand for 
fear of overturning; being then but 5 leagues from Derbent , which 
was the neareſt Land. DareQAly before the coaſt lay along Rifor Bank 
and round about us was rocks , which we bythe grace of G O D eſca- 
ped , tho very narrowly ; for indeavoring to get our ſelves afloat 
again weran into a Circleof Rocks about 3 or 4 foot under Water, 
and had much labour to get clear. Having now wrought our ſelves 
out we gave our ſelyesover to the mercy of Heaven, letting the Boat 
drive = way it would, tillat laſt by a great Sea we were thrown 
upon the ſtrand , without either loſs of men or Goods , every man 
packing up what they thought fit to carry along with them. The 
Goods which belonged to Capt. Butlcr and Mr. Termund we buried 
in the Sand, thinking to ſend for them upon occaſion by the Perſians. 
But moſt unhappy proved this our landing here, for no ſooner were 
we come aſhoar but we were eſpied by the Tartars , who came and 
delved up the Goods we had ſo hidden , and carried it away upon 
their Horſes toalitle Village hard by, and brought the news of ſuch 
an accidental Booty to Aly Sultan, their Prince, whocame on Horſe 
back with a guard of Troopers to ſeek us, Altho by day we hid our 
ſelyes in the Woods, and by night went forward on our Journey. 

Having remained one night in the Woods where we took our reſt, 
Our Company conſulted what was beſt to do , whether to march 


for - 
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forward on our journey or to tarry ; It was adviſed by the major yoxg, 
part to go, but I was rather deſirous totarry 3 or4 days longer, till '57% 
che heat of the purſuit was over, that ſo thinking when the Tarters 
ſhould have ſought for us a while in vain, they would give us over 
for loſt. However they were very forward to be going, — 
my Council. In the mean while C. Brak ſlept with his wife and child 
at a-litle diſtance from us, and the reſt of the Company would that 
weſhould leave them there , becauſe that the Woman and Child were: 
but a cumber to us. So ſoon asI underſtood their intent was to leave 
them ſo, I inſiſted on the contrary , with words to this effe&t. Prey 
Gentlemen remember your ſelves, to what end ſhould you do ſuch an unworthy 
aft, and lexve thoſe peor ſouls behind us who have neither CMoney nor means 
to ſubſet , and muſt in all apparency periſh in a ſtrange place ? and then what 
guilt muſt we have upon our Conſcience; ? But know this if you indeed reſolve, 
gs and lexy'em it is alſo my reſolution to cry out and make our Fates equal. 

hen they ſaw me ſo zealous and in a hot paſſion, they were con- 
tented to take them with us. I was the more concerned art it, for his 
Fathers fake , who when we left our Native Countrey ſhow'd us 
all imaginable Friendſhip, and therefore indeared him the more to 
me. About half a day we marched with Muſkets and other heavy 
Armor upon our ſhoulders, beſides our baggage , along the ſides of 
the Mountains , till at laſt we came into aValley where we were eſpied 
by a Company of Troopers, being about 15 or 16. Theſe madeup 
towards us, and drove harder and harder, till coming near at hand , 
we began to conſult about the point of Safety, yet could not come 
to an unanimous Reſolution till it was too late: ſome were for De- 
fence , others for yielding , which Advice was thought beſt , and 
approved on by the mor part ; for that we thought if the kind 
Heavens had given us the Field for that time, yet we wereſure that 
ſome muſt looſe their lives, and that they might in the mean time 
be ſeconded by another freſh Party , who when all was done would 
take the remainder and uſe us the more unkindly for our obſtinacy. 
We therefore upon their approachment freely ſurrendred our ſelves They ſ«r- 
into their hands and implored their Mercy after the beſt manner , hr 
and with all the ſigns we could. When they had got us into their ve, * 
Power, they drove us into the Jurifdiction of the Scemkals, for we . 


were then withinthe Confines of the O/-min, When they had bronghr us 
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700, Within their own limits , they allighted from their horſes and plun- 

*90, dered us , yet not with that rigorous uſage we feared , for having 

ſtript us of our upper Garment they let us go, taking only what we 

had with us that was thought to be of any value. They took from 

me-a Parcel of rich Silk , which I had bought of the Rebells at 4/r«- 

chan, but my gold Chain which I had faſtened in the inſide of my 

Garter they did not find. When they had thus pillaged us, they di 
reed us which way to go for our ung

" time we had travailled 2 or 3 hours further we were fet upon by ano- 

The ther Company of Horſe , belonging to the 0/#inv. Theſe took us , 

hy tied our hands behind our back, made us faſt to their Horſes Tails , 

mere "and fo to trot after them through Thiſtles and Thorns backwards , 

ecken xd ſo that the Horſe men driving on apace ſometimes dragged us for- 

_ ward, for it was not poſlible that we ſhould keep pace with them. 

'* After they had brought us a good way , they untied me and bin- 
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ing me faſt to a Tree, ſhot me with their Arrows , which they had yyxz; 


oken off and made ftumped on Son to urge me to diſcover the 1567s. 
| of our Company. But when they could not move me to dete& 
em they continued ſhooting , that I often wiſhed that they would 
ve diſpatched me, and rid meofthat miſery. The marks and pits 
main fil in my Body, as I have ſhown them to many hundreds 
ice my arrival at home. Theſe Torments I endured with incredi- 
t patience, not willing to detect my Countreymen, Torments, I ſay, 
at none without experience could be able to imagine how great. 
Then they inſiſted hard that I ſhould tell them which way they went, 
old them that they went toward the Hilly Countrey, althoI was 
ctain on the contrary for they had determined to goalong the Ri- 
r, that they might have their ſhelterin the Woods. After they had 
2d us ſo inhumanly and out of hopes of — any thing from 
, they took me and Els Pieterſs, tied us legg tolegg witha ſmall 
2n Chain , and ſo brought us up to the Prince 0/min, often. threat- 
ng that they would tear us limb from limb, ſuſtaining that Opi- 
ion of us that we were of Stephen Radzin's Company, and ſent out 
, Emmiſſaries on his behalf , and therefore were reſolved that his 
\folencies ſhould be lay to our charge. When I underſtood that 
jeir Opinion and Intentions were ſuch, I was in a great conſter- 
ation , not that I was affraid of Death (for that was what I chiefly 
»nged for, at that time) but that we were liable to ſuch a bad Cen- 
ure , and could not explain our ſelves ſo well, as to fatisfy them 
2 the contrary : and beſides all that to be kept alive and ſuffer fo 
any Tortures as they threatned us, to detett what we were utterly 
-norant of, and unable to ſatisfy them in. 

When we came tothe Princes Palace , theyled usthrothe Guards 
lat ſtood on each ſide with naked Scimmarars in theirhands } theſe 
'e expected to be our Executioners , to hew us in pieces, altho after- 
ards we underſtood it was the manner there, when captives are 
rought before the Prince. So ſoon as my Companion faw this wofull 
{ght he turned his head about, and ſtared upon me witha very E£right- 
ull look, which I beleeve was the firſt time, and theoccaſion ofa 
F renzy , which he has been often ſince poſſeſſed with ; and T be- 


eve (iF he be alive) continues with him till this day. Being come 


xfore the Prince we threw ourſelves down at his feet ; he thereupon 
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aſked us.; Whence We came ,. and to what end we were come thither ? We an- 
ſwered , Dutch, . and fled from Aſtrachan ,, to avid the Coſacks, 


ho upon our departure Were ahout to lay ſiege to that City , and now come to 
 Smplore your Highneſſes gracious Protection, All this I hear very well (quoth 


the Prince) bus { am certain that you are your ſelves Cofacs , 'and of that 
Rout which not long ago depopulated my Conpircy and made Havoc of my Subjects , 


and now the Jillain , your Maſter having taken, in Aſtrachan has ſent you as 


Spies and Explorators. to viſit. my Towns. Our reply was , Sir, we know 
nothing of the Deſigns of the Coſacs., but ſerved «s Marriners in a Ship , 
Which ſome of our Countrey-men have built for the Emperour of Moſcovia. 
When the Prince, heard that, he was ſome what appeaſed, hearing 


us with more attention , and that we might the better be underſtood , 


he called for ſome Ruſſ5ar Slaves , who aſſured him that we wereno 
Coſaks but real Dutch, for that we had nothing-of the Coſac-Dialect. 
Upon this the Prince turned about, and told us our Life was gran- 
ted us. This news was very welcom to us, but had been more wel- 
com if we had with one been ſet at liberty for we were chained ſeve- 
rally and ſent away to Mahemet Sultan , the Princes Son, whoſeRe- 
ſiding place was near mount CArarath.

N the 21 4izo, my Companion and I took our leaves of each 
other, but not without great ſadneſs, for ſo ſoon as we were 
brought out, and underſtood that we were ro go two ſeveral ways, 
Iobſerved Tears run down his cheeks , which alſo moved me to weep , 
for that we were out of hopes ever to {ce one anothers face again in 
this World, neither that our Wives or Uricnils thovid ever hear from us 
or 
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or that we ever. were like to be redeemed by our Friendsor Countrey ys, 
men being in a remote Land. Having thus taken our laſt Farewellof,1679,- * 
each other, I, was ſect upon'a Mule, and committed to the Charge of © 
ſome Slaves and Renegados, who were to bring me tothe Courtof 
Prince Mahomer , being about 3-| Dutch | miles from Urwan. ©. 

About Evening we came to a. Village called T7wba ſeated upon 
a high Mountain.,. where we took up our lodging Se thar night. 
While we ſtayed here'there came abundance of Women to ſee me , 
who wondred that I wore ſuch long hair , for the Inhabitants 
| of theſe Countreys (being MHahometans) always ſhave their Heads 
bare. | | 
. - On the 22 betimes in the morning we ſet forward , and went 
through a great Grove of Fruit - trees , where we ſaw ablindanice 
of wild -Swine maſting of the ſhaken Fruit. Theſe Fruit trees do 
not grow naturally of themſelves here, for they have an Ordinance 
among them in that Countrey, That none, of whether Sex 'it be, 
ſhall marry , till they can prove that they have planted a Hundred 
Trees with their own Hands , fo that they begin when they are 
Children to plant; which having been obſerved for ſome Ages, is 
the reaſon that this Wood is grown ſo wide. There are divers ſorts 
of Fruits , as Apples, Pears, Cherries, Figgs, Almonds, Wall- 
'nuts and others, and that in ſuch abundance that the hundrerh part 
is not conſumed or us'd, for none are prohibited to pluck and carry 
away. There is alſo very fair Medow and Arable Ground , the Fields 
full of Corn, affoarding many delicate and rich Plants, bothcfor 
Kirchin uſe, and Medicinal. Cattel is there both good and plenti- 
full , far ſurpaſſing ours in Ewrope for fatneſs , eſpecially Kine & Sheep, 
Goats and Swine, both wild and tame, run together in innumerable 
Flocks , but incredible is the Plenty of Hens and Pidgeons whith 
are brought in and ſold for trifles. | 

On the 3oth wearrived at Urwan, or Erver, a City fituated under 
Maunt Araras , 1n the Countrey of the Medes , about 65 Leagues 
from the o_ Sea. The Town is not very wide, but ſufficiently 
munited with ſtrong walls of ſtone , being about the greatneſs of LM- 
maar in North-Holland. There arc in it ſome Perſian Moſquees, and 
Churches, as alſo a Cloyſter of. Carmelite Friars. They uſe no kind 
of Commerce, or Merchandiſe , ſave that of Slaves , which the 
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Dageſtan Tartars Come to buy there , and are there ſo cheap that a 


-luſty well-bodied youngman is ordinarily fold for ten Crowns \, as 


ſome of our Company were ſold for theſame price. The City Urwan 
is moſtly inhabited by the poorer fort of Armenians; but Mount Ar 
rat, by thoſe of the Rowisch Faith , and other Chriſtians. 

Mount Ararat is ſeated juſt in theparting of Armenis from Media, 
and is reckoned under the rank of the Dageſtes and Ceſpian Moun- 
tains. The Armenians call it Meſiine , and the Perſians Agri : It is 
much higher than cither Caucaſus, or the famous Tawrus, orany other 
Mountain in all Medi:, Armenis or Perſia, ſo far asone can view. It 
iS a blew, and dark-coloured Rock. I have found there a kind ofa 
dark yellow Mineral , very ponderous , and ſparkling ; but could 
never learn what mettal it would have produced if melted , nor that 
of a ——_ Sand and Duſt, which I alfo found here, although I 
brought a proof of each, which I loſt, when we were taken at Sea 
by the Engliſh and plundered, as herafter ſhall be ſaid at large. This 

untain 1s for the moſt part barren, and without Earth , and what 
_ further ſaid by way of Deſcription , the Reader will find in the 
Relation of my Aſcent towards the T op of it. 

My Maſters purpoſe was to ſell me here, but I could eaſily per- 
ccive, that they had no great mind to buy me. The ſame evening 
two Carmelite Friars came to me,.and aſked, It I was nota Chi- 
rurgeon, or, if I hadany Judgment that way? Ireplied , No: but 
not ſatisfied with the Anſwer I gave them, they applyed themſelves 
to my Patron, aſking him the ſame Queſtion; the one of them tel- 
ling him, that a Friend of his had a Rupture, and if I could perform 
the Cure , they would give him 50 Crowns. My Maſter hearing 
ſuch a tinkling ſum of Money promiſed, preſs'd very hard upon me 
to undertake the Work, promiſing upon Condition that I efftetted 
the Cure, he would declare me Franc. Hereat I was in a great ſtrait , 
on the one hand incited by the ſweet hopes of Freedom, and on the 
other daunted when I thought what a ſevere penalty I was liable to, 
from the hands of thoſe cruel men, if I ſhould chanceto rot 
However I took courage, and conſented to take the Patient in hand; 
truſting in the good Grace of GOD, and hoping for a lucky ſucceſs, 
which alſo would have come to paſ: $, by the death of one of us threc. 


Thus I undertook the Journey, and was ſeyen days before I came 
| to 
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to the Hermites Cell, travailing every day 5 Miles, which WE rec. 1UL, 


koned for a good days journey, the more, in regard that the hi 


p 167% 


we came, the ſteeper we found the Hill. Art every 5 Miles end we 
tound a Hermitage z where we were upplyed with a Peaſant. and 
an Aſs , to carry our Proviſion , and Wood for Fewel , becauſe 
that about the mudle of the Mountain it is fo extreme.cold , thatice 
of half a nights freezing , will bear man and horſe. Inour Journey 
upwards, we paſſed through three ſorts of clouds. The firſt were 
thick , miſty and dark. The ſecond were cold and like ſnow. , al- 
though it was then perfect ſummer below in the Valleys , .and fo 
warm that the Grapes were very carly ripe. The third fort were fo 
cold, that we could hardly endure any longer, and thought verily 
that we ſhould have grown ſtiff, and not able to proceed an our Jour- 

ney. But having now travailed 4, days, and had paſſed through the 
* higheſt and coldeſt clouds , we found the Air very temperate and 
tolerable. On the 7 of that Moneth , we arrived at the Hermites 
houſe, 'which was hewen out of a Rock, the Weather being there 
ſo moderate and gentle as man can imagine, or heart can wiſh; nei- 


ther more hot than _ very well be endured, nor yet more cold 


than was expetible an 


congruous to humaneconſtitution. The ſun 


enlivened us with thwarting beams , which were again refradted , 
with the refreſhing gales of Wind ; the Wind corretting the Sun, 


the Sun the Wind. The Hermite told me he had lived there 25 


and never had ſeen the weather any otherwiſe, But on the top of the 
Hill , it was - more calm , where as none can remember that 


the Air there di 


ever change , or wasſubje&citherto Wind or Rain , 


which is preſumed to be the reaſon that the Ark has endured ſolong 


without being rotten. 


Going into the Hermites Cell, I took a view of the Rupture, 
which I faw was ſhut forth about the bulk of ahenns-egg; and with 
one aſked him, How long he had had it? heanſwered, A Moneth: 
which gave me good encouragement, fince I was ſure that the Fiſſure 


was freſh , and thereforethe Cure with greater facility to be effefted. 


Thus Lundertook the work, and taking 200 freſh Hen-eggs _

led them hard , and made thereofan Unguent. Imadealſoa'T 


and anointed him 4, times a day with the Oyntment cauſing him to 
ly ſtill for a fortnight together , which done I let him riſe up to fee

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-" how he was 3 and found that it was ſuffictently berrered : for the 


Rupture which he with his own hands had indeavoured to ſtop, by 
thruſting it in , and as often broke ont , was now ftay'd ; and- he 
told: me that he conld every day perceiv that itgrew better. I gave 
tym 'idvice to keep himſelf a whole year inthe Truſs, and'continue 
anoynting himſelf afrer the manner I did my ſelf, which he alfo pro- 
miſed to obſery. When I took my leav of him, he gave mea piece 
of hard wood, ofa dark-red colour, with a Croſs, and a ſilver Chain 
which he wore about his neck, as alſo a Stone ,- which he told me he 
had raken from under the Ark; Theſe Relids he adjured me to be 
very carefull of , ſaying the rcal value and eſteem thereof would be 


' ſuch, that if ever I came to Rome , and beſtowed them on St. Peters 
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Church that they would reward me with a Gift which ſhould ſerve me 
for a ' maintenance ſo long as I lived. The Wood and the Croſs I 
brought with me, butthe ſtone, with ſome ſparkling Oar were taken 
from me when the Engliſh took our Ship. 'The Hermite was born at 
Rome, and of very good Parentage, his Father being one ofthe moſt 
eminent Citizens there, who upon his Death-bed charged his Son, 
To retire himſelf from the Society of Men and betake himſelfto the 
Mountain ' Ararat ,' there to ſpend his days in a Heremitical Life. 
The Son in obedience to this his Father's Will , took upon him 
this Journey and manner of Life, where he had then been 25 years, 
living there in great Tranquillity and with more contentment than 
h2 could do in the World of Rome. Beſides thoſe Relicts already 
mentioned he gave me a Teſtimonial in Writing , toevidenceto the 
Curious my being there, ' which | aftcy « Afonkiſh Elegancy | runs thus :

: g O ſoon as I was arrived at Urwan and entred the Houſe of my 

Patron CMehemet , he gave order toſecure me with 2 Chains, for 

he feared that I would make my eſcape, by running into the Tw- | 

ki;h Jurisdi&tion. One of theſe Chains was light and tolerable ,but the | 

other very maſly and ponderous , wn. that to bearthe Chain ! 
alone , might ſeem to be Slavery enough. This Condition brought me 
intoa deep Melancholy , even to death, not only that I should be- 
comea vSlavye, but that my Patrons Incredulity should be the occa- 
fion of ſuch AﬀiQion to me, as alſo that he should ſo much vio- 
Tate his Word, when having promiſed to let me go free again, on

To this they. made an-- 
fwer , That I ſhould never fee eirher my own Countrey or Rela-- 
tions again , and that many thouſands would be yu of what was- 
proffered me,and therefore willed me to accept of it, leſt I ſhould! 
afterwards repent when it could not be revoked , &c. After they had 
uſed a few ſuch hike Arguments they left me. Hardly weretheygor 
out but my Patron came in , who fell to work again with greater, , 
and more ſpecious promiſes than before, as. That if I would be-- 
come a Muſulman | or True Beleever | he would advance meto the 
Dignity of a Commander in the Guards. Thus perplexed: me very; 
much when I ſaw-him ſo carneſt, thinking that if he could not: 
get his will by fair means, he would proceed to rigour, and being” 
abſolute: Lord and Soveraign, as well of the Conntrey , as of my. 
Perſon, would force me to embrace the tAtehomeran.Rehigion , how- 
ever I had already ſtood out ſo much Torture,. that' being a-litle 
tardned to it I feared it ſo much the lefs : but gave him a: ſhore”

POULf, 
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Anſwer ; to this Effect, Sir, All the fair promiſes you have already , and 
that you may hereafter make Shall not have that efficacy with me, as to 
make me renounce my Faith, for 1 had rather diſpatch my ſelf, than to im- 


brace Mahometanizzs. He hearing me fay ſo did not for that time preſs 


me much more. 
On the 9th dize I continued till in Chains, at what time the 


young Damoſels that had been with me before, were ſent again, 


who , as they did the laſt time , endeavoured to perſwade meto turn 
Mahometar , neither did they deſiit to uſe all manner of Allurements 
they could deviſe, toentice me toly withthem, for ſo they thought 
that if I had done that, I muſt either become Turk, or dy a mi- 
ſerable Death; They further did what they could to put mein mind 
of my preſent miſery, and told me that 1 muſt neverexpett toen- 
Joy w_ better than what I faw before my cies ; and in the conclu- 
ſion of all, told me that they wondred at the Folly and Vanity of 
the Chriſtians who were ſo fridtly tied to Monogamy , or only to 
marry one Wife , when as the Mahomertans might have as many as 
they lifted, or thought themſelves capable to maintain. 

My Maſter altho he was a Prince yet thought it no diſhonour ta 
trade in Commerce: but the chief thing he had which brought him 
up the moſt Revennes , were the Baths which he kept ; having 
ſom almoſt in every City, as well in his wg rs oF Perſia 
and other Countreys , whereof thoſe were the moſt conſiderable, 
at Derbent , at Scamachy, andat 1/pahan, which brought him ina vaſt 
ſum of Money yearly. 

The rexſon why the Baths are there in ſuch eſteem , and fo 
much frequented by perſons of all Ranks and Degrees, is not. on- 


ly their afte&ed Cleanlineſs , in which they ſurpaſs all others: but as 


well thro Superſtition : for that after the uſe of their Wives , they 
are to bath, being till then reputed unclean, and may not enter the 
Hfofques: and this both ſexes are injoyned to upon ſuch Caſes by the 
CAlcoran. A man among them may not ly with his wife ' tram 
Conception to her Delivery : which is probably inſtituted as a Pre- 
cept in the Alchoran to make thoſe Countreys more populous; for 
ſo one Man is capable of generating many Children 1n one year. 


The Baths are frequented from Break of day to the Setting of the 


Sun. From _—_—_ till noon the Men bath, and from noon till 


night the Women, fo takingit by Turns. On 


— 
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On the 10» came my Patron to viſit me and asked me how 2.. 
I did, and if I had taken good Courage : I anſwered him that '9% 
I had no great occaſion to thank him for my Welfare, ſince hg 
did all he could ro make me miſerable , and contrary to that 
Honeſty and- Truth , which the Turks boaſted of, he had ſhown 
me an odd example : Withall telling him that he had little rea- 
ſon to chain me ſo faſt, and make my Slavery the greater 
when as he had promiſed me my Freedom , upon the receipt 
of the Money which was paid him. Upon this he ſeemed to be 
a little moved to compaſlion and commanded that the greater 
Chain ſhould be taken off : Now when I obſerved that my rea- 
ſoning had a litle prevalency with him I purſued- on in my 
Argument, with theſe,*or the like Words, Sir, Is it not ſufficient 
that I am your Slave ? why then muſt 1 be kept in Chains , when 4s 0- 
thers have their liberty? If it be ſo that you fear 1 showld go from you, Know 
this , That you can not keep me longer than I liſt : for 1 can at onceport 
With my Life and take leav of this miſerable Bondage, which if you peri; 
zo ufc me ſo inhumanly 1 an pa do. This I could perceiv wrought 
in him no ſmall change, for he was naturally very covetous, and 
would have loſt the price of a Slaye. Beſides that, it is a Maxim of 
their Law , that if any perſon do any way murther himſelf, the Houſe 
is to be accurſed and pulled down to the Ground. My Patron 
conſidering what the Ifue of this might be, altho I had not the 
leſt thoughts to lay violent hands upon my ſelf. he therefore to 
prevent the worſt fold me to one Had/y Mahomet Sale, a Perſian for ah 
25 Abbas, that was about 3o Shillings ferl. which. is but a ſmall fudng 
ſum in compariſon to the ordinary Market price of CArgiers, and Perf 
other places in Barbary. My new Patron ſpoke the Ruſſia» Tongue 
very well , by which means we came to underſtand one another the 
better: for he uſed me more kindly than the other , and would of- 
ten bid me have courage, ſaying,he would gowith me to 1/pahan where 
there were many English , Dutch and other Europeans, and probably 
thoſe that would buy me off his hands , and fo ſet meat Liber- 
ty again, which gave me no ſmall encouragement to do my utmoſt 
to pleaſe him. 

On the 12 ito, I went with my new Maſter to Derbent , and fai- 
led with him ſeveral times oyer the Caſdian Sea: his principaldealing 
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being in Cr4p, which with feveral other Roots uſed in Dying , 
grow there in great abundance. He had alſo a ſmall Bark of 
his own, wherein he tranſported hisown Commodities: This faid 
Valle! alwayes lay in a Bay about halfa League from the City, 
and thuther his Slaves alwaies —_— the Wares; for abour 
Derbent it is very rocky and unſafe for Veſſels to lie at Anchor, 
in caſe of Storm or tempeftuous Weather. But in the faid Bay 
is very good anchorage, at 6, 7and 8 Fathom Water , and aclay 
ground with Shells. The Coaſt from Baynak to Maſanderan is altogether 
ſandy , and here and there low land, where appear the Tops of 
the Dageftay Hills : between thoſe two Coafts it is all a long verygood 
anchorage , there being many fair Roads able to receive Ships of a 
reater burthen than are uſually built for this Sea; there are alſo many 
air Towns, built for the moſt partat the mouths of Rivers , and 
have many Veſſels and Shipping belonging to them, as well for 
Traffic and Tranſportation of Merchandizes , as for the Fiſhing 
trade: for this Sea is very plentiful of Fiſh, and brings up the 
King of Perſie an incredible ſum of Money yearly, receiving from 
ſome as Toll, and from others as Contriburion. In the Bay of 
Gilan' are 2 great Whirl-pools, tor which the Perſians are very 
fearfull in failing from their own Coaſts to Gilan, The Water in 
theſe W hirpools. 1s hurried. about with an. incredible violence and 
makes ſuch a noiſe, that if the Weather be ſtill, they may be heard 
at 5 or 6. leagues diſtant. It is my opinion that theſe are the Paſ- 
ages whereby. this great Lake has aſubterranean communication 
with the Euxin , or ſom other- Sea, for it 1s well known that it 
receivs 84. huge Rivers, beſides the Wolga, which 1s reputed the 
24 Riverofthe World forgreatneſs, and hither doall the Floods of 
the Perſian and Tartariar Rivers haſten, as it were to their Cen- 
ter, with an admirable celerity, ſo that when we failed we al- 
ways madea calculation how far we would be carried off in thwarting 
the ſtream , and ſo bore up towards the Coaſt, as well for 
ſhortning our Courſe, as to avoid the Whirpools, where if any 
Veſſel be brought ſhe mult inevitably periſh. The beſt and mot- 
commodious Shipping for this Sea , 1s a Flat-bottom, from 80- 


te a hundred 'Tuns. 


Upon a time it happened that. my Maſter and I fell into a 
: diſ- 
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diſcourſe about Trading and Commerce, making a' paralel be. yozr; 
tween theirway of merchandizing and ours, where among other '57* 
'Words, I told him That If I were once again at Liberty ,»{ could 
make a good Advantage , and did not doubt but that in a 5hort time 1 should 
return with a Ship full of Hollands Commodities : upon which he asked 
me , If I was ſo rich then? I anſwered: No z But if I came ſafe into my 
own countrey ſome or other would intruſt me with a Cargo for theſe parts, being 
now well acquainted with the Conveniency of the Caſpian Sea. My Pa- 
tron hearing , that thought that I might probably be ſom way in- 
ſtrumental to do him ſervice and that -night SifCourſed ſom - Ar- 
menians about me who dealt in Silk : upon which they deſired to 
ſee me. My Maſter having appointed them a day, I went along 
with him, where one of the moſt eminent asked me if I could 
ſpeak 1taliars, and if I was of Amſterdam, or if I knewſuch a Merchant 
there ? I anſwered him in 1:a/44», That I was of Amſterdam, but did 
not know the Gentleman he named, yet was acquainted with ſeye. 
ral there who dealt in Silk. He thenentred intoa diſcourſe which 
was much after this manner: © That the only way to Trade with 
&« Holland, was to bring over, Lead , Quickſilver, Cloth, Serges, 
« Says and all kinds of Low-Countrey Commodities and Mannfa- 
«Cures, which would be yery marketable at Derbent , Scamachy and 
« A4rdcbil and might produce good profit, ſo that all the Staple of 
<« Silk might be brought to Holand. and, That all Goods whate- 
«yer might be more conveniently tranſported over the Caſpian Sea , 
« and ſo up the Wolga, bringing it down to Archangel! , and fo for 
&« Hlland : which would not prove ſo tedious by far, as to bring 
« jt over Land to Smyrna, where by the way ſo much Danger 
«and ſo many Duties were met withall ; and then from 
<« S7yrn4 to run the Hazard of the Barbery Corſairs thro the Aedi- 
= rerranean and the Spanith Sea : beſides unreaſonable Duties that are 
© impoſed by the Twks, which probably the Czar of Meſcovie would 
* not ſet ſo high, todrawa 'Trathc of ſuch importance thro his Ju- 
«riſdiction , &c. That Gilan, Sciryan and other adjacent Provinces 
* bordering upon the Caſpian Sea, could deliver upwards of 50000 
« Bales of Silk every year. Bocharenalſo affoards pretious Furrs and the 
« EaſtCountrey good plenty of Segrine-Leather , Saffron, Rhubarb 


« andother precious Druggs. This was the fum of all the Diſcourfe 
we 
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we had for: that time, | but-not. much hopes were then given me of 
26%... -gaining my Freedom , by aſſiſting them in a Trade to Europe.

— any huigher upon extraord!1 Rains and Tempeſt, which the more 
confirms what I have. y mentioned about the two famous 
Whirlpools. What concerns the Breadth and Greatneſs of the Caſpian 
Seazas alſo-its* Scituation, Bays, Rivers, Creeks, Iſlands, Towns 
and their diſtance of Bearing , they are ſufficiently noted in the Card 
hereto annexed, which I have,with great diligence compoſed, part- 
ly by my own experience and partly by the help of ſome Armeni- 
« Marriners, who were well ——_ herewith. Its length which 
is reckoned from 'Wolgs to LAſfrabath, North and South is computed 
to be 129 Leagues, and from Tarks to the River Jemls which is 
accounted the Breadth , being Eaſt and Weſt, is about 60 Leagues 
For 6, 7, $ and 9 Leagues from the Coaſt, the Water is ſomtime 
freſh and ſomtime brakkiſh ,- and from 12 to 50 fathom Anchor 
ground , but the Sea is within freſh and out of ſounding. Ir is alſo 
called the Hyrca» and the Salt-Sea. It has many Boughts , In- 
lets, Creeks and Angles: the Bay of Gilantends above 38 Leagues 
inwards, taking its beginning at the Cape of Scabarez and reaches 
to Sengar Haſam, 'T his Seas environed moſtly on the Eaſt and North 
with a ſandy apd barren. ground, having alſo many. Quarries of Mar. 
ble and Alabaſtre. On the Eaſt fide of this Sea is a Noble River, not 
much inferior to the Wolga, which river parts the Calmuc-from the Gwin« 
Tartars but 'the Countrey on each ſide being inhabited with a wild 
People, uſing among themſelys no kind of Traffic, and therefore un- 
ſafe ſor others to adventure themſelvs. My Maſter Mahomer Sals 
once ſailing paſt the mouth of this River,l preſſed him hard to ſail up 
to view the. Conveniency and take anaccount of the Quality of the 
Countrey. But he told me , he hada greatereſteem for his Life , Ship 
and Goods, than to ſatisfy my curioſity about a buſineſs of fo mean 
importance. \ 
"This Sea affoards great plenty of all kinds of Fiſh, and is farmed 
of the King of. Peres from. C4prilto September, fora vaſt ſum of Mos. 
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ney and that for a certain Diſtance from the Coaſt which is ſet off wt:- , 
with Stakes,within which bounds none are to fiſh upon pain of Death, '* 
but without every one has the permiſſion to fiſh; yet wichout Fiſh is * 
very rare except in ſome litle Shoals here,and there ; and thoſe only at 

ſome Seaſons, which are uncertain. After the Farm is expired it 1s alfo 

free within the Stakes for every one to fiſh, Here is an incredible 0 
plenty of Salmon, as alſo Carps, Breams , Sturgeon and other Fiſh, Y 
held with us in great eſteem , and thoſe in general both larger 

and fatter than thoſe taken on'the Coaſt of Holland, or any other 

Sea or Water in Ewrope that I know. Carps when come to their full 
growth are ſometimes above 4. foot long , but thoſe are not {> de- 
licate ax when they are leſs: Here alſo many ftrange Fiſhes by us 
unknown, and I beleey moſt of them properonly t» this Sta. A- 
mongit thoſe ſtrange kinds is one , which by reaſon of the diſ-

A Deſcription of Derbent : «&s Walls. The Sultans Court. Very old Ruins. Di- 
vers Watch-towers. Multiplicity of Sepulchrets without Derbent. Their Slave- 
Market. The Author ſold again. His Patron married with a Polish Wo- 
man and runs into Danger of his Life. The Intention of his Patroneſs in 
running away from her Husband and taking the Authir with ber, Two of 
Mr. Ytruys*s Compamons come to Derbent. How they made their eſcape 
from the Tartars. The great Inclination of the Sultan of (\erbent to the Hol- 
landers. A Device put in praiſe to ſer one of the Authors Companions at 
Liberty The Prince takes the Wife of Brak for his ewn. Brak makes his 
eſcape. 


Erbene the firſt City under the Juriſdiction of the King of Pey-  P* 
ſia, on the Caſpian Sea, lies in 41 degr. 50 min. northerly La- —_—_— 
titude. This City lies longw:ſe Eaſt and Weſt trom the Sea tide bent. 
to the Land, and 1s according to computation about 2 | Eglish } 
miles long. One ſide thereof lies fo near to the Sea that the Wares 
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beat againſt the Walls, and in a Storm or tempeſtuous Wea- 
1670, ther the Surges riſe over the Walls. This is alſo reckoned as 
a Barricr againſt the Irruption of the Tarzars and other Savages, 
being the only place on all that Coaſt for many miles together, 
where they can come aſhoar, for the Shoar is there naturally ſc- 
cured with a ſteep Bank and wholly inacceſſible. Wheretore 
this City is not improperly called Derbent, which in their Lan- 
guage imports as much as The Kingdoms Key, Der ſignifyinga Key, 
and Benta Kinzdeom, or Countrey: and fo the City Gammeron on the 
Indian Coaſt 1s called Bender, which is the fame Word with tranſ- 
poſition of the Syllables, and a little variation of the Dialect. 
This Town 1s very ſtrongly munited with a Stone- Wall, and 
as ſome ſay, was built by Alexander the Great, who had here his 
Reſidence for ſom time, altho there doth not any Building re- 
main of his, fave only the Wall on the South fide, and the For- 
treſs : but all the Fortifications on the North were built by the 
famous XN auſchirwan, King of the Medes; having no other Foun- 
dation thana ſolid Rock. The Walls both on the North and the 
South ſide are fo broad that Horſes and Waggons may ride all 
along, and the Stones are ofa hard rock, brought hither from a 
Hill not fardiſtant from the Town , being all equally 6 foot Square. 
On the Wall of Alexander | for it ſtill bears his name | 1s an 
oblong Stone having an ancient Inſcription in old Syriac and Ara- 
bic Charatters, which none now a days can read. 
Der- The City Derbent 1s divided into 3 parts, The mes 
; wry Ward or Quarter , ſtands on a riſing Ground and has a Fortreſs 
furniſhed with Braſs-Cannon; and at that time when I was there 
and ſince the Uproar of the Coſacs it has bin Strengthned with a Garri- 
ſon of 1000, or 1200 Soldiers, and in this Quarter 1s the Swltans 
Court. The Midle Ward is inhabited by Perſians , but the Build- 
ings go moſtly to decay. The Loweſt Ward is about 2000 pa- 
ces long, but this part 1s _ tilled and uſed for Gardens; and 
as they ſay has been heretofore inhabited by Greeks , bearing till 

the name of Schaher Iunan or , City of the Greeks. 
ols Above Derbent appear the Ruins ofa Wall which reached fron! 
Fam thence to the Necropont, or Euxin Sea: which has been a work of 
Derbeat. an incredible Charge and Labour. In ſom places the ſaid Wall 
appears

appears verv plain, and is about four Foot thick. Round about this rt. 
City are alſo divers ſtone Redoubts, whereof: Four are furniſhed 197% 
with Ammunition and a Garriſon of Soldiers ſuitable to the Occaſion 
of the Times. In the Countrey round about are alſo the Ruins of ma- 
ny ſtrong Caſtles, inſomuch that it plainly appears in what eſteem 
this Place has bin with the Median and Perſian Monarchs in times paſt. 
Not far from this City are alſo ſom Watch-towers of Wood, which Walck _ 
are raiſed exceeding high ſo that they can with eaſe deſcry theap- {ze 
proachment of an Enemy intime of War. On that fide of the Town Dervenr. 
which faces the Countrey are many Sepulchrets,or Tombs, ſom of 
an oblong form, and others ſemicircular, being in breadth abouta 
mans length and hollowed , ſothat a Man may eaſily ly in them. In 
this great Sepulchre was in times paſt a famous Bartel fought, between 
Caſſan King of the Medes, and the Dageſtan Tartars , wherethe former 
had a notable overthrow , with the loſs of ſeveral Thouſand men, and 
the principal Heros and Leaders were buried in thoſe Tombs. Be- 
tween this place and the Sea is alſo another Plat of Ground , environed 
with a high wall, wherein are 40 Tombs , under which are ſo many 
Perſian and Median Princes interred and made facred to Memory. 
Upon the Walls are ſeveral Flags pitched, and by each an old Man 
to beg an Alms of ſuch as out of Devotion and a Religious Zeal come 
to vilitthis place, as it isthroughout all Perſia held very meritorious 
to viſit the Sepulchres and Graves of the Deceaſed. This Superſtition 
beſides that of Bathing 1s all the Ceremonies and Rules which their 
Religion preſcribes the Women, who receiv their Directions and 
are injoined by their Parents and Husbands what to do, being ſeclu- 
ded out of the oſquees. 

Within Derbent live no Chriſtiens but altogether cAtahometans, ex- 
cept a few [ews who boaſt themſelvs to be deſcended from the houſe of 
Benjamin: theſe commonly follow baſe and diſhonorable Trafhc, as 
buying of Prize-goods and Booty taken at Sea, which the Dageſtar 
Tartars bring, thithcr to market : The reſt of the Inhabitants likewife ,,,, 
trade in buying and ſelling of Slaves that being the main and almoft markes 
only Merchandize they deal in, which they buy of the Dazeftan Plagia-/%*: 
ries and ſend all over P:rſia, making an incredible gain thereof. Thoſe 
that are brought hither for Slaves are very unhappy, for they are no 
more looked upon than an unreaſonable Animal or Bruit : and when 
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yvrs, . they are about buying , they pull of their Cloaths and grope them all 


overas if it werea Swine ora Calf. Beſides their low eſtecm they have 
for Slaves asto their Perſons they are very unkind and void of Mercy , 
ſo that were it.not for the Loſs of ſo much money very few of thoſe 
wretched caitiffs would dic a natural Death ; Thoſe people being by 
nature very prone to _ » and beſides that too jealous to live upon 
Earth, thinking that if a Slave do but ſmile or caſt a friendly look 
toward one of their Wives that ſomething extraordinary mult be in 
the caſe; altho I had never reaſon to complain of my Patron for any 
ſuch thing: but one that lived in the neighbourhood was much ad- 
dicted to that inquietude and reſtleſs humour. The bed where _ 
was upon the Top of the houſe for coolneſs ſake, and could very wel 
ſee into my neighbours Court, or Garden, where his Wives walked 
and played together being undreſt. The man ſaw me ſeveral times 
and I him ; but he not knowing how to prevent it , went and told my 
Maſter that I hurled Stones among his Wives, which was not true , 
for conſidering what circumſtances I was under and ſenſible of the 
Condition of a Slave in thoſe Places, it had been a Token of the great- 
eſt imprudence in the World to hazard my ſelf ſo far as to offend ſuch 
men who were both void of Reaſon and had my Life in their hands. 
My Maſter told him he did not beleev that I would do any ſuch thing, 
well, replies the other , zake your Slave away, or, I ſhall bring him dow 
for you. Upon this my Patron warned me to take heed of looking down 
any more , not knowing what might come of it. I was very curious 
to know what courſe the Infidel would take in hand, to fetch me 
down, and accordingly went down to the old Place , where I ſaw ſe- 
veral long Hand-guns ready levelled and cock'd , laying out at 
the Window , which made me in all haſt toturn about and out of the 
way, but was no ſooner turned before I heard him fire ,altho it did not 
the miſchief he hoped and expected. The Inhabitants, as was ſaid 
before, are in this place ſomthing curriſh-natured , but the Perſears 
in general do not uſe their Slaves ſo unkindly , as the Twrks , which L 
could well obſerv the time I was on the Galleys , nor yet ſoinhumanly 
as they do at CArgiers, Tripoli, Tunis, Salee , oe other maritim 
Towns 1n Barbary , according to the univerfal report given by thoſe 
that fall into the hand of theſe cruel Men ; for here when they do ute 
them ſo hard, it is more to make them renounce their Faith and be- 
come 
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come Mahometans, than innate Cruelty. Moſt proud they are and yvzr, 
lofty , boaſting in their honorable deſcent and Pedigrees from their '7* 
ancient Nobility , famous in Hiſtory, and renowned from the Monar- 
chy of the cMeaes. The Soldiery , which they call KXifal-baſſchen, are 
very unruly, and take the leſt word that one can ſpeak for an affront, 

ea, ſuchis theaw they have gained of the People , that they dare not 
z k without great reverence; ſure Iamthey have taught me ſilence, 

ince they are accuſtomed to be the Interpreters of other Mens 
Words,and are as apt to miſconftrue what is ſaid, whence conſequent- 

ly they fall to blows. 

On the 30" of /w/y my Patron brought me again to Market, where The 4«- 
he ſold me to one Hadzi Biram Ali, A very rich Merchant in Jewels. #*7/*4 
'Lhe ſame Hadzi Biram had g Wives, 5 at Derbent, and 4at Scamachy. * 
The Chief of theſe 9 was a Poliſh Gentlewoman by birth, and a Chriſ- 
tian, but her Father was an Amſerdammer , by name lohn Fluſius, who 
had a Command of Horſe under Caſimire K. of Poland, and married 
there a Gentlewoman of that Countrey by whom he had 4, Children. 
Upona time, when theſe People lived in the Countrey, it happened 
that the Tartars made an irruption into Poland, and among many others 
carried away my ſaid Patroneſſe, being then a Damoſel of 12 yearsgld, 
and fold her for a Slave. She was a Gentlewoman ofa very fair com- 
plexion , and a well proportioned Body at that time, for which reaſon 
alone ( Iſuppoſe ) my Patron bought her and made her his Wite, 
promoting her ſhortly after above the reſt. \ 

It was my Maſters cuſtom to bath himfelf once a day in the Sea, HirPe- 
which the Inhabitans of thoſe Parts doaccount very wholſom, and __ o 
his cuſtom was alwaics to take me with him to hold his Horſetill he bs Life. 
had don. It happened that one time he went a litle fartherin than 
was uſual, and lighting accidentally ina Whirl-poot he was forcibly 
overturn'd and notable to recover himfelf.I ſeerng him then immerge 
made all the haſt I could roget himout : and coming to the Place 
could not get afſight of him for it was as I ſuppoſed in a Quickſand: 
but at laſt , by accident I felt his head with my Foot, which I endea- 
yored to take hold of with my hand , and at laſt got him out , brought 
him to the Land and lay him over a Stone, till abundance of water 
came guſhing out of his Mouth, but noappearance of Life was left 
in him , when I thought he was rid of the moſt part of the Water, I 
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FoLe, ſet him upon the Horſe and got up my ſelf behind him, in the 
869% mean while he continued bleeding at the Noſe and Ears, and fo 
weak that I had much ado to hold him upright upon the Horſe 
After he came home he was put to bed , which he kept for 14 
days together before he recovered his Strength. It was no ſmall cauſe 
of Joy to me that things fell ſo well out , as that helived tode- 
clare the true cauſe of this diſmal accident : whereas if he had 
died , 't would certainly have coſt me my Life, among thoſe brui- 
tiſh, furiousand unreaſonable People , eſpecially in conlideration of 
of the Condition I was in, not only a Stranger both to their Re- 
ligion and Manners as well as their Countrey and Perſons , but 
hkewiſea Slave, for whoſe Death and Slaughter a man is no more 
accountable than for the ſlender Value and Market price ; whilſt on 
the contrary it fell out that I got the Credit of ſaving his Life , and 
his ages ever after for an a&t of ſuch merit, having run the 
jeopardy of my own Perſon. So much kindneſs he profeſſed for 
me, that he promiſed to take me with him to 1ſpehey, where he 
 faid he would beſtow me upon ſome of my own Nation. 

This Motion liked me exceeding well , but my chief Patroneſs 
who ſpoke very good Low-dutch adviſed me to the Contrary , fay- 
ing , My Hushand, your Lord, "tis true goes for Iſpahan , but from thence 
he intends to go on a Pilgrimage to Mecche , and beſtow 200000 Gil. 
on the Sepulchre of Mahomet , for which Gift he and his Son Hadzy Kan, 
Will be canonized and regiſtred among the Saints , for a perpetual memcry of 
8 2emſelys ani Honor of their Poſterity, ani now you are not ſenſible what 
Danger hangs over your head inregard of your Religion. T his ſaid ; ſhetold me 
if I would vow Silence ſhe would impart me a Secret, which per- 
haps would be of more importance than that, and without doubt 
I should judge it more worthy of Acceptance. I promiſed her I 
would not dete& her Council , be what it would; but for accep- 
.ting it deſired her not to injoyn me till I had heard and well 
conſidered of it. To this ſhe replies. See if you can prevail with 
your Patron to excuſe you on this Fourney , or if you can counterfeit with Dex- © 
rerity , feign your felf ſick : To which if he gives his aſſent , we will trip off 
zogether , after he has beena few weeks upon his Fourney , and being you 
are well cquainted with the Caſpian Sea we, will take our Bark with us. I 
have means enowgh to Maintain #us in any part of the World ſo long as we 

live. . 
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live, 1 have at preſent in my Cuſtody a Casket of Fewels worth 300000 gil” 5ory. 
at leſt , beſides a ſum of 10000 Dwcats in Gold, 1 prethee then let's not loſe $79 
this opportunity but away With our own Bark; and I hope that we Shall in 

8 or 10 days be in Ruſlia, from Whence we can go forward to Holland , 

and if your Wife be not alive we shall marry , if not 1 shall ſeek up my Re» 
lations at Amiterdam , ſuppoſing my Fathers Brother may be ſtill alrve. To 

this I replyed , Afoft gracious and worthy Madam, What you propoſe is 
very Well, and what I could freely embrace and would willmgly undertake 

fo manage , But Madam, are you not ſenſible that Aﬀtrachan is at preſent 
under hands of the Coſacs , and the Caſpian Sea full of Pyrars, how then may 

We promiſe our ſelvs a ſafe Arrival in Ruſſia? Well , quoth ſhe, Do you 
think that Aſtrachan wu be ſtill in tenure of the Rebells? no , without doubt , 

We 5hall ſpeedily hear that the Czar Will come down with a great CArmy 

and deſtroy that Vermin. &c, Hereupon ſhe ſhowed me an incredi- 

ble Treaſure of Diamends , Emeralds , Rubies and other Precious 
Stones. 

Theſe Propoſals I muſt confeſs gave me work enough to ſtudy 
upon day night , and certainly had not ©Mfrachan then bin n the 
hand of the Cofacs I had taken it upon me”, not doubting , but 
to have good ſucceſs, being able enough to pilot a Veſſel from thence 
to the Wolga, for I was very well acquainted with the Coats, 
but becaufe of the before mentioned difficuly was fain to refuſe 
her offer. I could obſerve that the Lady was fom way difaftected 
to her huſband, which I preſumed was An certain Jealouſy ; for 
my Patron had bought not long before 2 Georgian Girls for Shves, 
the one of 11, and the other of 12 years old, with whom helay 
by Turns, which was no ſmall trouble to his Wife , who was her 
ſelf not above 26 years of Age, and therefore very unwilling to be 
a Widdow witha living husband. 

On the 22 came two of our Ships-company to Dervert , to wit, 
Cornelius de Fries, the Gunner , and Peter Arentſe of Schevelingen, Theſe 
had been taken in Boynat, near the Scemka! , and had betaken them- 
ſelvs to flight, being followed by ſome Tarzers to the Gare of Der- 
benz, where they were reſcued by a Soldier , who ſpoke the Ruſi- 
an Tongue very well, which Soldier ſeeing them ſo hotly purſued, 
and the Tartars cloſe at their heels, interpoſed himſelf between 


them , and asked ours, Who they were? who repled , "They _ 
EE EF Dutch , 
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Dutch, and had Letters for the Sulrav. W hereupon the Soldier tur- 
ning to the Tartars bade them ſee what they did , for that thoſe 


men had Letters for the Swan : and fo they got free from the Tar- 
zars, but were ſuddenly carried before the Sura, who fo ſoon as 


* they were admittedasked them, What Countreymen they were? 


They anſwered Hollanders. Then he asked for the Letters which he 
was informed they had for him, upon which they fell down u- 
pon their knees humbly begging Forgivenels, ſaying, That we have 
ſaid, how that we had Letters for the Sultan, Greas and Mighty Prince , 
We cannot deny, for moſt true it is, but that Was only an Invention to ſe- 
cure and releaſe our Perſons from the Tartars , that purſued us to within the 
Perſian Juriſdiction: Wherefore , Great Sir , vouchſafe to have Compaſſion 
ton us, for we are thoſe very people that fled from Aſtrachan upon the 
approaching of the Colacs, and have been unfortunately Stranded on the 
Dageſtan Coaſt , where we were plundered, beat and made Slaves by the In- 
habitents, and ſince continued in miſerable Servitude under the Scemkal , 
and therefore have made bold to ſeck Proteftion under your Highneſs, They 
told him moreover how that they had been 3 days and 2 nights 
by the Way; Travelling only by night and hiding themſelyvs by 
day, left they ſhould be detected, and retaken, as they had ſure- 
ly been at the Gate , if the Soldier had not ſhown them ſuch a 
a Favour. The. Sultan freely pardoned them and ſent them to a 
Houte where he had ordered they ſhould have abode and mainte- 
nance , till they were otherwiſe provided; for this Prince, has 
ever been favourable to our Nation. But theſe two fearing that 
their Living ſo would coſt them too dear, and that one time or 
another they muſt pay for all, theyremoved intoa Carwarſcra, for 


ſo they call an Inn or Tavern, where they took no. care for Diet, 


being well ſupplied by the continual concourſe of people that came 
thither, as well 1n4jans as Perſians. The S»ltanalſo promiſed to write 
to the King about the Redemption of the reſt of the Captiv 
Slaves , __ as much as in him lay to further the ſame. Certain 
It is he did as kindly for our Countrey men as might be expected 
from him , when as the Brother of the Scewka/came to demand them 
as Fugitivs , and he refuſed to let them go , for that they were 
now in Derbent , and that the King had underſtood how aokindty 
they had dealt with thoſe that were his Allies , and with thoſe _ 

whom 
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whom his Subje&s had a great correſpondence , as to; matter of 7y:,. 
Commerce: Inſomuch that 4, the Tartar, returned without ob- '97*: 
taining what he came for, and the Slaves they had ſtill were for 
this reaſon more ſeverely uſed than before , and kept with more 
ſtrineſs , ſince by that they were ſenſible , that if they could but 
make their eſcape to Derbent they were proteted. _ | 
So ſoon as I underſtood that FP. Carents and De Fries were arri- 
ved at Derbent I pray'd my Patron to let me go to viſit them, 
which he granted. So ſoon as I came to them, I begun to eg- 
quire of their manner of Eſcaping, and of their preſent Condi- 
dition , which they related from the, beginning to the end of. all. 
My Patron was alſo curious to ſee them and came himſelf in per- 
ſon: Upon which I did bethink my ſelf of a Stratagem toredeem 
my Companion Els Par who was ſtill at Boynak. I told my Ma- 
ſter then that I had ſtilla Son in the Hands of Prince 0/min, and 
looking towards the, Gutner I gave him a wink with the. Eie, that 
he ſhould aſſert it, which when my Patron asked him he did: he 
therefore ſent to redeem him with intention to keep us both, but 
the Party ſent, who was a Ruſian and a, Rexegado, brought: us news; 
that he 'was gone within' Land , which ſadly troubled, me: For g 
had I got him to Derbent I could have rreught him to 1/phav where, 
there was more apparency and likely hood of obtaining Liberty, 
than among the obſcure Tarzars. | 
Meanwiule I went dayly to viſit the Gunner ;and Peter Arentſe y: 
and once finding them very heartleſs and; Melancholic, I did.all. L 
could to comfort them. How, faid l, carr you be ſo ſad being free, and 1 who 
am a Slave ſtill keep a good heart? Be not ſa acjetted , for the Perſians will 
ſom time or other take you with their Caravans toIfpahan , and fo you may 
get to Gameron , and thence be tranſportcd for the Indies , by which means 
gow Will be brought home, &c. They told me alſo, that, the reſt 'of the 
Company were at liberty and without Chains, that they. had alſo 
reſolved to flee together , but judged hembiles afncil nalade at, 
Derbent , which they had intended for their {lum ſaying, That 
they ſhould come thither ſoon enough, when they hoad be ſold 
at the Slave-Market ; and certainly x th were not much over-bur- 
thened, for the greateſt Task they had was only to hew wood for 
Fewel and other uſes in the Princes Houſe: andif my companion 
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we'thould not have dallied long about a Reſolution , whether to 
ſtay or betake our ſelvs to flight, for it was not above 12 | Ex- 
glisb[ miles from Derbent. We often contrived to break or file the 
Chain in'ſunder, but the Links were ſo maſly that we durſt not at- 
tempt'leſt we ſhould not perform it at one time. They were alſo 
taken by the Dageſtan-Tartars , which are reputed the more mercifull, 
but we by the Calmucs, the one being under the 0fmin and the o- 
ther under the Scemkal. C. Brak was fold by the Sctemkal forthree 
years , after theexpiration of which time his Patron was to have him 
again :' His Wife whom the Prince had raviſhed , was alſo taken 
from him' and made uſe by the ſaid Prince for a Concubine, being 
attired in Princely Habit, and had much favour ſhown her, Brat 
therefore intending to make his eſcape, intimated his Deſign to his 
Wife; who would by no means afſent tothe matter , becauſe of her 
Child ; and told him further that if he did offer to go that ſhe 
would 'dere& the matter to the Prince. To this he replied, 
that inaſmuch as ſhe was taken from him they were never like to 
come together again, and that he probably for that reaſon ſhould 
be carried farther within Land , where he ſhould be. out of all 
hopes of ever being redeemed ; whereas on the contrary. if ever he 
came to Derbent that there he ſhould not only himſelf be free, but 
alſo ſeek a mean to get her redeemed , yet all this was but in 
vain, for ſhe would not hear of it ; inſomuch that he was fain to 
run away without her knowledge; but what then became of him, 
and whether he was retaken by ſome others, or 1s dead, I could 
never yet be ſo.happy as to know. As to his Flight, we were well 
aſſured, for his Patron ſent to us at Derbent to enquire after him , 
but had a very unwelcom Anſwer : and the Swltan , to hearing 
that ſuch a Perſon was come to ſeek for them, gave order to ap- 
rehend- him, and-ſo continued him Captiv till he proved that 
only came to feek one that he had bought for ready Money , 
and was not of Intention to meddle with any body elſe ; upon 
which the Swlzan, ordercd him enlargement. 
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CHAP. XX1. 


The great difficulty of getting Wood without Derbent: The Author and bis 

" company aſſailed by Robbers two ſeveral times, The kind nature o bis 
Patron. They. travel to Scamachy, The Hill Barmach. The Pit: of Naph- 
tha. Arrival at Scamachy. A Deſcription of that City. A great Earth-quake 
at Scamachy. Abundance of men misfortunatly killed. The Author meets 
with 2. Franciſcan Friars 1 A rehearſal of ſome part of their Diſcourſe: 
their Zeal to $f him out of the Service of a Mahometan. Advice given kimby 
his Patron. He comes firſt into the Servite of the Polich Ambaſſadour. 


N the 29 were ſent out about 5o Slaves together with 
Ch other free perfons to hew Wood in the Countrey , 
amongſt which my Patron ſent me alſo. We took our way 0- 
ver the Mountains, having with ustwo Carts, with 5 Oxen, 2 
Aﬀes and a Horſe, we had alſo feveral Renegados with us. All 
the Company went into the Wood , and fell to work leaving 
me alone to look to the Carts and Proviſion. After they had 
been about 3 hours at work, I eſpied a Troop of about 300 
Men coming towards us, and thinking by the haſt they made towards 
us, that they were Robbers , I therefore called out to them in 
the Wood, to give them Notice that they might keep together. 
When I ſaw them come within Bow-ſhot of me I ran away as 
faſt as I could drive, which they ſeeing me, ſenta Shaft or two , 
but they did not hit.me. Having entred the Wood I met our 
Company coming out, who at firft ſtoutly reſiſted , but finding 
that the Robbers fell on with a greater ritdedds. and exceeded us 
both for Arms and Number of Men, they thought good to re- 
treat with as much haſt as they could. We lefthere 32 dead, a- 
mongſt which was a Polish Renegado; beſides theſe that were kil- 
led we had 20 wounded , and loſt all our Baggage , with Carts, 
Oxen, Aſﬀes, &c. and were fain to return ſo home. For this reaſon 
is 1t very perillous tohew wood or to paſs thoſe mountains upon any 
other Occaſion, being the Rendevouz of the Bandirti and Tartars , 
who ——_— all the Indeavours which the Ring doth, by 
ſending of Troops down toexpell them , cannot be driven out , for 
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whenth eivthar any Forces are ſent outagainſt them, th 
' run NT Obi an holes 4 the Hills and Woods: They are als 
yery well diſciplin'd and as well arm'd , the greateſt part thereof 
conliſting in deſerting Soldiers. And by reaſon thoſe of Derbenz muſt 
have all their Fewel and Timber from this Place, and the work put 
upon the Slaves, it happens that every year agreat number of thoſe 
miſerable ſort of menarecither diſpatched or wounded. 
The next day I was ſent up into the Countrey to a place where 
my Patron kept his Cattle , which I was to look after and drive 
rhe 4x. them up and down where I found the beſt Paſturage. When the 
cher Sun was gon down and I driving the Cattle to their Houſe, I met 
tee : Robbers , who took three Cows away with them, and tied my 
any ls hands behind my back, ſo drawing mealong; yet it was not long 
* before we mer with $8 Gentlemen of Derbent , fom whereof knew me , 
being frequently at my Maſters houſe. Theſe therefore releaſed me 
and retook the Beaſts , ſo that I came ſafe home : for which kindneſs 
my Maſter gave them a Preſent , I ſuppoſe , . of more yalue than 
what I was ſold for to him. Unſpeakable was the kindneſs of my Pa- 
tron that -he had for me, for altho my Work was a litle ſervile and 
Slaviſh, yet my Bed and Table was Lordly ; and whatſoever I did 
whether well or ill , he always took it in good part, and would after 
that time,, never fuffer me to go abroad to do any work, ſaying , 
that he beleeved that I was born under ſom malevolent Planet. To 
be brief I found my daily Taſk fo caſy, and my uſage fo comfor- 
table, that were it not for the name of a Slave and that to a HMahome- 
zan, I could not havelived better abroad in any Place of the World , 
having litle or no care upon my head.

Their About this time my Patron made preparation to take a Journey 
mourn for Scamachy, there to repair his Houſes which were thrown down 


machy. With an Earth-quake in the year 1667. Onthe firſt of September we 
were ready and ſet forward with a Caravan of 1800 Horſes, and a 

great number of Camels, Dromedaries , Afﬀes and other Beaſts 

of Carriage, having in Company ſeveral Thouſands of Men. The 

firſt day we paſſed over three Rivers, to wit Kurgani, Koſtar , and 
Sambur; whereof the ſecond is the greateſt, running thro the Moun- 

tains of Elbur. This River divides it ſelfinto5- branches, or arms, 
broad but ſhallow, and runs over a ſtony Ground. The next day 
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we travailed 8 | Dwich| miles further and came to Kodep a large vil- sz>r1 

lage, where we took our reſt for that night. By the way weſawa 157% 
oodly Tomb creed to the memory ofa Perſian Saint, The Inha- 

Fs of this Town and the Countrey about it are called Padar in 

their Language. They are much addicted to ſtealth and Robbery, 

ſo that we were fain to keep a narrow watch over them the time we 

lay in the Town, which was not above 8 hours. Their Houſes are 

but little , built ſquare and covered on the Top with Earth, not excee- 

ding 6 or 7 foot high aboveground, but areas deepbelow, as they 

are high. - 

On the 3 ofthe ſame moneth we ſet forward and travailed through 

many great villages, amongſt which was a very fair one called N:ſa« 

bath , or Nayſabath , which I gueſs lies about 4.1 degr. and a quare. 

It is ſeated 1n a very pleaſant Countrey of 04 Media, now called 

Surwar , or Schirwan. This is the Place where ſom time agon the 

Holſteys Ambaſſadours ſuffered Shipwrack. At night we ſet downat 

Huſker, being a Town without Walls, or any other Forrification 

but ſeems to have bin in times paſt a place of truſt , as well from its 

Situation, as the Ruins of the Walls and Bulwarks which yet ap- 

pear. By the way we ſaw abundance of Robbers in the Woods , bur 

they knowing us to be too ſtrong would not adventure the Attempt. 

Gn the 4 we broke up , and that day came to Scaberan a little City , 
where the whiteſt and beſt Rice in all Perſi« is brought to market , and 
grows in the Countrey round about. Ir 1s alfo in ſuch plenty that 
the Hundred weight is fold for 13 0chbas, | being about 4. Shil, 2 Pence 
Sterl. or a halfpenny per Pound. | The Walls of this City are now de- 
moliſhed ſo thar it 1s no more than an open village. The only Re- 
markable I found here was the Ruins of the Ovens, wherein they 
averr Alexander the Great had Bread baked for his Army. 

On the 5% we came to the mountain Par---- or Barmach , which 
lies cloſe tothe Sea , and is very famous for it's many veins of ® Naphie. * Which 
The word Barmach is an Appellativ word and betokens in their Lan- 7 
guage a Finger, ſo called from it's {imilicude to a Finger pointing Median 
out. Above at Top it is very cold, and hasſnow on the North fide 2%. 
all the year long : at top there grows tom graſs but not much, and niſh Bi- 
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nature of Marl, which when once ſet on fire, will burn more vigorouſly if water be poured upon it , but is quens 
ched with Earth , Duſt, or any other thing that is dry. This oil is very good 10 preſery any mettal from Ruſt ;

Naphra, otherwiſe called Petroleum or * Petreleuns 
x the is an Oil coming — out of the veins of the Rock', which 
Greek yeins do run thro the whole ſtones, as in Marble. Thereare 40 Pits 
_ digged as Receptacles to hold the faid Oil, being convey'd thither 
Oil, & by ſeveral Pipes , or Conduits; But there arethreeof thoſe whence 
Ms | 
«kock, it naturally flows or ſprings , where you may ſee it buble up like boil- 
ing pitch. Of this Oil there be two ſorts ; the one tending to a 
brown or black , which has a very ftrong fmell ; but the other which 
is white is of a lovely ſmell when freſh, and held in far more cfteem 
than the other. 

On the 6 dits we ſet forward again , and went over very high 
Hills, coming at night to Bach a village ſeated ina low but fruit- 
full Valley. Here grows much Rice, and that very good ,- it being 
a marſhy Ground, where that Grain likes beſt ; Barley alſo grows 
there in good plenty. The Inhabitants have an excellent way of 
making Cakes , the main ſtuff thereof being Honey and Oil: whereof 
for the rarenefſs and novelties ſake my Maſter bought certain to 
uſe on our Journey. 

On the 7 dire we left Bachal , and after a good Days Journey came 
into Cothany , which 1s a very pleaſant Place : and here we took up 
our Lodging. This Village lies in a low Valley which is full of 
Woods: of Haſles and other ſmall Trees, in which Woods are the 
greateſt plenty of Hares that ever I have ſeen in all my Life. 

On the 8 4#owearrived at the famous Scamachy, called alſo Swmnehi , 
and S2machy. It is a very famous Mart, and lies in 40 degr: 30 min. 
In the Province of Schirwan, or Media. It is handſomly ſeated ina 
Vally , fo that one cannot fee it till he be within Cannon Shot of 
the Town. The diſtance between Derbent and Scamachy is computed 
a Weeks Journey , excluding Sunday, to wit , following the High- 
way which 1s crooked and Winding , for by reaſon of Hills and 
Rivers they are fain to travel far about, or otherwiſe one might go 
it in 2 days: there 1s alſo another way which Paſſengers take when 
they go not with the Careye; the Caravan would allo go that way , 
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but the Tolls about the Mountains of Z<hes are very great , and gzer; * 

oftentimes long a clearing, ſo that they rather chyſeto go the other t570- 

way. In former times this was a Town of ſome conſideration as to 

matter of ſtrength; but in the Wars of <Abas, the Scach, or King 

of Perſie againit the Twrks, it was by him diſmantled and madean 

open village, which was ever by hzm a Maxim of Military Policy , 

by reaſon the Turks were wont to retire into;fortified Places under 

pretext of Refuge , and after a few Moneths proving ftrong and 

aumerous would ſurrender up the Town to their own Nation in 

time of War, or upon an Uproar: ſothatallthe Walls toward the: $cama: 

South were demoliſhed and only thoſe on the North-ſide lefeſtan- =—dp | 

ding , which will not much avail upon ſuch ſudden Occaſions. 2 
The Northern Quarter is far leſs than the Southern , and the 

Mote ſo ſhallow together with the mean condition of the Walls, 

that one .may enter in as they pleafe in many Places, notwithitan- 

ding their due ſhutting of che Gates , that are in number5. The 

Streets are all thro the Town very narrow and the Buildings low , 

made up of Clay, Planks and Twigs daubed over, In the South- 

quarter 15 a ſpacious Market-place which they call a Bogan, having 

round about it ſeveral rich Shops in Galleries and Piazzas, wherein 

are ſeen many rich Merchandizes and ManufaQories, as Silks, Cot- 

tons, Furrs, Cloth of Gold and Silver, Tapeſtry , &c. Nearthis 

place are alſotwo great Warehouſes having ſeveral Portics or Alleys , 

where all Merchants-ſtrangers buy and ſell ſeveral forts of Merchan- 

dizes. The one of theſe is called Scach Carwanſers, or ,” the Empe- 

rours Lodgings , whither Ruſ7ans for the moſt part have recourſe, 

and barter their Tin , Copper , Sables and other Commadinries : 

the other 1s called Leſgi Carwanſera, i.c. The Tartars Lodgings; and 

hither repair moſtly the Dage/tan and other Tartars , whoſe Trade 

conſiſts chiefly in Men and Children, ftole either from their own 

Nation or the Rufiens, as alſo in Horſes: hither alſo repair many 

Jews who deal moſtly in Bedding and Cottons. This Town upon 

my arrival there was altogether new built, althd about 3 years be- 

fore it lay on heaps. This place is very ſubje& to Earth quakes and 

in the ſpace of one year were 3 great ones, but that in the year 1667 

was the greateſt that Gs been known or heard of in any Age. It con- 


tinued tor the ſpace of 3 moneths , but not with that terror'and 
Vio- 
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violence it had at the beginning for when this Earth-quake made 
it's firſt overture, all the Towers, Churches | or a_— Walls 
and greateſt Buildings were overthrown , and that with ſuch ſudden- 
neſs that they reckoned above 80000 men were loſt , beſides Women 
and Children not yet come to maturity , nor yet was the Earth- 
quake ſo raging at Scamachy , but alſo all the Countrey round about , 
where vait Mountains were removed , and whole _- thrown 
into the clefts of Rocks and cloſed again. We alſo ſaw a place 
where ſeveral 'Towns and Mountains had been ſunk , not very far 
from Scamachy, where only appeared the tops of ſome of thoſe Hills. 
The High ways neare the Town were alſo ſo chink'd and crack'd 
that the Caravans muſt go many times far about. Day and night con« 
tinued this Earth-quake thatthe Inhabitants thought the World 
would be diſſolved. | 

- Being now arrived at Schemachy , I was ſet to work at the Building 
of my Patrons houſes , about which I was cloſely imployed from 
the $'h September to the 28% Ofober. In the mean while I received a 
meſſage from 2 Friars of the Society, or Order of Sr. Francis, where 
being come theyaſked me if I could ſpeak 7ralien; Itold them 1 could 
not ſpeak it with its due Property and Elegancy, but could make a 
ſhift to underſtand and expreſs my mind. They aſked me then , 
From whence I came? and , if I was a Chriſtian ? I told them that I was 
a Hollander, They then, if I was a Lutheran? I ſaid No, but of the 
true Catholic and Apoſtolic Church; and with that began to give 
an account of my Faith as what my Opinion was about the Divine 
Eſſence, the Holy Trinity , the Incarnation of our Lord , the Sacred 


» SCriptures , Everlaſting Life, &c. To which they made no objeftion, 


as it they did approv of my Confeſſion for good conformity with 
theirs, but charged me to perſevere a true beleever in the Lord Teſs , 
and not give way to the many allurements I muſt expe from thoſe 
of the Mahometan Faith to become a Profelyte in the Se& of that 
foul Impoſtor, When they had out of their great Zeal admoniſhed. 
me a litle, they began to enquire of me how I came into Slavery 
I told them all the whole paſſage from the Beginning to the End; 
for which they ſhow'd themſelvs much concern'd, and promiſed me, 
x I were willing, they would indeavour to get meinto the Hands of 
a Chriſtian , and conſequently that they would jntreat the _= 
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Ambaſladour to buy me of my-Patron. This gave a delicate ſound $2xpx, 
in my Ear, being the only thing I deſired to hear of; and coming 167% 
home began to ſupplicate my, Maſter that he would vouchſafe to 
ſell me into the Hands of the Poliſb Ambaſſadour, at which heſeem'd 
tobealiclealtered, and ſaid , John , conſider with your ſelf the nature of your 
requeſt : have you found ſuch hard uſage the time you have been with me? 
Why then would you go from me ? Go rather with me to Iſpahan, where, 
ſince you have once ſaved my life and in all things elfe proved faithfull , 1 will 
| beſtow you upon ſom of your 0 Nation without Redemption Monty : or any 
thing elſe in ſtead of you, Where you ſhall be aſſured(y free. But I ſtill re- 
membred the words of my Patroneſs CA{tize, and had no great fto- 
mach to go for 1ſpaban with him: However with many thanks. de- 
clined his Offer, praying him rather if he had the Kindneſs for me 
he profeſſed , that he would pleaſe tolet me have my requeſt herein ; 
for i longed mainly to be among Chriſtians. Mell, ſaid he, ſince you 
will go, you ſhall, but be afured you ſhall not find better uſage than you heve 
here , alths it were With « Chriſtiaa , | forſoth]. As for this Bochdan 
the Poliſh Minifter , be is not ſo good a Chriſtian 4s you think, but a light 
vain Georgian, whom the King of Poland has — to the Sophy, 
fo treat about a War with the Turks , but ſach is his deportment here , and 
remiſintſs in the Affairs of the King his Maſter , that he will in all probability 
be called in queſtion about it, All this did nota whit daunt me from my 
Reſolution , for I gave him a-certain allowance as to the Charatter 
he had given him; or, altho he had been ſuch a Perſon there was 
more hopes cf my coming home thro Meſcovie', ſooner than thro 
India, and fo from Batavia. TT his Bechdan as I have been ſince infor- 
med had formerly a Command of Horſe under the King of Polend, and 
was ſo well acquainted with the Humor of the King, that he was im- 
ploy'd on this Ambaſſage, but much envy'd by the Polanders. The 
next day I was fold and delivered up to the Ambaſſador for 150 Abs, 
being the ſum Hadſy Birzm had paid for me to the Prince. Upon my 
taking lcav of my Maſter , he wiſhed me happineſs, and withone 
told me that he was ſenſible the King of Poland had Money enough 
to redeema Chriſtian, otherwiſe he would have taken nothing for me. 
And now was none more happy than my felf in imagination , net 
thinking otherwiſe: than ſuddenly ro have my Freedom. On the 
1 of November I was {ent for by the Ambaſſadour , where being 
Hh 1n- 
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$z?7 introduced into the Parlor , he ſpeedily bad me fit down, and fell 

267%" to aſking many Queſtions about my Nation, and my coming to be 
a Slave. I told him all from the Beginning to the End. He then cal- 
led for a Bowl of Wine, and bade me drink. Whilſt I ſat there, were 
two young Georgian Girls brought to the Door , who being ſtole 
by the Dageftan Tartars , of handſom Bodies , and tolerable Beauties 
as alſo the Ambaſſadours own Countrey Women he had compaſſion 
of them and bought them for the value of 100 Crowns. Theſe he 
kept for Warming Pans, and would upon Occaſion , when he'made 
any Feaſt, cauſe them to dance: nordid they much ſeem to be con- 
cern at the loſs of thoſe heavy burthens called Maidenheads, alth6 
the Art is'to:know where they firſt got rid of'em.

CH AP. XXIL 


The Hatred and Churliſbneſs of the Ambaſſadour againſt the Poliſh Gentry. A Poliſh 
Gentleman murdbered in bis bed. The pitiful caſe and condition of the Polan- 
ders, who were in the Retinue of the Legate. The Ambaſſadours Greedineſs. 
He indeaveurs to turn Mahometan, The Authors intention. to make bis eſcape. 
Captain Butler and others of his old acquaintance come to Scamachi , where 
they do what they can for the Captivs. The Ambaſadors Brother goes for 
Iſpahan, where be deſires to be admitted as a Mahometan ; but #r n.t reces- 
ved, William the Maſters Mate of the Ship Eagle comes to Scamachi. 
great Earth-quake. Conſecration of Water among the Armenian Chriſtians. - 
PA great concourſe of People, and remarkgble Ceremonies. 


N the 2 of November came the Siſter of the Ambaſſador, and 

his Brother with a great Retinue and Pomp : their Reception 
was withan Extravagant Banquet, which dured ſeveral days. Solong 
asthis Junketting laſted , was ſuch Gluttony, Drunkneſs and Pro- 
digality, yeafuch beaſtlineſs ſhown , that I almoſt abhorred the name 
ofa Chriftian , when on the other ſide I ſaw the Atahomerans point at 
them, who are themſelvs very abſtemious and temperate. Yet this 
onlywastogratify the Georgians and Perſians, for he demeancd himſelf 
very churliſhly towards the Poliſh Gentry who were fent to. grace 
his Perſon as a Retinue. Scarce were t 7 ever admitted into 


his -preſence , and beſides that pinched in their allowance 
| as 
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as well in Diet as Habit, and at laſt having ſpent the Money they wor: 
brought with them out of Poland, were reduced to fuch poverty, that '9* 
they went up and down like Beggars, being aſhamed to com into ' 
honeſt Company ? for beſides their coſtly Attire whuch he always 
kept locked up, he would not allow them a ſufficiency of Linnen 
to keep them clean. If any offered to complain he threatned to ſell 
them tor Slaves, which tended to the great detriment of thoſe his 
Domeſtics, and Diſhonour of the King and Crown of Poland, This 
bred in the Poliſh Gentry ſuch diſsaffeQtion that they reſolved often- 
times to have revenge; but as thoſe who know themſelvs conſcious 
of ſuch ill demeanor are ever in fear of their Perſons, fo he who 
knew himſelf guilty of ſuch wicked doings , had always a certain 
number of his own Nation to ſecureand guard him. However they 
once finding opportunity, and being already com to the very Ca- 
taſtroph of Patience , began to hew him with their Scymiters and 
Axes ,as he ſhould goout of his Dining-Room, where they chopt rThe.om- 
and mangled him ſo that he lay for dead upon the Floor , in the je 
Portic , having received 17 grievous Wounds , and loſt three Fingers Jmeft 
of his Right hand: yet by the great diligence and ſkill of his Chirur. «« 
geon who was then at hand, he was reſtored to his former Healchand 
Sanity. This outrage as it could not but ingender bad. blood, ſo 
it rendred the Ambaſſadour much more deſpightfull than before ,and. 
that very night to be revenged, ſent a Georgian Soldier to Peniegros , 
a Poliſh Gentleman , who was as Aſliſtent in this Ambaſlage , and 
equally impowered to treat with the Miniſters of State at the Per- 
ſian Court ,.and therefore reckoned by the other as an obſtruQtion 
in the Promotion of his Intereſt, as well as his being ready to repre- 
ſent the Occaſion of theſe Tumulrs to the King , in ſuch manneras 
might tend to his diſadvantage : yet it ought to be underſtood: of 
this Gentleman , that he neither gave incouragement ,. nor knew 
any thing of that extravagant Action. The Gewgian having obtai- panic. 
ned entrance, ran to his Bed-{ideand theremoftinhumanlymurthe- $708, 
red him whiltt aſleep. This: Paniegros was a Gentleman of' a brave _ 
condutt, and withall of a meek temper, having purchaſed rhe Love mer 
even of thoſe that ſeemed to be his-Lot-enemics for hisprudentand:7he 
civil deportment , He had lived for ſony: years togecher at Ainſter+ bed, 
dam, and ſpoke very good Nether-dutch. The reſt of the Poliſh Na- 
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tion , were taken and ſecured , ſom whereof were faſt in Chains, 
Nor with this did the Ambaſſador hold up , but dayly revenged him- 
felf of the Poles, which he uſed as Slaves; and the more to over aw 
them liſted ſeveral Georgsans-Soldiers to guard his Body. The Prince 
of Scamachy now ſenſible of the-Differences and {xd diforder of affairs , 
took upon himſelf the Oſhce of a Mediator andadjouſted the mar- 
ter ſo well, that theimprifoned Parties were ſet again atliberty: yet 
were no better uſed than before as to their Suſ-and Maintenance, 
whereas one Man might eaſily eat the Allowance he gave for 8. He 
on the Contrary continued a Junketring with thoſe of his own Na- 
tion, that an Ox aday would not have been roo much, if it were nor 
for varietie and change of Diet. He bought 13 Kine which he ſent 
out into the Field, and fet me to look afterthem, but finding my 
{elf at a loſs for Victuals, I aſſumed the liberty to tell his Excellency 
thet he muſt pleaſe to ſend me ſomthing to eat in the Field. His anſwer was : 
If you Will have any thing , ſteal a cow from the Perſians , and help your 
felf ſo. Bur that Commiſſion I took occaſion toler alone, being ſen- 


' Gble that my maſters Order would not excuſe me. Thus I ſuffered 


more hunger than in all my life, and fore againſt my will intimated 
the matter to my tormer Patron Hadſi Biram , who gave me this reply , 
7 gold you of it befare-hand , what 4 villain that Georgian is, That he was 
but 4 Chriſtian in ſhow , and far too baſe to br « Muſulman. And cer- 
tainly the Gentleman had good reaſon on his fide: for this Ambaſſa- 
dour well knowing what Beer was brewed for him at the Court in 
Warſaw , diſpatches his Brother to the King at 1/pthen , to ſuppli- 
cate that they nught both be circumciſed , pretending that now know- 
ing better things than he had hitherto-don , therefore could not have 
Peace or Reft in Conſcience , but continual Horror and Inquietude, 
1f he were not admutted asa member in Mz/hometaniſm. But they had 
fuch ample and clear Information at Court of his Life and Beha- 
viour, that they eaſily perceiv'd upon what account hedidit, and 
conſequently declined his Requeſt. Shortly after he alſo received 
a Mandate from: 1ſþ«han to- depart immediatly for Polerd , which 
was acceptable news for the Pol;/h Gentry , hoping at once to be 
rid of that Slavery and Miſery they ſuffered: After my old Patron 
had diſcourſed: me a litle about this affair , rook his leav of me, ſay- 
ing, John./ 1 am: very ſorry for your. condition , pre thee therefore com rwice 

4 day 
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4 day to my houſe and eat , or at what time you are hungry. 1 ſhall give my vor. 
wiſe order , upon my CAbſence to give 10u Viftuals, The ſweeteſt mulic, '7* 
I muſt confeſs, I heard in Perſia; and certainly he who was a CMHa- 
hometan , ſurpaſſed my Georgian Maſter far in Charity , who had 
rathet feed Doggs he kept for his pleaſure , than Chriſt:an-ſtrangers, 
altho his own Domeſtics. 

'Tis true this Offer was very acceptable ,- but all my fear was , 
that Hadi would not tarry long at Scamachy , fo that I ſhould again be 
at a loſs, and therefore I determined with my felt torunaway; as 
then I met with an opportunity to go for Smyrne witha great Cara» 
ven, Which was a preparing and almoſt ready tofet forward. I had 
already beſpoke my ſelf to go with an Armenian who: was to ſet for- 
ward 6 days before the general Departure with the great Caravan, 
but what reaſon I met with to the contrary ſhall be ſhortly told. 

Novemb. 4. 1 went out of the Town to ſee if I could ſpeak with an 
Ambaſſadour who was diſpatched from. 1ſpahen .to Moſcow , and to 
requeſt of him to repreſent our Condition tothe Czar, but Icould 
not get to ſpeech of him. He had with hum 4 Tygres and Leopards 
for a preſent to the Great Duke. 

On the 11 to my great Aſtoniſhment and Joy I ſaw our Captain 
Butler , together with Corwelins the Gunner, J. ven Termund, Chriſtian 
Brand, Lewis Fabritius and Peter Arentſs coming into Scamachyz upon 
which in all haſt I ran to bid them welcom and ſalute them; ' alth6 
the Captain ſhowed himſelf much difpleaſed at us , forthat we (as he 
alleadged) went away without his leav and order, and not waiting 
for him: to which I replied, Cyp:4in you cannot forget what your Order 
Was , That Wwe ſhould not [tay fo much as a quarter of an hour for any one , after 
the Gates were ſhut , but if any transgreſſton of your Order muſt be imputed 
to us, it muſt be this that we ſtay'd till midnight for you, and net hearing 
any thing of you, we concluded that you were ether killed in the Tumult , or 
had made few eſcape ſm other way ; we then not holding it ſafe for us to 
make any longer aclay , thought it more prudence to put off than to ftay till it 
was day light, .&c. Withtheſe and other reaſons I gave himhe ſeemed 
to be fatisfied , and promiſed to do all that lay in his power to pro- 
cure our Redemption, as from that time forward he-laboured very 
much to do. And this was the reaſon , that my intended Journey 
for Smyrna, Was not undertaken thinking this: to. be a more hope- 
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full:-and\a more ſecure way to get free : for this happened juſt the 
lame day. I had purpoſed-to ſet forward with the Armenian, and fo 
after: 2 or: 3' days Journey to wait for the great Caravan. Our Cap- 
tain applies himſelf to the Chan of Scamachy to'intercede for the Cap- 
tivs, but all he could do might not avail, for there was no Au- 
dience lent him, It ſeemed as if the Sultan of Derbent had hardned his 
temper ,for in preſence of the Durch and others that had taken the 
Mediation upon them; whereas on the contrary they had ever been 
good Friends with the Calmuc & Oſmin, frequently ſending and recei- 
ving mutual Preſents from each other. 
hen the Captain ſaw there was no hopes to procure our Re- 
demption at Scamachy , he purpoſes .to go for 1ſpehan, and addreſs 
himfelf to the King ; the more for that the Commiſſioners of the 
Eaſt India Company might aſliſt him. He therefore took up ſeve- 
Hbas. of an Armenian , for which he muſt have pay'd 25 per 
Cent more at I{pahan : . he left I. van Termundat Scamachy tor ſecurity. 

On the 18. Chriſtian Brand by the interceſiion of 1. van Termund , 
was taken to board1n the Poliſh, Ambaſſadors Houſe, giving good ſe- 
curity for the ſame at Scamachy. 

Mean while the Brother of the ſaid Ambaſſador went a ſecond 
time to) Court, for to get the conſent of the Scach in changing of his 
Religion , but the reſult was as unwelcom- to him as the | ment 
with-an expreſs order to depart immediatly for Peland, and to give 
a reaſon of his delay. This news as it was very unacceptableto him , 
for that he was ſenlible how affairs would be repreſented at _ , 
there being a Courier diſpatched off from the Scach to the K. of 
Polend; fo was it alto very welcom and acceptable news for the op- 
preſſed Gentlemen in his. Retinue. Nor did this outwardly appear 
at the Perſian Court , for upon ſuch occaſions they never acquaint 
any Forreign Miniſter with any disltke, but intimate it by their own 
at the Court from whence they are {ent in ſuch Quality , whence 
they expett Satisfaction. This when-Bockdan underitood he ſtudied 
all-means to avoid going back to//a-/aw , and aſked meif Ithought 
that the Eaff India Company, or their Directors there, would con- 
ſent.to let him imbarque there for Hellavd? My reply was that I did 
not. beleev it would: be granted , and told him ſeveral Precedents for 
it, 25 alſo the improbability of the thing ſince their Intereſt was ſo 
| great 
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great in Commerce with Perſia; as that they would not doany yy 
thing to quit it: However it he would goclandeſtinly.and occafion 167e, 


a Rumor as if he were gone for Moſcow, or ſom where 1n Tartary, he 
might imbarque himſelf as a privat Perſon. This I ſaid in hopes to 
come that way home my ſelf. Yet he was vagious in his Intentions , 
ſomtimes taking a reſolution to go for Smyrne , and ſomtimes for 
Conſtantinople , or elſewhere. However during the time he was 'at 
Scamachy , he Lorded it fo bravely, that the Chawdurſt not check him 
in any extravagancy he committed : for it ſeems that the ſaid Chan 
had taken. up a conſiderable Sum of the Ambaſſador upon Intereſt 
and not being able-to pay was fain to reſt contented. But the Am- 
baſſador willing to get in his Money and the Chan not in a Capacity 
to pay it upon demand, the Ambaſſador ſent his Brother to 1/pahen 
to make complaint to the Schach, which when the Chan had under- 
ſtood, ſent a Poſt after him , who intreated him toreturn back ,u 
promiſe of Payment, and full Solution both of Stock and In | 

On the 21 came a Perſia to Scamachy with William Barentſ7 Khopper 
our Chief.Mate , who had been taken by the Tartars and ſeverely 
uſed all the time. The ſaid Perſian offered him to the Poliſh Ambaſſa- 
dor who on the 30" bought him. The Scemkal had firſt ſold himto 
a Perfian of Bachu for 150 CAbas. This new Patron ſet him to keep 
Cattle , in a Paſture , between Derbent and Scamachy , where upon 
our Journey to Scemachy 1 ſaw , but knew him not. He had a 
churliſh fellow to his Patron , and therefore attempting ſeveral 
times torun away was ſtil} caught again, and beat moſt ſeverely: and 
now being redeemed came unexpectedly out of the Frying;Pan mato 
the Fire. ; 

Upon the firſt day of Zanuay 1671, on whych day weuſually in 
our own Countrey wiſh one another Happineſs: we were aware of 
a mighty and moſt dreadfull Earth-quake , which had in a moment 
laid ſome hundreds of Houſes in Rubbiſh ; moſt terrible was.1it to 
fee ſo many Souls ſwallowed up in the Earthaliveand as lamentable 
to ſee ſome cruſh'd to pieces and others halfdead, ſomeſofaftelo- 
ſed up between Walls that they could not be got-out. And-others 
wanting their Legs; Arms and other Members, nor was:thereany 
but ſuſtained ſome loſs one way 'or other. When it ceaſed-ev 
one hoped that all was done, but»the next day at night the Earth 

: began 
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cereme- - Upon the 6 dio, it froſe very hard inſomuch that the River was 

nota to. Upon this were the Ceremonies of the Conſecration of Water 

(briftiens folemnized by the  4rmenian Chriſtians , in preſence of the Chaz , 

Catiees} his Son , our Ambaſſador , the Peſlanick , or an Armenian Courier, 

Warr, Who was diſpatched for Afsſcov, and then at Scemachy , all the Perſian 

Nobility and Armenian Chriſtians from all Villages round about, 

and from afar in the Countrey , who came with Crofles, Flags and 

Bells, finging Hymns all the way till they came over the Puley AHms 

bery (a Bridge ſo called) where they fate down. On the morning very 

early the Biſhop camie out with great Pomp and fung Maſs, after 

which an Oration was made ſuiting the Day , being Epiphany, 

which he performed with great Zeal and Pains. After that was a Feaſt 
which they call Chalſe Schuran , or Dipping of the Crof;. 

: Theſe. Ceremonies were performed as follows: . On each ſide the 

River were placed the Chans Guards, and all the Sojdiery , to pre- 

vent any Tumult or abuſe of the Armenians , who pay dcar cnough 

for the ſame. After the Chan had taken his place in a Tentexpreſlly 

rovided for that Prince , and the Watch ſet in good order, the 

Biſhop went to beg permiſſion , before which obtained he dare not be- 

gin. So ſoon as the Token was given, ſome of the Armenians ran 

naked into the Water, and cut up the Ice with Bills; the Biſhop 

all the while continues reading and the Common people ſing. After 

this they begin to play upon Bels ad Cymbals , then the Biſhop 

ſtepping ſoftly to the River ſide , pours in Oyl and Water. Then 

he took a litle Silver Croſs, ſet with Diamonds and other precious 

Stones , which he dipt 3 times in the Water. This done he took 

a ſtaff | or Crofier | and ſtretched it ſeveral ways over the River, pro- 

nouncing ſeveral Benedittions. Immediately upon this all the 

People ran together, and ſtrove who ſhould be tirit at the River to 

drink and waſh their Faces. "This was obſervantly don of all ſorts 

of People, young and old, Men and Women, Laſt of all ſeveral 

youths uncloathed themſelvs , jumped into the River and ſwam 

to and again, diving ſeveral times together, as if it had been in the 

midſt of Summer. The Biſhop departing homewards , was accom- 
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panied with ſeveral Damoſels playing upon Inſtrumentsand linging F.4x. 
all the way before him. On the other part there were ſeveral Porfn "_”_ 


Whores and Proſtitutes who came toſcek their Game, ſinging and- 
dancing after a very laſcivious faſhion. In ſhort it concluded as the 
Orgia or Bacchanalis 1n the time of Gentiliſm , which werecelebrated 
by the Thyades, or Prieſts of Bacchus, with the Perſians , who made uſe of 
this ſeaſon as a Fair, whither repaired many Juglers , Pedlers , 
— » & other Vagabonds ; but the Armemans , did not 
either 1n Eating or Drinking exceed the Limits of Moderation. 


CHAP. XXIIL 
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The Ambaſadours Sifter pou to Tafflis, and with bey the Poliſh Chirurgeon. The 
Corps of an Indian burr'd with a Chriſtian ſbe-ſlave.

The Chans ſon 5s preſented with « Kolotan , er Robe of Favour , and one 
of the Kings Wives. A max ftruck dead with ftaves. A fearful Earth- quake. 

Pompons Solemnities 
at the delivery of the ſame. He receives the Princeſs. New Tidings from Ruſ- 
lia, The Ambaſſador commanded by the King of Perſia to return for Poland;

This Chirurgeon was a Polonien by Birth , 
and had been ſent for by the Prince of Tefhis ,, who intreated the 
Ambaſſador to let him come ; promiſing tim a ſufficient Salary, 
beſides , his Diet, Appartments at Court, 4 Slaves of whether fex . 
he liked, and to provide hum a \Vife of his own chuſing and Reli- 
gion , the Prince being himfelf a Roman Catholic. The Chirur- 
geon with whom I was yery "4 would often conſult the Mat-

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7.48. ter with me, and aſk what advyicelI could give him. I alwaies coun- 

167 cil'd him , « Not to neglett ſuch a golden Opportunity , tellin 
« him further what he had to expett if he ſhould continue wit 
«ſuch a Varlet as Bochdan was , who was both greedy and ingrate- 
<«full for the beſt ſervice any one could do him, alth61t were ſu 
&rogatory. That if the Ambaſſadour ſhould return for Poland, as 
4"r was 2a matter very dubious , he would ſtill be i» fats quo, and 
« muſt if he ſtay'd here never hopefor any advancement by him who 
« was hecom loathſom to the worſt of men. He thanked me for my 
advice, and reſolved to do as I had council'd him; and ſoon after 
departed, as is faid, Right ſorry I was when he left us, being ever 
kind to me and other Slaves, altho I was by duty injoyn'd to wiſh 
and rejoyce at his Welfare , for his extraordinary Civilities. The 
Prince of Taeffiis began firſt to be taken with him upon his noble cure 
performed on the Ambaſſador , when he was ſtruck down by the 
Poles , as was ſaid before.

a Catepher , or Dead-fleep , yer I heard her ſhriek out ſeveral times 
till the Drums, Pipes, Trumpets and other Wind-Muſfic began to 
play, which was ſo and altiſonant, thatTI could not hear any lon- 
ger , alth6 I got a place near the Pile which was ere&ed for theſe 
Ceremonies. Such prafttiſe was alſo in uſe among the Idolaters 
of Paleftins, who offered their Children to Moloch. When the Fire 
had conſumed all, the Aſhes were thrown into the River. 
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On the 21 was a great noiſe in Town about 2 Men that were 7.4w, 
murthered , and the Homicides unknown. The Widows , Chil- 15%. 
dren and Friends of the Partys murthered brought the Dead Bodies +,, me 
to the Gates of the Princes Palace as demanding Juſtice, and Pu- wertke- 
niſhment for the Delinquency. About two hours they ſat by the Bo. ** 
dics with their Heads, and Right Arms bare, asa token thatthoſe 
were their Allies and Friends, and kiſſed the Corpſes ſeveral times 
for they repute thoſe that are ſo murthered indiſputably Saints in 
Heaven. Hither flocked alſo Women from all parts and Countreys 
round about , _— it a work of merit. The Perſogs murthe- 
red were but ordinary People , aud Citizens of the meaneſt fort , 
ſo that the Chan, did not uſe much diligence in hunting out the Ma- 
lefators, for without Money Juſtice 1s rarelydon. After the Corps 
had laid here about 2 hours , as was faid, they were by Order of 
the Chan carried away upon Barrows aad interred in the Field, 
with ſom few Ceremonies. Every night were ſetup ſeveral Torches, 
and by day went Hundreds of Women to perform the uſual So- 
lemnines and ſuperſtitious Rites at their Tombs. The Ceremonies 
are as vain as fooliſh which they do about the Dead , at their firſt 
coming there they bow down three times at the Grave, and as often 
kiſs it , adorning the Place round about with Flags of ſeveral Co- 
lours which they make faſt to ſticks. | 

On the 27 was a general Exuſtation expreſſed at Scamachy , with 
Beating of Drums, Sounding of Trumpets and variety of Wind- 
Muſic, for that the Chans Son had a Robe of Favour beſtowed upon 
him, and one of the Kings Wives; which were ſent him for a Pre- 
Tent as a Mark of Loyalty: and indeed the latter is never don but 
upon the ſcore of an exceeding high Favour ; and alth6 they have 
the names of the Kings Wives , yet it m_— happens that they are 
pure Virgins, 1t being a thing impoſſible that he ſhould make uſe 
of ſo many as are dayly brought to him from all parts of his wide 
Dominions , which are alwaies the moſt ſele& Beauties ; however 
the Grandees of Perſia , are leſs contented when they find them 
Maids, than otherwiſe, and for that reaſon do as duly conceal it, 
as others who tind the contrary on privat Occaſions ; For, ſaythey, 

'tis 4 Greater Honoxr to fiſhin the Kings Pond, than inone of their own: Nor 
are the Women altogether ſad at fuch difpoſals, ſince they live , 25 
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FsF, It were, in the State of Widdow-izood for ſom years together , 

167%. thc number ofthem being ſo great. 

 Afeles On the 1 of Febr, was a Man beat to death with Canes by order 

un * of the Chan, none underſtanding the reaſon why. The Execu- 

** tion was don by the Domeſtics of the Palace, for they have no Or- 

dinary Executioner : Theſe tied him Hand & Foot, which don, 
they tell a caning him with Sticks, or Ciplins, havinga great knot 
at the End : nomember was ſpared in his whole, for having threſhed 
him a while on his Back, they began with his Sides, and afterward 
his Belly, Thighs, Leggs, Arms , &c. which kind of Death muſt 
needs be a greater Torment than Breaking upon the Wheel , which 
we hold too cruel and inhuman, altho in a in moſt Countreys in 
Europe. 

Another The ſame day towards night we had another formidable Earth- 

gre quake, and out of the Caves was heard a moſt hideous roaring and

Sama houfe ; however it laſted not very long , but ceaſed with the de- 
ſtruction of a few Houſes , which were buried in their Rubbiſh.

MOTE belceved to ſuffer the direfull effets of the Kings diſ- 
ven pleſure ; yet the Courier privatly aſſured him on the contrary, as

the next day the Char ſet out for Kallikklefthen, which is a Pleaſant 
Dwelling belonging to the King , and about halfa | Durch] league 
diſtant from Scamachy, being accompanied with his own Son, the 
Calenter , all the Nobility and Courtiers , as alſo our Lord , the 
Poliſh Ambaſſador , and the Poſlanic of CHrmema. The Chan himſelf 
was mounted on a ſtately Arabian Horſe, richly Cappariſon'd , the 
Mounchet or Saddle-Cloth richly embroydered and ſet with Pearls 
and Precious Stones ; the Chaplets , Bitts , and Buckles were of 
-pure and ſolid Gold, and all the reſt of the Accoutremeats ſuita- 
ly rich and ſplendid. 'The young Prince was equally well mounted 
with his Father , on a Horſe beſpread with very rich Trappings, 
and a noble Harnaſs. The reſt of the Retinue likewiſe appear'd 
with as much Pomp and Statelineſs , every one agreeable to his Qua- 
lity. After this Cayalcade follow a great Train of Citizens, every one 
in 
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in his beſt Garb. When he came near the place he ſent out ani Uſher to #z5z- - 
acquaint theEnvoye with his coming,who then went out to meet him, '7* 
ſending a Gentleman before him with the Robe , himſelt following 
after leading a ſtately Horſe, on which the Lady was mounted which 
'the King had ſent him, yomens witha Circle of Noblemen all moun- 
ted on horſeback , and a gallant Troop of Cavalry , armed with 
long Carbines, Bows and Arrows. So ſoon as the Chan ſaw them 
approach, he allighted from his Horſe, as didalſo the young Prince 
his Son, and all the Retinue, walking ſoftly on foot till they came 
cloſe together , at what time the Envoye [or Wakenut? | reached forth 
his hand and delivered the Chan a Box of Gold , which he received 
with demonſtration of reſpe&t and in humble manner after the Perſian - 
faſhion. This don , he delivered him the Robe , which the Chan 
received with fom Ceremonies cuſtomary among the Grandees, and 
forthwith drew it on. Laſt of all the Envoye brought up the Bride 
as ſhe fat on Horſeback and delivered her to the Chan, who very reve- 
rently bowed, laying one hand on his breaſt and the other on the 
Bridle , cloſe by the Bitts : upon which the Lady held forth her 
Hand , which the Char kiſſed, and ſo mounting on his Horſe cloſed 
up with her , and taking leav of the Envoye rode away , prefent- 
ing the Envoye with ſom Gifts, which he {nt back-to K alikleſthen. 
By the way they were met with innumerable companies of People 
from all parts, who came as nigh as they well durſt or were permit- 
ted to ſee the Bride, who was as richly attired as could be expected 
of a Princeſs ; but after the Perſian —— her Face covered , ſo 
that one could not ſee whether ſhe was fair, or otherwiſe. Before 
they came at Scamachy , the Chanallighted , as alſo the Lady, who was 
ſet in a Chair of State and ſo carried by certain Perſons thereto ap- 
pointed into the Town, the Chan going on the one ſideand his Son 
on the other, In the mean while the Kettle-drums beat , & the I'rum- 
pets ſounded that the Mountains eccho'd, and all the People ſhou- 
red with continual exclamations for Joy; for it is alwaies the man- 
ner with the Kings of Per/ia, to conceal the meſſage, to all, ſave 
him who has the Inſtructions, who either remunerates.them with 
ſuch Gitts as the King 1s pleaſed to ſend , orelſe tobring their Head 
along with him; ſo that a Prince fo ſent for takes his lcav of a!l his 
Friends and Kelations , before he ſets forward to know. the Kings 
: I1 3 Ple-, 
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yzx Pleſure at the Hands of his Legate : for the Errand is diſpatched 

1677. with ſuch ſpeed that they have not time to diſpole or conſult affairs, 
T heſe extreme Meſures create great Loyalty and Obedicnce in the 
Greateſt Officiated Perſonages; who are carefull to pleaſe and fear- 
full to diſpleaſe their Soveraign Lord : neither is it one of che leſt 
Machines to bring vaſt Sums and an inexhauſtible Trelure into the 
Kings Coffers , Be they emulate who ſhould bring the greateſt and 
moſt acceptable Preſents: as alſo to fuch as they underitand to be 
the chief Minions and Favorites in Court. 

The Chas having entred the City apparrelled in his Robe , which 
was of Cloth of Gold, he was ſaluted with the Ordnance , and ſe- 
yeral Volleys of ſmall Shot; The People alſo of all degrees and ranks 
continued playing and junketting the greateſt part of the night.

8«%% fo that he after a few hot words drew his Scymiter and ran upon the 
Gentleman, who was not remiſs in doing the like; yet having bad 
ſucceſs in hisaim , the Renegado hack'd and wounded him ſo, that 
his Life was deſpaired of. 

The On the 18 came an Expreſs to my Patron , the Po!jſh Envoye,

as by the fir{t I had plenty of all that was neceſlary and was without 

any Overſight, but with the laſt ſuftered perpetually Hunger , Rat- 

ling & Bbluws, and forced to lie all Winter on the hard and cold 
Floor without any Coverlert to keep me from cold, fo that it was 

an evident token of GOLUS Goodneſs that I came oft with health and 
ſoundneſs of Body. All the Winter long I was not permitted to come 
inthe Kitchin, much leſs at the Stove , fo that had no way to warm 

my felt, unl.{s when\l found ſom pieces of weodamong the Rub. 
bith which I lay together and made a Fire of;. but what was worſt 

I durſt not for my life complain, however withthe approachmeant

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The manner of Celebrating New-years day among the Perſians. Advice from Boynak: 
from Derbent. Fire-ball: fall from the Sky. Five Hundred beautiful Damoſels 
ſought up for the-Scach , or Sophy of Perſia. A quaint mean by which a Merchant 
ſaves his Daughter. The Author writes to Smyrna, AChiefrain of the Colaks 
brought into Scamachy ; and 1s compelled to carry ; of his Companions Heads in 4 
Bag to lipahan , where he is upon promiſe of detefting ſomthing of weight ſet at 
Liberty. A Perſian murthered by a drunken Georgian. The murtherer executed 
by the Brother of the murthered Party A Horrible Self murther committed by 
ſeveral Perſons at a Wedding. A great Feaſt celebrated in memory of Hoſleyn , 
che 34 Sonof Ali, A terrible Earth- quake, The Chans Son dies and is interred. 


N the 10 of March being the Vernal e £quineial begins their cetera. 
Year. This day 1s celebrated with Shooting , Playing, Feaſting on « 
and Muſic. The Solemnity began with the Firing of two great Guns , er; 
and ſeveral Volleys of Muſkets and lefſer Fire-arms. All the night 49+ 
they playd upon Trumpets , Cornets , Flutes and other Wind- 
mulic , beſides 15 Kettle-drums. This day the Perſians call Navrus, 
and wiſh one another a happy New year , as is cuſtomary among 
us on the 1 of lazwary. The Char as alfoall the Nobles and Citizens 
K k kept 
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kept open Table for ſeveral days together , whilſt nothing was tal- 
ked of but Viſits and Banquets. My Patron profeſling Chriſtianity 
was excuſed from theſe Expences , holding out , thar he being a 
Chriſtian could not ſafely maintain ahometan Superſtition. This. 
was a happy time for our Gentlemen, who now with Authority 
went a mumping, among the Perſians, nor did | think it good todine 
with Duke Humphrey, ſo long as 1 had ſuchan honeſt Hadi Biramto 
addreſs my ſclfto, waither I went and was very kindly entertained. 

On the 21 we received a Letter from one of our Company , who 
was a Slavein Scemkal, altho there was no name ſet to it, at which we 
wondred ; yct did beleeve it was Anthony Munſter the Diamond-cutter. 
The Contents was , © T hat he underſtood how that there were 2 
*« Dutch Chirurgeons at Scamachy , whom he intreated to redeem 
« him, and he would order the Money to be paid at Moſcou. The Letter 
was delivered to us by order of the Chan, but we had not the Power 
to doany thing forhim ; yet underſtood not long after , that the ſaid 
Munſter was carried to 1/pahanas Captiv , or Slave. 

On the 25 we got a Letter from Meyndert Meyndertſz one of our 
Company , which was directed to my Patron Bochdan : the Contents 
thereof being much at one with the former ; yet he gave no other 
account of his faſt Reſidence, than that he was a Slave and lived not 
far from Derbent , where being a Smith by his Trade he made Wea- 
pons for his Maſter. He was afterwards bought by a Perſian of Bacchn , 
and ſince redecmed by 7, van Termund. 

The next day happened a Fray between 2 Georgians, the Ambal\- 
ſadors Countreymen , who hacked and hewed ſolong with their Scy. 
miters till they had hardly a free hand-breadth in their Bodies that 
was not wounded, nor could our Ambaſſadour part them , notwith- 

Randing all the means he could uſe, whereasevery one has the Free- 
dom to right himſelf in ſuch caſes, 

On the 31 at night we had another great Earthquake, accompa- 
nied with fearfull Flaſhes of Lightning and Thunder : On this 
day was alſo ſeen at Scamachy and other places in Perſia huge Balls 
of Fire, which ſeemed to be hurP'd down from Heaven, with ſuch 
Force as if the Bands of the World would be diſſolved : this being 
the moſt dreadful ſight that ever I have ſeen in my life, The Flame 
thereof was þlewiſh like Sulphur when it burns, 
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The next day wegot Tidings by way of Terky, that Afrachan was Mar. 
retaken by the Great Dukes Forces, and, that ſcveral Thouſands '** 
of the Rebells were executed ; but hearing thoſe news ſo often rela- wews 


ted and afterwards found them to be bur falſe Rumors, ſuppoſed 


to be diſperled by ſome Perſons whoſe Intereſt had dependence chan, 


thereon , we could not ſo calily be induced to take this upon Credit, 
and therefore, acquieſced in the Indifferency of the matter till we 
had a Confirmation. 

On the 2 of April came an Order from 1ſpahan, to makea Gene- 
ral Muſter of Girls, from 2 years of Age upward , out of which 


the Beauties ſelect were to be choſen out for the King of Perſia. This forthe 
Muſter paſſed throughout the whole Kingdom , not reſpecting 5**+

iſſues a Mandate , which 1s publiſhed thro every Province of his 
Realm and Dominions , That all the young Maids from 2 to 17 
years | if there be any of that age | ſhall be drawn up to their reſpeCtiv 
Metropolitans, or Chief Towns (as theſe in Medie, were brought 
to Scamachy ) where the Kings Commiſſioners ſhall make choice on 
the Kings behalf. This Mandate is duly and with all reverence 
obey'd by the Parents of ſuch Children, who, ifthey have but one 
Child are obliged upon pain of Death to bring her to the Place ap- 
pointed , where theſaid Commiſſioners are to view and cenſure them 
if they be worthy to be culled out for the Kings uſe. Deplorable it 
was to {ce the dejected Countenance of the Parents, who bx 2ught their 
Children where taey muſt take their laſt leavs of them , never think- 
ing to ſce them again; and as remarkable it was to conſider the va- 
rious tempers . and diftering humors of the People, whereas ſom 
who having a great love and eſteem for their Children , would at- 
tire them 1n the ouglieſt Garb, and uſe what Arts they could to make 
them ſeem deiormed and miſhapen ; whilſt on the contrary others 
thinking ita Honour,and being exther overburthened with their Chil- 
dren, or void of that tenderneſs, which by nature all are injoyned 
to have over their Iſue, would uſe every mean they could concety 
to render them handſom , and ſpend their utmoſt mite for Orna-

certainly he courted her long before he could gain the will and con- 
ſent of the old Man, which till theſe Summons came he quite de- 
ſpaircd of. But no fooner did the old Gentleman hear of the Man- 
date but he ſent for the Youth , and not only gave him his Daughter 
for his Bride but made him 1in Poſt-haft to bed with her , that ſo he 
might juramentally declare ſhe was no Virgin. The Youngman did 
not defire many \Moneths to deliberate the buſineſs , but ſuddenly 
accepted of his Offer , and fo aaticipated the King. Yet this did 
not altogether excuſe them , for 1t was not fo univerſally known but 
that ſom Pick-thank Neighbour thinking that the Gentleman con- 
cealed his Daughter to etcape the Centure, weat and informed the 
Commiſttoners , that ſuch a Virgin was not brought to the Teſt, 
being a great Beauty and well bodied.

All this while I ſawlittte hopes of eycr enjoying my Freedom , fo 
that I began to deſpair of Redemption. After 1 had conſulted all 
means , 1 concluded it my beſt way tO diſpatch Letters to ſom of 
my own Nation, and accordingly ſent one to the Dutch Conſul at 
Smyrua , and another to the Sieur CAol:ves at Leghorn , humbly en- 
treating chem to ſend them forward for Holland, with one acquainting 
them that I was in Slav ery at Scamacky,, and could not ſendany Letter 
with falety and conveniency thro Moſcovia, — the reaſon 
of my being ſo1mportunate , as to direct them that wiy 

On the 9'b- we had very tempeſtuous Weather, high and impe- 
tuous Winds, mixed with Thunder and Lightning , ſo that all ſhaked 
again. On this day went all the Woman to the Sepulchers of their 
deceaſed Friends, to perform the cuſtomary Rites. 

The next day was a great Feſtival , or Holy day among them , 
which was folemnized with Beating of Kettle-drums , found of 
Trumpets, and Playing on all forts of loud Wind-Mulic. 

On the 11% was one of Radztns chief Officers brought into Scama- 
cy, being wich 3 more of the Coſas Commanders ſent upon an Am- 
baſlage to Port 2t Cnce of the Crreas-Tartars, to delirc his Afliftance 
of ſom Auxiliaries, promiling not oy to ſpare his Subjects , . but 
alſo to give him a conſiderable Reward. The Prince having under- 
ſtood the ſum of their Inſtructions , cauſed Immediatly Three of 
thoſe to be beheaded , and their Bodies to be thrown to the Eagles 
and Ravens. 'I hc He ds he cauſed to be embalmed and put ina Dag, 
which he compelled tne Fourth to carry to !ſp:han and preſent the 
King.

When he was brought into Iſpenes, was put into clofe Priſon and ;; ned 1 
loaden with maſly Ferrers and Manicles Dur thortly after got his lerge- 
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enlargement promiſing to 1mpart ſom weighty and important aftair 
to the King. 

I have already made mention , how that about 2 years before, Rad7in 
had diſpatched 7 Ambaſladors to the Court at 1/pahan, deliring a 
Supply of Men and Ammunition, asalſo toenterinto a League with 
the King : but by reaſon the Co/acs had plundered CAſftrabarh , Ferre- 
bath and Lenkcran, and committed many inſolent Outrages within 
his Majeſties Territories, and that Radzin was not by any acknow- 
ledged as a Soveraign Prince, his Ambaſſadors found a very unkind 
Reception at Court , and meeting with ſome menacing Sentences 
in their In tons , the King cauſed their Heads to be ſevered 
from their Bodnes, reſerving only one to bring back the Tidings , who 
was upon his delivery of the Meſſage ordered by Rad7zin himſelf to 
be chop'd into Gobbets, as may be read more at large in Paz. 192, 
193. So that I held it ſtrange that Stephen Radzin would aſſume the 
freedom to ſend any more Legates , without other Ground of Hope , 
that they ſhould have better ſucceſs than the former had. 

On the'25 was a Perſcan of reputed SanCtity murthered by a Geor- 
gian after a very baſe degenerate manner. The Murtherer was forth- 
with apprehended and brought before the Prince , where he was 
accuſed of the Fa&, and conſequently delivered to the neareſt 
Allies of the Patient to uſe at their diſcretion, as 1s cuſtomary 
in Perſia, for rarcly it happens that either the King , Prince , 
Deputie or the Civil Magiſtracy take notice of ſuch delinquencies, 
but turn over the MalefaCtor to the aggrieved Parties, who if the 
be Poor oftentimes ſell their Vengeance for Money , after whicl, 
the Law is filent: but here the Delinquent had not that Fortune, 
for, the Brother of the Murthered Party had neither Poverty nor 
Mercy , but ſo foon as permiſſion was granted him , he cauſed 
two Men to hold him down till he had ſtabbed him with the ſame 
Weapon , ſaying , Get thee hence, thou drunken Dog , to the Devil 10 
Whom thou belongeſt ; for the Georgian was a drunken Fellow , and 


* executed in the {ime fit of Drunkneſs wherein he had ſo far miſtaken 
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himſelf, ſo that the Murther, Complaint and Execution were all 
done in the ſpace of three Hours. 
On the 3 of May fell out adolefull Tragedy ata Wedding, where 


when all the Company were in the middeſt of their mirth , and rhe 
Bride» 
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Bridegroom 1n a gay and jolly humour was ſuddenly ſtruck at the MAY. 
Heart , as if he had taken in ſomthing that was a vigorous and ſpeedy yy 


poyſon , and immediately fell down and died in the arms of his Bride. 
Immediatly upon this all was in a lamentable caſe : The Bride- 
grooms Mother was ſo impatientand concern'd that ſhe took a Knife 
and ript up her own Belly , that all her Bowels guſhed out , and 
ſhe fell rorhe Ground. The viſter ſceing this, ran out of Doors as one 
diſtracted , tearing her Hair and rending her Fleſh , that man 
wondred to think how a young Woman of that tenderneſs could ſo 
mangle and abuſe her Body, and at laſt ran up to the top of a ſteep 
Rock, whence ſhe threw her ſelf precipitantly : fo that this fair Mor- 
ning had a foul Evening , and theſe Nuptial Solemnities which 
began with a Comedy , concluded witha deep Tragedy. 

On the gh. was a folemn Proceſſion made at Scamachy which is 
yearly celebrated in Memory of St. Hoſſeyn the ſecond Son of My, 
and the Grand Expounder of the .4koran, who was ſtoned to death , 
or , as ſom aſcertain ſhot with Darts or Arrows. This Feaſt they 
call Aſchur , which in their Language ſignifies Tex, for that Hoſ-- , 
ſem when he went from Medina to Kufw was 10 days purſued by his 
Enemies , ſo that this Feaſt continues 10 days. This Hoſſeyn as 
I faid before was the youngeſt Son of the great 4ly, for whoſe death 
they ſcem very ſorrowtull. About the Beginning of this Feaſt thoſe 
that are able apparel themſelvs in Blew , which is their Mourning , 
as Black 1s with us. During theſe 10 days they never ſhave their Hair, 
nor take any Raſour in their Hands , whereas at other times the 
make uſe of 1t every day. They hold alſoa veryſtrict Faſt drinking 
nothing but Water, and all the time howl and makea very mourn- 
full noiſe, breathing out many fearfull curſes againſt the Murtherer , 
beating themſclvs continually and with that earneſtneſs till they grow 
black and blew. The Boys and Men run continually about the ſtreets 
with Flags and Daſlels, raging and bawling as if they were either 
drunk , or beſides themſelvs , ever crying out 0 Heoſſey», Hoſſeyn ! 
Others ſit at the Threſholds and in the Galleries of the Meſquits, or 
Churches, inceſſantly crying , 0 Heſſeyn , Hoſſeyn ! © Hoſſeyn, Hoſſeyn ! 
Before evety door, and at every Window were planted many Tor- 
ches, and not a Houſe how poor ſoever it was in all Scamachy , with-- 
out a great Number of Torches and wax candles ſet all in Rows , 


which 
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which gave a wonderfull ſhow. Noleſs worthy of fight was the Pro- 
ceſlion , which was pertormed with many Ceremonies ; and ſuch 
was my Curiofitic that notwithitanding all the Thumps I got, I {tl 
crowdcd in among them to fee ail | couid. Firit ofall appcarcd the 
Chatih , or High-pricit, accompanied with a long rout of Interior 
Clergy; The Cath, or Art: himiclt was attircd in a long bly 
Robe , with a wiute Torſe , or Wreath about his Head , and ſo 
were all thereit of the Clergy attired atter the ſame manner, yet dific- 
rent in Pomp aad ſtatelynelſs according to their ſeveral degrees and 
advancement. The Chat;b had in his hand an cArabian Book , out 
of which he read the Memorials of the Saint with an exceeding loud 
voice; which ended he was lilent for a little while), and then again 
began all the Prieſts to ſing with a ſtrange melody orrathcr howling , 
for it was but a confuſed Harmony,ever crying out 0 Heſſezzz! 0 Hoſſeyn! 
Hoſſeyn ! In ſhort a third part of what I heard was #9þeyn. Atter theſe 
followed all the Great Perſonages; and next to them 2 Great Fageants 
of form, ſquare, cach with a pompous Canopy , theſe were ſuppor- 
ted and born by a certain numver of Men, on the one was the Re- 


preſentation of the Prophet being ſignitied by a Perſon who had 


taken in a Potion which made him to flcep for 48 hours together , 
lying upon a Bicr.

Above the Canopy 
ſtood two Towers very pompous and coſtly, and out of the one a 
Youth put forth his Head weeping aloud and dolefully cried out 
Hoſieyn , Hoſieyn / 0 Hoſieyn , Hoſſe) »! Oncachlide the Pageant ran {cve- 
ral young Men all naked ,fave only avout the Midiile.,having anointed 
themſelvs with Flower and black Naphrhaz, that they looked more 
like Satyrs than Men: in their Hands they-had IT runcheons , where- 
with they threatnced (qua/wero) to baſtonado the Murthercr : Others 
there were who carried in each hand a F lint or ſom hard ſtone, which 
they ſmote together, {till howling and weeping aloud , that had it 
not appearcd otherwiſe by their wanton Actions when any She-ſlave 
came near them I ſhould have taken all for real and unfeigned for- 
row. All this while they jumped and twiſted themſelvs into many 
poſtures; the Air ſtill Ecchoing with Hoſſezn, Heſſeyn. Beſides theſe 
were 6 luſty Men of robutt Bodies having each a naked-Scymiter in 
the hand , and bare-headed : theſe danced after a very od manner 

making 
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making various Figures, and always-at turning made an effectual 
Exerciſe of their Weapons, in ſuch manner that the Blood which 
came guſhing out of the Wounds on their Heads ran down therr 
Shoulders with ſuch ſtreams, that no part of their Bodies was free 
of Blood; and. to thoſe Champions was imputed a great meſure of 
SanCtity , for that they had voluntarily ſhed their Blood for the fake 
of the great Hoſſeyn. In one of their Heads (as I afterwards could 
delcry}were more than 20 Wounds. 

After this foHow'd the ſecond Pageant which was carried by the 
like number of Men. Above it had a Coffin ,- upon which wasa green 
Turbant , and round about it were alſo 6 young Men , each one 
with an Al{:horan in his Hand, wherem they continuall j read. After 
this Pagcanr there followed another ſmall one, on which was car- 
ried a \ eflcll, not much unlike a Bathing-T ub, full of Blood, wherein 
ſat two Children, nothing appearing fave only their Heads | per- 
haps to repreſent the 2 Sons of that reputed Martyr ] I his was car- 
ried with a ſtrange noiſe of vocal Mulic, but to me {cemingly void 
of Ruleand.Judgement. Laſtof all came anotherſmall Pageant , with 
a fair blew Silk Covering , -and thereon fate a Youngman who read 
all the way ina great Book. After theſe Pageants, or Brancar4s, fol- 
lowed 4 Noble-men, each-lcading a horſe-of State, richly cappari- 
ſon'd : "The Saddles being-of Gold , and beſet with Precious Stones. 
On the far-ſide had each -Horſe a Damaskin Scymiter , and on the 
near-{idc a Shield. On each Saddle was a Turbant, adorned with 
variety of Gems and unſpeakably rich. This Solemnity was con- 
cluded with a grand Retinu of Citizens, who ſeemingly ſurpaſſed 
all the reſt in Devotion. When the Pageants were come before 
the Door of the Deputy they ſtood itil]: and the Deputy accompanied 
with all the Nobles about the Court, rode out to hezr the Chatyb [ or 
Sermon | that the Prieſt before mentioned, according to the cuſtom, 
was to preach , which hedid with ſuch Zeal, as that the Chan | or De- 
puty | with all that heard him could not retrain from weeping. Moſt 
of the Sermon was a collaudatory Rehearſal of the Sanctity and Noble 
AQts of Hoſſeyn, together with a Hiſtorical recitation of his Martyr- 
dom. When the Chatzb was concluded there came an Image of Straw 
mounted upon an Aſs, armed with Bow and Arrows: this Figure 
was to repreſent the Murtherer, whoas he rode thro the Preas , every 
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».4r One contemptuouſly ſpit upon him, and curſed him with the moſt 
1671 bitter Curſings of Hell, Miſery, and what elſe they could imagin , 
for the violent Hands he had laid upon ſo holy a man.

'I hey intreated us totellthemali the pat- 
fages we had met with abroad , which the Yenertian firſt hid, and after- 
wards Geliring:me to do the like, I related allin brief, which they 
took great del:ght to hear , eſpecially about the taking in of 4frachan. 
They detired us furtherto tarry with them for ſom fime,which we pro- 
miſed to do, and accordingly ſtay'd there two nights. Allthe time 
they careſſed us with all kindneſs imaginable , neither-ſparing for 
Vidtuals nor good Drink: proteſſing themfelvs ſorry that our con- 
dition would not allow them the happineſs of alonger enjoyment of 
our Company. T heir manner of Lite was very ſingle, without any 
Incumbrance of the Mahomerans , their Hous-holding regular ar1 
gentile , and the Men'among themſelvs mutually loving one ano- 
ther , and ſociable with ſtrangers , very charitable ro all that were 
in neceflity , of what Opimon or Faith focver they were. Right loarh 
we were to leay them, but not'daring to ſtay any longer, we took 
our leavs of them , thanking them for their kindneſsand civihty they 
had ſhown us. In taking our way to Scamachy , we were fain toclinb 
over ſome. Hills, and one great Mountain flatat Top, upon which 
was a Lake, according to'our gueſling, 3 miles in Circuit. Going long 
the ſhore to our-great- amazement we found four Bodies of Men that 
had but newly been murthered, having their throats cut , we ſup- 
poſed them to be Anglers, feeing Fiſhing Canes and other Imple- 
ments about them. However, we thinking it for two reafons unſafe 
for-us to.ſtay there any longer , made all the haſt we could toget out 
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of the way. This Lake as we afterwards underſtood was very plen- 
tifull of many kinds of delicate Fiſh , which are fold very dear and 
highly eſteemed of abroad throughout all that part of the Countrey , 
and indeed it was once our thoughts tomakea 'T rial if we could take 
any thing , till meeting with theſe new murthered Perſons , we chuſed 
rather to let the Fiſh remain in their Element , than by the probable 
conſequence to pay too great a price for our = 
On the 9 happened a very Tragical paſlageat Scamachy, which, 
notwithſtanding the horrible ſpectacle I had ſeen the Day before, 
made my Heart beat withrn my Breaſt , as it did many times after that, 
when it came into my mind. A Peliſþ Woman and a Slave was taken 
by a Perſian for his Wife. Whether ſhe had ſom private Quarrel with 
him, or that ſhe was conſcious of ſom misbehaviour to him I cannot 
determine, however ſhe came to my Patron the Poliſh Ambaſſador, 
firſt making a large Demonſtration of her State, and of her Friends 
and Family in Polend, ſhe requeſted that my Lord would vouchſafe 
her his ProteCtion till ſuch time as ſhe could meet with an-oppor- 
tunity to convey her ſelt clandeſtinly home into her own Countrey, 
My Lord , at the earneſt intreaty of ſom Domeſtics who were his 
Minions, aflſented: but after ſhe had ſo privily held her ſelf about the 
ſpace of 14. days, her Husband got Intelligence by ſom Pick-thank 
or other, where ſhe was, applies himſelf immediatly toCourt, where 
(after a litle ſoliciting) he gets an Order to fetch herout, and uſe 
her as ſeemed good to him. But conſidering that the Domeſtics of 
my Lord were too numerous and alittle unruly , he durſt not attempt 
to make the demand, but went back again to Court deſiring Aili- 
{tance upon which the Prince ſent ſom of his Officers , who when 
our People ſaw that they were com in a warrantable way , durſt not 
oppoſe them, nor had they any conveniency to put her out of the 
way , ſo that ſhe was forthwith delivered into the hand of her Huſ- 
band. The Man having as was ſaid permiſſion to puniſh her at 
his own Diſcretion had already provided a Wooden Croſs , upon 
which, with the help of his Servants , he bound her faſt , being mother 
naked, and with his own hands flea'd her whilſt yet living. I ſtood 
my ſelf all the while at the Door with a great Company of Men, 
Women and Children , and heard her cry out moſt bitterly. Yet 
none thought that his cruelty was of ſo high a nature till we ſaw the 
Car- 
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Carcaſe, thrown out into the ſtreet where it lay an hour or two, and 
afterwards by his order was dragged into the Fields, to be devoured 
of the Eagles , and other Birds of prey : but he not ſatisfied here- 
with took the Skin and nailed it upon the Wall fora Monument aed 
Warning to his other Wives, which were 12 jn number , whonever 
ſaw it but trembled , as indeed I my ſelf did, fo often as I went 
by the Houſe, or paſſed by that way. Ir is a plain Proverb, notſo 
common as true , The Old Woman had not ſought her Datghter inthe Over. , 
had ſhe never bin there her ſelf : and fothe Men in Perſia, orat leſt about 
theſe Parts, being generally prone to Venery , and without the bounds 
of Continency , harbour and ſuſtain an ill Opinionof their Wives , 
whom they will have to be chaſt and loyal. This Jealouſy is therea- 
ſon that few who covet a good name and would be reputed honeſt 
go with any part of their bodies uncovered, faveonly their Eies, their 
Face being muffled up in Silks or Cotton. Thoſe who go withun- 
covered Heads, are ſuch as we commonly cal] Gameſters, and pro- 
ſtitute. So ſoon as any one comes ina doors, the Woman runs into a 
Chamber and locks her ſelf up that ſhe may not beſeen, althothe 
| Slaves have often the Opportunity to violate their Maſters Couch 
notwithſtanding all the Indeavours they uſe to ſuppreſs them. But 
the King and the Great ones of the Realm prevent that by geldin 
their Slaves; which they doe very eftectually , but Modeſty forbids 
me to make further mention of the Manner. They do it commonl 
when they are young , buying Chluldren that are ſtollen from their 
Parents , and are therefore 1n regard of their bringing up, held in 
creater value than others , as alſo becauſe that there 1s hardly one 
in three that both live and like. The price which is ſet upon them 
is one reaſon why ordinary Perſons have them not, and another is 
becauſe that if they thrive they grow very fatand lazy, and conſe- 
quently unfit to do any ſervice they have occation for. And by rea- 
ſon that Women-Slaves are ſomewhat rare among them , the Mer- 
chants and Citizens Wives are moſtly attended by Nien , who ifthey 
have a ſprightly and airy way and Carriage, are {omtimes a{mitred 
to enjoy thoſe 1]licit Pleaſures, which 1n proceſs of time they recom- 
pence with the loſs of their Lives. 
It happened once that my Patron recerved a ſudden Meſſage from 
the Prince to com to Court, upon which ke gave me Order tc ſaddle 
his 
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wt... his beſt Horſe: now the Saddle which he ordered me to ſet on being 

#671." richly ſet with Pearls and Precious ſtones , he kept italwaies, inthe 
Chamber where his Plate was , fo that I muſt paſs through three 
Chambers to fetch it, but opening the Door of the ſecond Room 
I found my Patroneſs ſtanding naked in the Bath , upon which being 
in a great amazement , and fcarful that this raſh Action might be 
repreſented to my Maſter, who might make me pay for my Peeping , 
in all haſt I retreatedand offtered ro run Qut again, which ſhe ſceing , 
cried out, Ho! ho! don't run away, go thro and fullfil your Lords Com- 
mands. This ſhe faid with a ſoulivg Countenance, which cured me 
of the Palfie, ;that the fight of her had already {truck me into.

The On the 11 of /zly 1sa great Fair at Scamachy, upon:which day above 
gree* 500 Slaves were brought to. Markct , that being their main Trafhic. 
_ Of theſe Slaves are of all forts of People, Men , Women, Chil- 
dren 5 Chriſtians and Pagans , \ Polonians , Reuſcaars . Georgians and 
Circas-Tartars. The Peles & Ruſſes are commonly ttole by the Dageſtan- 
Tartars, as alſo the Circaſſes which are Heathens ,- for according to the 
Voice of the <Aichoran no Mahometan | or Muſulman | may be made a 
Slave , which mainly tends to the Propagation of Truraſm. On the 
contrary the Circas-Tartars in revenge do f{tcal the Dazeſtans and ſell 
them to the Rvſtans. Aad fo the Tartars, altho ſeemingly many Na- 
tions , yet doubtleſs of old one People , live in conitant jarrs and 
private Hoſtility , who if they had but Diſcretion and Condutt an- 
ſwerable to their Fower, were in a capacity to ſubdue both Ruſs--- and 
Perſia. But as for the Georgrans they are generally ſuch as are ſold by 
their own inhuman Parents, and in that out do both T#rkand Pagan 
who will not make ſale, of fuch asare of their own Opinion or Na- 
tion , much leis their own Children , which is a thing ſo beſides 
Nature, that the moſt ſavage Beaits doabhor it, and will as ſoon part 
with their Life as with their Young. This Fair , which , as I have 
ſaid , conſiſts moſt in the Sale of ſtollen Booty is a great advantage 
to Derbext and Scamachy, which of late years ſeem to Fouriſh mainly, 
and for this reaſon 15 frequented by many Merchants, where they 
ordi- 
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ordinarily find all things at an. available price. The Slaves being py: 
brought-ro Market, the-Buyer goes about and ſeeing one-helikes , 1571. : 
the firſt thing he does is to look him-in the mouth, as we do Horſes , Steves 
cauſes him tobeſtript, and feels him all over, bur eſpecially his Wriſts _ 4 
and Muſcles , thence collecting what ſtrength he is-of , and what.,,Ariex. - 
ſervice he is able rodo him. If the Buyer intend to imploy him about. 
Meſſages, he cauſes him torun out 10 or 12 Paces, others make them 

to ſtand-in all Poſtures , and-ſa value themaccordingto their Age , 
ſoundneſs of Body and ftrengeh- It the Buyer chance to find any: 
rcaſonable fauir ,, tailing , or blemiſh in-his Slave within the ſpace 

of 3 daics , hemay return hum to the ſeller and seceivethe value again ; 

and this advantage has the Buyer alſo in moſt other things, or if-1 

am not miſtaken in all ſave damageable Commadiries. 

On the 12 the Calenter who- 1s next to the Cory 1n Power and Office rhe ra. 
came to our Ambaſlador with an Order from the' Scach , to bid him liſh ws, 
make-preparation fer-his Journey, and 1n all haft rodepart.- But:the fe 
Amballador returned him his wonted-reply.; «© That he was at pre- «<towe* 
«ſcnt deſtiture of Money, and not able to undertake the Jouraey , record 
<unleſs the Chan would pay him what he was owing hum ,.-upoit 
«rhe receipt- ok-which. he would immediacly go, without more os 
«further delay. 
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Atrendfull Tempeſt. Great Balls of Fire fall upon the Earth: A-meſt fearful Detnges * 
whereby Houſes,, Men and abundance of Cattel are carried away, The Chan * 
receivs another Robe of Favour. The Offerings of the Banjuns , for the Four * 
and Fiſh. The Religions Exerciſe of the Perhan Women. The Author's Diſ- 
eourſe withthe Chan. The Author meets with one of the Tartars wh# had made * 
him Slave: He gets out of the ſervice of the Poliſh Ambaſſador; The yreat * 
Bounty and Kindneſs of his Patron HadziBiramy andof Altine bis Parroneſ

F) N the-13 was a violent ſtorm 3. with Thunder and Lightning A gridpA 
which very much -endamaged the Ambaſſadours Houte: , and Srermr® 
took-away-the Roof'of many other Houſes round about. The Ait 
was. as.if.it had .been all-Fire, and a Sulphury flame, and fonitime 
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wete feen great balls like burning Brimſtone falling down. About 
$ in the Evening I ſaw a great maſſylampof Fire, which made the 
Earth ſhake again when it fell, and ſo burſt all to pieces. Formidable, 


1 thonght, werethegreat Ordnance inthe Dardanelti when they were 


diſcharged , being reputed the greateſt in the World : But there 


was as much difference between this and them, as there is between a | 


Mountain and a Mole-Hill. About 2 hours atter fell down 6 more, 
which were as big as Hogs-heads , thefe conſumed and waſted a 
great part of the ground where they light. "This Tempeſt contt- 
nued about 48 hours; after which followed a very calm ſeafon. 

On the 15 we had news from .4rdebi{ , how that Monſr. Termmnd 
with P. earemſe his ſervant were arrived there ſafe and well , alth6 
not without ſom difficulty by the way , meeting with ſome Rob. 
bers, but the Komack telling them that he was ſent to the Schach on 
an Expreſs , they let him go without further trouble. 

The next day fell abundance of Rain, that all the whole Face of 
the Countrey round abour Scamachy lay under Water , and the ſtreams 
coming from the Mountains brought down huge Pieces of Rocks 
and Stones which came down into the Town and carried away ſeve- 
ral Houſes with them, as alfo many People who were on every ſide 
environed with the Floods that they could not help themfelves. This 
Tempeſt concluded with fearful Thunder-claps and Lightning , as 
if the laſt day were com. 

On the 17 the Chan had 3 Robe of Favour ſent him from the King. 

The Envoye who brought it being arrived art the Kings Houſe with- 
out the City fent notice and acquainted the Char with hiscoming; , 
who according to'the' Cuſtom fer his Houfe in order and took leav 
of his Friends, fearing that this was upon a ſharper Errand than 
the laſt, the more I ſuppoſe, becauſe.my Patrons Brother had been 
at 1/pahan to acquaint the King , that his Brother , the Poliſh Am- 
baſſador had ſuch a ſum. of Money due to him: from the Chen, and 
could not for the want thereof undertake; his Journey for we /awv, 
The Chan makes preparation to go and know the Kings Pleaſure, 
being mounted on a ſtately AHrabiew Horſe , and followed with a 


great Retinu of Nobility and'Courtiers, all well mounted, as before. | 


So ſoon as he was com there the Envoye fulfills hisCommilfion-and 
delivers the Robe, after the fame- manner & with the ſawic- Cere- 
monies 
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monies as. wore. before mentioned: and having taken-his leave of ghe ava... 
Courierreturned into the City with variety of Wind-Mulic., Kettle, 1571+ 
drums and Trumpets. 

On the 18 of Auguf we bad a great Earth-quake which raged 2. 
lopg time together, 1a which many Dwelling Houſes , Stables and 


+ Barns without the Walls on the Eaſt-fide of the Town werethrown 


down, and abundance of Men cruſh'd to pieces, When the Earth- 
uake was palt , it began torain very bard, and blewextremely. The ,,,,,. 
" nm day 1 had occaſion to go without the Walls where walking a ion of 
lite towards the Fields I faw about 1090 Bexjiens performing Sacri. ban 
fices to the Fowls and Fiſh. They lay upon their knees and {trowed *** 
Rice and Beans upon the Land and inthe River. Theſe 1ndiens will 
never kill any living Creature, not ſo much as Lice , whichaltho 
they take yet ſet them down in ſom place or other to paſture , and let 
them ſhift for themfelys. When they ſee any Perſon go auta Bird- 
ing with a Fowling-piece, Ginns, or other Implements they will 
give him Money to go home again ; or , if they percaiv any one 
about to ſhoot they will be ſure to ſpoilhis Game, by chacing away 
the Fowl , inſomuch , that if the Party be a Choleric man, they 
are in danger of their Lives. Thelike they doe with the Fiſh, when 
they ſee any com to Angle, and trouble the water. Whea they are 
about to make water , or caſe themſelvs they alwaies look avout 
them 1f there be no Vermin or any thing that hath life upoa the 
Ground, which if there be, they remove itaway very carefully, left 
they ſhould do it harm. During the time of theſe Feſtival Days, 
which happens 8 times a year, = will burn no Candle, 'Tapour ,, 
or Torch; leſt Muskettos, and other Inſefts that fly about the Flame 
ſhould ſinge their Wings. They have alſo offered the Chan a conlide- 
rable ſum of Money that no Beaſt ſhould be flain during the time of 
theſe Feaſts, but the Chan would not liſten to any ſuch thing. Theſe 
people are alſo very ſuperſtitious in manyother things, and withalt 
ſtr: and zealous. They will not uſe either Diſh or any other Vefſcl 
belonging to ſuch as are not of their own SeCt, yet will ſuffer others 
to make uſe of theirs. They abſtain from Fleſh, and Fiſh, and what- 
ſoever had, or may have life, infomuch that they are as ſhy of an 
Egg as of the Bird that lays it. They are very ſubrlein Traffic, andin 
that are ſaid to ſurpaſs not only the other 1nd:ans,but all other Nations. 
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On che 26 was great Holiday among the Perſians , whenasallthe 
Women went to- perform. their: Solemnities at the Graves of their 


. deceaſed Friends. and Allies upon the Mountains , where they fre- 


quently beat their Heads, -Kiſſed the Tombsand other Ceremonies 


more , which are all the Religious Duties their Womenare injoyned: 


to, that I could obſerve: forthey never goto the _—_— , or Chur- 
ches, nor ever do they pray at home, but'leay all to the Piety of 


[the Men,-who go to prayer 3 times a day, and there appear very 
devout, to wit-at Morning, at Noon and at Night, invoking the 
Aſſiſtance of the Angels. Ar their firſt Entrance into the Hoſquite , 


they utter theſe words, This 1 do in the Nameof the Almighty: G 0D: 
wh:c't faid they utter ſom ſhort Prayer ,- that they have by. form pre 
ſcribed, dire&ing 1t to certain Angels, that they would vouchſate 
to chace away the Devil, that he may not incommodate them in their 
Prayer: When they'have-made their Addreſs to-the Angels , they 
then apply themſelvs to GOD, .in theſe words: Preiſed be GOD , 
the Lord of the Laſt Fudgement. Thow O Heavenly G O D haſt power to help 


ws , Wherefore we adore thee. Help us to find and continue on the right Way , 


not on the Way where ſinners commit ſins , but on that Way where no-Error is. 


Amen. 

The next day being the 27 1 preſented Hadzi 8iram my former 
Patron with the Model of a Ship and a Galley which coſt me about 
3 Moneths Labour. On the Ship were 40 Guns , and 1o on the 
Galley , with 42 Oars , both being complete, as to Maſts, Sails 
Rigging , Anchors , &c. Hadz accepted of it kindly, and: forth- 
with preſented it to the Prince as a great Rarity. The Prince was 
greatly taken with it, and asked HadziBiram, whether I wasat Sca- 
machi , which underſtanding deſired-to ſec me ; -upon which my Pa- 
tron ſent a Slave to fetch me. i had hopes that this might work out 
my Redemption and bring me into Favour , went without much 
delay to-give Attendance, where being admitted and come within 
preſence I bowed after the Perſian manner , with my Hand upon 
my Breaft. The Prince, muy me ſtand at a diſtance, bad me com 
near, which I did. Then he fell to asking me ſom Queſtions as to 
my Countrey, and the Occaſion of my coming thither , waich I an- 
ſwered. Then he asked me if\uch Ships ever ingaged in Battel, one 
againſtanother? To which I replyed , Þ hat 2 F icers being between - 

an 
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and 300 Sail ofthe Engliſh and Hollanders, encountered each other , .av6. 
continually firing their Guns, and then proceeded to Boarding, Sink- PG 


ing, Burning, or Blowing up. He then asked me, why thoſe two 
Nations profeſling one: Faith and Religion-made War upon each 
other. I anfwered-him, that it was for no other reaſon than the Aſa- 


. hometans made War againſt each other, .and thoſe two mighty Po- 
-tentates the Schach of Perſia, andthe Ortoman Emperour , profeſling 


one and the ſame Faith in-ſubſtance. The Prince turning about to 
Hadzi Biram , th1d him that what I ſaid was juitly true, Upon this 
came in ſom: Great Perſonage, and giving me the Beck, a Token 
that I muſt withdraw , Lwent away as much a Slaveas I came in. 

On the 28 was a great Silver Goblet ſtole out of our Houſe , but 
there was ſucha narrow ſcrutiny that the Thief was immediatly found 
out , and after ſeveral blows on:the Foot with a Staft , was pur in Fet- 
ters... tHewasa Georgzan, and the, Ambaſſadors 'Fownsman. 

-On the 31 I took a melancholic Walk throtigh the Town, and 
4mmediatly had a Reſcontre with one-of the Tarters that took us and 
made us diaves, he being the very Man that tied me to his Horſzs 
Tail , dragging me backwards thro Thorns and .Brambles ſtone- 
naked. I had.na ſooner ſeen:;him but my Blood began to boil in my 
Veins, and my heart beat, ſtill ſtudying whatway tobe avenged of 
the Villain. I dogged him fo far till I found a convenient place, and 
having a good Truncheon in my Hand, with a knot at the end, as 
the Perſiens commonty carry about with them , with which Ilent him 
ſuch a Dandy-flute-on the Fore-head , that he tumbled down like 
an Ox, upon which not willing to loſe my Labour I pumme'ld ſo 
about the Chaps, that Blood came guſhing out at his Noſe and Ears ; 
and well itrwas that I had not my Knife about me, forif Lhad, I 
ſhould ſurely have ſent him to ſalute hisGrandfather : yet my fear was 
that I had already ſent him on that Errand, for helay as dead upon 
the Ground , which I obſerving , and dreading the conſequence , 
made all the haſt I could to get away: However being ſeen by ſom: 
Perſians , who utMeems had bin SpeCtators all this while at a diſtance, 
one of them caught me by the Arm and with a furly look, asked me , 
ſaying, What is your meaning, Friend? d'ee intend to muriber a Man at 
noon-day upon the Street? Hold, hol4, you are rot to go fo, you muſt benn- 
ſwerable 10 the Governeur for this Infglency. But toſatisty therp ,. Lmade 
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anſwer , That hs was 8. Dageſtan Plagiary or, Canfecer, and took me, 

being 4 Free Perſon 10 ſell me 85 4 Slave ; and with one told them, how inhu- 

manly and with what cruelty he had uſed me: I told chem alſo that [ 

was 2a Domeſtic of the ?6/ſb Ambaſſadour : Hearing this they let me 

go: but coming at the Carner of the Street I met with 100r 12 of 

his Company, all Tari«&rs, who no fooner underſtood what was don 

but they ran all over the Town to feck me, and perceiving my (elf 
environed on every fide I ran into a Tobacco houte under pretext of 
ſmoking a Pipe, paying my uſual Penny: and here I lurk'd till [ 

thought the Coaft was clear, and ſo ran home. Butit was not long 

before heard a whole Troop of Tertersat the Gate, who were the ſame 

that tollowed me, bringing the (illy Miſcreant along with them , all 

bloody and plaiftered with Kennel-dirt, to ſhow him to my Lord. The 

Ambaſladour naderſtanding what was the Matter , called meto him , 

and hearing all the whole Paſlage , faid to me , Ger you gone , you 

Loggerhead, why did you not ſtrike home? then we had nat had this clutter 

at the Door. Hence, hence , I ſay, and do your buſineſs better thenex1 time 

When it coms 10 your turn , go twrts me this Rabble from the Door, A lard Taſk, 

upon my Word, yet coming below , all the Gentlemen and Servants 

waited there, longing to hear what reſult I had , and underſtan- 

ding, what the Ambaſſadours Pleaſure was , they reſolved unani- 

mouſly to furniſh rhemſelvs with Truncheons and Chibs, and fall 

upan them on a ſudden, which we did andthreſh'd them manfully 
back and ſides, for we'were 2 to one: The poor Dageſtan that wanted 

fall Satisfaftion got a handſom ſhare inthe Fray, and was ſo throughly 

baſted with Oil of Canes that he who at the firft coming to the 

Door, -pretended tiat he could not go, or{tand, was ſowcll anoin- 

ted that he knew how to cut a Caper as well as his Companions. 

Which I alſo ſaid to a Gentleman that told it tomy Lord. Helaughed, 
heartily, faying , 7 proteſt this Hollander is an excellent Surgeon. 

The Time drew on when all the Caravans fitted and made prepa- 
ration for 1/ptha», which I greatly longed for. And to loſe no Op- 
porrunity that would make forit, I addrefſed my ſelf to my Patron , 
humbly begging that I might have my Liberty , which at laſt he 
aſſented to, on Condition I would be accountable to him for the 
150 C4bas, which he told me he paid for me, refuſing to giveit me 
without. However he let me know privately by athurd Perſon, that 


if 
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if 1 was deſirous to be free that I houtd give lim a certain Preſerit , oer8s; 
which was named. Finding now that I had ſach means of aining 167k, 
who | 


my ſweet Freedom, I .pplied my felfto Monfr. L. Fabritivs , © m 
I got fo much Money as I thought would fery my Furn. With this 
Money | bought a good Perſian Horſe; but coming to preſent it , he 
had no liking to it , ſo that 1 was fain to buy another , which I thought 
miglit pleaſe him better, yet this he fancied no better than the former , 
ſothat I was fainto look out for another.

manifeſt my thankfulneſs to them for their Bounty. When I came 
there I found my Patronefs'Mrina at home, the reft being all gone 
to bath as they do every day. My Patron himſelf was alſo abroad 
about his Aﬀairs, My Patroneſs upon my coming in bad me'wel- 
come, having underſtood the reaſon of the Vit: and ſeeing me ſtand 
at a diſtance, bad me ſit down, ſaying, her Husband would com 
home at Noon. Entrmyg mto- fon earneſt diſcourſe , ſhe asked me 
what my Maſter, the AmbaſT. had given-me for the ſervice I had don 
him, Nothing" at all, Madam, faid I, bit my liberty to' famiſh , which 
I muſt certam'y have don', if I had' not been ſupplyed by your bountiful Good:

N the 30 dite, by Gods good Condutt weſet forward, with 
| the whole Craven, which conſiſted of 2000 Men, or upwards, 
and about 1000 Camels and Horſes of Carriage. My Matter alfo 
had 20 Horſes of his own in particular loaden withKheſtnars , for a 
Preſent to theKing of Perfia, for one having any Matter , or Aﬀair 
at Court never appears before either the Scach, or any ſubordinat 
Prince , empty haneed. Our way was over very high and ſteep hills : 
amongſt which we found the Sepulchre of a great Perſian Saint called 
Pyr Mardechan , being at the foot of the Mountains of Paherlu. The 
Countrey here about lies waſte and defart, there being neither Tn- 
habitant , nor Proviſton to be had by the way , ſo that we madeall 
the haft we could to get the Carawanſera, This hard-travailing was 
not very unwelcom to us, becauſe that the weather was cold , altho 
ſom of the Horſes being heavy loaden and tired were left behind. 


| |About the Evening we came to Kaſily where we took up our nights

or, 
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lodging. The Countrey round about Cſi/y is altogether barren and 
dry., except here and there ſome good paſturage , fo that the manner 
of Living with the Inhabitants is like that of the Tartars , movin 
to and again over the face of the Countrey with their Wives, Chil. 
dren, Utenſils, Cattel , and whatelſe they have, and when they ſet 
dowa pitch their Tents all in Rows, which _ call ofak, During 
our travailing thro this Countrey we could get litle elſe but Milk to 
refreſh our ſelves: however my Patron out of his Bounty would not 
ſuffer me to want for any thing , but imparted to me what he had as 
well Vittuals to eat, as Winetodrink , which ferycd me for a good 
Brcaſt-plate againſt the Cold. 

Having ſtaid one night at Xsſy, we ſet forward and about 8 a 
clock the next evening came to a fair Village called T7awaar , Or 
Tzawat, as ſome call it, which is ſo muchas toſay , a Thorow-fare 
becauſe that here is the Paſſage which brings over the grand River 
raxes, and here every one 15 to ſhow his Paſport , out of fear that 
fome Twrks ſhould flip over with the Caravan, of whom the Perſean 
is alwazes jealous, and are conſtrained to take ſharp notice ofevery 
particular Perſon. At this place isa long Bridge*'made of Keels; and 
thwarted with maſfy Planks , that are faſtned together with great Bolts 
and Chains, which for better ſecurity is guarded' with a good 
number of Soldiery. When we w-re tranſported over the ſaid River, 
we took our Nights-reſt in the Open-fields. 

The River Araxes takes its head about the high Mountains between 
Schirwan and Mokan behind. Mount CArarar, running North-ecaſt till 
it finds the River Xur, or Crus , where it diſgorgeth it ſelf , about 39 


. degr. 54. min.. Northerly latitude, where theſe two Rivers are incor- 


porated. Xur,as.it is vulgarly called, riſes in the Mountains,of Georgia, 
or Gurgiſtan. Araxes.is reckoned to be one of the ſwifteit Rivers in 
all Aja, very deep and good Water. Caraxes allo receives ſeveral 
other noble Rivers, to wit, Caraſs, Senki,. and Kerni. Arpaz About . 
the Mouth of Caraſ# it is at the deepeſt , but about a league from 
Ordabath it makes. a horriſonant roaring and a moſt hideous murmur , 
where it receives the floods of the famous-Mochan, which River, as 
well as the Araxes, abounds with various kinds of Fiſh. The Banks 
which in moſt Places mount very. high, arc all growa ore with the 
firud 6(zeyrrhiza, a kind of Liquirice, asallo Liquirice of the com- 
mon 
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mon kind, but far thicker than either the Spariſh, German, orthat 
which 1s brought from 4oſcoma , for I have ſeen ſom of it that was 
thicker than my Arm. 

On the 3 of November we travailed 5 leagues over the Heath of 
Mochan , and ſaw by the way many Hurdles and Boors Cottages , but 
durſt not call at any to provide our ſelvs with Refreſhments, being 
ſenſible of the perils, for hither are all thoſe ſent to Exile whom the 
S:ach thinks good to baniſh, and hither reſort all the Mutineers ; fo 
that theſe like the Bandyuti in the Alps , render the way very unſafe 
and incommodous to travel, ſomtimes ſurprizing and aſlailing the 
Caravans, When they find themſclvs of Force caough, or the Caravas 
too weak to withſtand'em. 

On the 4 diro, we ſet forward, and in the way found the River 


Baltharu, which for Greatneſs gives goes to all the before named

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famous nor inferiour to any other in all the ſurface of the Countrey. gy, 


All along the Banks we ſaw holes and caves which thoſe Animals had 
made in the Sand , the ſhoar appearing like a Coney-borrough. 
Theſe Caves have the:r mouth or entrancealwaics to the Southward , 
where they lay their Eggs. On the Countrey through which this Ri- 
ver ſoftly glides we ſaw ſeveral Cottages or Tents, as wedid the day 
before , &. found the Inhabitants harmleſs and very poor, yet mers 
ry andjocund, the Children were ſtark naked,and the Men and Wo- 
man had hardly cloaths.enough to cover their middle. They received 
us in very friendly manner according to their ability , bringing us 
Milk for our felvs, and Provender for the Camels and Horſes, which 
they ſold ata very mean and inconſiderable Price , conſidering under 
what neceſlity we were then. This day we travailed 6 | Dur:b] Leagues. 

On the 5 we travailed about as far as we did the day before, but were 
fain to take up our Lodging under the great Canopy ot Heaven, 
ſetting down with the whole Caravan, near ſom Water-pitts, where 


we found good paſturage for the Beaſts, conſidering the ſeaſon of. 


the year. 

The next day we found an end of the Heath Afekan , and had 
High-land to travail over, as the Mountains of Berbzyrvan, or Beth- 
zyrum.

<Ardebi, called alſo eArdevil, lies in 38 d:gr, and 50 min. in the 
Countrey of Adrzleg:24., being ſeated in'a round Plain , or Valley, 
environed on each tide with very high Movntains, the greateſt where- 
of is called Zebelahs, and much ralked of in Perſia for its height. Thoſe 
Mountains,as they told me,which ly to the Weſtward, are all the Sum- 
mer covered with Snow; but on the other {ide,thoſe that lie toward the 
Countrey of Kielan, the Air is more moderate and not altogether fo 
cold, And by reaſon that theſe cold ſeaſons do not come. gradually as 
when the W inter Solſtice approaches, but caſually, and all on a ſudden 
ſo that there is no ordinal Viciſſitude, nor can be any faſt Calculation 
made, it renders the Place very unhealthy, eſpecially to Strangers , 
whoare not uſed to fuch ſudden Changes. However, 1 would not be 
ſo far miſconſtr'd, as to ſignify that there is no ſenſible difference be- 
tween the Summer and Winter, for the Courſe of the Sun makes a 
noted alteration, and yet the Summer Colds ſeemingly more penc- 
trating than thoſe in the Winter , for Now the Body is ſhut, and Then 
it isopen , at what time they hold it more dangerous, but in the Ap- 
proachment of the Winter more tulerable and better to be endured. 
My Patron told me that ſom years before he took this Journey about 
April, taking with him 4, Slaves, whereof 3 - were Strangers and 
unnacuſtomed to the aforeſaid Changes, died in this Place, but the 

other which had been brought up there abouts, ail'd nothing at all. 
Butabove all this are the Whicl-winds which come every day about 
noon very remarkable, being as conſtant as theSuns comming toSouth, 
or as the Tides tliat are regulated according to the Courſe of the Moon. 
This ſaid Wind alwaies riſes at 12 a clock, and continues ſomwhat 
more than an hour , during which time it is not ſafe to hold either Eies 
or Mouth open, by reaſon of the Sand , which is hurried about with 
that Violence and Thickneſs that the Air is darkned ; that very 
much annoy the Inhabitants, who are not only fain to keep within 
Doors all the while it continues, but muſt take care to cover all 
that may be damnify'dy and make every thing faſt, whichis 1i ght 
oraptto be carried away, and beſides that 3 or four times a year bear

People to bring up Cartel brings up: yearly an incredible ſumof 
Moncy. At that time when I was there., were Commiſſioners ap- 
pointed by the King himſelf, alth6:2 years before it was farmed 

out, and the King coming to underſtand what large Profits ſu- 
perabounded to the Farmers, thought good to bring that Remnant 

into his own Cofters, as x Corolary. Oneof thoſe faid Comiſlio- 
ners, being an old Acquaintance of my Patron, told him that when 

they turned over the Accounts they had found Toll taken for a- 

bove 700000 Sheep, between March and Seprember, which amounts 

ro more then 26000 /b. Sterl. which is conſiderable for. the. bare 
paſſage only.; but far greater is the Toll which is impofed on 
every Sheep that 1s fold. Within the Juriſdiction of Ardebi lie 

57 Villages and Hamlcts, and thoſe ſo cloſe: together , that the 
Town 1s eaſily ſupplied with plenty of Lactuaries, or what elſe the: 
Land aftoards. 

Aracbil 18a very great Town, but not cloſe built, for every emigent 
Houſe hasa Garden or Orchard behind it. At this day it lies without 
Walls, Trenches and other Muniments. Ir 1s watered with one ſmall 
R:valet, which they call Baluchiu,. taking its firſt ſpring from. the 
Mountains of Scama/chu,about 6 miles to the Southward of Ardebil. Be- 
fore the Town 1t divides its felf into two Channels, the one running 
into the Town , and fo forward till it fiads the Caraſmw, This — 

forms 
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xer;, - Jomtimes very mall, eſpecially inthe Summer, butabout March and 
671, dpi yhenit ordinarily rains very hard, with the Snow and concur- 
rency.of the Water that ſettles oft from the Mountains, ſwells to an 
lncredible bignc(s. and overruns the Banks, fo that againſt this time 

they uſually makea Catarraft, or Dam, which diverts it from the 
Town, and upon negligence , or want of duc Repair of the fame,the 
Tcwn is indanger of being laſt , as in the time of Schach Abas the great, 

the Dam: þeing not ſufficient, the Waters came with that ſuddenneſs 
fram theMountains,that it made an irruption and waſhed away a great 

part of the Town, the Houſes being moſtly built of Clay and a ſort of 
Brick. :ln:this unexpected Innundation they record many Men and 
Cattle tobave been carried away with the violence of the Floods. In 
Aracbil are 5 Capital Streets, to wit, Derwanſche, Tbar , Niardouver, 
Kumbolan and Keſerkuſte:all theſe were very ſtately and broad, being plan- 

ted with rows of Aſh, Teil-or Linden-Trees which is very pleaſant 

and cool in hot weather. Beſides theſe 5 great Streets,are alſo many fair 
ones , but narrower and not beplanted with Trees , whercof the chief 

arc , Bander chan, Kamankar , Degme Daglir , and Urſumi Mahele, famous, 

( or toſay more properly, infamous) for Whores, who have heretheir 
Reſidence, and ply all over the Town, and in the Caravarſeras, and 

are reckoned as a Corporation or G11d. Theſe are all Poereſles by 

- Qccupation, ſom Compoſing Elogies and Hymns inthe Praiſe of Aly 
andHeſſeyn , others do make Encomiums , ſetting out the Noble Deeds 

of the Scach, and others dance naked before the Chan. &c. Thele of 

all that ever I have fſecn in my Life are the moſt impudent, and ſen- 

ſual, for they perceiving me to bea Stranger, peſter'd meas I went 
along the Streets, and gave me work cnough to keep their Hands out 

of my Codpicce. Moreover fo ſenſual and bealtly have I obſerved them 

to be by their Converſation with young-men , who are not ſhie, or in 
theleſt aſhamed althoat noon day in the middle cf the Street, that [ 
thould not willingly uſe that immodeſty torelate all | have ſeen. There 
arealſo ſeveral Squares and Plains with Piazzas and Galleries round 

about, inand under which are very rich ſhops. 

Ro T hey havcalſoa Placeof Refuge whither Malefators betake them- 
Aefuge, felvs, at the Entrance whereof isan Oratory or Chappel, in which lies 
interred the Body of a repured Saint. But the Delinquent fearing him- 
ſelf unſafe can ealily gain the great SanCtuary of Scec') Sephys Meſcatch , 

Or 
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or Sepulchre whence the King himſelf ſhould want the Heart to fetch wor: 
him our by force. Coming from this Hayden or Sanctuary , you com 7+ 


to the Baſar, or great Market-plain. On this Plan 1s reared a very rhe war 


magnificent and ſumptuous Building , four ſquare, in which, as in ** 


Maydan. 


our Exchanges , are fold all manner of coſtly Wares and rich Mer- 
chandizes, as Cloth of Gold and Silver, Jewels, Precious Stones , 
Tapeſtry, Silks, &c. This Place they call the Kayſery. Behind this 
you find three Streets, almoſt arched over, in which there are many 
Shops ſtored with Wares of leſs value. The Carawanſeras, or Inns, 
of Ardebil are very numerous , and thoſe frequented each with a 
diſtinCt ſort of People, as Turks, Tartarians and Indjans,, who ſojourn 
to and again, upon the account of Merchandiſe. In ,rdebilare many 


fair etzids , or Temples, whereot one _ call Maine {urpaſles 


all the reit, being founded upon the Top of a Hill inthe middle of 
the Town, and beſides that graced with a pompous Tower, which 
outbraves all the reſt in the City, rearing its Topaloft toan excee- 
ding great Height. This Temple is thought worthy only to be 
vitited on Fridays, which according to the Inſtitution of Mahomet 
1s their Sabbath; and from hence it has it's name. Before this Tem- 
ple 1s a Fountain brought by an Aqueduct from a Place about 5 
| Engliſh) miles without the City , at the Charges of Muhamed Riſathe 
Rochtaf, or Chancellor of Perſia. Thedeſign thereof is that every one 
willing to viſit the Holy Sepulchre mult firlt waſh himſelf there.

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HadziByram goes toperform his Religious Duties at the Sepulchre of Zeyde Tzebrail. 
The Author begs of his Lord, that he may be Speftator of the Ceremonies , which 
at laſt after many intreaties is granted. A Deſcription of that noble Maufo- 
leum. Famous Baths in Ardebil. The Sulphurous Baths whither the Author 
accompanies his Patron. The manner of uſing theſe Baths, The ſtupendions 
and ſumptuous Sepulchre of Scach Sephy deſcribed. The great Zeal and Dewo- 


tion of HadziByram. The Oratory, or Houſe of Prayer , where (as they ſay) | 


Schach Sephy prayed and faſted for 40 Days together without Intermiſſion, 
ufing only a Cup of Water every day. Doors covered with Plates of Gold by Schach 
Abas.. The Library and Repoſitory of the Utenſils for the Kings Table. The 
Garden or Tard where the Perſian Kings lie interred, Thenames of th: 12 K irge 
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that lie there buried. The Revenues belonging to this Mcſar , or fepulchre. Som 
faſt Revenues. Ardebil a famous Mart. 


Pon the 13 my Patron Hadzi Byram, who was a very zealous 
U devout Hahometan, went to perform his i2evotion atthe H. Se- 
pulchreof Zide T7aybrail, in Kelcheran , having firſt well provided him- 
{lf with Faſting and the Bath. I pray'd himallo that he would pleaſe 
to take me with him, but he politivly refuſed , ſave of this Anſwer 
he gave me, John, if yow will indeed becow a Muſulman 7 am freer you 
ſhouldgo , than ftay behind, but it is not lawful to bring a Chriftian thither 
to pellute that moſt Holy ſpot of Ground. O Sir , replied I , why cannot I waſh 
my ſelf as clean as a Muſulman ? and why ſhould it be thought that I pollute 
the Place, ſince 1 leay mething at all behind me but what 1 find there? All 
this would not prevail with him, but rather ſeemed toincite him to 
anger , ſo that being unwilling to purchaſe his difpleſure topamper 
my ſelf with ſuchan unprofitable curioſity, I thought fit for that time 
to deſiſt. But the next morning finding him in a pleaſant humor I 
renewed my requeſt and he aſſeated, tho conditionally , as, Firſt, 
to keep ſilence all the time, ſince I was not perfeCt in the Dialect, 
and ſo might com to be diſcovered ; Secondly , not to ſtare any 
Perſon fully in the Face ; and Thirdly , to a& for Changeling in 
caſe any Body came to queſtion me, Foolsand Madmen being with 
them reputed Holies, for they arc of Opinion that all men have an 
equal underſtanding, and that thoſe, who are either Mad or Foo- 
liſh 1imploy the ref of their Senſes in a Divine and Celeſtial Con- 
templation , or Converſe with Angels. 

The Grave or Tomb ſtood in the midit of a ſpacious Court, and 
built round ; above allwas a round Tower, which was covered with 
Blew and Green Stone glazed , which made a moſt gorgeous ſhow. 
It was raized high, ſo that we muſt aſcend 10 ſteps before we enter. 
Being com to the Threſhold my Patron made there certain Prayers , 
that don he gave the Sign that he would be in, upon whichone of 
the Hafiſans, or Waiters came out , who demanded of him his Sable 
and Boots,. and of me my Truncheon, which he ſhut up in alitle 
Chamber : my Patron then having given him a piece of money in 
the Hand, and fo we hoth went in bare-foot. The Floor was all laid 
with Tapeſtry, the Roof and Walls were painted Blew , illuſtrated 

here 
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here and there with Flowers of Gold, which made it look with a or; 
great ſplendor; the Glaſs in the Windows was of divers colours like *7* 
as in old Chriſtian Churches, and I preſume don by the ſame Art, 
which ſom will needs fay is loſt. On the ſides were ſeveral litle Cham- 
bers and Appartments , which alwaies ſtand open. Here fit ſeyeral 
Dottors, who are to inſtruct Youth inthe Alihoren, as allo toread 
and to ſing , that ſo they may be fit to ſerve in that holy FunCtion, 
and adminiſter at the ſacred Tomb. Here and there were ſeveral 
Chairs whereon lay ſom pieces of the .4{chorar. In the Middle ofall 
ſtood the ſaid Tomb, being about a Mans height raiſed above ground, 
6 Foot long, and proportionably broad, It was of pure Gold and 
laid in with Flowers and Foliage of Silver , which was very artifi- 
cially don. Above the Tomb under a Canopy of Blew Silk hung 4, 
Lamps, 2 of Gold, and 2 of Silver, which every night are lighted 
by certain Attendants which they call Tzirachiſchikan. When my Pa- 
tron approached to the Grave the Waiters took off the Covering , 
which was of green Velvet, upon which after he had mumpled over 
certain Prayers bowed himſelf,puſhed with his head againſt the Tomb, 
kiſſed it, and ſo ſtepping backwards, was metat the door by one of 
the Hafiſans who gave him the Benedi@ton , and fo diſmiſſed him. 
When he was com to the Carawerſera, concluded this Devotion with 
a ſumptuous and an Epicurean Banquet, with Drinking, Dancing 
and Whoring , ſo that it may eaſily be perceived that the extreme and 
furtheſt Hope they have, who are the greateſt Zelots in Twrciſm is 
only for libidinous Enjoyments , and to obtain their fill of voluptuous 
Pleſures and ſenſual Delights in the World to com , as by an implicit 
Faith they are induced to belceve. 

In Ardebil are many excellent Hot-baths , which bring in no ſmall 
profit tothe Owners ; my Maſter alſo made frequent uſe of the ſame , 
as well out of a fuperſtitious Zeal, as for conſervation of Health. 
But about 3 | D417 | miles without Ardebi are certain Hot wells, 
procecding from a ſulphurous quality of the Earth; Theſe are ex- 
ceeding hot, and may not be touched; ſo that round about are feve- 
ral Baths and Fountains which are tempered with the hot water being 
convey'd thither in Pipes and Conduits. Theſe Baths fo tempered 
are reputed very good againſt the Itch, Biles, and other external 
Gricyances and Sorcs , and as fom have found uſcfull againſt 1n-

ternal Diſtempers, as was adviſed my Patronby a Doctor at Scamachy 
to make uſe of it for a weakneſs in his joints. 

On the 16 my Maſter ſetout to go to theſe Baths and asked me to 
20 with him , bidding me takea Horſe, ſo that I wasas well mounted 
as he himſelf: he rook with him 3 Slaves with an Aſs to carry cleari 
Linnen , Meat, and Wine, with other Refreſhments. A little 
before we came at thoſe Wells, we ſmelled a ſtrong ſmell of Brim- 
ſtone, and heard the Water bubble up and boil. We ſaw alſo ſmoke 
and yapours that roſe in many places from the Water , which made 
me very faint. The chicfeſt of thoſe Wells is called Grazdeuſch, but 
this my Maſter thought not fit for him to uſe, but went to another 
called Serdebe , which nevertheleſs is reguted the beſt Water, and 
was therefore roofed over with a ſtately Arch , at the Charges of 
the Grand Chancelor Tzwipharachen. Among the Slaves that my Pa- 
tron had was an old Greek, for whom he had a great kindneſs, and 
uſed him more like a Brother than a Servant. So ſoon as he was un- 
cloathed this Greck rubbed. his Body with a Towel, till he was all 
over red, then he ſtepped into the Bath , where for ſome time he 
ſat to the neck in Water,, and then coming our dried himſelf, 
took a draught of very ſtrong Wine ,. and away again into the Bath , 
which having done 2 or 3 times together he clothed himſelf and rode 
away to a Carawanſera, where the Day before he. had beſpoke a warm 
Bed, in which he lay him down and ſtayd over night. The next day 
betimes in the Morning we rode back to CArdebil, where he kept his 
Bed for ſom days following, 

On the 2o%-T went with my Patron to ſee the moſt noble Sepulchre 
of Sthach Sephy. My ſaid Patron alſo prepared himſelf for this , as 
he. did to viſit the other at Kelcheran, by Faſting and Prayer, This 
famous Aayſoleum erected to the memory of Scach Sephy , and now 
the Burying Place of other Perfizy Kings hes near the Maydan. Before 
this pompous Sepulchre ſtands a fair Gate of rich Marble, in which 
1s ſhown an Admuable Skill in Archite&ure. Within this Port or 
Gate hang two Maſly Silver Chains athwart cach other like Feſtons : 
thoſe they ſay were beſtowed on this Place by the Chan of Meggura, 
for a Monument of his .Zeal. Having entred this Gate we came into 
a fair and ſpacious Court all paved with ſquare Stones and poliſhed 
Porphyr ; round about oneach ſide were Arches, as Piazzas, under 

which 
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which were ſhops of all forts of Haberdaſhery Wares and Toys. wor... . 
After this we went thro another Gate far more beautifull than the '97% 
former, and within this was a fair Garden, and indeed one of the 
faireſt I had hitherto ſeen; It was planted with all manner of Flow- 
ers and Herbs that might delight. the Eie and Noſe, and all kinds 
of delicious Fruits to ſerve the Palat. Every Man has his freedom 
to walk and recreate himſelf, but upon a very ſtrict penalty not to 
pluck either Flower or Fruit. I was told how that 5 years betore my 
being there, a drunken Perſian had hewn down a great bough with 
his Scymiter , but being taken was immedfatly-behcaded with the 
ſame Weapon. In this Gate hung alſo another great Silver Chain , 
which was given by the Chan of Kentzay. Here they demanded our 
Weapons , which being delivered , my Patron went forward to 
another Gate , which entring he fell down and kiſſed the Threthold, . 
withall charging me not to touch it with my Feet, left I ſhould pollute 
that which many thought worthy a long Pilgrimageto com and kiſs: 
he told me alſo that it was a favour greater than ordinary , that I 
being a blind ignorant Chriſtian and an Infidel ſhould be admitted 
to pry into ſo glorious a SanCtuary. I was heartily content to obe 
his Will, rather than todeny my Curiofity, and followed him aol: 
at the Heels, leſt coming into / 2.8 Labrynth I ſhould looſe my Life 
by the Loſs of my Maſter. 'The next Place we came into was a ſtately 
Gallery, or rather an Antichamber , arched croſs wiſe, and neatly 
plaiſtered. On the right hand as I went in was a great Silver Cock 
whichran with Water that was conveyed thither by leaden Pipes from 
a fair Fountain, abour 4. | Engliſh | miles without Town. Right over 


, IE : vO 
againſt this 1s another Apartment paved with green and blew glazed 


ſtones: and onthe Floor was ſpread a very rich Carpet : 1nthe middle 
ſtood two huge Silver Candleiticks about 8 or 9 Foot high; -round 
about were Seats as in our Chores, wherein fat ſeveral Prieſts all in 
white Stoles , who ſung all the time, keeping good Harmony, and 
at the End of every Verſicle bowed all alike, one to another. ' This 
Place 1s called Tz:chillachane, the Chappel or Oratory ofthe King; 
ſo called by reaſon of the 40 days, which the Perſians atfirm that Scach 
Sephy ſpent here at one time, in Faſting and Prayer , not uling any 
thing all that time, ſave only a Cup of Water oncea day. Leaving 
this- place we went 1nto another Gate where a Silver Chain hung, . 
. Oo 3 that - 
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that was preſented by <Mly Chan. The Parlour, or Hall into which 
we now came was all paved and laid in with a fplecked Stone; The 
Building its ſelf was round , like a Theatre ; the Doors were laid 
over with Silver Plates and had two great Silver Rings like Wreaths, 
or Torſes. At the Entrance lay a coſtly and large Carpet , where 
we were to pull off our Boots, without which , none 15 admitted to 
g0 in, nonot the King himſelf, whoſomtimes to bea Precedentand 
Example of Zcal, pulls off his Boots at the firſt Gate, but that, it 
ſeems, 1s held tobe a Work of Supercrogation. *From hence we went 
to another Magnificent Hall, throa Gallery , the Pavement where-

.of was covered withrich Tapeſtry. The Doors of this ſaid Hall were 


covered with Plates of Gold, which was don at the Charges of the 
Schach CAbas, whohad made a vow to do it, incaſe he returned home 
with Triumph, when he went on an Expedition againſt the Uſbegaes 
in Choraſan, as he did, and vanquiſhed the Rebels. This Hall is not 
ſo ſpacious as beautifull by far , the Roof being no more than 48 Foot 
long,and 30 broad. In the middle hung feveral Gold and Silver Lamps, 
and on each fide fate 12 Prieſts, each having a low Stool before him , 
on which lay ſo many Parchment Books, containing ſeveral Legends 
of the CAlchoran , which they read and ſung by Turns. Leaving 
this Place we went into another which was ſeparated and environed 
with Silver Rails, and had 3 Aſcents or Steps to go up of ſolid Silver. 
This is the laſt and chief Oratory , or Houſe of Praycr , where our 
Patron pray'd with very great Zeal. From hence we aſcended into 
another Place, which was one Step higher, and ſeparated with maſly 
Grate-work all of pure Gold and wreathed , behind this was the 
Tomb of Schach Sephy , which was of fair Marble , being about 3 Foot 
high, 9 Foot long and 4 broad. It was covered with a Carpet of 
Crimſon Velvet , richly embroidered and laid-in with precious 
Stones. Above hung ſeveral Lamps, and on cach fide 2 huge Candle- 
ſticks, all of ſolid Gold: theſe arc lighted every Evening and burn 
all the Night long. The Door of this Place 15 opencd for no Secular 
or Temporal Perſon or Perſonage, nor for the King himſelf. Near 
this Tomb we ſaw alſo the Tombs of Schach 1/ratl, of Sephys, and 
of ſom Queens, all which were only ſupplyed with Curtains , and 
void of curious Work and Ornament. Leaving the Sepulchre we 
went out at a door on the Right Hand, that led into the Library 

which 
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which was very ſpacious, yet without any Pillar. Here are kept all xy: 
the Ancient Records of Perſia , with abundance of Manuſcripts in 57% 


the Chaldean , Perſian, Arabic and Syrian Tongues , the Books were 
piled up one above another and moſt of themadorned with Gold and 
Silver ; whence 1 concluded that they were more for ſhow , than 
for dayly uſe and recourſe. In this ſaid Library were ſeveral leſs 
Appartments, where were many Porceline Diſhes, Cups and other 
Utenlils, for the Kitchin and Table, whichare uſed when the King 
or any other great Perſonage comes to Eat there , whereas they ſay 
it is not conſiſtent with the Humility they profeſs, to be ſerved in 
Gold or Silver: the more becauſe that the.great Schach Sepby himſelf 
did cat altogether out of Wooden Diſhes. From hence we went out 
and came into the Kitchin, the Doors whereof were covered with 
Silver Leavs by the aforeſaid Schach Abes, and the Room within 
very neat and handſom. 'The Cooks were all the time very ſtill and 
quiet, as if it were ſom: Religious Duty they were about, andeach 
one according to his Office had a place allatted him, to wit, thoſe 
that roaſted and thoſe that boiled, baked, fried,, ſtewed, &c. each 
by themſelvs. The Cauldrons were fet faſt in the Walls , and the 
War they uſed was brought ſom Miles by an Aqueduct, and ler in 
by Silyer Cocks. In this Kitchin is provided Victuals for more than 
a Thouſand People, one day with another , to wit, Prieſts, Pilgrims, 
and other Poor People which have here their Maintenance. They 
eat three times a day, at 6 in the Morning, at 10 before, and 3 in 
the afternoon. The two firſt Meals were given by Schach Sephy', and. 
the laſt at the Charges of the preſent King. Before the Meals do begin, 
they beat 2 Kettle-drums, which they ſay their great Prophet Ma- 


homet made vſe of when he was in the Camp , and were brought 


from Medina by Schach Sedredin. T hey havenot much variety in their: 
Dict, and uſe moſtly Rice and Mutton,. which 1s diſtributed y 
liberally to all the Appendents, who ſeldom com ſhort but leav of. 
their Commons. 
Coming out of this famous Kitchin, we went into alarge Court: 

where were interred 12 Per/can Kings, to wit,

'This noble Mauſoleum or Place of Sepulture was ereQted by a very 
famous Archire&t of Medina, with whom Schach Sedredin covenated 
co build it. The Perſians ſay that he had the Model out of Heaven. 
Above the Door ftand theſe words in their manner of Rhyming, 
which jingles better than in Engliſh : Wheſoever is of 4 pure Heart let 
himenter in and pray to GOD y ſhall bis Sins undoubtedly be pardoned. T he firſt 
Part which the ſaid Sedredin had built was very magnificent and 
ſtately, but that which was added to it by T-i:id appears far more 
ſplendid, both in regard of the curious Architetture , in which Art 
ſeems to ſport, and inthe Conveniency , and Proſpett from afar. 

The Revenues of this Sepulchre are very great , what with the 


+ wag large Gifts which were given by the famous Sedredin at the Inaugu- 


ration thereof , and what by the Ample Donations that have been 
1:berally beſtowed by other Kings and Princes from time to time ſince 
it's firſt Foundation , not only of the Perſians themſelvs, bur alſo 
of Indians, Tartars and others that are of the Se& of Aly : which 1s 
commonly don upon Sickneſs, Expedition of War , Dangerous 


Journeys , and the like, upon which they make Vows to beautiſy 


this Holy Structure with ſome ſignal Ornament , or put ſomthing 
into the Treſury. There are alſo other Revenues accrewing to this 
Place, bequeathed by Teſtament, as if it were Remitted by Bills of 
Exchange to the Souls of the Departed, for they reckon, that fuch 
Gifts will redound to the welfar of their Souls. Nor do ſuch Dona- 
tions ſolely conſiſt in Money , but in Cattle , Utenſils , Moveables and 
Merchandiſe. 'The Cattle ſo beſtowed is committed to Herdsmen 
for that end imployed,, and improved, except ſuch as is fit for Slaugh- 
ter, other Things are ſold and the Money thrown into the Treſ _

Beſides this famous and moſt pompous Royal Sepulchre,, _Arde- 
bil flouriſhes mainly in Traffic and Merchandiſe, for hither throng 
al! rhe Traders ot Gan ,.

Beſides the Profit that the Citizens do receive from.the continual 
concourſe of ſtrangers and Pilgrims from Places both near and remote. 
It is alſo a great Thorow-fare from the Northern Regions to /ſp«v4n 
and receivs a conliderable Benefit of Cerayans and Paſſengers , who 
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.commonty ſtay here ſom time. Twice a week is thetr Market, at what 
time:abundance of Pctants com to Town; ' uhng, Qxen and Kine in 


ſtcad: of Sumpter-horſes to carry th:ur Goods, : Laſtly this City 1s 
very famous in regard of its Antiquity, being in times paſt the Royal 
Seat of Perfie, as it was before rhe Warrs of Alexander of Macedomte , 
who bad: here: his Rekdence , as they averrand proveby many unde- 
niable.

DH O_—_ Days we ftaid in C4rdebit, during which time T had lei- 
ſure to ſte what was worthy of Remark , and Opportunity beſides , 
being apparrel<d like a Perfpan fo that none diſtruſted me tobe a Mu- 
ſSlman ; but allowed me acceſs over all. When theſe 14, days were 
expired ; the Cxraven made preparation to' break up , and purfue the 
Journey for {ſp«hen, for which end-matiy freſh Camels and Horſes 


were taken in. When the Caravan was ready , we obſerved that the 


Company was conſiderably increaſed with new Paſſengers and Mer- 
chants. ' 


On the 25 by fornd of Trumpet all was warned to joyn themſelvs: 
with the Cazvan, that intended for 1/pxbex ; and accordingly lefr 
Arabi and came to Buſur which lics about 14 Miles from Ardebil, 
where we ſtaid that nighe. | 
"The day following we broke up, and had that daya very rocky ane 
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uncaly Way , inſomuch that moſt , orall, allighted from their Horſes 74 

and Camels and went afoot. By the way we met ſeveral Troops of '7* 

Robbers, who probably had undcrſtood what a Prey and Purchaſe 

we had, yet finding the Cerever fo very numerous durſtnotaflailus: 

At night we came to Sengos a beautifull Village, where wehad very 

good Wine, and made our fſelvs merry, but not toexcefs, for that 

1s in general odious to the Perfiavs. Here I ſaw the beſt Beauties and 

moſt comly Faces that I have feen in all Perſia: ther Women ſeem 

to have a greater Liberty than in moſt places , where they donot only 

rene abroad , but are alſo dented the converſe with Men; for 
they go bare with their Face, and are very familiar with thoſe 

of the Maſculine Gender, and if I be not miſtaken were too fami- 

har with ſome ; who within a few daies after began to fcratchrheir 

Heads ; and this is the firſt time Iknew that the Perſian Women un- 

derftood French, In funy 5 our Company enjoy'd themfelvy hete {6 

eontentedly and well", tHar fom of *cm thought the Sun had miftaken 

himicl and was rifen an honr too ſoon. 


but towardy/the Evening came into, a. moſt ſweet and pleafanr Dale 
or Plain, thtough which'4 Rivet glided yery [wiftly.

Bridge over it, over which we paffed and pitched on the South fide,

On the 28. we 'brokeupand yent'overthe fath 5 Ty 'berny 
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mirable celerity into the Caſpian Lake, intro which it empties it ſelf. 


- Onthe Banks of this River isa Village bearing the ſame name, where 


18 a fair Stone Bridge of 9g Arches, or Bows. All along the Way ſide 
grow great plenty of Almond, Cypreſs and other Trees , which ſerved 
u5 all the way in ſtead. of Paraſols: bur when we were come over the 
River found the Way very bad , being forced toclamber over Rocks , 
the Path being ſo narrow that only one Camel at oncg could goon 
it. On cach ſide were, many great Clefts and deep Caves , which 
with the rattling of the Horſes feet made a dreadfull and horrid 
Eccho ; and being come to a place which was the fulleſt of thoſe 
Cayerns ,all the Company gavea Shout, which with anEccho reſoun- 
ded from one Place to another, that it ſeemed as if there had been 
10 or 12 Troops of Men in ſo many ſeveral Places calling to. one 
another. On this way it happened that a Camel broke the Leathers 
wherewith his Pack was faſtened to the Crutchet or.Sadgle, being 
juſt at the Brink of a wideand deep Pit , where no Bottom could be 
ſeen, It coſt the Slaves who attended him much labour to fave him , 
and were in ſtruggling once jn great hazard themſelvsof.tumbling 
down,,. Camel any all, yet at.laft, with loſs of the Pack, which in 
ite of all they, could do fell down, they got clear,, The Packwas 
very rich, and the loſs thereof foconcerning to the Merchant, that 
if others had not hindred him he had thrown the Shves after it, for 
their Negligence. This ill way much detarded us on this Days Jour- 
ney , for we were;more.than 5 Hours. in travailing one Mile. Being 
got over this. bad way we founda Village where it wasdeſigned that 
we. ſhould take our nights reſt; The name of the Town was Keynize , 
being very poor and not in a. Condition to ſupply us with ſuch Ne- 
ceſſaries as we deſired for our Money. 

| Onthe 29-we broke up , and had that day very good way, coming 
at night to the village Hor1zinzur , where we were veryillat caſe being 
cold Weatherand the Place not able to ſupply us with. Houſe-room.. 

The next day leaving Hortzinuwr we travailed thro a very dry and 

barren. Heath, meeting by the way with ſom. Robbers, who Dn 
but. few in number durſt not make ay 3049p upon-us:; However. 
night.coming upon us here , we were fainto ſet, downon. the Heath, 
and for fear Robbers forced. t> watch all nzght, but were ſo be- 
mummed with cold that we many times wiſhed far break of day. - ,

Oa the firlt of the next Moneth we came into a litle Gity called xv Is "A 
Senkan , which 1s reputed the beſt Refreſhing place between Derbenf 67% 


and 1ſpahan, there bong plenty of Oranges, .Lemmons, Pomegras 
nats, Melons, givers forts of huge Grapes and many other Fruits 
then out of ſeaſon. Veal and Mutton was here very cheap, as alf6 
Bread. Thus finding Proviſion here very cheap, we bought whar 
we thought neceſſary. As for the City it ſelf there is not much worthy 
of Remark about it, ſave onely a very fair and beautifull cAereyd, 
' Ir 1s ſituated in aPlain, anda flat Ground, but near the Town very 
barren and dry. It has been formerly a great Emporium:, and flou= 
riſhed more than 4. Centuries of years in Traffic and Commerce with 
the circumjacent Countreys , but ſince it was demoliſhed by the great 
Taemerlan, 15 ſo run. to decay, that itis out of Hopes, evertoartive 
toit's priſtin State. 'W 

On the 2 of Decemb. we ſet forward and came ia good time to Sul- 
ganie, 2 City lying in 36 degr. and 30-min, Northerly Latitude. It is 
ſituated between two rows of very ſteep Moufitains , and toward 
the Weſt we ſaw the Mountain Keyday Peyamber , whoſe lofty top ſeems 
to ſupport the Heavyens ,this being ,next to- Arora: , the higheſt Moun+ 


tainT have ever (cen. The City Sultany affeards moſt noble;Profpe&. 


from abroad, by reaſon. of her many lofty Piles, magnificent Chur- 
ches, high Towers, Pyramids, Obeliſks and Cylinders which ſtil} 
remain, notwithſtanding the furious Irruption of the ſavage Zarrars 
under condud of the valiant Tamerl/ay, who with many,other 'Towns.z 
laid this- level with the Ground, fave the great and Rtupendious 
Fabrics ,, even.now remembred , which when. one is: within Town ;

4 City Caſwin, which is a Town of no ſmall repute. Iris ſituated in 36 
degr. 15 min. Northerly Latitude, lying in the Countrey of Erak, 
upou a level, but dry and fandy ground , having on the Weſt the 
Mountains of Etwind which reach as far as Babylo; , or Bagdet, as it 
15 now called. This City 1s about 6' Engliſh Miles in circuit, and has 
bin formerly the Reſidence of the King and Court of Perſia : but 
ſince the ſame was tranſlated to 1ſpahar , it has continually run to de- 
cay , anddayly loofes it's glory. '1he Walls and Fortifications which 
.. . ſeem to have bin very ſtrong , lie buried in their Rubbiſh and unre- 
' paired ,” for that this City lies far within the Perſian Dominions and 
dreads not any ſudden Irruption as thoſe that lie on the Confines are 
ever fcarfull of , and thereforc either without any Forrtifications at all, 
to the end: they may not prove a Check, if once inveſted and raken 
in by the Enemy , or elle fo trongly'munited that they may reſiſt 
a durable: Siege : and another reaſon why the City Caſwin fears no 
Forreign Invaſion is the Strength of the Inhabitants , who are ſo 
numerous that upon occaſion rhey can make up a mighty Army. The 
Houſes are, as moſt other Towns in Per/is, moſtly built of Brick 
which is only hardned in the Sun: ſo that without they appear with 
no Statelyneſs or Magauficency , but within neatly painted with Com- 
partments and Foliage. 'The Streets are not paved as in other Places , 
ſo that when it 1s windy they are not paſſable, for the Duſt that flics 
about , which beſides rhe aptnefs it has to hurt ones Eies, is no ſmall 
annoyance tothoſe who areapparreled in a gay Garb.

Right over againſt this Palace '9* 
isa fair Gardenor Paradiſe, almoſt 2 | Engliſh | Miles in circuit, plan- 

ted with many Fruit-trees as Citrons , Pomegranats, Apples, Pears , 
Peaches, Apricocks, &c. And on the outiide round about pleaſant: 
Walks of Cedars and Cypreſs trees. In this City are 2 Maydens. 

On the one ſtands a Magnificent Hall, full of Shops, whereinare 

to be ſold Jewels and many other things of value. Near this Exchange The zx- 
is a place where they deal altogether in Living Jewels , which are — 4 
there to be had at as mean a Price as a Lurcher or Shock uponthe e. 
Dog-market at udmſterdam; theſe being ſuch Jewels as we commonly 
call Girls of the Game, Miſles, or Cracks, and I know not what 
canting names they have now a days for ſuch unnatural and ſenſual 
Proſtitutes: The Perſians call them Cabbaha. About Sun-ſettheſcare 
all brought out and ſer in a row by an old Woman they call Delal 
who officiates as a Broker. Behind theſe young Females ſtand a par- 
cel of old Women who have by thema Bollter , aQuilt, a Coverlet , 
and a litle Lanthern in the Hand, all Implements for the m_ 


.Now ſo ſoon as any one coms to view the Merchandiſe, theſe old 


Punks light the Candle , unvail the Face, and fo going from one 
to another til] he finds one he likes and then ſtrikes a Bargain; which 
done one of the old Women follows him with the Moveables on 
her Shoulder whitherſoever he pleaſes, and all with as litle ſhame- 
ftaſtneſs as if it were the moſt honourable Merchandiſe in the World. 

On the Eaſt {ide of the City is the Common place of Sepulture: 
where allo lies interred the Body of Schach Beſade, the Son of Hoſſeyn. 
By whoſe Tomb the Perſzans ſwear, holding it fora moſt ſacred Oath , 
and conſequently very hainous to violate ; and when one deſires 
another to aſſeyerate a matter will aſk him , 1f he dare ſwear by the 
Holy Grave. In Caſwin are 50 Churches which ſtand open every day , 
and are frequented by thoſe that go to pray, but the great Merzd, 
or Temple, which they call T7ame, is open oneday in Four , when 
there is alwaics a great Convent. They have alſo many Baths in 
Ceſwin, which are frequented from morning to night. 

On the 9'b- azo was their Zafter at Caſwin, which they call Bairam, rhe reef 
or Biram del Carban, which is _ a commemoration of Abrahams Ju 


Offering , who as they ſay would have offered up his Son 1/»mael, : 
| Q q from 
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from whom they ſay Mahomet is deſcended by a direct line : alledging 
that it was not 1ſzac, as the Chriſtians and ews beleev ; and further 
that it was not a Ram that was offered in his ſtead , but a She-camel. 
Wherefore they alwaics lead a Camel thro the ſtreets for 3 daies 
together before this Feaſt, adorning it with Garlands of Leavs and 


| Flowers, if there be any tobe had, and on the Feſtival ſlay it , with 


many Ceremonies. Firſt comes the AMwlla, who 1s one {kill'd in the 
Law , and reads certain Paſſages out of the CMichoran, when he is 
ſilent they play upon Trumpets, Flutes and Drums. In the mean 
while the Common-People run and crowd in to the Camel , to get 
ſom of the Hair , every one pulling as much as he can , which is 
kept for Relidts , and reputed good for Women in Childbed who 
cannot eaſily be delivered ; inſomuch that the Beaſt is almoſt bare 
before he com to be Offered: When they have led him 3 days about 
Town he is brought out of the City to a place thereto appointed , 
whereall the greateſt Perſonages are preſent and immediately make a 
Ring. The Beaft being brought in, one of the moſt eminent Perſons 
runs him thro with a Sear » upon which all the People run with 
Hatchets , Bills, and Knives ſtriving every one to get a piece, which 
they carry home, ſom boyling it, and others preſerving it till the 
year after, reckoning it a certainand lure token of Happineſs to that 
Houſe, where there 1s but a ſmal Morſel of this Camel. 'T hoſe who are 
ſlowor impotent muſt be content with the Entrails , Skin , and Blood, 
which they gather up ſo clean, that nothing of it appears upon the 
Place where the Sacrifice 1s done. T he whole night continues this Feaſt 
with Muſic ,, Drinking and Banquetting.

E Ight days long ſtayd we in C:fwin and departed thence on the pg, 
17 of December coming at night tothe Village Hembere, where 1671. 
all the Houſes are built round , ſo that at a diffance they appeared 
like ſo many Pigeon-Cotes. The Town its ſelf is well ſtored with 
Neceſlaries , and affoarded us what we had occaſion for. 

On the 18 we came to the Village Creſeng, which is ſituated in 
a very pleaſant Countrey and withall fertile, affoarding good ſtore 
of Fruit, as Pomegranats, Oranges, Lemmons and other Summer 
Fruits then out of ſeaſon. Here we thought good to take up our 
Nights Lodging. 

On the 19 we betook our ſelvs toour Journey , and that day tra- 
vailed about 24 | Engliſh | Miles, over a high, but level way , coming 
towards night to the great CaraWarſers called Choſkers. This isavery 
commodious and large Inn, built altogether of ſquare ſtones , within 
is a ſpacious Court where was a Fountain of very good Water: the 
.Rooms and Appartments were no leſs commodious. On the Walls 
I found ſeveral Dutch , Poliſh and Ruſſian Names, and alſo wrote my 
OWN. 

On the 20 we had a very pleaſant days Journey through a delight- 
full Landſhip; very cloſe inhabited and full of Villages and Ham- 
lets coming atnight toa Carawarſera, where we took up our Lodging 
for that night, and the next day (et forward for Saba, which isa City Arrival 
lying in 34 deer. and 56 min, in a plain Field having onthe Weſt the «55a. 
Mountains ot Elvend , which for their exceeding heighth may be 
ſeen many Miles diſtant. - Saba is farleſs than-Caſwin, bur is munited 
with a Brick Wall , which Bricks are not burned, as ours, but only 
hardned with the Sun. Within the City is nothing worthy of remark , 
but all lies waſt and foul. 

They drive no Trade here than what is uſually don in Villages and 
mean Market Towns, to wit , Wheat and Barley , which 1s both plen- 
tifull, and to be had ata low price, Fruits, as Pomegranats, Oran- 
ges, Lemmons , Grapes and other ſorts which grow aſwell within 
as without the Town. There 1s a placenot far from Saba, where the 
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Ground 1s red and barren, which, the Perſians ſay , was by reaſoa 
that 0-mr7a4d within whoſe Juriſdiction this Place was , had murther- 
cd their Holy Heſſeyw, and for this reaſon it was curſed by Atahomer 
for his Poſterities fake , that it ſhould never bring forth either Herb, or 
Tree, northat any Vegetable ſhould like or thrive being tranſplanted. 
On the Southeaſt ſide of the 'Town grows abundanceof Tobacco, 
but not cultivated or planted , which is no ſmall profit tothe Inha- 
bitants. 

On the 24. we departed from Sb, and at night ſet down at the 
Carawanſers Schach Ferabath. It was now good travailing by reaſon 
of the Cold which in this hot Chmate 1s very acceptable, being 
not far from the Torrid Zone; where in the Summer time beſides 
the ſcorching heat of the Sun, the Ground is ſo hot that it brings 
all the Skin off ones Feet, the ways being altogether dry and ſandy, 
which alſo caſts a refledtion of the Sun upon ones Face, as if it came 
out ofa Furnace , whence many are ſtifled with the Heat. 

On the 25 we came to the City Khom, and took up our Lodging 
in a CaraWanſers near to the great Maydan. This ſeems to be a City 
of an ancient ſtanding, and is at preſent verylarge , but by the Ruins 
of a Wall a conſiderable diſtance from the Towa it appears that it 
has bin anciently much larger than now it is. It lies in 34. degy. 17 min, 
Northerly Latitude , and is ſituate on a level flat Ground having 
on the right hand the Mountains of Elivend whence iſſue two Rivers 
which run thro this City , firſt uniting themſelvs a litle above the 
Town. In the Winter they lay a Bridge over it , but in the Summer 
it is ſome times dry. Near his rider ſtands a litle Chappel, wherein 
they ſay the Siſter of one Iman Riſa, who was one of the moſt eminent 
Succeſlors of Mahemer lics interred.” ThePerſians have alſo a ſpecial vene- 
ration for this Female Saint, and make long Pilgrimages to kiſs her 
Tomb. However the City Khows has many fair and ſpacious Streets , 
withmany Piazzas and Gafleries, to defend from Sun and Rain. They 
haye alſo great plenty of Fruit, as at S4bs, as alſo Cotton and Tobacco, 


- which grows here in no leſs plenty thanat Sabs aforeſaid. Beſides the 


many rare Fruits and Plants they have, there is an excellent fort of 
Melons, having the outward form and colour of an Orange, and 
w oftentimes taken for one , but being cut up appears within as another 
Melon. Theſe they commonly carry in the Hand for the —_ 
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Aavour , but have no very acceptable or delicious Taft. They have pzc. 


alſo an odd kind of Cucumber about 18 or 20 Inches long but ſmall , 9% : 


wilich they pickle much after the manner we do ours, and uſc'em 
for Sauce. '1 hey havealſothe common ſort of Melons which we com- 
monly call Muſk-millions, rhat far ſurpaſs ours for Delicacy. Khom 
is a place very conſiderable in regard of Trafhc this being eminent 
for Swords, Knives, Armorers and Cutlers Works. Some of-our 
Company bought here Scymiter Blades, for which they paid to the - 
value of 20 Crowns a piece, yet werenot thoſe of the beſt ſort. The 
Steel they have from Nzris near 1ſpshan where are ſeyeral Mines. 
Beſides the Smiths work their chief Manufattory is Potts, there being 
many Fullers, who arecſteemed the beſt in Perſza and their work pre- 
ferred before Porceline , which 1s tranſmitted all over the Countrey. 
The Inhabitants are ſociable and friendly enough to converſe withall 
when you have not much to looſe, but we were warned to look well 
about us , -for they ſay that they are brought into the World with their 
Fiſt doubled. My Patron loſt here 2 new Scymiters he had lately 
bought , and I a Tobacco box. $ix days long ſtay'd the Cerevar 
here, during which time there was much Merchandiſe negotiated. 
Here I was cruelly peſtered with a Greet Renegado , who con- 
tinually rail'd upon me , crying , Tow faithleſs Dog , you Infidel , &C. 
The Fellow had fo often abromed me with theſe and the like Words 
that I was no longer able to endure him , but finding an opportunity 
I graſp'd him by the Collar, and trounc'd him luſtly oft with my 
Fiſt, and at laſt getting him down I pummeld him back and ſides, 
faying » Tow varlet , now you ſhall find the Fiſt of a Man, and not the Paw 
of « Dog. He ſeeing himſelf unable to get up again , drew out his Kaife 
which he indeavored to run into my Belly , but I obſerving got it 
wreſted out of his Hands, altho not without a litle flaſh , or two, on 
the Palm of my Hand: with which I gave him an Excellent Croſs 
in the Cheek that he looked like St. Agnes of Morte Same, withall tel- 
ling him that altho he was a Muſ#/mamn 1 would give him a Chriſtian 
Token. With this he began to howl out, and I ſeeing the Coaft 
clear thought good to get out of the way betimes, being fain to 
abſcond till ſuch times as the Cravan was to ſet forward , which was 
24 Hours after. 

On the 1 of 1azwary we left Khom , and came that night to Cars- 
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wen/crs Koſmabath where we ſet down. That night it began to freez 
harder than is uſual in thoſe Countreys , but was by day very fair and 
lovly weather. 

The next day we got the Village Sexſen, lyingabout 5 Dutch Miles 
diſtant from Kaſchay where on the 3 day of 1awwary we arrived to- 
wards the Evening , taking up our Quarters at a very noble and com- 
modiousCarawanſers, ſeeming-rathera Palacethan an Inn.

and Weſt, being munited with ſtrong Walls and round Redoubts, 
after the old manner of Fortification , on the South {ide of the Town 
is a place where they exerciſe the Spear in Tilt and Tournament, 
wherearealfo ſeveral Pillars ſetup for Butts, or Marks to ſhoot at. On 
the other ſide of the Town are ſeveral Royal Gardens and Summer 
Houſes, andamongſtthe reſt oneof a ſtately Fabric , having a Thou- 
fand Windows. Kaſchan is atthis day the moſt populous and eminent 


Marts in all Per/«z having alſoa very famous Baſar and Miy4mm with 


Piazzas and ſtately Galleries , wherein are many rich Shops. Ir is 
the ſtaple: for the moſt part of the Silk ſtuffs that are made in Perſea. 


They have alſo many that work in Velvets and Sattins but not alto- 
gether ſo good as thoſe in Europe; ſo that the King has ſent often to 


Vezice expreſly. for Workmen to come and reſide there, which never- 
theleſs he cannot accompliſh. The Carawarſeras which are herevery 
numerous do ſurpaſs all others that ever I have ſcen elſewhere : that 
where we took up our Quarters being morelike a Palace than an Inn 
as I have ſaid beforc , having 65 ſpacious Rooms , beſides many Con- 
veniences which others want. Below it was all Arched and made 
into:ſtable uſe, and above.with Galleries to entertain the common ſort 
of People. | Hither reſort many Indien and other Merchants , coming 
very far and bringing with them many rich Wares and precious Com- 


modities. There are abundance of Looms for Cloth of Gold and S1l- 


ver , asSalſo many that make Tapeſtry , and no leſs is the numbcr 
of Idle Perſons, who ſwarm hither from all Parts, and like Drones 
are- maintained by the ſedulous Labours of thoſe that take Pains, and 
here have I ſeen more Beggars than ever I have ſeen in any Town in 
all my Fravels. As for the Countrey of K«ſcha», it is very fertile and 
of an excellent Soil, producing vaſt Quantities of Wine , Fruit, Corn 


-andis very rich of Cattel , inſomuch that it is very cheap living rhere. 


: - - But 
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But this 1s alſo concomitated with other Annoyances , to wit, the Fav." 
Extreme Heat of the Clmat, and the Multitudes of SCorpions which 297% 
haunt the Town, thoſe being both great and dangerous, yet- both 
in ſhape and colour diftering from thoſe in 1:aly, "The Inbabitants for 
fear of that venemous Animal dare not ly upon the Floor , as in other 
Places, where they only throw a Quilt upon theTapeſtry,but have high 
Couches hanging from the Roots of the Rooms, like Hammocks : 
and altho this Creature be very venemous and many are ſtung by ir; 
yet few die, they having found out a ready Medicin againſtit, which 
1s made of the Filings of Copper tempered with Vinegarand Honeys 
which is a very ſpeedy remedy, yet ifnegleced the Party ftung'is i 
danger of his Lite. This I preſume has bin firſt found out by an An- 
tipathetical quality which ſeems to be between thoſe Scorpions and 
Copper, for not far from the City is the Copper-mint.,: where if one 
of thele be broughtit dies iamediatly. rl ow #11 1013 nQ 

Beſides theſe Scorpions, they are peſterd withanothervehemous 
Creature which they call Eakurekez, being very much like a Spider ſh conc 
but bigger than a Monſe, ſom of theſe are ſpeckled, and fomhaye 7 for 


of Spider, 


long ſtreaks over the Back. Theſe keep molt,in ſtony-Phaces, an 
haunt the Herb Tremne, almoſtlikeour Wormwood; 'Fheyendgraous 
Matter which they have in them they ſpit out , as ſom ſay Toads do}; 


which whereſoever it lights, whether on manor Beaſt itininiediatly. ,, 
netrates and incorporates with the Blood, and fo proceeds tothe: tidee for 
cad and Heart. So ſoon as the Patient is touched he falls imme- 


diately into a deep fleep, in fuch fort thatall the callingand beatmg| 
him , will not avail: or awake him ; -or if by chance it do heremains 
ſtill ſenceleſs. T he beſt and fpeedieſt Remedy for this, 15 the' Enthrekan 
it's ſelf, pounded into a Cataplaſm and applied: but when theſeare 
not to be had, they uſe another mean, which is thus. ThePatient 
is laid upon his Back and his Mouth ſetopen, into whichthey pour 
as much Milk as they can-make him digeſt; which done ,: thay pur 
him inaſquare Cheſt ; having oncach fidea Ring ; through which are 
four Cords put and made faſt atone Ring on the Cieling; : This Cheſt 
thus hanging, they whirl it about for a quarter of an Hour together , 
till the Patient breaks up and vomits all he has within him. This 
commonly lucks , it the Patient can be hrought to ſwallow the Potion . 
yet they feel the vigorous force of the Poyſon for a long time after. 


Theſe 
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Theſe nevertheleſs do not much annoy the Town, unleſs when they 
are brought in with the Faggots, which they uſe for Fewel. But what 
18 moſt worthy of Remark, is , that Sheep covet them more than an 
thing elſe, and if they chance to ſpy onerun in ata hole will not leay 
OY up Earth cl ſhe gets it , and ſo ſnapp it up, yetail nothing 
atall. 

After we had lay Eight days in Kaſchan and bought Wares and Prc- 
viſion, we broke up, and on the 13 at night came to CaraWvanſcre 
Chot7« Caſiem ; which ſtands in the middle of a Grove of. Cypreſs 
and” other 'Trees, which Winter and 'Summer grow always green: 
In the faid Carawanſers we found very good Accommodation. Here 
my Patron was taken with a ſudden Fit of the Cholic,. which held 
him ſo hard, that, we very much doubted of his Recovery, alth0, 
atlaſt tomy unfeigned Joy it went ovee. | | 

On the 14. we had very bad; travailing way thro dry and ſandy 


. Ground; -and'found: no Villages 'nor Towns to refreſh our ſelys at, 


till we came at Natens which is avery pleaſant little City, Here we 
ſet down and took up our. Carawanſers for that night. The Countrey 


Cloſe by Narens 1s very fertile and affords great proney of good Wine. 


The Inhabitants being diligent Propagaters of the Vineyards. Near 
this City-is a Hill upon which js ere&ed a very high Tower of ſquare 
and poliſhed ſtone which was built by Schach abas as a Monument 
of a Battail between an Eagleanda Hawk, where thelaſt after a long 


Encounter came off with ViSory. It began now to treez harder and 


harder, as alſo to ſnow ſo that we were fainto ſtay 3 Day at Natens, 
during which time we made good Cheer, and ſpared not our Pro- 
viands which we had taken up by the way , having now got ſight of 
the Royal City !/pahan. . 

On the 17% we left Narens and that Day had very rocky ground 
to drive over, and by the way ſtop'd ata famous Carawinſera called 
Dombs , where we reſted and refreſhed our felvs, and at night were 
fain to ſet down at Rwk a Village nor far from i/ſpahan, by reaſon of 
the ſnow, remaining there alſo the moſt part of the next day.

Aving ſtay'd the moſt part of 2 Days at Ru, we fet forward A4mivel 
again,and on the 19 we came to the long-wiſhd-for /ſpahan. Where why | 


being arrived I longed greedily to fee my Countrey-men, and went 
tomy good Maſter Hadſs Byram totake my leav of him, with a Thouſand 
Thanks for his many Favours: I delired himaltotolet ſom go with 
me to ſhow me the Duich Lodge, which he with great willingneſs 
aſſented to, and ſent one of his Slaves with me. 

Thus I went with Monſr. Lewis Fabritzus and Chriſtian Brandt to the 
Lodge, where for that time the Heer Frederic Bens of Enkhuyſen was 
Chief FaCtor for the Eft indi« Company, Monſir. Kaſenbreet of Rhee- 
zen, Second, or Under-Facttor, and Mr. Huber! Balde of CAmPterdam 
Aſſiſtant. When we came at the Gate we found a Black, who was 
the Pcrter , and ſpoke very good Nether-Daich whom we deſired 
ro make our coming known; which when he had don, we were 
admitted in, and very friendly received by the faid Gentlemen , who 
invited u3 to ſtay there , which without much refufal we accepted 
with many; Thanks. "They brought us forthwith into a very ftately 
Room hug with Tapeſtry , and'furniihed with Beds , where we 
lay; and had alfo Victuals and Firing provided us, with what elſe 
was neceſſary. Beſides that rhey ſhow'd us all imaginable Friendſhip 
and Divertiſements, taking great delight to hear our many Evations 
and Deliverances from ſuch hard Adventures. I have cl{whcre adviſed

how that being at Scemachsi, we had a Letter from one of our Com- 
pany, to which was ſetno name; yet preſumed that it was from CMn- 
thony Munſter the Jeweller. The certainty thereof I underſtood here, 
as alſo how he was brought to 1ſpahen. Being com to 1ſpahen, his Pa- 
tron wrought very hard upon him to renounce Chriſtianity , and 
embrace the MHahomeran Faith , promiſing him upon his ſo doing 
to efteem him for his Son, to giv him one of his Daughters in Mar- 
riage , and a conſiderable Dowry , beyond what was cuſtomary in 
thoſe Lands. All theſe the young Man declined, ſaying , thatneither 
Promiſes nor Threats ſhould ever prevail with him and therefore 
begg'd of him to reſt contented. His Patron finally marking, that he 
was not flexible to eſpouſe that Religion , he began to peſter and 
oppreſs him with all manner of Cruelty that he could invent, inſo- 
much that he became very Melancholic, and at laſt loſt his Sences , 
in which condition he made his Eſcape into the Durch Lodge, which 
he took up for his Sanftuary, and was kindly received by the Heer 
Bent, who held him fo long in private till he had obtained his Free- 
dom from the King. Yet ſtill continued this Frenzy with him, till 
he died, only ſom ſay that by certain Expreſſions he made, about 
the Eternity of the Soul, he was ſenſible of himſelf a little before his 
Death. He was bur ed with a more than ordinary Pomp , conſide- 
ring themeanneſs of his Perſon , as to outward Eſtate; but was highly 
ſet by for his perſeverance and conſtancy in the Chriſtian Faith. His 
outward Qualities were very commendable being of a handſom ſta- 
ture, fair Complexion and in every Way and Geſture very taking : 
nor was he leſs to be praiſed for the internal Faculties of the Mind 
and Soul, being very conſcientious and jult 1n all his dealings, and 
withall pious. His ſweet Manners and Converſation was ſuch that 
thoſe who had the left converſe with him were very ſorry for his un- 
timely, or to ſpeak more properly , hisearly Death , he not being fully 
26 years of Age. 

T he Dutch Lodge is a very fair Building , not far from the Kings 
Palace, having many fair Appartments, Ware-houſes, and other 
Conveniences for repoling Merchandizes. The many fair Rooms 
it has, are furniſhed with all neceſſary Moveables, beyond thoſe of 
the Perſians, and far more coſtly. Behind the Houſe is a fair and ſpa- 


cious Garden, having all ſorts of Fruit-trees proper to that and _ 
Ch- 
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Climats, as alſo a great Vineyard and an Arboret, or Nurſery for +, 
young 'Trees.In the middle 1s to beſeena very noble Fountain, diſper- '7* 
ling it's water 1in various Figures inthe Air, toan admirable height, 
ſurpaſling moſt Water-works that I have ſeen in Europe. The Hollan- 

ders live there very ſplendidly , to uphold the Honour of the Eaf 
India Company, and go in the Perſian Habit, as alſo their Waiters 
and Attendants , who are moſtly 7»rks and <Atoors : and becauſe I 
was to go for Gameron they gave me anew Perſian Suit : which I was 

to take with me. In the mean while I had work enough to ſatisfy 
their curiofitie with frequent rehearſals of what had befallen me in 

my forego.ag Voyages to the Indies, and the Levany. 

Iſþahan, called allo 1ſphahan, lies in 32 degy. and 26 min. in the Coun- * oy, 
trey of * Erak, formerly called Parthis. It is ſituated in a level and Sk 
plain Landſhip, environed on every fide with Mountains at a Con calliie, 
{iderable diſtance, as the Mountains of Demawerd on the South and 9: 
South-weſt , Maſanderan and Pelak Perſan on the North-eaſt. Thisis Chors- 
the greateſt City that I have ſeen inall Peria, being , withit's Suburbs fan, «a 
and all 16 hours going in circuit | about 48 Engliſh Miles | It 1s but _ 
very weakly fortihed , the Walls being only of Earth and ſloaping 
inward, ſo that at Top they are notabove 6 Fore thick; the Trench 
or Ditch 1s alſo very narrow, and in the Summer ſo ſhallow that the 
Children wade through it , and ſomtimes it is wholly dry: fothat 
this City feems to fear no Enemy or forreign Invaſion, truſting to 
the potency and number of Inhabitants. 

On the South and South-weſt ſide it is watered with the Senderar, 

a reaſonable great River riſing from the Demawend Mountains, 
which coming here 1s led thro the Town by Pipes and Subterranean 
Aquedudgts, for Kitchin and other uſes, altho in Gardens and Gentle- 
mens Houſes they have Fountains apart. There is alſo a Branchot 
this River that runs thro the Park wherein are Harts , and other Beaſts 
of chace: this Park or Warrand they call Hozarrzieris. Another arm 
of the River 1s brought under Ground thro the Tzarbag, or Royal 
Garden. Not far from hence is a fair Stone Bridge which lies over 
the River, wherein 1s great variety of rare Workmanſkiy. Beſides 
the Senderyt , there 1s another River, orrather Aqueduct, calicd c&- 
kuren, begun by Schach Abas and not yet finiſhed , which 1s fetched 
from beyond the Mountains of Demawende. About the making of 
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this Aqueduct were morethan a 1000 Men continually at Work , each 
Man having about 79 ferl.a day wages, yet what with the Violence 
of unuſual Floods, and what with the Forreign Warrs in which this 
Prince was involved, the work was totally laid aſide after a 3 Mo- 
neths labour. But the Chans, and Deputics who were more at leiſure, 
iccing the work ſo dctarded joyntly lent their Aſſiſtance to carry on 
this landable Deſign, in which they ſaw the King took ſo much de- 
light , maintaining ſo many Men at their proper Expences. The 
Difficulty they met with was unſpeakably great , having hard Rocks 
of Flint and Marble to cut thro , befides much riſing and falling 
Ground , which they had to make equal. But the work being broughc 
within 600 Paces of the Town the King died, and his Succeſſor , 
whoſe inclinations were quite of another ſtrain , had no mind to finiſh 
itinfomuch that it remains {till as it was when Schach Abas died. 

The Streets of [ſpahan were formerly very wide , but when the 
abovementioned .4bss, King of Perſia, removed the Imperial Throne 
from Caſwin hither , he was followed by ſo many Gentry and others 
that had their Appendency from the Court , that waole Rows of 
Houſes were built in the middle of every Street , making by that one 
Street 1nto 2. It is exceeding populous, inſomuch that many times 
when one would paſs thro the Maydar: or Baſar he muſt be fain ro ſtay 
a long time , betore he gets paſſage. The Maydan, which is a place 
ferving as our Exchanges, 1s very large , being 700 Paces long, and 
250 broad, and yet too little by far to contain the vaſt Multitudes 


—>which dayly have'recourſe hither about different Buſineſſes, On the 


Welt fide rowards the Kings Palace are many fair Galleries , Piazzas 
and Arches, whereall the Goldſmiths and Jewellers have their Shops: 
and before the faid Piazzas are planted many Palm- Trees to ſecure 
them from the vigorous heat of the Sun. On the Eaſt ſ1de is another 
Gallerie with many fairArches,whereall ſorts of Mechanics work in the 
open ſight of all. Right over againſt this ſaid Gallerie is a T rrumphal 
Arch erected, where the Kettle-drummers , Trumpetters and Fifers 
ſit, and play when the King goes out, or in, as allo upon the In- 
troduction of any forreign Prince , Char, or Ambaſiador. 

In the middle of the May4an which is not far from the great Gate of 
the Palace isa Great Maſt like a May-pole planted , on the T op where- | 
of they ſet Aielon, at which they ſhoot, and ofreatimes make _ 

Matches, 
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Matches , Which 1s held for the principal Divertiſement uſcd at 74x. 


Court , as Tilting was formerly in moſt Courts of Ewrope. 

On the 23 of Zanuary was a great Match which I had the Fortune 
to ſee. It was appointed at the Interceſlion of the Uſcec Ambaſlador 
by the King who was himſelf preſent, and was mounted ona ſtately 
eArabian Horle richly cappariton'd, for the Sadle and Saddle-cloth 
were very richly embroydered and fo thick beſet with Rubies and 
other Precious Stones that one could hardly view it. The Court and 
Royal Retinue were alſo well mounted and appeared very ſplendid. 
When they were ready to try their Dexterity one went up tothe Top, 
and ſet up a Cup of Gold , which who could hit and bring it down , 
ſhould not only have it for his Pains, but alſo be preferred to great 
Honour , and take place among the Princeſs of Peres. The King 
gave the Taerters the Advantage of ſhooting firſt who after they had 
ſhot more than an hour, were fain to give over: forit was to be don 
on Horſe back, and the Horſe in a full carier , and furthermore not 
to ſhoot till they came to a certain Place where they had the maſt 
direaly on the [ef ſide. The Ambaſſador ſeeing that none of his men 
were ſo dexterous gave over, and deſired the King that he would 
vouchſafe to try the {kill of the Perſians. Upon which the King orde- 
red certain Perſons, who, without doubt , were very expert Marks- 
men, to ride in.a Circle, one for one, where the third that ſhot had 
the Fortune to bring it down, upon which the Perſians gavea ſhout 
that the Palace rang again. Upon this he was ſent for by the King 
and brought into the Palace with as much Triumph as if he had won 


'fom ſignal Viftory ; the Cup , Bow, and Quivers were like Tro- 


phys carried before him , by certain Heraulds thereto appointed , 
and he himſelf altho but a pcor Mans Son of Keylaz , promoted to 

reat honour and reckoned in the Degree of a Chan. Belides this the 
King gave him a conſiderable Penſion out of the Trelury to maintain 
his Grandour.

was founded and begun by Schach Abrs , but finiſhed by Sephy his dof 


Schach 


Nephew, who dedicated it to Twelve Saints , which arcall inclu- ayas ge. 
ded under the name of Ahedi, and , as their Hiſtorians aflirm , ferives. 


wereall buried in one Grave. The way from the Maydar to this Meff- 
zid is all paved with huge marble Stones, 1n the middle whereot is 
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a great Stone Bath whereevery one that will enter the ſaid Temple is 
firſt obliged to waſh. Leaving thisPaſlage you go up two Stepps which 
leads you into a broad Plain, and about 8 hundred Foot direQly for. 
ward another ſtep which brings you into the Church. The Gate which 
enters the Meſquite is of fair Marble and about as highas that of the 
Meſchaich of Choddabende in Swltanie. The 1)oors of this Temple are 
laid ore with Silver Plates, and ſet in with Flowers of Gold. Entring 
within the Gate, you com into a pompous Antichamber, the Floor 
whereof is beſpred with very fine Matts , upon which they fall down 
on their Knees, and make a ſhort prayer. From hence on each hand 
is a ſtately Gallery , each leading into another ſpacious Court, 
having in the middle a great Fountain , with a Bath. Above theſe 
great Galleries are ſom leſs, which are ſupported by marble Pillars , 
the Chapters and Foliage whereof are nearly gilded, When you are 
paſt theſe Galleries and the Courts, you come into the "Temple it 
ſelf, entring in ata ſplendid Port, within and under the Cieling , all 
laid in with blew Tiles of true Porceline, and intermixed with Flow- 
ers of Gold. The Temple its ſelf is very large and ſumptuous, ſup- 
ported with huge marble Pillars. On the right hand at going out of 
this Church, you enter thro an Arch into a magnificent Hall, where 
ſtands a Pulpit and an Altar , which ſaid place, for ſumptuouſneſs 
and uniformity of ſtructure , 1s reputed the moſt coftly Building 
and moſt glorious Fabric in the whole Emarath. All the Marble where- 
of it 1s built , ſeeming to outvy the Snow its ſelf for whiteneſs, is 
brought hither, not without vaſt trouble and Charges, from the Moun- 
tains of Elwvend. | 
The Kings Palace, called Dowler, or Schach Chane 1s alſo a very 
ſtately Houſe. Before you enter the outer Gate is a large Plain, on 
which are many Pieces of old Braſs Ordnance, unfit for uſe, and 
are only thrown together on heaps, and out of order: a true Em- 
bleme of ſuch Perſons as have in the Flower of their Youth been fer- 
viccable to their Prince and Commonwealth , but growing old and 
impotent becom Abjets; and are laid afide. The Palace, tis true, 1s 
munited on every tide with a Wall, but ſo meanly, that it would 
not reſiſt a Cannon ball, much leſs ſecure the Perſon of the King , 
if attacqued with any ſudden Force, which is the leaſt thing they 
dread. By day the utmolt Gate is only guarded with 4 Sentinels bur 
at 
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at night » by 15 Halberdiers: and in the Bed-Chamber of the King FAN, 


z3o young Gentlemen, being moſtly the Sons of great Perſonages , 
in whom the King repoſes moſt Confidence. Every night the K'- 
ſehiktzchi, or Captain of the Guards, brings the King a Liſt of their 
Names , who are to ſtand upon the Ward the night following. With- 
in the Palace are ſeveral great Halls or Appartmeats, among({t which 
the Tabchane and the DiWvan-Chane are the chiefeſt : The former being 


- the Banquetting Houſe, and the latter the Court of Juſtice. In the 


Diwan-Chaze Ambaſladors are always received and thence introduced 
into the Chamber of Audience, the more becauſe the Glory of the 
Cavalcade and other Solemnitics can be here the better ſeen. Another 
Appartment which 1s not much inferior to thoſealready made men- 
tion of, is the Haram-Chane , where the King diverts himſelf with his 
Wives and Concubines. 'The Dekay is the Place where the King 
retires, and has his Reſidence, when not ingaged in any important 
Afﬀair , holding here his Table with his legitimat Wives. In ſhort 
there are many other Appartments within the Palace for inferior Con- 
cerns. Behind the Palace is a Garden which they call the Chobbadar; 
in the middle whereof is a beautifull little Chappel. Here 1s alſo the 
great Sanctuary , or Place of Refuge , which they call Allycarpi * 
which 1s as much as to ſay, Gods Gatez in which Placea Malefa&or 
is free from Juftice. There is alſoanother ſuch Place of Refuge, on 
the other ſide of the Mayaan , called Tzechyil Sutun, fo called from 40 
huge maſſy Beams that reſt upon one Pillar ſtanding 1n the middle, 
and ſo ſupport the Roof. Hither it was whither the Perſians fled when 
the Town was taken in by the great Tamerlas , and oppoſed him 
again, but he breaking in with violence put all to the {word , ſave 
thoſe that had got into the interior Temple, or cHerzid, tor which 
he had ſuch a veneration that he would not violate the Inſtitutions 
of cMahomet , or pollute the SanAtuary with Blood. 

On the North ſide of the Maydan , are many Taverns and Tap- 
houſes, and among thoſe a Houſe greatly frequented voy T raders, 
called the T7ychatri-Chane or Thee-houſe , which they prepare quite 
after another manner than the 1n4tans , of whom the Ewrepeazs firſt had 
it; for here they put in ſo many aromarical Ingredients, thar one can 
neither perceiv any Taſte or Smell of Teeinit. In driaking Teerhey 
alſo accuftom themſclvs to Play , and eſpecially at Chels, at _ 
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they are very quick and expert. The Coffee-houſes they call Cahwa- 
Chaze , Where they only go to drink Coftcee and ſmoke Tobacco, 
with which they are ſo deeply affected that they ſomtimes ſmoke in 
the Church. When they are within doors they have a great Glaſs, 
full of water , thro which they put their Pipes and ſmoke , much 
after the manner of an Alembic Still, which renders it very cool. When 
they draw , the water bubbles up as if it boyled, yet by reaſon of a 
ſtinking vapour that riſes from 1t, 1s very annoyſom. But when they 
ſmoke along the ſtreet have only ſuch a Pipeas thoſe which are now 
grown common in the Zow-Countreys , being of ſeveral joynts, and 
the Head of Earth. Their Coffee they drink very bot, and are of 
opinion that it ſedates and aſſwages their Luſt ro Women , which 
make their Wives ready to proteſt againſt it , rather willing that 
their Husbands ſhould tranſgreſs againſt the Alchoran and uſe the 


Juyce of the Grape than that Arabian Berry. The chief Cuſtomers 


whick thoſe Public Houſes have, are the Barbers, who frequently 
haunt them to be imploy'd in ſhaving their Heads: but every man 
that is able to buy a Raſor always carries oneabout with him, being 
very fearfull of the Yenerea! Murrain, which they call Keſchi, and we 
the French Pox , orſom ſuch thing. 

But quaint 1s the Habit, and more ſtrange the Cuſtoms of their 
Clergy , and ſuch as are under any Spiritual Order, who notwith- 
ſtanding their vain and palpable Fooleries , have drawn themſelvs 
into a great eſteem: of the Laity of all degrees. Theſe abſtain from 
Wine, live an auſtere life, and never marry till they grow very old. 
Som go in a long courſe Robe, others halt naked, and athird ſort 
only with a Skin girded about their middle. They go about the Streets, 
and when they come to any large Place as the Maydan, Buſar, or the 
like, ſit down, and with a moſt hideous yelling convoke an Auditory , 
which being afſembled they make a kind of a hortatory Oration, 
which notwithſtanding the Scope or End, contains little elſe than 
a commemoration of the great and worthy Ads of 4ly, and alwaics 
at Peroration vilify and curſe the TwrkiſÞ Saints Omar , Oſman and 
Abubeker. but more eagerly againſt the dogmartical Decrees of the 
Ubec-Tartars: But thofe of that nation being of late years grown very 
numerous at 1/pahan, aſſumed the boldneſs to oppoſe them, for which 
end the King has allowed thoſe Worthies to go armed with Hatchets , 
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as at preſent they do, and have free Toleration to knock any man y.4y, 
dow: that ſhall ofter to interrupt them. They have one only Mona- 157= 


ſtery, or Cenobium, where they all live together , which was built them 
at the Charges of the preſcnt King : and have alſoa conſiderable Sum 
allowed them {or their maintenance, beſides what they gather from 
the People by mumping , or rather Mountebanktng. 

On the Weſt fide aboutDowlet-Chane are all theSooth-ſayers,of which 
there be two ſorts, to wit, Remaland Falkir, both which are in their 
practiſe more ridiculous than our circumventing Gypſies, and conſe- 
quently not worth my Pains to recount , nor the Readers Patience to 
hear of 'em. | 

In going from the Afayd:n to the Northward you find a way which 
leads you to the Baſay, where isa very ſtately Kayſerie, full of Shops 
and thoſe ſtored with very rich commodities. This Market conſiſts 
in a certain number of Streets , that are moſtly arched over. Hither 
repair Merchants of all Nations , except Perſians alone , as Indians , Tar- 
tars, Turks, CArmenians, Georgians, aSalſo Engliſh, French , Italians , 
Hollanders and other Europeans. Their way of Dealing is altogether 
for Money , nothing by Barter. A4bas is the moſt plentifull coin in 
uſe among them, valuing ſomthing leſs than an | Eng/iſh ] Shilling , and 
the Schach 4bas which 1s half the value of the other; the latter is alſo 
moſtly called Cheddabende. They do not uſe much Gold, but abun- 
dance of Copper which thcy call Pall, 40 of which Pieces make an 
Aoas. The Emuropears who com thither bring commonly Rix-dollars , 
which the Perſians once getting into their Hands will by no means 
part with them, for they are diligently ſought up by the Money- 
chanygers, who bring them to the Serab-Chane, or Mint, and make 
a conſiderable profit of them. 
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from all Countreys in the World, ſo that above all other Vocations 
the Inn-keepers generally thrive the beſt, and by their great doings 
accommodate all Perſons to their full Content : The Corawanſeras here 
are more ſumptuous by far than cither thoſe of Caſwin, orany other 
City in Perſia. They are for the moſt part ſquare, ſom of them having 
4 or 5 Galleries abov one another , and thoſe furniſhed with very 
commodious Appartments, and for their better Security for Theeves 
are{urrounded with high Stone Walls. 

In 1/pahan are alſo many fair Buildings, beſides what are already 
remembred , amongſt which the Taberik Kale, or Fort Royal where 
the Kings Treſury 1s, is one of the moſt eminent, ſituat-'d between 
the Palaceand the Heffzid Mehedi, whichis both munited with ſtrong 
Walls, guarded continually with a ſufficient Body of Soldiery , and 
has plenty of Braſs Cannon.” The ſame alſo ſerves fora Magazin or Re- 
politory of Armory. There are alſo two fair Chriſtian Monaſteries, 
the one for the Carmelizes and the other for Tefveuſtin Monks. 

Theſe with many other fair Buildings , too tedious to recount , 
are within the Walls. There are alſo many ſplendid Piles of Buil- 
dings without in the Suburbs, which they call che Rhahbarh. In the 
Suburbs are two eminent Wards, to wit, T2ulfa and Ciulfs, moſtly, 
or altogether inhabited by the Hr nenian Chrittians, whoare reputed 
the ableſt Merchants in [ſpahan , being tranſported hither by Schach 
Abas from their own Countrey , and have ſince injoycd ſundry Im- 
munities , and have a Governour of their own , which they call Da- 
rugs who mult bring up 200 Twmain yearly contribution to the King , 
which is taken out.of their Public Stock, The private Dwclling- 
Houſes of thoſe Armenians do equal, or rather ſurpaſs thoſe within 
Walls for ſplendid ſtructure. On the one ſide of the River Senderut 
1s another Place , called Tabri- or Abas-Sabath for that Schach Abas 
had allotted the People of Tabris this Part of the Town to dwell in. 
Another Ward, or _— of the Suburbs is called Haſſenabarh, which 
1s moſtly inhabited by the Georgian Chriſtians , commonly called 
Trurtzi, Theſe as well as the Armenians are great Merchants, being 
alſo highly in favour with the King, not only for the vaſt Tribute 
which they pay, but afwel for their Loyalty and good deportment: 
and theſe are the only Chriſtians who are tolcrate.| to live within the 


Walls, and have a Quarter of the Towa allotted them ncar the 41-/f- 
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aid Meheds , altho they rather chuſe to dwell in the Suburbs , that they 74x 
may be retire from the Calumny of the Hahomearans, and the better " 


enjoy the Benefits of a Chriſtian Society. The Kebrabath isa Diſtrict 
of the Suburbs lying on the Welt ſide of the City , ſo called from 
the Kebbers, which area ſort of ancient Perſian Pagans, who following 
the old opinion of the Perſiens, when they were yet Heathens , will 
not embrace Mahometaniſm. Theſe differ from the reſt in Habit, as 
well as in Cuſtoms and Religion , wearing looſe Drawers , Sith a 
long Coat only faftned at the Collar , open at the ſhoulders: Their 
Hair they let grow, all over their Head and Face. The Womenare 
attired as the Men only with this difference, that they wear along 
Silk or Cotton Scarf which trails on the Ground. The Language they 
ſpeak is ſtill the ancient Lingus Perſica, for they are very curious in 
preſerving their ancient Tongue without any Innovation, inſomuch 
that the Perſians who ſpeak the modern Language cannot underſtand 
them [as the Engliſh cannot underſtand the old Briztiſh, or Welſh] yet 
theſe can both underſtand and ſpeak the preſent Per/ia» T ongue. 
They retain alſo the Ancient Characters, and adorethe Sunand the 
Elements for Deities performing Monethly Sacrifices. Beſides the 
veneration they have for the Sun , they do worſhip to the Starrs , 
but have little or no Judgement in the courſe of the ſame. Snakes 
and all other venemous Animals they hold for unclean, fo that whoſo- 
ever touches any of thoſe, whether voluntarily, or by accident, 
muſt not enter intotheir Temples till he be purified. Their Dead they 
do not burn as moſt Pagans do, but when any Perſon dies, whether 
it be an Infant, or one com tofull growth and Maturity , they waſh 
the Body very clean, and carry it toa Place far diſtant from any Hou- 
ſes, and there ſet it upright againſt a Poſt, where they wait till the 
Ravens com and pick out the one Eie , which if it be the right Eie, 
they are of opinion that the Soul of the Departed is in Paradiſe, and 
therefore interr him very decently; but if the Bird pull out his left 
Eie firſt, then they hold it for a ſure Token, thathe is damned, and 
for his wicked Life to ſuffer perpetual Torments, and therefore efteem 
him not worthy of ſuch ſolemn Exequies , but caſt him head-long 
intoa deep Pit. 

Without the City of //p«han are many fair Gardens and Summer- 
houſes , belonging to the King and divers great Perſonages. ber 
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moſt eminent of all theſe is the 7z4rbez , net far from the great Bridge, 
being 4 ſquare, and about 2 | Enghſh| Miles in circuit. This (as was 
ſaid before) is watered with an Aqueduct that 1s conveyed under 
Ground by ſeveral ſmall leaden Pipes from the Main, and hereand 
there vented by Fountains, which force the Water ſomtimes 36 or 
49 foot high. On each corner ſtands a noble Summer Houſe, of an 
admirable rare Fabric. 'The Garden it's felt has the moſt and greateſt 
varicss of Fruit-Trces and Vegetables that ever I have {een alth6 
it was then Winter when I was there. And indeed the Perſians are great 
Lovers of Planting, Gardening , and all manner of Tillage; fo that 
there is hardly a Houſe in all 1p4ha», but has fomthing of a Garden 
behind it, more or leſs , whence it coms. that this City is ſo great in 
compals. 

As to the manner of their Hous-keeping and other peculiar Cu- 
ſtoms, I hold it needleſs to treat any thing abour, ſince it may be 
colle&ed out of what I have already ſaid in the foregoing Chapters; 
They are in general very ſociable, and for their Urbanity towards 
ſtrangers, draw many Forreigners thither. They are alſo Lovers of 
all kinds of Diſcipline, and the Geatry very amoitious in Arts and. 
Sciences. The Land about. }ſpahan is very fertile , and affoards al 
that is neceſlary for human ſuſtenance in good plenty. But the Town 
being very populous thro the great concourſe of Strangers from all 
parts of the World makes all things very dear, but eſpecially Fewel , 
inſfomuch that Wood and Charcoalare (old by the Pound , and not- 
withſtanding it may ſeem to be in a warm climat, yet in the Winter 
iris very cold, or at leſt ſo ſeeming to them, who are uſed to the 
great heat of the Summer Solſtice, During, the time of my being 
there they were very buſy about gathering their Ice , which 1s got 
and preſerved after this manner : Fuft they dig a great Pit in the 
Earth , about 40 Foot deep, which they encompaſs with a Wall, 
about 10: Fathom high whicti is commonly made of Clay, but that 
ſide next tothe North1s lower than the reſt;that the cool North Winds 
may allay the viokent Heat of the Sun: then they dig or plow certain 
furrows-1n the Plains round about, which when ittreezes , they ſer 
all over with Water , and fo gather the Ice , and when they have 
enough cover it with ſtraw: This Ice is very common in uſe among 
the. richer ſort in the Summer time, not only for cooling the Wines , 
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but aſwell tor lying upon their Diſhes of Fruit , when they are brought F=. 


up to the Table, which 1s only laid on a heap inthe middle of the '*7** 


L1ſh, and fo diilolves it felt, through all the Fruit. "This is reckoned 
for a good commodity if it be a hot Summer, and is fold as well along 
the Streets, as in Houtes. 

On the 16 of Fcb1#ar7, was the Epiphany celebrated by the Arme- 
ian and Georgian Chriſtians. So ſoon as I heard what was the matter , 
I roſe pretty early in the morning with intent to ſee the Solemmity of 
the Day. The firit I met was the Feſaulcor, or Great Marſhal with 
all his fubordinat Oſhcers, who were ordered to prevent Tumults, 
and not to ſuffer Horſes and Camels with any Burthens to paſs 
over the Bridges and thro the Streets that lead to Tzwlfa and Tzarbag; 
which was not only don forthe ſakeof the Chriitians, but uponthe 
account of one of the Kings legitimat Wives , whom he entirely 


| loved, being a Georgian by birth and educated in the Chriſtian Reli- 


gion, and had adelireto go and ſce the Solemnities periormed , which 
the King would not deny her, for that ſhe was great with Child. 
About 8 in the morning were all the Chriſtian Ladiesin Balconies , 
which were all hung with Tapeſtry , and thoſe of the greateſtrank 
with Canoptes over head. Thoſe of meaner degree fate on each ſide 
the River Senderut, and had a Guard of Soldiers under the Command 
of an Othcer, to ſecure them fram being abuſed by the Mahometans:, 
and to ſufter.no Men to crowd in upon them. About 9 aiſembled all 
thoſe under Spiritual Orders and the Clergy helonging tv the '10 
Churches of T7z»/phe, and the 2 Churches of 1/pahzn. Thoſe were all 
attired in white Stoles and Capps of Cloth of Gold upon their Heads , 
with long Labels hanging downto their middle , but more gorgeous 
was the Attire of the Patriarch , being all over richly embroydered 
with Gold and adorned with coſtly Gems. Every Prieit:carried a 
Silver Croſs hung with litle Silver Bells and Baſons. The Crofles 
which were carricd by thoſe of higher degrees. and inthe formoſt 
Ranks were ſupported , each by 3 Men. The Inferior Clergy fol-- 
lowed after with lighted Tapours in their Hands , accompanied 
with the moſt eminent of the Laity. The Superior Monks of {paar 
adjoyned themfelvs to the Patriarch, 5 of them bearing up his Pon- 
tifical Robes , 2 on each ſide and one behind.. About one a clock 
came the King mouated on a ſtately _A4rabiaz Horle , without any con»: 
al 2 XlEs- 
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ſiderable Retinu ſave only the Chancelor and Grand Marſhal , the 
the Guards and the reſt of the Court having order to keep behind 
the Proceſſion. The Begww, or Queen before mentioned was carried 
before as a privat Gentlewoman in a Sedan to a great Merchants houſe, 
accompany'd only with one Gentlewoman, the Maſter of the Eu- 
nuchs and 4. of his Company : for the King ever repoſes great Con- 
fidence in the Chriſtians, and eſteems them as the moſt loyal of all 
his Subje&s, as appears by his adveuturing his perſon among them , 
without any Guards. But before the Proceſſion was ended it began 
to ſnow very hard , which did not only cauſe the _ toleav them 
but put a ſtop to the further Celebration of this great Feſtival , which, 
by the preparations , ſeemed to be intended to be ſolemnized with 
very great Pomp : for beſides rhe Contribution of all the Chri- 
ſtians, who, as I haveelſewhere noted, areveryrich, the King ſends 
the Patriarcha conſiderable Sum of Money ſom time before, in order 
to the carrying on and maintaining this anniverſary Cuſtom. The 
Patriarch and Superior Clergy ſeeing there was no hopes of the 
Weather growing better , they departed without perſorming the 
ritual Ceremonies: but the Laity continued Dancing and Singing all 
the Night long. 

In the mean while the Caravan was ina readineſs to depart for Gam- 
meren , and the Heer Bent gave order for Horſes and Camels to be 
bought up for us, to carry our Proviſion and Baggage. Healſo took 
care to buy us all Neceſlaries we had occaſion for on our Journey and 
was pleaſed to appoint me as Caffi/ 4bsfi, or Overlcer of the Provi- 
fion. About this time it froſe very hard, and as I not without won- 
dring ſaw Ice 3 Foot thick , which was averred never to be known 
in that Countrey in any mans Age. How hard a ſeaſon it was for poor 
People may be gathered from what I have already faid how ſcarce 
all kind of Fewel is is /ſpahan.

() N the 17 of February we had order to make ready for our Jour- xz, 
| ney , wherefore that morning I went to return my hearty Thanks 67* 


to my good Maſter, Hadzs 8&yram , where coming and finding him 
at home I ſaluted him after the Perſian manner, withall manifeſtin 
my gratefullneſs to him for. his many Favours , which he had ſhown 
me, altho without the leſt deſerts; but he interpelling mein my dif- 
courſe, forbad me to talk any more of that, faying , / have xot yes 
bin ſo worthy as to give you the ReWard 1 promiſed you: Whith was to ſet you 
free when you came 10 Iſpahan , aud now 1 underſtand you have redeemed 
your ſelf with your own Money : however I ſhall make it good to you by an Equi-- 
yalent. With that he opened a Cheſt and gave me 100 Dollars, faying, 
This I give you as part of Reward, for your care to fave my lite when 
1 was 1n danger of looſing it at the Caſpian Sea. This extraordinary 
great Bounty coming ſo beſides my expeCtation , put me toa ſtand 
what reply to makeat firſt , but conſidering how he might look upon 
it as an Ingratitude to be lilent , I expreſſed my felt after this. manner, 
Sir, I am not able ever to ao you ſuch ſervice as may recompenſe your Good+ 
neſs , but 1 hope that G O D will remember your Bounty don in ſecrets, which 
ts the truſt Charity , notwithſtanding the unWworthineſs of my ſelf on whom 
it is ſhown, Great reaſon it 1s that I ſhould record the worthy Deeds 
of this Turkiſh Chriſtian or Chriſtian Tark: nct unly as don to me, but 
as don to one of another Faith, and that without vain Glory, athing 
he ever hated : his calling me aſide and forbidding me to make it 
known , manifeſt the Abſoluteneſs and Integrity of Charity , well 
knowing that I was juſt upon my departure, and conſequently hot 
| likely * 
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likely to be his Trumpeter: but the more he charged me to conceal 
it the more Ireckonit my Office to publiſh it, that-Chriſtians whoſe 
firſt and chief Duty towards their Neighbour is Charity , and that 
the remiſsneſs of that Duty may be convinced by thoſe who hold it 
as a voluntary and not an injoyned Act. In ſum his fair. Carriage 
rowards me, unfortunately thrown from a Condition of Freedom to 
a State of Slavery, had ſo far ingaged me tolove and honour him, that 
(had it not been forthe Reſtriction and Care of a Wife and Children 
who lived all this' time as Widdow and Orphans) I could have bin 
more. content to ſery him all my Life asa Slave, than to have the Li- 
berty which I have before and lince enjoyed , with ſuch Anxiety. 
When, with a faint Heartand Eies full of Tears, Itook my laſt leay 
of him he embraced me , and told mc he had yet hopes to ſee me 
once again, and when I was at a diſtance, cried out, G OD # the 

gheft Heavens conduct you: GOD Almighty bring you in ſafety home : 
which were the laſt words I heard him ſpeak. 

My two Companions , to wit , C. Brand , and L. Fabritius were 
returned back again to Derbent , with intent to go by way of Ruſſia, 
and Ideparted with the Caraver of the Honorable the Eft Indiz Com- 
pany , from the Royal City 1/papen, having a ſufficient number of 
Camels and Mules to carry our Proviſion and Baggage to Gam- 
meron. 

The ſame day we travailed 8 Leagues and about 10a Clock came 
to a village called cMHyzur, where we took up our nights Lodging. 
We had. alſo in our Company ſom of thoſe Per/ians, of whom I have 
already made mention, that live ſtill in Heathentſm , whom I ſound 
very civil and faithfull in all their Doings. 

-- On the 18 it was very cold weather and ſnowy , that we could hard- 
ly keep a Horſeback. "The ſnow was here thicker than ever I have ſeen 
it (to my knowledge) in the Low-Comnrreys, being b:tween 4 and 5 
Foot deep upon the Ground , and the Path (> narrow , that the 
Horſes oftentimes going, out of the Way, tumbled down 1n the ſnow 
with the Packs , which happening ſo often mainly detarded that 
days Journey. Before night we. got the hilly Countrey and (et down 
in the village C-n//cha, where, by reaſon of bad Weather, wereſted 
Z days with the Caravan. 

Upon the 22 we ſet forwardagain and had very hilly way , which 
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proved ſo incommodous that we travailed that day no more than'6 +2: 
Dutch Miles, and took our Nights reſt at a Carawanſera, where we 1673. 
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met another Caravan coming from Gammeron richly loaden with all 
ſorts of Tudia» Commodities, and bound for ſeveral Markets in Perſia. 
On the 23 we broke up and the ſame day had bad and ſlippery way 
infomuch that ſom of our Camels and Horſes fell , whereby the Cheſts 
and Goods were much endamaged. 'The Heer Bert, as Ifaid before, 
having appointed me as Caffu/ Abaſſi, or Overſeer, it was my duty to 
look to the reparation of this Damage , and to ſee the Cheſts effettu- 
ally mended, and therefore I went to ſee if I could meet with any 
Perſon who could help me in the Village, letting the Caravan remain 
ſo long in a CraWwanſera. At laſt after much enquiry I found one, but 
coming back underſtood that my Portmantle and my Money was 
ſtole, which put me in a great ſtrait for I had not above the value of 25 
gild. [ or 55 ſh. ſterling. ] left. I ſuſpeted that ſom of our Company was 
the Party that had committed the Theft., and had alſoa privathint 
given me of it. The matter concerned me fo far, that I forthwith 
began to tax the Party with it that I had in ſuſpicion , but he ſtoutly 
denied it, and was ſo diſpleaſed at me for blemiſhing his Reputa- 
tion , that he intimated the matter to ſom of his Companions , who 
unanimouſly ſwore to be revenged on me and taking their opportu- 
nity fell all rogether upon me , and uſed me in moſt cruel manner. 
It was the Brother of the Party that told me, averring that he had 
ſeen it , but when he came to confront him ; denied every word he 
fpoke to me , infomuch that I was fain for the time being to be patient , 


= fully reſolved to have it out of his Hide the firſt opportunity. 


'hat day we travailed 7 Dutch Miles and cameat night toa Village 

formerly called Furge/tan , now leſegas. Ll 
On the 24 we broke up again, and that morning met a Poſt coming 
from Gamcron, and intending for 1/pahan, of whom I underſtood that 
the Dire&or var der Dvyſſcn, who had remitted the Money for my Re- 
demption was gone for Batavia. Theſe Tidings I muſt confeſs , were 
yery unwelcom to me, becauſe I knew it would be 4 Moneths betore 
any Ships would go for Batavia, the more becauſe I was to endure 
the hot ſeaſon at Gameren. This day we travailed 6 Dutch Miles and 

at night came toa fair new-built Carawanſera. 

The next day we broke up and paſſed thro a fair Town called 
TY Surind. 
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Swrins. About 12 a clock it began to ſnow very hard, ſocontinuing 
till the Evening when we met with a good Carawayſers, which was 
no ſmall comfort to us, having no ſtomach tulic ſuch weather without 


 aRoofinthe open Field. The ſame day we travailed 7 Durch Miles. 


On the 25 we had very good weather, and the Way allo rcafo- 
nable good ſo that in good time wegot to a Carawanſera, which lay 
about 8 Dutch Miles, or ſomthing more from the other. Near this 
place are divers Ponds of tweet W ater affoarding alſo great plenty of 
Fiſh: wherefore we went to Angle , and took about 40 Carps , which 
becauſe of the Novelty were very acceptable , hayiny; caten nothing 
all the way but falt Meat.. Theſe Ponds as well as the Carawanſera 
were made , as we underſtood from an Inſcription over the Door , 
at the Charges of the Dwrch Eft India Company. 

On the 26 we had very high Hills to clamber over, ſo that rhe 
hollow places ia the way being fll'd with fnow , put us (notwith- 
ſtanding all the care wo. vigilance we could uf”) to a great deal of 
trouble, for the way being very ſlippery, the Camels, Mules and 
Horſes often ſtumbled and tell , whoh greatly cndamaged the Cheſts 
which were but newly and very mo repaired. Beſides that it ſnew 
very thick all the Forenoon, which made us long for a Cr avauſer:,that 
we could not reach till late at night coming to the Village Gufti, 
where we reſted for that night, having made no more than 5 Dvch 
Miles the whole day. "That night and the next day it continued ſnow-: 
ing, ſo that we rcfolved to continue under roof till the weather grew 
better. About noon came a Craven from $S:3ra , but we having taken 
up theplace, they were fainto go forward tillthey found another. 

On the 27 the weather grew better and the Sun ſhone, ſothat we 
proceeded on our Journey , but having travailed an hour or two, 
we were ſurprized by ſom Robbers, who all on a ſudden afſaiPd us 
and beſet the Caravaz round, and fella tearing all they could com ar. 
Our Company, being afſfraid of their lives deſerted the Camelsand 
left me alone to ſtand out the brunt of all. One of the Robbers thruſt 
his hand into a Bag in which were 3 or 4 Flitches of Bacon and ſom 
Hams, who, when he came to know what it was, fell a curling and 
menacing me, that I did not warn him, for he was thereby unclean , 
and according to the.. Mahometan Superſtition not to com into the

day we travailed 24 | Engl:ſh] Miles , andat night came toa very com- 
modious and ftatcly Carawarſera, ſuch as I had not met with all the 
f 'way unleſs in fom great City, being all round with Galleries. 
1 On the 28 we let forward on our Journey and came toa fair Vil- 
> lage called Meftzid, where we had a very commodious CiraWvanſers, 
4 and ſtay'd there thatnight. The ſaid Carawayſers was nothing inferior 
> to that we had the night before , aſwell in reſpe& of Conveniency as 
ornament , having much variety of Carved work, as Foliage, Fru- 
e turage, &c. after the Per/iay manner: the Wallsalſo were covered with 
hy 1 neat ſort of white glazed Tiles. Nearto this Place is the Sepulchre 
f and Tomb ofthe Mother of Schach Sohman , being a fair Monument of The 
d white Marble: hither repair many devout Women to viſit the Tomb J?* - 
's ind pour out their Prayers and Supplications for themſelvs and Schach 
N Friends, which Iremark'd was very brief, for they only (according _ 
it to the general InjunCtion) puſh'd the Tomb with their Head 3 times , Mother. 
i, and as often ſtooped to kiſs it, then muttered out a ſhort prayer, 
h which doubrlefs they have by form, and ſo departed. Having ſtay'd 
= there that night we went in the Morning to buy up ſom freſh Provi-

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aſcended ſeveral ſteps , and went thro a very ſtately Gate of fair 
white and ſpeckled Marble; but underſtood very well that no Chri- 
{tian was pernutted to enter, left they ſhould pollute it ; however being 
ſhorn after their manner, and having no diſcrepance of Habit whereby 
they might ſuſpect me to be any other than a very 1:#ſulman, I went 
boldly in to view all that was to beſeen , which a privat Perſonanda 
Layman was permittedto view , for.the innermoſt Vault is not tobe 
ſeen unleſs of. Princes and the Spiritualiſts. Above the ſaid Vault 
hung ſeveral golden Lamps , which burn continually, and as the 
Watchmen told us the Coflins that ſtood below were of maſly Gold. 
In this Sepulchre they. told us were preſerved the Bones of Xeah and 
his Wife , of Shem, Ham and fapher, together with the 5. Sons. of 


Shem , viz, cAshur, Arphaxad, Lud, Aram and Elam, by whom | 


the City * Perſepolis 1s ſaid to be firſt founded. of old called Elamus. 
This was told me by an old Perſian, with whom I had ſom Diſcourſe, 
whoalſo ſaid that he had the keeping of ſom old Regiſters and Anti- 
quities. Here they alſo ſhow ſeveral Skeletons and Pieces of Bones 
to Pilgrims in Golden Diſhes, which they ſay are the Bones of N24 

and of his Grand-child Eta | but belcey it that lift | 
From this Temple we poſted forward to the Ruins of the Royal 
Fort called Schilminzar, on Tzilminar , or according to the varicty of 
the Diale&s Cehilminar , which is as much as-to ſay Forty Pillars, fa 
called from ſucha number of Columns that it has formerly had; altho 
the number is now. ſufficiently diminiſhed, partly by the negligence 
of the Perſians, in reparation of the ſame, and partly from other Occa- 
ſions which make'em to uſe ſom of the Stones of this ſaid Caſtle: 
beſides the great diseſteem which the Mahomerans have for Heatheniſh 
Antiquities, rather inclined toraſe and demoliſh, rhan maintain and 
repair the Relics of Gentiliſm , eſpecially what has bin built ro any 
fuperſtitious.End. Thoſe Pillars that remain ſtill wholeare 9 Cubits 
high, and about Five in compaſs at the Baſis. I told about 18 
or 20'of thoſe ſaid Pillars that were whole to the Chapiter. It retains 
ſtill the name of K. Darivs his Palace that being his Manſion-houſe. 
The ancient Greek and Latiz Writers aſcribe the Founding of it to 
Cyrus , but the Perſians to one Schach Iamſcha, which I preſume cannot 
be reconciled : but however their Difference in Opinion be, certain 
xt-1s that the Founder muſt have bin a mighty Prince , who _ 
raiſed. 
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raiſed ſuch an admirable Structure, appearing more likea vaſt Ciry v.4R. 
than one entire Building : and ſuch was the SatisfaQtion I reaped _ 


from it, that I ſhould not have repented my Labour to have travai- 
ted a Thouſand Miles to ſce it. 'T his ftupendious Palace is ſeated , 
as appears by the Ruins, on a Plain, environed on every ſide with 
Hills, and has extended it's Compats as far as the Hill called Kubx- 
rahmet, Which 1s as muchas toſay , the Mounr of Mercy. On the Eaft: 
are two places 0: Entry w.ta Marble Stairs, each ſtep being 30 Foot 
Jong and 17 of thote {teps arc wrought out of one Stone, which muſt 
neceſſarily have been a vcry great one, each ſtep being halt a Foot 
high. Being aſcended 32 or 33 of thoſe Steps we came at a great ſquare 
Reiting placeine V ails and Pavement whereof was altogether of hard 
and pol:ithed \iarble. On each fide were the Images of divers Beaſts 
as Lions , Elephants, Griitins, Herfes and others Animals, after-- 
wards we came intga large ai ſpacious place, about go Paces ſquare, 
where were Eight Gares, 4. wiereof were 4 Pacesand 3 Two Paces 
wide. Above and on each tide of theſe Gates were divers Statues: 
and other Figures, which for thcir Boldacſs, due Conſtruaion of 
Members , Symmetrie of Parts, Analogy of Depreſiton and Eleva- 
tion , Holding and Forcthortning of Plains, with all other Tokens 
of true Art, ſurpatls all the Carved works that ever I have ſeen either: 
in Greece, /taly, or the whole. World bctides, that F have had the 
Fortune to ſec. Below ſtood a hard bright poliſhed Stone, et faſt 
i the Walt which might have jerved fora Mirror , on which was an 
Inſcription 1n very ancient Characters ſuch as the modera Perſians 
cannot read. 'The Letters below were broad and riſing higher grew 
ſmaller towards the Top like an 0beliſk. I had work enough to view 
all the Images that were up and down, as of Giants, Lions, Bulls, 
Griftins, Tygres, The Olympian,. or Games of Hercules, Bat-- 
tels, &c. The Statues have moſtly Weapons, Inſtruments of Mu- 
ſic, orGarlands in their Hands. Here and there areleveral Horſemen: 
armed with Bow and Quiver, Som with Spears, Rondaces, Scymi- 
ters and ſuch like Weapons. Their Habit is very ſtrangeand ſeems: 
to be very ancient: ſome have round Bonnets as the noble: Feretians 
now , and Knights Tcmplars of old uſed to wear. Abov the great 
Gate is a huge Statue appearing abov the reſt, having along Robe 
on, with curled hair and a long Beard, a Torſe about his Head 2s 
| Te-3 for-- 
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formerly the Roman Emperours were went to have: under his Robe 
he had a Velſture full ot Foldings which were very ſoft and lilk-like, 
the ſlecyes were very looſely cutand wide, hanging down like a Sur- 
plice , [or as thoſe of a Batchlor of Art in Oxford) In one hand he 
had a Nond, and in thc other a Staff or Scepter. 'Þ he Perſeans lay that 
it 15 the Statue of Solomon King of the Hebrews , but I rather take it to 
be Alexander the Great, becauſe of the Mond, who was the firſt 
Monarch (according to Hiſtory) that was ſo p ainted , as ſuppoſing 
himſelf to have conquered the whole World, and "os ſom time had 
his Reſidence in this Palace. Beſides this were on each lide ſeveral 
others which ſeemed to be of leſs degree and meaner Perſonages, as 
well by the Places where they ſtood as by the Habit, being clad i in 
ſhorter Robes and narrow Veſtures , with fleevs cloſe at the writ, 
like the Peſantry about Derbent, Som of theſe hid long old-faſhion' d 
Spears, others led Horſes and Mules, and others brought oxcn and 
Sheep with Mallets, Hatchets, Knives and other Implements for 
Slaughter as if they werea going to Offer. In this ſpacious Hall were 
alſo many other Figures as Emblemeg, which were too dark and ab- 
{truſe for me to unriddle. Leaving this Appartment we went into 
another more wide and ſpacious than the tormer. At one End was 
another Statue cloſe ned” (as I ſuppoſed) faſt tothe Walls, which 
by the Crown, orrather Cap of State, ſeemed to be fom Nik He 
was on his knees, andas it were, praying to the Sun, Fireand a ver- 
pent. The Inhabitants told me that It was the Image of Zamſcher, or 
w{cha to whom, as I have already ſaid, the Perſians aſcribe the 
Founding. I he moſt part of thoſe Statues were gilded , and appear 
ſo yet, There were allo ſeveral Battails admirably well don , and 
had anod Symmetry and Proportion according to the Diſtance, Hol- 
ding and Perſpe&ive, all hewn out of black Marble and ſet faſt in 
the Wall. When this illuſtrious Pile has bin 1n1t's glory , might not 
only have bin recounted among the Wonders of the \V orid, but for 
it's admirable rare Works and {tupendious Structure. , well have 
clain'd the Priority as Paramount, according, to the apPCarance of 
it's Ruins, which I ſound conformable to waar is record - of 16-11 
Hiſtory , for there appears the Foundation of a triple Wall; the ftirit, 
or outmoſt was about 32 Fout nigh, having, many Bu ther and 
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1-38 's ſufficiently appears by what is ſtill remaining. 'Theſecond ſeems ,, x, 
to have been nothing interior to the firſt for Beauty nor Strength , 1672. 
and twice as high: 1 he third was 120 Foot high: on each (ide: was 
a Paſlage tocnter » Where were many W atch-Towers and Gatcs of du- 
rable and hardeſt Marble. Theſe Fortifications were alfocnvironed 
with Palliſados of huge Beams, and maay batteries, to the Terror 
of the Enemy. It 1s neither to be known nor gueſled what an im- 
menſe Treaſure this vaſt Fabric has coſt , when it has bin firſt 
founded: and it 1s highly to be lamented chat fuch a ſtately Fabric 
ſhould be laid watt upon ſuch a light account , which in fom manner 

| might be thought intrantitory , or not to futter decay ſo long as Art 
| had any Countenance upon Earth. The Hiſtorians all concurrin this 

Opinion that it was bura'd by * M/exander the Great in a drunken *q,, 

mood, at the inſtigation of the notable Whore Thais , who perſwa- Curiius 

ged him that he could not gratify the Greeks and ſpite the Perſians __ 
more, than toſert this City on Fire, which had ever bina Terror, not 

only to Greece but to the whole World. Upon ehis Motiv the King 

went himlielf 1a, Perlon and lay the firſt fire to it, being imitated 

by a Train of Courtiers and Whores all befotted with drink ,-fo 

that this wonderfull great and the molt ſplendid Palace in the Uni 

— was 1n a moment laid m Rubbiſh, there being much Cedarin 
: When the Soldiers faw all on a flame, they ran roquench it but 

ſeeing the King very buly in ſetting it on Fire, they fell ro a con- 

trary work , and in ſtead of indeavouring toquenchirt brought wood 

toincreaſethe Fi ire; whence it appears that the ſtrongeſt Fort, I pre- 

ſume, that ever was, or is in the World, was demoliſhed by the power-- 

ful [ate reſt of Women and effects of Wine. 

About 2 Leagues from Chekilminar arc the Ruins of ſom Statues, The- 
and amon*{t others one which they ſay was the Image of Ruſfta, a ney 
; Perſian Champion of great fame; for which reaſon every great Hero. tan « 
among them that has performed any valorous Atchievment is called. 7er%an 
Ruftin, and glories as much in that , as the Greeks of old by theuſurped- pics, 
name of Achilles, or the Roman Stage- players in the name of Roſt7us. 

This Image as alſo all the reſt are about 3 times as great asthe Life, 

and armed with Clubbs and other ancient Armor. Bur to rehearſe 

all che Fables that the #erfans rold me of thole Heros , .woul4 rather 


impair the Credit of what is already ſaid ia conformity with Fruth 
than: 
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than giv Satisfaction to the Curious; wherefore hereas in many other 
places where I might have intcr{perſed ſuch Dreams, Ithought good 
to ſpare the pains of relating them.

Arrival at Scyras. They meet with ſom Carmelites. The baſe dealings of thoſe of the 


Caravan. The Author meets with the Theef that bad pillaged bim. Mr. Struys 
well entertained by a French Chirurgeon. A Deſcription of Scyras. Divers 
Meſtzids, or Sepulchres. The Pallace of the Chan. Excellent Wine about 
Scyras. Noble Orchards. Departure from Scyras. The Special Bounty of 
the Carmelites and the French Chirurgeon.

Fter we had refreſhed our ſelvs and reſted the Caravan, we got 
{ A all in a readineſs, and the firſtday towards the Evening came to 
the Village ©Mlikor, which we found well pleniſhed withall neceſla- 
ries and Refreſhments for our ſelvs , and good Provender for our 
Horſes and Camels. Thus having ſpent the fore part of the night 
in mirth and divertiſement , we took our reſt, and the next day 
purſued our Journey coming on the 8 of March to Scyras, where [ 
brought the Goods of the Esft 1zdi2 Company into their Ware-houſe 
there. 

So ſoon as I was arrived at Scyras I came to underſtand that there 
was a Monaftery of Carmelites in the Town who had bin always friendly 
to Chriſtian Paſſengers and Travailers in afliſting them with their 
advice, &c. Whereupon I went to find out the Convent, and being 
come got ſpeech with 2 of them who received me very kindly, and 
deſired me to lodge in the Convent ſo long as I ſtay'd at Scyras 
and treated me all the while with all the Dclicacics they could 
get , and the Wine that the Countrey aftoarded. The one was an 
[talian of the City of Naples by name Felicells, the other a Pole from 


Warſaw and called Zadi/tax.

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During my aboal here our Caravans Comz pany had made Unanimous HAR. 
reſolution among themſelvs not to proceed on their Journey with 573: 


mc, and that upon vcry {lender and weak Pretences: they had already 
reccived halt rheir Moneys at 1ſp1has, and we were not half way by 
much: but whether it was becaule my Money was ſtullen , or becauſe 
(perhaps) that they teared to be examined about the Theft when we 
came to G4eron and (0 condignly puniſhed , I cannotdetermin: mo 
whatſcever their Reafon was, thcy lett me there at a greatloſs, 
that I was {ain to ſeck out a new Condutt, and ſupply my af with 
freih Camels and Horſes, which withour the kelp of the 2 Monks 
had bin :1mpolſlible for me toaccompliſh. 

The third day after my arrival at Scyras I went without the Town 
to walk, and accidentally found the 'Chief who had ſtole my Mo- 
ncysS , and with the help of his Brother had ſo miſuſed me , as was 
ſaid before, bathing himſelf in- the River , fo thar ſeeing ſo fair an 
oppoerrunity to —_ the Villany,. I ran towards him and witha 
Damaſkin Scymiter Ialwaies wore, gave him an excellent Croſs on the 
Cheek , and beſides that lent him a few flaſhes about his. back and 
ſhoulders, which dun. I rook his clothes and cut them all to patches , 
fo that the poor Caitift was fain to go mother naked into the Town. 
I threatned him alſo to write to 1/p«h:, and make complaint at Court, 
and in order thereto to addreſs my ſelf ro the Chan of S:yras ro diſpatch 
the Letters, This it feems pur him into ſuch Conſternation as well 
as his Companions , that he durſt not appear abroad to challenge 
me for any injury Gon him, fearing , perhaps, upon my addreſs 
to the Deputy that they would be {ecured till further Intormation :

Beſides the gentle Reception and the great kindnefs thefe Friars 
ſhowd me, I was kindly treated by one Dotdtor Rebin , a French-man , 
which the Perfans called Hakim Robin, for Hakim in their Tongue 1s 
as much as to ſay Doctor : but ſs firſt name I cannot remember.

Scyras as moſt other Towns in Perſix lies ina Valley, environed on 
every ſide with Hills. On that fide towards 1ſp4han 1s only one 
Thorowiare or Paſlage , which 1s laid ore with an Arch all over 
painted with variety of Beaſts and Animals, and inſcribed in ſeveral 
Places with Twrk/ſo and Perſian Rhymes and Mottos. When one is 
paſſed thro the faid Arch 1s a fair and ſpacious ſtreet, which leads to 
the City, being plain, wide, eaven, and planted on each ſide with 
Trees | like the Palmal in Saint Fames's Park | which with the great 
number of Gentlemens Houſes on each ſide renders it as an amiable 
Paradiſe. At the end of the way 1s a ſtill ſtanding pool or pond , which 
is drawn off with a Treach on each fide: having paſt this we come 
over a Plain or Flat field, and juſt before the Gates of the City to 
a great long Stone-bridge which lies over a Ditch, which in the Sum- 
mer time 1s dry, butinthe Winter gives the Inhabitants work enough 
to keep it in with damming, for ſomtimes when it ſnows and the 
Water falling unexpectedly from the Mountains it overflows the 
whole champain Land , between the aforeſaid Pool and the Ditch , isa 
little Chappel founded by a CarmeliteFriar,which is often viſited by the 
Chriſtians that live in Scyr a5. The Maydanor Market of Scyras is with- 
out the Walls, which they ſay 1s by reaſon that this Place 1s of great 
Importance and in danger of being ſurprized or taken in by the 
Boors that live without the Per/;an Juriſdiction , who have more than 
once attempted to make themſelvs Maſters of the Town and Fort. 
On each fide the Town appear the Ruins of Old Walls, Gates, 
Towers , Pillars and other great Buildings , which 1s a fair argu- 
ment that Fcyras has bin formerly much larger than it is now at this 
day , which is nevertheleſs a Town of conſideration, in reſpet&t of 
the preſent Trade and number of Inhabitants. The greareſt part of 
the City Walls are of Marble, for that is there in greater plenty than 
Friſe | or Portland | Stone with us: but as for the Streets they are nei- 
ther fair nor ſpacious, but void of elegant building and uniformit 
of ſtructure, and by reaſon that they lie unpav'd very foul and hardly 
to be paſled in bad and rainy Weather. There allo many Mcftzias, 
or Churches but thoſe very mean and hardly wortheour taking notice 
of : onely one which they call Sagwr , being as the Cathedral or 
Minſter 
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Minſter may pafs for an eminent Building, in which they ſay that one ar.” 
of Mabwmers Succeflors hes interred. Within it appears with creat 16920 | 
magnificency, and 1s very well ordained as to it's {tructure and Order 
* of Colums; in the middle 15a Chore, or Quire, which receives it's 
light from a Lanthorn or 'T ower of Glaſs above. The next remarka- 
ble Temple is that of Age Rize a very rich /ndian Merchant who 
founded »t at his proper Charges and lefta conſiderable ſum to ere& 
him a Tomb at the Eaſt and thereof. There 1s a very fair 3aſzr round 
about with rich Shops and many Galleries. There is alſo an Academy 
which may take place with the beſt public Edifices about 'Town , in - 
which are taught the Literature there in uſe , beſides variety of other 
difcipline and fciences. Thele are all the Buildings that are of any- 
note1n Scyras ſave only the Palace of the Deputy , which is environed 
with a thick ſtone Wall , and has on each ſide ſeveral ſpacious and 
fair Galleries. 

"The Land round about Scyras is very fertile, produces great plenty 
of Corn and Fruit, but aboyv all is eminent for the rich Vineyards; 
infomuch that this Place and Countrey has got the name beyond 
all the Provinces im Per/ja for delicate Wine , {urpaſling not onl 
the Candian and Canary- Wines bur all the Winestin the World for 
a delicatetaſt, reliſh, and flavor. 'From hence the King of Perſfe and 
all the great Perſonages at 7/pahan have their Wine , and hither repair 
the Exgliſhand Dutch to market : nay, fuch istheeſteemthereof, that 
notwithſtanding the great abundance of the yearly product, it is as 
dear here as Camery Sack in the Low-Countreys. This Trade in Wines 
which they of Scyras have 1s at preſent ſo conſiderable that there is 
not ſo much as half an Acre together of waſt ground , or hardly im- 
ployed in any otheruſe, for the Vineyards com ſocloſe tothe Town 
that one may throw a ſtone from the Walls into them. Such ground 
as is not proper to nouriſhthe vine they convert ta Orchard uſe, and 
have many fair Arborets or Nurſeries for young Frui--Trees of all 
forts, wiuch are tranſported hence to other Places, the Fruit of this 
Countrey being nothing inferior to their Wines. They have abun- 
dance of Oranges , Cittrons , Pomegranats , Almonds , Dates, 
Apples, Pears and almoſt all Fruits that I have ſeen elſewhere, in- 
ſomuci that the 'Town of Scyras, as one beholds the Countrey from 
fom high building or Tower ſeems to ſtand in the Center of an Earrhy 
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Paradiſe. Without the City 1s a Ward inhabited by a People that 


' came from Babzlon, when that City was taken in by tae Turks, With- 


out ſtands a {air Houſe built for char table uſe , where all the Poor of 
the City that are deſtitute of a Meals meat may have their needs ſ\up- 
plyed ar the Kings charges, if they have the humility to fetch it : 
this Houſe is called Aly Kopin where there are ſeveral perſons in ſer- 
vice to dreſs Victuals for the faid uſe. and have as good cuſtom as all 
the Inns in Scyras. 

Having, ſtaid here a conſiderable time, and ſo nobly entertained 
by the ſaid Carmelites ail the while I was in Scres, I went to take my 
leave of them, giving them many Thanks (the only Treſure I had 
by me) for their many Civilities, and ſetting forward on our Jour- 
ney came at night to a good. and very commodious CaraÞanſera , 
where we took our Reſt. Near this Place was a Fiſh-pond in which 
ſom of our company got great ſtore of Fiſh on a ſudden, with a Hook 
and Line , for they were alwaies provided therewith to uſe when 
occaſionand opportunity concurred. 

The next day it blew hard and was intermixed with ſhowers of 
Rain, ſo that we had very bad travailing and almoſt wearied out. 
Towards the Evening I happened to eſpy ſom perſons driving on 
very hard after us, and coming nearer, to my great joy and happi- 
neſs I deſcryed that it was Father Feliſeils the Carmelite, and DoCtor 
Robize , who were going for Gameron to direct ſom affairs they had 
there. 

Befides my good Fortune to enjoy the Company of ſuch Friends 
I was further obliged by freſh kindnefles, they oftering me alwaies 
to cat with them, till we came to our Journeys end, which was no 
{mall happineſs for me, confidering my mean Condition , and great 
ſtrait, being very ſhort of Moneys and almoſt ia deſpair of coming 
to Gemeron with the Charge I had upon me. I cannot but tell you 
how much 1 ws aſhamed to be (o careſſed by Strangers, who had 
nothing ro expect from me, and loath I was to be ſo burthenſom to 
them of whoſe hands I had nor deſerved the ſmalleſt friendſhip and 
kindneſs that chey manifeſted towards me , yet being fo cruelly 
ſtraitne4 on every hand I was forced to accept of their Offer. The 
held a very noble Tablc, and had taken along with them a great Caſe 
of Bottles tull of Sczras Wine, which they ſpared not ſo long as it laſted, 
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The Do&tor had with him 3 Men toattend himand wasevery where 1.424 ,. 
highly reſpefted, being a Gentleman of a ſweet Temper , diſcreet and '%*- 
and ſociable, ſo that my Journey ſeemed much ſhorter for his Com- 
pany. This day, being as I ſaid very. bad weather, we hardly tra- 
vailed 6 Dutch Miles. 
The next day ſetting forward we cameat nighttoa Villagecalled 
Dobba , where we ſet our Caravan down. This Village appeared 
like a Campor Army with their Tents, the Cottages being ſo-mean , 
and the higheſt houſe hardly ſufficient for a tall man to ſtand upright, 
being built only of Reeds and Twigs plated like Baſket-work and 
daubed over with clay. The Inhabitants like the Cottages they lived 
in were very poor and deſpicable People, inſomuch that we had not 
much Divertiſement or accommodation there. This day we hardly 
advanced 5 Dwtch Miles. | 
' On the 4 weſet forward and went over very Rocky and hilly way , 
paſling through ſeveral villages. Upon thoſe Hills grow great ,,,, 
ſtore of Dates , and are ſo cheap that one may buy 100". weight for the fore of 
value of 2 Shillings Stzerl. _ are both of an excellent taſt and loyely **** 
colour. The Date-tree ſeems to have ſom harmony with living Ant- rhe 
mals, in their Procreation, and havealſo their Sexes. The F wn will ſravge 
not bear any Fruit if planted alone, ſo that they are always planted oy pro- 
by Pairs together all along , and indeed do naturally grow fo. But Fibeſe 
the Female growing old will notbear Fruit, unlefs they takea picce Tree. 
of the Top-branch of the Male and ingraft it in the Female , which 
they alſo do to ſom young Trees to make them bring forth good 
Fruit, which would otherw:ſe be of a bitter and 0dious Taft. I have 
further remark'd that when the Male and Female are planted a ſmall 
diſtance aſunder they will lean towards cach other, asf there were 
fom murual ſympathy between them. "The Inhabitants whohave bin , 
from one Generation to another, uſcd to plantand propagate theſe 
Trees told me many remarkable things about them, which becauſe 
I will not be prolix, I ſhall omnut. This day we travailed 7 Dus: 
Miles, and atnight got a fair Cerawanſera to take our reſt in. 

The next day we had very dry ground and a barren Countrey to 
paſs rhro, and in ſom places rocky , ſo that we travailed that day no 
more than 5 Miles. On our way and near the Czrawayſera which we 


took up for that night , we ſaw creat Flocks of wild Goats which 
Yv 3 ſom 
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catch'd, ſo that orr Hunters were fain to return to the Cearawen/ers 
hungry and weary. The ſeaſon being ſharp and cold we laid on a 
great pile of wood , and warmed our felvs throughly. 

The day following in the Afternoon we came ro a Town called 
Scharim , which I preſume had bin anciently a City and walled in : 
it ſtood im the middle of 2 grove alrogerher of Date-Trees. Itis alſo

ric in Cottons, there being very many Weevers. There isalſoa very 
fair Market-place , where beſides the many Shops of their own Ma- 
nufa&ories , are fevyeral' rich Ware-houſes of Silks and Perfiars 
Stuffs, in which they alfo drive a great Trade and have correſpon- 
dence with the greateſt Marts inall the Countrey round. Beſides the 
= Concourſe of Trading-people , they hayea Market twicea week 

or the Boors, which is no fmall advantage to the Town. Finding 
this a yery commodions place to reſt in, we tarricd here 3 daysto 
refreſhour ſelys , and eaſe our Camels , Horſes and Mules , having for 


. 3 or 4. days had very bad way and wearher. 


The Ca- 
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Having ſhficiently taken our reſt at Scharim, we ſet forward and 
had very good weather , travailing all the day long thro a flat Coun- 


rey, and by the way ſaw many Noblemens houles , and here and | 
there a Grove of Date'trees; and many fair Orchards, to that this 


was the moſt pleaſant days Journey we had from 1/pahan. Here we 

met a huge Caraven conſiſting of a great Troop of Men, Camels, 

Mules , and Sumpter-Horlſes loaden with rich [naza» Wares.. The 

ſaid Caravan came from Gammeron,and intended to go by theſame Poſts 

we came, being bound for Scamachy and Surwen. In this company L 

met accidentally with a Perſian who had bin our Neighbour at Sca- 

machy , and delivered him two Letters, the one for my Maſter Hadi 

Byram which was written in Turkiſh, and the other for my Wife, which 

he promiſed to fend for me by way of Smyrna. At mght we came 

to have very rocky and ill way , but found a:Carawenſeras where we took 
durreſt , having travailed that day about 24 En{1/h Niles. 

* When we were lay down to fleep we were ſurprized with about 
o Robbers, that came boldly into the Carawinſera, with intent , as we 
ad reafon to beleey , to murther us all whilſt we were aſlcep. *Tis 

rrue 
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crue they did not at firſt make any aſſault but deferred their purpoſe wx. 
till midnight, thinking perhaps , that we not ſuſpeCtting them mught 1672. 
grow ſupine, andjudging ourlſelvs ſecure, grow ſo negligent as to fall 
aſleep; but we thought good to fet a narrow Watch and kept our 
ſclvs ina readineſs all the Night, with Weapons in our hand , fo fear 

of a ſudden aflault. About midnight they fell in and fought out- 
right, ſo that 5 of our Men lay prefently under Feet , being in all 

37. We fought joyntly together with good Courage fo that we ſpee- 
dily allayed their Fury. Our Party:as we could obſerve were.much 
ſtronger than theirs, yet if we had not bin unanimous and faithfull 

to one another we had notcom fo well of, for there was not one Man 
from the greateft to the leaſt , but fought manfully and with a good 
will, till the very lait, when they ran into another Room and ſhut 

the Door after them , which was no ſmall advantage tous: for , when 

we had them fo pen'd up we knew our ſelvs ſecure, therebeing no 
other Paſſage for them to com out at. The Door we barricado'd in 
with huge Stones , and with all our Carbines and Blunderbuſles 
poured in ſhot upon them, ſo long , till they began to beg for Quarter, rhe 
which we reſolved not to giv them, but promiſed themthe liberty Rev%ers 
to com forth-and to ſtand to our mercy. In the: mean while we had gfe, 
obſerved that ſeveral of them lay dead and-wounded. After they had 
conſulted a while among themſelvs they reſolved to comforth, bur 
werefuſed to let them com all together , but one by one : keepinga nar- 

row watch at the Door that they ſhould not ruſh out altogether. Ha- 
ving got them out they were' very patient and ſuffered us to ty them 
back to back, Thoſe that were wounded we killed outright ; and 

and when it began to be light we ſet forwardon our Journey , taking 

the reſt being abov 20 along with us, and coming to a Grove of Date- 
Trees,there hung them up by the heels,and {tripping off their Cloaths r4.;- 
ſlaſhed off their Noles , Ears and Hands , which we-nailed'toa Tree as Pi 
Monuments and Relicts of Roguery,and left theBodies hanging. How Ms 
we came to be {o happy as to conquer thole Y ilains was no ſmall won- 


derto-me,ſincethere was never 4 man among, the Company that fought 
with any other Order than as his Courage led him, ſo that we ſee what 
ſom will do and can atchieve, when Lite and Goods lie at the ſtake. 
Their Puniſhment *tis true ,. was ſevere enough to let them die alin- 
gring Death , but the Loſs of our Companions was fo precious to 

us 
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us that could we but have bethought a harder, they had bin ſure to 
have gon that way to pot: and not have had the opportunity to prey 
upon Paſſengers again. 

Having performed the Hangmans Office we went to our Camels 
and Carayar, leaving the Bodies there for an Exampleto their Com- 
panions. The way proved very hilly and uneaven, waſt and rocky , 
being of a hard Flint-Stone, and indeed ſo uneaſy that we had much 
ado to get all the Camels and Horſes forward, ſom weary and ready 
to lay down , others ſtumbling and others ſtraying, tor the way was not 
beat. However in the Evening after 4. Dn:ich mules Travail we got a 
Carawanſera, and there reſolved to take our reſt. Here about we ſaw 
great Flocks of Partridges , which Father Fel:ſello who was patling 
dextrous with a Birding-piece, went out to ſhoot, and brought as 
many as ſervedus for ſupper, which we illuſtrated witha Glaſs of de- 
licat Scyr as Wine,

The Unwhelſonneſs of the Air and water there. The Inhebitants grven ta

from Lar. They meet with another Troep -f Robbers. whereof 7 are killed. 
They are overtaken by Monic Kalenbroor, Their Arrival at Gamron. 


He next morning being the 12: of March, we got all in area- 
dineſs in order to our Journey, and had very ſteep and dange- 
rous rocky hills to clamber over, inſomuch that we durſt not keep 
a Horſe-back but were fain to allight and lead the greateſt parr of the 
way, being in danger if the Horſes ſhould happen to ſtumble to be 
daſhr in pieces upon the ſharp Flints which were terrible to look at, 
in reſpett of their acuity and ſharpneſs. Theſe are a part of that Circle 
of hills which encompaſs the famous Tavrus. This day we advanced 
5 Dutch Niles and got a good Cirawanſera. 
Oa the 13 we betook our ſelvs to our Journey , and about 3 in 
the After-noon got to a Carawanſers. Father Felifelio finding here 


ſom. 
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ſom ſheep to be ſold bought a Lamb , which altho it was in the Faſt MAR, 
he was reſolved to Feaſt of , ſaying that all Meats was diſpenced 1672. 


with a Travailer who muſt cat what he can and not whathe will. But 
this being the Birth-day of the good Father he was refolved to cele- 
brate it with a good ſupper, which indeed we had, and drunk good 
ſtore of Wine to boot, in which we remembred the Catholic King 
and his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 0ranze in ſeveral healths, and 
that to ſuch a Meſure that we werein as good as mood a thoſe Poten- 
tatesthemſelvs could be; in ſhort we wereſo moiſtned within, that we 
ſlept that night without much care. d 

On the 14, in the morning betimes we ſet forward and paſſed by 
ſeveral Pitts which were digged through trom one to another under 
ground , ſo that the water ran through them all. The ſame Pits were 
well ſtored with Carps and other Fiſh which our Company angled 
for and took ſeveral , which ſerved us fora Novelty at night, theſe 
Pitts or rather Ponds were convey'd by a channel or narrow Conduit 
to a greatsStone Ciſtern which was neartoa Carawarſera, where we 
took our Nights reſt , having that day travelled 5 Darch Miles. 

On the 15th. about Noon we came into the Village Berry where we 
ſet down and ſtay'd there 2 Days, finding ourſelvs unable togoany 
further without a Pauſe, and the Camels and other Beaſts almoſt 
wearied out; underſtanding moreover that we had very hilly and 
rocky way to paſs over. 'This day we had only advanced 4 Miles 
[ Dutch | 

On the 18 betimes in the morn weleft Barry, and clambered up 
a very ſteep Hill, meeting by the way ſom Gentlemen that wered1- 
verting themſclvs with the Hawk, which there, as well as in Ewrope, 
1s held for a noble Game, and not a Gentleman but has his Faulcon. 
In the Afternoon we got the height of the Hill where we found a 
very old Man, who neither combed nor ſhaved his Hair but ler it 
grow ww rn ſo that it looked likea Mop. This Man 2s we un- 
derſtood afterwards was one , that lived a Heremitical and auſtere 
Life , being reputed for a Saint among the Inhabitants. "The 1a 
Hermite came to me and begged thar I would give him a pipe of 
Tobacco which I did, and got iis Prayers for it. Having that Gay 
travelled 6 Leagues we came pretty late in the Evening to a Card- 
Warſera. 

AX On 
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On the 19 we travailed through a moſt pleaſant Valley , where 
we faw many Boors Cottagesand great groves of Date-trees , on the 
right hand and on the l:ft. We called at a Boors houſe and would 
have bought of them ſoma Milk , but the People would take no Money 
for it. They alked me from whence I came, I told them from Surwar 
Scamachy ; but that being, a place they had never heard of in their 
lives, aſked me further it that were as far as //paban, Itold them it 
was more than twice as far, at which they greatly wondred thinkin 
that I muſt needs com from the utmoſt bounds of the Warld, theis 
being a poor ignorant People and never travail farther than their 
Market Town,which is alittle Grange in the Valley, and never heard 
tell of any Countrey than their own; in ſhore they would have had 
me to ſtay longer with them, but my Time was too precious to ſpend 
in anſwering all they would have aſked me. At night we came to the 
City Lazy, where we took up our Reſting place in the Dutch Lodge, 
where we found very good Convenience, and only an old Man and 
a Woman to look ro the Houſe and afliſt the Caravans , who were 
ſet there by the Company. Here I got the Cheſts and Cafes repaired 
that were broken and endamaged , by the often falling of the Camels 
thro the rocky way. | 

Laay or Lay 1s a pretty big Town ; but has no Walls to reſiſt or 
endure a ſtrong ſiege, ſave only ſuch as are made of Bricks that are 
dry'd in the Sun, but 1s reaſonably ſtrong in ret; ect of its Scituation , 
as well as for the Fort or Caſtle, which is built upon a Hill on the 
North-ſfide, the Walls thereof are of ſolid ſtone, and the Fort it 
{clf fo ſcared that it can command the whole Town , having one nar- 
row Paſage to enter it, whichis very ſteep: it is fupplyed with ſeve- 
ra] pieces of great Qrdnanc2, winch the King ſeat hitaer from 9rmes , 
when by the help of the Engliſh he took that City in. About Laar 
grow abundance of Date-trees , but no Wine , and by reaſon that 
they have no Commerce or Traſhc abroad but poor , mult ſupply 
themſclvs with Water, which, as wellas the Air here about, is very 
unwholſom, infomuch that many times Strangers who are to make 
uſe of it for want of Wine fall ſick, andare tormented with a ſmall 
Worm, but long , which breeds between the Skin and the Fleſh, and 
cannot be taken out without great pain. They ſhow'd me one that 
was above 5 Foot long, and not fo thick as an ordinary Goos-quill. 
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*he Inhabitants of Lesr are v ery free and ſociable to converſe with-. 1.42; 
Il, and great Lovers of Sciences and Learning. Not far from the '7** 
>aſtle is a certain Rock out of which iſſues a very precious Balſem , 
alled by the Perſians, Adwmmay Kobas, This Balſem, or Qil, 1s - yp 
hered ouly in the Mionethof Zune about which time it runs flillatim , preciens 
'r drop by drop, out at a Vein. Theſaid Rock from whence it coms Fw. 
3 continually guarded with a ſtrict Watch, by Orderofthe King , ding « 
ad none is {uttered to touch it upon pain of Death. "This Oil is rec. $**+ 
oned and well known by <xperience to be the greateſt Antidot againſt 
oyſon in the World, altho never ſo ſtrong ; and 1s therefore held 
y the King as an 1a<{timable Trcſure, and never ſuffered to be ex- 
orted out of his Lominions. The King alſo willing to ſhow any of 

's Suvordirat Princes and Deputies an extraordinary and high Fa- 
our , always ſends them a few drops thereof, to make it the great- 

r in eſtecm and value, and with one injoyns chan. not to ſend it 
ut of the Kingdom, upon pain of his diſpleſure. Without Leer arc 
:efted ſeveral Pillars for Monuments of the Execution. of ſeveral 
Kobbers , who had made the high Ways unfree to Travel : Half 
f their Bodies are ſet up on theſe Pillars, and theother half buried 
; the Ground, being cut aſunder whilſt they areſtill alive. 

Having rarried here 3 Nights and 2 Days, weſet forward on the 
2 and had very bad and rocky way. We ſaw here great Flocks of un. 
11d Swine whereof our Company ſhot 2 with their Hand-guns, but Fri 
urſt not fetch them for fear of the Perſians, that threatned tolcav Swine, 

:$ if we did, for they loath them more than 'Toads. We alfo ſhot 
iCveral Fagles which nothwithſtanding they prey upon the Pigs the reg 
Perſians fed heartily upon them. 'I his day we travailed 7 Durch Miles, * 
which we thought more than a 4:eza7atienabilis, or an ordinary Stage, 

in regard of the badneſs of W ay and Weather: and at night had a 
00d Carawanſera. 

On the 23 we broke up and paſſed by a fair Town called Pharate , 

which we left on the righc hand. Theſa:d Town was pleafantly feat- 

«d in the middeſt of a Grove of Date-Ora: nge- and Lemmon TI rees. 

iy the way we met with a Party of Robbers who furiouſly ſer upon The 
1s, but ending themſelves too weak betcok themiclvs to flight leaving X ſeated 
7 Dead behind them.. We alſo loit 2 Menof our Company cNat Were by Kob- 
outright killed in this Bickerng , aud-had lix wounded. The Dead *7

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we buricd near the Way and bound up the wounded. At night we 
came to a ſmall Village called Sarap, where we took up our nights 
reſt, having that day advanced 6 Niles. 

On the 24 we ſct forward again, andat night came toa great Vil- 
lage which we took up for our Stage , having : a fairand ſpacious Cara- 
wanſera in it. We had no ſooner diſburthened the Camels , but had 
50 or 60 Women who cameand proffered us Milk to ſell , and were 
{o importunat and troubleſom , that we could not get rid of” cm, till 
we {ct the Doggs upon them. 'T heſe went all with their Face uncove- 
red, which Ihad not ſcen any Honeſt Women in all Perſia do, except 
in one Village between Scamachy and 1ſpahan. This day we had fur 
thered our Journey by 7 Miles. 

On the 25 we had a great and weariſom Mountain to travail over 
at the Foot whereof was a River which we were forced to wade thro, 
by reaſon that the ſtone-bridge which had formerly lain over it was 
broken down. After we had travailed 5 Dutch. Miles weitook up our 
nights reſt in a C:rawanſera, But we could here get no manner of Re- 
freſhment , the Countrey round about being r dry and barren, pro- 
ducing nothing but Date-trecs , that we could ſce. 

On the 26 towards night we came to a Grange of Fiſher-men of 
whom we bought a few tor our uſe. We were no ſooner ſet down but 
came Monfr. Kaſenbroot with his Slaves riding into the Town, being 
ſent for from 1ſpahan to Suratte. T he night being very till we could 
calily hear the ruſhing of the main Ocean. That day we had travailed 
7 Miles. 

On the 27 we went onwards, and about Noon came to x Care- 
Tarſera whici lay cloſe to the ſhore, and*:could ice Ships a failing , 
which filed me with a more than ordinary Joy ,. not having ſeen ſuch 
a comfortable ſight in a long time. Hence we ſaw Gammeron and could 
diſtinctly diſcern the Engliſh and Dw:ch Flaggs fly abroad that were 
planted upon the Lodges. However we thought good to carry there 
that night having only advanced 4.Duich Niles , that we might enter 
Gammeronthe fore part of the Day. 

On the 28 for the Jaſt time we made ready for the purſuit of our 
' nm , and in the Fore-noon came into Gammeron, where we were 
riendly received and, I by permiſſion. of the Heer Frangoys de Haas , 
then Diregtor brought into the Companies Lodge. At my firſt coming

every one took me for a Perſian, being ſhora aiter that manner, but 1.4, 
hearingame ſpeak Dutch , they aſked me if I was one of thoſe who '7* 
were in the ſervice of the Czar of Moſceuia, lanſwered, Yes, andalſo 
gave them a full Relation of what had paſſed andof the great hard- 
ſhip I had ſuffered ſince 1n Slavery and otherwiſe, about which they 
were very curiousand atked me divers Queſtions. The Director him- 

ſelf was alſo pleaſed to ſend for me into the great Hall where he wel- 
com'd me out of my Slavery, and promiſed to ſead me by the firſt 
Shipping for Batavia.

Gammeron 15a place ſubject to a very unwholſom Air being 

a hot Climat : the Heats continuing violent from May till September 

which 1s the reaſon that ſo many Strangers either die or dwindle 

away with a lingring Diſcaſe, which if they once get, it will hardly 

leave them, altho they ſhould change the climat. Betides the Un- 

wholſom Airs and Damps, there are many Strangers who deſtroy 

themſelvs with drinking of a Liquor much in uſe there called Pale- 

punshen, being compounded of cArat, Swger, and Riyſins, which is 

ſo bewitching that they cannot refrain from drinking it, if they once 

com to taſte it, being very delicious and tempting. It occaſions 

aGiddine(s in the Head, Feavers, and Fluxes, and 1s fo corroſiv, 

that ſom who have drunk immoderatly of it and died, being ope- 

ned, their Bowels were gnawed through and through. The ſcorch- 

ing Heat of that Clime alſo renders the Earth very dry and bar- 

ren ſo that there 1s little or nothing that grows about it , ſave only 

Dates, which like beſt in ſandy and dry ground, but as for Gardens 

they are very rare to be ſcen except hereand there alittle one which 

with great trouble and continual Watering bring forth a few Pot- 

herbs, and Roots. However they are very well ſupplyed with many 

ſorts of Refreſhments, as Cittrons Oranges , Pomegranats, Pea- 

ches, Apricocks, Grapes, Almonds, Apples, Pears and other Fruits, 

as wellas Plants, which grow upon the Ifland K:m*# , about three 

Leagues from Cm:y22; but their moſt uſual Dietis Fiſh. The Inha-

felvs under it, being thick and impenetrable for the Sun, Under 
this 'Lree 1s a Pagod, orlittle Temple, wherein they fay the Foun- 
der ( being one of their Holes) lics at reſt: this Pagod 1s attended 
alwaies by one of their Saints, and 1s continually viſited by the Indz- 
ans Who go thither to perform their devout —— Sv The Indian who 
keeps it nevcr ſhaves himſelf , but lets his Beard and the Hair of 
his Head grow ſo long as it will, which by his permiſſion I meſured 
and found 1t mure than 6 Foot Jong, After I had donlI gavehima 
ſmall picce of Money, valuing about 'T wopence, for which he ſhow 'd 
himſelf very thankfull , and brought me in to ſee the Pagod and 
Tomb. Above was a Canopy of ſilk, and oneach ſide were Lamps 
that were never ſuffered to go our. Ir was alſo painted round with 
Beans , wherewith they ſay that the Soul of the 2eparted Saint 1s 
hugely dclighted. I deſired to know the ground of that their Opi- 
nion and by what Token they were fo perſ{waded : His anſwer was , 
that it was not lawfull to impart ſuch ſacred Myſteries to Unbelcev. 
ers. In the Moneth of ofober the Heat is almoſt pait » at what 
time reſort hither Merchants from all Places to negoriate their Af- 
fairs: 'The Perſirms and Armenians come by way of Iſpchan, and the 
Arabians thro Babylon, or Bagdet asit is now called, with multitudes 
of Caravans conſiſting of many Thoutands of Camels, Horſes, Mules 
and other Beaſts of Portage. Hicther alfo repair both Enzlish and 
Holilaudirs bringing all forts of Commoditics that are there Market- 
able and may be vended. The En7 :(15h bring, moſtly Wollen Manufa- 
Qory, Pewter , Steel , &c. The Fzollaaders trade there moſtly; in SPICES 
and Indian Commodities. The Porizgcez Tongue 1s here almoſt 
univerſally ſpoke, they having fo long h: ad that place, and yet above 
all other Europeans arc obliged to pay Cuſtom : The Dutch Fa- 
&ors buy their Silks ar the Price Courant and are alſo Cuſtom-free. 
But the £Eng{i5h are not only Cuſtom- free here but alſo go Sharers 
with the King of Perſia in the Cuſtom that is received at 0mss, for 
the good Service they did 1n aſliſting the King to take that 'Town 
from the Por twgueezes. "The Hollanders notw irhſtanding their deing Cu- 
ſtom-free have never! hel. {s a hard Task to fatisfy the Sebauder, or 
chief Oſhcier.who alw1ys coms in with new Pretencesand Iny entions,. 


which he knows they will ratacr comply with than ſuffer anyobſtruti- 
on of Trade, On 
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Oathe 18 of Zaly I was vilited with a moſt violent burning Feaver , 
which raged fo cruelty that I grew deſperate, forl telt my ſelfevery 
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The 4u. day weakerand weaker, wherefore ſuppoling, notwithſtanding the 
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contrary opinion of many, that if I ſhould change the Air, that I 
ſhould change the Air , that I ſhould recaver , and therefore got 
one'to addreſs himſelf to the Heer Dire&or de Haas and in my name 
intercede that I might go for Batavia with the Ship Nuptſenburg , 
which lay ready for fail. The DireCor was pleaſcd to give order that 
I ſhould go aboard which was matter of Joy for me, fearing it I had 
ſtay'd much longer that I ſhould have taken my leav of the World. 
Thus I was brought aboard, and met there with one Laurence van 
eAMkerſloct, who alked me from whence I was? Itold him, From wor- 
mer ; he told me that he was alſo born near wormer , and for our 
Countreys ſake gave me his _C«biz , charging his Servant that 
when I called for either Spaniſh, or other Wine that he ſhould draw 


' 1t for me, and ſerve me with what Thad occaſion for; this kindneis 


I have great reaſon to remember and be thankfull for , being an un- 
ſpeakable Trouble to him, who lay ſo long in a place where he was 
ill at caſe, nor did heever fail or decline to the very laſt. Mean while 
I lay very diſconſolate and fo 1ll that the DoQor had given-me over. 
I was ſo ſwollen that the Cabin where I lay was toonarrow for me. 
I therefore prayed the DoCtor to let me blood , but he refuſed, ſaying , 
that if I came to dy, it would be ſaid that he was the occaſion of 
it, however I ſtill perſiſted, till ar laſt he was fain to condeſcend. 
So ſoon as I was let blood 1 found my ſelf abundantly eaſed , and from 


- tune to time grew better, altho *t was very long before I was reſtored 


to my former ſtrength. The Carpenter of the Ship was allo at the 
ſame time ſtruck with a violent Feaver and dyed by the Way. 

Finally we ſct fail, and came on the firſt of CAu2uft with a pro- 
ſperous Gale in the Bay of AMaſcaate , which is a fair Haven lying in 
23 deer. 36 min, Northerly latitude within, or upon the Bought of 
the Haven 1s a City, which towards the Countrey 1s environed with 
Hills and ſufficiently fortified with Walls ard-Bulwarks:: on that 
fide next the Sea is alſo an Earthen Wall thrown up ſince it has bin 
under the Juriſdiction of the King of Perſia; for before it was but 
an open Town; except for ſome {mall Towers the Portugueezes had 
built, when it was 1n their Poſlcſlion, to check the ſavage udraans , 
who 
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who were wont to com by night in whole Troops , and plunder their, ,;z,,; 
Houſes: On the right hand as you enter the Haven is a Fortupon 1672. o 
a ſteep Hill, which for its Fortification by Nature ſeems tobe impre- 
gnable except in caſe of hunger. The ſame Fort is alſo ſufficient to 
command and defend the whole Haven: it has alſo a privat way lea- 
ding to the Haven under ground. This City according to it's great- 
nefs 15 populous enough , but not ſo populous as it was ſoon after 
Ormus was taken 1n by the King of Perſia, then ſerving as an A/y/um for ; 
the Portugueezes , Indians and CArabians. 

In the Moneths of Auguſt and September it is here ſo incredible hot 
and ſcorching, that I am not able to expreſs the condition that Stran- 
gersare in, being as 1f they were in boiling Cauldrons , or in ſweeting 
Tubs, ſo that I have known many who not able to endure the Hear 
would jump into the Sea, and remain there till the Heat of the day 
be over. During the {time of my abode there the Heer Padberg came 
as Envoye from the Lord General, to eſtabliſh the Commerce and 
Trade of the Company on a better foot at HMoſchate : but he had not 
made an end of that Afﬀair when we left the Place. 

On the Third of Aug we et ſail, and on the 22 got ſight of the _,, 
faſt Land, and Cape Comorine, which is a fair Promontory on the 
Malabar Coaflt. We directed our courſe thence for Ceyloz, and ſo for 
Batzvia. 

On the 28 we got the Straits of Sunda, where we met ſeveral Zavaners 
that came aboard us, and bartered Fiſh, Coconuts, Pieſang, Ana- 
naſſes , and other Fruits for Iron Hoops. The Day following we 


got the height of Toppers Angle, and on the 3o came into the Road _,.. , 
of Batavia. at Bata- 
On the firſt of September, I went aſhoar and ſo direQly tothe Gene- V3. 
ral and Council to return them my humble Thanks for their unſpea- 
kable Favour and Goodneſs in redeeming me from the wofull Eſtate 
of Slavery, with promiſe of returning the Moneys diſburſed upon 
my return home, which in the year 1673 [I faithfully performed. 
On the 27 I were liſt my ſclfin the Comp .nies ſervice for Syil- 
maker for 18 g/d .per Moneth aboard the Ship called DeHollandtfche 


Onthe 15 of 0ober we received Order with 6 other Ships to cruſe ocr, 
upon the Engliſh and French Ships before Bantham. Nean while 1 lonc- 
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ed ſo to ſee my Wife and Children that I had no moreenjoyment of 
my ſelf , fo long as we made ſuch delay : wherefore I aſſumed the 
boldneſs to ſend 2 Letters, one to the Heer Spelman then Ordinary 
Council for the Indzes, and another to the Heer Preter van Hoorn , hum- 
bly begging that I might be diſmifſed my preſent ſervice and be ſent 
home; which they were graciouſly pleaſed to aſſent to, and gaveorder 
that I ſhould imbarque my {ſelf aboard the Flyboat Nieuw-poott to 
return to Batavia and fo to go aboard the Ship Exrepa: wherewtth I 
ſer fail on the 4. of February 1673 , in Company with the Ship Ter- 
veer, as Admiral; The Alp . Vice-Admaral, and Pynaker , Kere- 
Admiral, beſides the Ships Dtarmeer , and Papenburg. We directed 
our Courſe W. and by S. thro the Straits of Swnas. 

On the 5 we came before Bantham and found there the 7 Ships 
which were cruſing before that place for the Exgiz/hand French. 

On the 6 we found our (elvs without the Straits of Sunda, and ſet 
our Courſe diretlySouth-South- Wet till we came in the height of 1 4, 
degr. then altered, and bore up W.S. W. till we came at 28 drgr. and 
then ſet our courſe diretly South till we came at 3 2 degr. which is the 
height of C. de Boa Eſperanza where on the 15 of April we arrived 
in the Bay, and found there ſom Ships that were bound for the 1naies , 
coming from Holland. Here we firſt heard the doleful news that the 
French had already made themſelvs Maſters of 3 of the 7 Provinces , 
that the 2 De mitts, the Penſionary and Ruart of Putten were ſadly maſſa- 
cred in the Hague; as alſo that his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Orange 
was made Grf-Dtadt-houder , or Lord Deputy Hereditary. 


CHAT AAAYVIL 


Their Departure from the Cape of Good Hope. The ge taken by the 
Engliſh. The Engliſh rake the Iſland of St. Helena, and 2 Dutch Ships more . The 
Author warns the reſt of the Ships. Three Dutch Ships ſcape a ſcouring. Ar- 
rival at Aſcenſion. Abundance of Tortoiſes on that Iſland. A Deſcription 
of the ſaid Iſland. It's Unfruitfullneſs and want of water. A Debate held 
among the Englith to leav the Dutch upon the Iſland. Departure from \\cenfion, 
Arrwal at Kinglale in Ireland, Their Departure from thence, Arrival at Briſtol 
and finally at Home. 


E tarried here till the 17 of Hay, on which day we received 
an Order from the Governour to depart with the Ship Europa 
for 
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about 14 Wecks before. The reſt of the Ships were to follow us in 77 
7 or 8 days time, and ſo to fail together for Holland. 

Thus having a brisk Gale of wind we hoiſed fail, and had aboard us 
one Captain Brederbach who was to be Governour of St. He/ena , We ſet 
our courſe North- Weſt and en the 21 of Hay being Whitſuntide 
came before Saint Helena, but coming juſt in at the Bay we found 
we had gota wrong Sow by the Tail, finding inſtead of our own, 7 
great #nzl15h Men of War, with a Fireſhip and 3 Merchant Men. 
The Engliſh finding us within Shot did fo welcom us with their 
upper and lower T ues, that we were preſently quit of Hopes, Ship 
and Goods, They gave us Nutmegs enough , but thoſe were ſo cru- 
el hard that we could not grate ( much leſs digeſt) them with our 
wills: In ſhort they ſhot ſo hotly upon us that we had ſeveral Men 
ona ſudden killed and many wounded. We had aboard us about 
50 Men and had not above 5 or 6 Guns that we could uſe. Being 


thus in a great Strait and not knowing what to do having no le1- 


ſure to conſult, it was reſolved that we ſhould board the 4ſiftance 
an Englich Friggat of 48 Guns, which followed us with the Fire- 
ſhip. Hereupon our Captain gave order that the Hatches ſhould be 
ſhut and nailed up, that none might creep out of the way , butuna- 
nimouſly to fall upon our Enterpriſe: yet when all was don we ,,7* 
came ſhort of Ammunition, and were at laſt fain to ſurrender our ſelvs, —_ = 
Ship and Gools to the Mercy of the Engh5h, who never left firing upon k*5 
us with 12 and 18 Pounders. oliſh end 

The Englih were no ſooner com aboard but they fell a plunde- lnder- 
ring us, ſearching ſo narrowly that I knew no longer how to con- © 
ceal the Jewels which my Patronelſs Aline had given me, being Ten 
Bruto , or rough Diamonds, for I had fold one at Betevie, which was 
the meaneſt, for about 1050 gl. And now that good Treaſure, which 
I had fo long hid , and ſecured from Theeviſh hands, lay at Stake 
for an Offering to impious Mars, and finding that they began to 
make anew Search, I called an Engli5hmen alide, and told him thar I 
had ſo many rough Liamonds, which if he would pleaſe totakeand 
hide for me, I would give him 5 , upon further Condition that he 
would be faithfull ro me and redeliver me che other back again when 
we arrived in England : but abov all to keep the matter ſecret. He 
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x.4r. promiſed me with many Proreſtations that he would. In the mean 
1673 witle the En2li5þ continued plundering and breaking up the Cheſts, 
throwing the rich Silks and Cottons ſo on Heaps, that we could 
hardly yet a paſſage through. My 'Treſurer was a while very faith- 
full and ſtill, but coming accidentally to get drunk , revealed our Se> 
crers to another of his Meſs-Mates , hoping that it would gono fur- 
ther; but it was not long before it came to the Captains Ear who 
without the leſt warning came and commanded the Cheſt to be 
broken up , where he found the Stones: and gave the Aſs half a Hun- 
dred Blows on the Ribbs for his pains: and ſo was I bereaved of 
the laſt and beſt Treſure I had. The only thing they left me was my 
Papers and Journal , which was not without much Intreaty: a poor 
Abſtratt for ſo many years Miſery , having incluſivly no more to 
thank (nay much leſs) the Chriſtians than the AMahomerans and Par 
gans, fave for my Slavery; for which I may not blame any in par- 
| ticular , it beinga general Rule among them: to convert ſuchas they , 
5 hold for Heteredox to Slaves. 

Thus being newly delivered out of one miſery I was immediatly 
involved in another; and fo far might this deſpair have wrought with 
me, that had it not bin the Goodneſs of GOD to indue me with a 
more laudable and a more ptous Principle, I could have willingly 
thrown my {ſclf precipitantly out of the World; being weary of 
Life, and as unwilling to embrace the greateſt Solace that can. be ex- 
pected, yea, or enjoyed in this wearifom Pilgrimage to the Grave, 
which puts an end to all corporal Aﬀfiictions, and the Haven whi- 
'- +» therwe arealla failing, howſoever we be provided for that Spiritu- 
al Mart. Nordo I doubt but that thoſe who ſhall have the Patience to 
read theſe Memorials, will imagine my Miſery to have bin great. But 
I farther preſume thar they in the molt earneſt conremplation of this 
Scheme of anxifcrous and calamitous Events that from time: to time 
have betallen me, will never be ſuch real Compatients as to ſurvey 
the amaritude of my Sufferings by the Scale of their Thoughts and 
Cenſures. Tet Welcom, moſt welcom , be the Decrees of the moſt glorious LORD 
of Life; and H E out of his immenſe Bownty grant me patience to ſuffer. what 

he is pleaſed to inflift upon me, how ſcvere ſo ever it be, 
E1ght days before our Arrival there had the English taken inthe | . 
Hand, being forced to put 1n there for want of Water: not Knowing | 
any 
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any thing to the contrary, but that it was {till in poſſeſſion of their own JUN. 
Nation, and were ſent out to convoy their Eaſt-/nd:a Ships howeward: 1673. 


but coming intothe Bay were not a little ſurpriſed , that they were fa- 
tuted with Balls 1n ſtead of looſe Powder. However the Ez2{ih were 
reſolved to com aſhoar fom way or other ;for they were deititute of 
Water, all the 7 Ships of Warand the Merchant - men with the Fire 
Ship hardly able to make out 15 Hogſheads of Water,and were beſides 
that at a great loſs for Refreſhments, having been long off at Sea to and 
again. I he Admiral therefore gave command toattempr an entrance 
at the South ſide of the Ifland , where it was ſo narrow that they could 
not go abov 4. ina rank, inſomuch that if the Ho{landers could have 
miſled ſo many men out of the Fort, might have knockt them all 
down with Stones, with 5o or 60 Men, ſo that the Erg{sh invaded 
the Iſland unmoleſted. 'The Governour ſeeing that rhey were ſur- 
priſed, ar.d he unable to defend himſelf againſt to great a Power, ſur- 
rendred upon Articles and Compoſition. "This was the Relation of 
the Enel15h. 

On the 4 of 7une the Englich got two Ships more of the 5 that fol- 
lowed us with another coming from Ceylon», who, not knowing any 
thing to the contrary but that the Hellarders were ſtill Maſters of the 
Iſland, came failing without any dread direQHly rhither from the Cape. 
For the E£»g{15h had planted the Princes Flag aloft, anda.Red Flag 
on the High way, which was a privat Token that the Hollenders had 
among themſclves. When I remarked what the meaning of all this 
was, and how ealily our Ships would be deceived , I went to the Shore, 
where I efpied the Ships not aboy half a Dazch league diſtant, 
and immed:atly pulled af my Shirt and ſet it upona Stick , that ar 
leſt they might begin, if they ſhould have the Fortuneto ſee it, to 
conſider well with themſelvs, what ſuch might import ; but it ſeemed 
thar they took no notice of it, or elſe did not fee it, otherwiſe 1t 
had bin time enough for them to have ſcap'd the Scouring. *' I was 
not long before I was fpied by two English Sentinels, who camein 
all haſt Fand beat me atter a moſt lamentable manner : which when 
they had don brought me before the Governour , who asked me, 
what I meant by that Token, 1 told him. with great liberty , That [ 


thought it my duty to Warn my Nation from the Peril Which they were reaay 


to.run in,. and thay I ſuopsſed that if, I had bin an Engliſhman and had

known them under the like Circumſtances I /hould have dons ne more than what I 
w:1s bound to de. To which the Governour ſmiling replied; Thar I did ho- 
neſtly and deſerved to be commended , but withall charged menot to 
tranſgreſs any more, and fo let me go without any further Trouble. 
W hence we may learn whagdifference there is,between drinking at the 
Fountain , and drinking at the Current. | 

Mean while the Ships came on undauntedly; and were hardly ſail: 
ed within the Bay, but deſcryeda Lym inan Aſſes Shin, in ſtead of 
an Aſs in a Lions Shin, and diſcerned a Wolfs Body with a Sheeps 
Voice, the Colours they ſaw ſpoke good Dutch, butrthe Ships danced 
an Ergliſh Jig , wherefore they thought it beſt to tack about and make 
all the ſail they could : which the Engliſh perceiving , out after 
them all in a Body, and took the Admiral and Vice-Admiral, but 
the Rere-Admiral and the other 2 made their Eſcape, and could -:3t 
be overtaken. The Admiral behaved himſclt with good courage, 
and had probably not bin taken if his Mizzin Peek had not bin brought 
by the board. The Ship that engaged and took him was the weft | 
Freezland, , being formerly a Dutch Ship and taken by the z ngliſh in the 
year 1665 , and was now mounted with 5 4 Guns. Our Admiral would 
fain have boarded her but could not , for the Engliſh poured nceſlantly 
upon them with ſmall ſhot, inſomuch that he was fain to yield, the 
Commander himſelf being wounded in the Leg. 

The next day we wcre ordered to go aboard direCting our Courſe 
for Aſcenſion Iſland , which ſerv the Engliſhfor a Rendezvous , where 
we arrived on the 19 of une, Here the Men went to take Tortoiſes , 
which arc there in very great abundance , ſom of 200 and ſom 
300- weight. Theſe Creatures are Amphibious , that is to fay, 
living as well by water as by land; but by night com upon the Strand 
where they lay their Eggs, which are by the heat of the Sun engen- 
ered in the ſand. 

The Ifland Aſcenſion lies in $ degr. and 30 min, Southerly Latitude 
avout 40 Leagues from Saint Helens, It is altogether rocky and pro- 
duces nothing of growth, having in it high Hills, yet not ſo highas 
thoſe in Saint Helena. The whole Ifland is white wirh che Dung of 
Mews, Cormorants, and a fort of Wild-geeſc that com thither to 
build and breed, as alſo to prey upon the dead Fiſh which lies in 
heaps upon the ſhore, and in tne ſmall Inlets, and Creeks.. 
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| There is no freſh Water upon the Iſland, which if there had we 5ox. 
had bin very unhappy, forthe Engliſh had intended to leav us there '93: 


with a little Proviſion , till our own Ships ſhould come to fetch us off: 
but ſecing there was none, they were ſo kind as to carry us for 
England, The reaſon of their deſign to do ſo, was becauſe they had 
very many ſick aboard, and grew every day weaker and weaker by 
th: Death of their Men: fearing therefore that we ſhould riſe and 
make our felvs Maſters of the Ship when we found an Opportunity , 
being about 300 Durchin all. ; 

Oathe 23 of Zune we left {ſcen/ion Iſland, and ſet our Courſe N.W. 
till we came under the AEquinottial, and then North till we came 
in 13 4egr. which is the height of the Barbados, then ſteered N. and 
by E. till we came in 43 4egr, where we altered our Courſe N. E. till 
we found that we were in 48 degy. then changed our Point N.E. and 
by E. till we came at5 1 degr. 11 min. then ſteered Eaſt till we had 5 1 
degr. 20 min. and the next day got fight of/reland,and the day following 
arrived ſafeat Baltamore, which isa very fair Haven and good Anchor- 
| w/mg z AS alſo a ſafe Harbor for Shipping aninl all Winds. 

cing arrived here the Captains gave us liberty to go where we liked, 
ſo that ſom of our Men went over Land for King ſale. 

On the 26 we had news of the Engagement between the Engliſh and 
Dutch. The day following I ſet forward with ſom of our Company 
afoot over land, paſling through many fair Towns, as Balthamore, 
Top, Roſs and others. 

Onthe 28 we came at the Caſtle 7#/ Britton, where we ſtay'd all night, 
and the next morning betimes ſet forward on our Journey , and about 
noon came to K1nz ſale, being one of the moſt commodious Havens 
and ſtrongeſt Place that I had ſeen inall Ireland. The Haven is ſuth- 
cient to contain a conſiderable number of Shipping , asat our being 
there were 80 or 100 ſail laying at Anchor,all Ships ofa great Burthea. 
The City it's ſelf is alſo ſtrongly WalPdand has an impregnable Fort. 
We tarried here 10 days, and ſet forward again for Cork, where we 
happily found a Ship ready to fail for Briffol. Cork 1s a fair City and 
the Mcrropolitan of rhe Province of that name, being alſo a Biſhops 
Seat. The Maſter received us aboard, and in the Afternoon ſet fail , 
and that night came to Anchor before Cow , which lics about 5 
Leagues from Cork. 
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On the 10 betimes in the Mortftng we weighed , and had a brave 
Gale of Wind. Abour Noon we deſcried a ſmall Veſſel which we 
preſumed was a Dutch Privateer , but ours being a good ſailer outſtript 
her far. The ncxt day we found ourſelvs in St. Georges Channel, and 
about the Evening came before Briſtol, On the 12 1 went aſhoar and 
purſued my Journey atoot to Loxdon, where on the 15 1] arrived, and 
ſtayed 3 Days, viewing to my greataſtoniſhment the City all rebuilt 
after a magnificent manner, being nor long before in Rubbiſh and 
Aſhes by a dreadfull Fire, that happened in the year 1666 , but now 
appearing with a far greater luſtre than before. From L2»4er I travailed 
to Harwich paſſing thro many fair Villages and a moſt delightfull 
Countrey. And from hence imbarqued for Helland, where a'ter many 
Miſeries and Perils, by the Goodneſs of Almighty GOD, Iembraced 


my Wife and Children on the 7 of 0Fober , in the year 1673,

Written from aboard the Ship EAGLE, belonging to his Im- 
perial Majeſty the Czar of Moſcovia, riding at Anchor before 
ASTRACHAN upon the River Wolza, bearing datcSeptember, 
XXIV, M DC LXIX, 0.5: 


N the 28 of May we left Moſcou and with a ſmall Boat fell down the River 
Occa , till we came at Degenof, being the Wharf where the Ship and 
Yacht were built which we found ready for a Launch. 

ON the 6 of June we let fail with our Ship, and Yacht coming the day following 
before Niſen Jas, 49k where the River Occs incorporates withthe Wolga. In 
the mean while we had run ourclvs a ground three or 4 Times, but that was more 
thro the unſkilfullneſs of the Pilot than the Badneſs of the River, * which is deep 
and navigable: as alſo on cach fide inhabited and grown- with Woods. The 
name of the Gentleman who reſided at Niſen as Waywoed, or Governour , was 
Maxim Ivanowitz, Nachokkin, who made us very welcom and according totheir 
cuſtom ſent us ſeveral Diſhes of Meat, alſo during the time welay there ac Anchor 
came ſcyeral times aboard us; and at our departure convoy'd us down ſom part 
of the River , and ſupplied the Officers with Neceſlaries and Refreſhments. 

HAVING the advantage both of Wind and ſtream we arrived the Firſt of 
Puly , before the mouth of the River Caſanks, which is abouta mile from Caſar. 
Here*"we broke our Cables, and with much ado made faſt to the thore with a ſingle 
Rope: We had allo loſt our Bowſprietamong the Trees in falling down the Occa, 
The Wiaywods name of Caſan was Turien Petrovitz, Trobieskay, a liberal Gentle- 
man and notatall incomitable; he-treated us ſeveral Times athisown Houſe, and 
upon our Departure gave us ſom Proviſion aboard us. After 15 days aboad here 
we looſed andpaſled by ſeveral fair Towns, as Camuſchinka, Doſoroſka and others 
t00 long to relate. This ſaid Camuſchinks is lately built by Order of the Czaar, 
being fortified Dzamond wiſe by Collonel Thomas Bailey , an Englich Genzleman: 
It's end is to preyent the Irruption of the Coſacs , the River Camuſchinka runnivg 
into the Don. 

ON the 1; of Auguſt we got ſight of Aftrachim, and on the 14came before 
the Town where we gave the Salvo with all our Cannonand 60 Muſquets, andin 
the Evening dropped Anchor in the Road, near the Town. We had before got 
Intelligence how that the Cpſacs had appeared upon the Wolga, but coming to 
Aſtrachan were further informed how that the Ruſes were gon out againſt them, 
in which Expedition: were 50 Stroegs and about 3000 Men, - under the Command 
of Knees Simeun Ivanawitz, Geboof , who was the third Voyce , or ſuffrage of 
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Aſftrachan. It is now 3 years ſince the firſt riſing of the Coſacks in which time they 
have depopulated many fair Towns upon the Caſpian Sea, and abouta yearagon 
had taken in aick, a City belonging to the Czar, where they had beſides many 
Inſolencies committed killed and diſpatched abov 8000 Men by cruel and unheard- 
of Torments, amongſt whom was one Dutch Officier , of known fame for his good 
Conduct. 

IN Perſia they had taken in and demoliſhed 3 Citys, and moſt barbarouſly maſ. 
ſacred the Inhabitants, and growing both in number and power were becom very 
formidable, both to the King of Perſia and the Great Duke. They were headed by 
one Stenks (or Stephen) Radzin, a diſcontented Perſon and one of great Power, 
as to his proper Abilitics, bearing a Soyeraign Aw among them. About 14 days 
before our Arrival at Aftrachan, he had taken a coſtly Perſian Boes, valued at 
ſeveral Tuns of Gold, in which were Horſes and ſcyecral other Preſents ſent from 
the King of Perſia tothe Great Duke of Moſcovy. 

ON the 17 as the Waywod of Aftrachin was aboard our Ship came an Expreſs, 
bringing news that Radz#n and the Coſacs had ſubmitted themſclys to the Great 
Duke, upon which the HWaywod gave order that we ſhould fire our Guns, which 
we did. The ſaid Letters further mentioned how that they had delivered the Horſes 
belonging to the Great Duke to the Ruſſian General. 

ON the 19 came 3 Coſacs into Aftrachan in very coſtly Attire and with great 
pomp , whereof the youngeſt was the Orator. The Waywood after a long Treaty 
aſſured them of being eſtabliſhed in the Great Dukes Favour, Bur it ſeemed that 
they had ſom diſguſt, becauſe they were not formally introduced , as is cuſtomary 
withall Ambaſſadors and Legates. The Waywod excuſed it, ſaying © That he him- 
« ſelf was a Bojar, and reſided there in quality of y/aywod , yet at his firſt taking 
* that Dignity upon him was not introduced by his Predeceſſor, nor the Nobility 
& of Aftrachan, which was Argument and Token that he was not to do the like to 
others. When the Conference was over, the pwaywed invited them to his Houle 
and gave themaſplendid Treat. 

ON the 21 early in the Morning came the Ruſſian Fleet before the Town conſi- 
ſting of 53 Stroegs, or Rowing-Barks: upon each Srroeg was only one Picce of 
Ontdetcs, but thoſe inthe Rere had 2, to wit, one before and another abaft 
Aboard each were ſo many Streliszers (which are the Soldiery) that they could not 
mov if there had bin occaſion, to doany execution. The aid Fleet by order of the 
Waywod came to Anchor on the other fide of the River. About z in the Afternoon 
came the Coſacs, conſiſting in 2 3 Sail and a conſiderable number of Men. Upon their 
Arrival we had an order from the Waywod to receiv 200 Strelitzers aboard under 
our Standard, who placed themſelvs. in order round about the Ship. The Ruſſian 
Army then looſed and came before the City, giving the Salve with all their great 
Guns at once, with aboy 3000 Muſquets: which the Coſacs anſwered with their 
Cannons and Muſquets; upon which they in the City put outa white Flag , which 
was a Token for us to Fire,. which we did withall ourgreat Guns, and about 200 
Muſquets. Mean while the Maſter of our Ship-fell over board, but was taken up 
again , tho with much ado, for the weather was a little tempeſtuous. Soon after 
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the Ruſſians gave fire a ſecond time and came cloſe up to our Ship; upon whichwe 
gave fire for the laſt time with 1 3 Guns and 200 Muſquets. The Coſacs rowed off, 
and came to Anchor where the Ruſſian Fleet rodeat firſk, | : 


ON the 22 inthe Morning betimes, the Coſacs rowed upthe River , and were on 


. a ſudden out of ſight: and that morning iſſued a Proclamation that none ſhould have 


any Commerce or Conyerle with them. On the 2 3 came Radzzn himſelfin Perſon 
into Aftrachan and was ſaluted by all the Gentry: the Waywod was alſo council'd 
to bring the Ammunition and Standard of the Rebells into the City, which he reſolv'd 
upon. Mean while came news tothe Waywod that Redzin was drunk, whereupon 
he gave order that they ſhould endeayor by good and gentle words to pet Lim 
out of Town: he being very unruly when oyertaken with Liquor , in which mood 
he had deſtroyed many Men, bothof his own Rout and others. Butthe Inſolencies 
he had committed during this Uproar cannot be recounted , alths *tis ſaid that 
beſides the many Thouſands of the Great Dukes SubjeRs he had cauſed tb be malſ- 
ſacred, whereof himſelf boaſted to have diſpatched 8000 at one time, hehadfrotm 
time to time maſſacred aboye 40000 Perſians,

"Fl March 6%: 1671. 


Worthy Sir, 


FTEKR a tedious delay we finally received an Order from the Great Duke to 

-imbark our ſelys with the Ships Company , and com to Moſcou, Which 
being ſhown us I inſiſted continually that according tothe {aid O, der 1 might goup, 
dut 1t was thought good that the Ship ſhould be firſt put in Equippage, and ſup- 
plied with Ammunition, and in calc of neccllity be uled againſt the Coſacks , who 
under the Condud of one Srenko Radzin as chict, 'had alrcady depopulated many 
fair Countreys upon the Caſpian Sea, and then reconciled to the Great Duke. Butin 
the Moneth of March came news how that the Coſacs were again revolted, upon 
which Colonel Levents Bogdonof was diſpatched by the Great [Duke with a Band 
of 800 Men, to wit, 400 Ruſſian Cavalrie and 400 Nagatran Tartars, to marchto 
Zarit a, a City lying about 80 Dutch Miles above Aſtrachan , that being a City 
which abuts upon the Frontiers of the Coſacks, and commands the paſlage of the 
River Don , or Tangis; which River nevertheleſs doth not tall into the Wolga, 
as ſom have bin of opinion], and. as moſt Maps do make it, for the Coſucks do come 
almoſt a days Journey*with their Boats from the Don tothe Wolga , which they bal- 
lance with pieces of Timber, the better to endure the violence of the ſtream, tor 
they are bur of one entire piece, or Trunks of Trees hollowed out. Theſe people 
have the Ruſſian Specch and the ſame Religion. They have allo their 4fyla, or 
Places of Refuge, granted them by the Great. Duke , whither they have recourſe 
when they have perpetrated any villanous Fat, or Enormuny, 

ABOUT the27, or 28 of Aprilcamea Narrativ by a Courier from the above- 
ſaid Bogdanef, importing how that the Coſacks had taken in Tzarirza, and that 
about 1200 Moſcovians were kill'd and drown'd : but to give a full account of 
the Stratagems they had uſedto gain the Town , would make me more prolix and 
tedious than my preſent deſign 1s to be. Theſe 1200 Strelitzers or Soldiers, were 
a part of thoſe that were ſent trom Moſcor to enforce the reipeCtiv Garriſons upon 
the Wolga,. but eſpecially this City, in which the Great Duke repoled great Truſt, 
being able to check (as I have ſaid before) the main Paſſage ot the Rebels, in their 
March&or the South-Eaſt Countrey. | 
* FHE ſame day came news how thatthe Field-Ta#rtars were at diſcord and f:&i- 
ausamong themlclys ,and being drawn into 2 Head-partics uledall manner of hoſtile 
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ARts againſt each other, ſo that Bogdanef thought good to draw up and march for- 
ward to Chornojar , a City about 50 Dutch Miles trom Aftrachan. He had alſoſent 
down a Captiv Coſac to Aſftrachan who was putupon the Rack, and in ſuch manner 
tormented that all had compaſſion of him. 

MEAN WHILE all things are made ready at Aſtrachen, and the Shipping deſign'd 
for ſervice in this Expeditiqn put in equippage. The Waywoed alfotcnds a Perſon 
of Quality with a Body of Soldiery to joyn with thoſe under Boogdanof: theſe were 
then to be commanded by a Pole, whole name was [van Ruſſinſks and a Profelyte 
in the Ruſſian Church, and next to him one. Fames Wondrong, 2 Scotch Gentle- 
man, born in Edenburg, aged about 33 years, and univerſally well ſpoken of , for 
his Piety and fairhfull deportment, The Dutch Officers , were Paul Dolf Cap- 
tain and Engineer,” with his Son in Law Lews Fabritius, belides Captain Robert 
Hind an Engliſhman , Nicholas Schaak, my Licutenant was alio made Captain. 
There were alſo z Dutch Licutcnants ſent upon this aftair who were baptized into 


the Ruſtian Church. As alſo 2 or 3 Enſfigns. The reſt ofthe Officers were molſily 


Poles and Ruſſes, 


UP ON the 25 of May being Munday in Whitſun-week the Captains departed: 
from Aftrachan in about 4o Streegs , all under the command of Knees Simeun Tva- 
nowitz, Elboof. Each Stroeg had one Piece of Canon and all neceſſary Ammuni- 
tion, the whole number of the Men that were aboard this Fleet (as appcared by the 
Muſter-roll) did not exceed 2600 Men , whereof 2100 were of the Strelitzers 
of Aftrachan who have ſome manner of Diſtintion among themſclvs. 

THE fame day the Coſac who had bin fo cruelly tortured was hanged up in ſight 
of the whole Army. In the mean time the Inhabitants of Aftrachan began to mur- 
mur and breath Rebellion, inciting one another againſt the Governour and Magi- 
ſtracy, which ſcemed-to be a very bad Omen of ſome ill Conſequence, forfrom 
that time forward they continued bolder and bolder till at length it burſt our into 
palpable Rebellion. Abour this time arrived a Darch Chirurgeon at Aftrachan, 
who had bin in the Retinuc of the Afoſcovian Ambaſſador at /ſpahan, of whom I. 
bought ſom Silk ſtufts and 489 Hides of Turby leather, for which I immediately 
tendered the Money. | 

ABOUT the beginning{(I think the 4 day) cf 7:ne came a Gentleman fromChor- 
nojar with very unwelcom News, His Meflage was that the ſame day that Knees 
Simeun Toanowitz, with the Ruſiizn Army was arrived before that City, the Coſacke. 
appearing far more numerous and ſtrong , thoſe in the City-revolted , declared 
themſclvs Coſacks, and ſurrendred up the Town to Radzin and the Rebells, He 


-added further, "Thar all the loyal Officers who indeavored to diſtwade themehere 


from, were moſt inhumanly matiacred. 'Fhis ſad Expreſs, altho {ſmothered as much 
as was poſlible by the 1ay::94 and Council of Aftrachan, was nevertheleſs come 


.to the knowledge of the Townsmen, who were very impatient to bear the yoke of 


Obedience any longer. Upon this news I was {ent for by the p/4ywod,, wio al ked 
me if my Men were able to manage the Cannon, and gave order that in the firſt 


-place all the Cannon thould be viſited that lay upon the Walls; and xo repair thote 


thatwere defcciivy which was forthwith done. : 
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ON Thurſday the 5h of Zune, weleftthe Ship , and brought all the Goods into 


the Fort, by order uf the Governor, our Gunner allo loaded a great part of the Or- 


dnance. Still continucd whiſpering and murmuringagatnit the Governour, ſo that' 


ncither He, nor the Council , durit appear without doors tor tear of an Uproar, The 
Chirucgcon of whom [I have already made mention, having bin converlantabout 
14 years with the Ruſſes, and not unacquainted with their tumultuous fpirits, told 
me, he could calily foreſee that the City would be betray 'd erc long , ifthe Common 
fort did not ſee better marks and clearer evidence of Security ; and without doubt 
we that were Strangers and in ſervice of the Great Duke muſt expect ſom wofull 
Cataſtroph: and therefore {ince our Pay was retrafted, and our ſervice only aboard 
the Ship, and not in the Land Army, itwas m.orcadviſable to betake our ſelves over 
the Caſpian Sea to the Perſian Coaſt. I had already ordcred our Men to buy up 18 
Moneths Proviſion of Neccſlaries, fearing a Siege. 

UP ON' this Motion of the Chirurgeon I ſummoned up my Officers and took 
Council together with them , what was belt to be don in this caſe : they unanimouſly 
reſolved that it was more ſecure to betake our ſelves to flight, fince we had no Pay, 
and therefore not under any obligation to ſerve the Duke by Sea, much leſs by Land. 
They were willing to lcave all they had at Aftrachan except only their cloaths, be» 
cauſe it would bean incumbrance: yet becauſe Ihad many coſtly Cloaths and other 
Goods, they reſolved to take as much as they could with them, and pack'd all u 
in a great Portimantle and a Trunk which I had, beſides two little Chekt 
aſſented to. Every one took as much Proviſion of Bread in his own Portmantle as 
he thought might ſerve him ; and it was reſolved that we ſhould leave none behind, 
ſave only 2 Seamen, who had each a Wife and a young Child. On Friday in the After- 
noon my beſt Things were brought aboard , it being intended that we ſhould 
depart that night, which the two Scamens Wives coming to perceive would by all 
means go with us. But I weighing well the Enterprize with my ſelf, and conſidering 
the danger of adventuring with 22 Perſons more, in a Shallop of 26 Foot long, 
I thought it not good to eſſay the matter, I had with me one Chriftian Brand my 
Gunners Mate, with whom I reſolved to ſtay and ſee what the event would be at 
Aſtracban, and (if our fate was ſuch) to dic on the Bcd of Honour, rather than 
to flee we knew not whither. This I intimated to the Maſter and the DoQtor who 
alſo were content to venture their Lot. Immediatly I ſent a Seaman to the Maſters 
Mate aboard the Shallop to acquaint them with the Alteration of my Reſolution; 
bur that night the Gates were ſhut ſooner thaa the cuſtomary hour ; ſo that he could 
not get ſpeech to them, This put me into ſome doubt, fearing that they might put 
off without me: butthe Maſter and two Scamen per{waded me to the contrary ſaying 
they would never have the boldneſs to go without me which for that time made 
me reſt contented. That Evening I went the Rounds with the Vice-roy upon the 
Walls of the Caſtle, which was laid ore with Heaps of Stoncs, to uſe in caſe of 
Storm. 

ON the ſeventh of Zune, being Saturday early in the morning, I ſenta Seaman to 
the *hip again with ſom privat InſtruRions ; but he making ſom delay, and I not have 
the patience to wait any longer went my felt, with the Chirurgeon, and found _ 
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they were gone off with the Shallop. The Maſter and the reſt were (or ſeemed 
to be) ſurprized at the matter , as not beleeving they would have had the boldneſs 
to go without further order. Tis true it ſeemed not ſo ſtrange to me being only 
what I expected from them. However we concluded it the {ateft way forour own 
ſecurity to acquaint the paywod with the matter, before he thould come to hear 
it from others, and with one to let him know the reaſon. But he who was my In- 
terpreter was alſo fled with them, ſo that I was fain to make uſe of the Chirurgeon 
betore mentioned. Having acquainted the Governour with what had paſſed, he 
ſhow'd himſelf outwardly not to be much concerned, eſpecially when 1 told him 
that they were not gone over to the Coſacks, 

THE fameday came a Courier with an Expreſs from Moſcon, being the ſame Gen- 
tleman who had brought the news how that the Ruſſes about Zarita were revolted. 
This Gentleman's name was Danile Tourlekojof, and had been formerly with me a- 
board our Ship npon the Wolga, between Caſan and Aſtrachan, and intimated me 
withprivacy how that the Revyolting Party had uſed the Lievtenant General and 
other Ruſſian Officers after a molt barbarous manner , and that Afrachan it 
ſelf, as well as all the Countrey round about, was alrcady betray'd: but further 
ſaid he nor. 

THE day following, being the g:h of June, I received an order from theGovernour 
to viſitthe Fortifications of the City. The like orders had an Englich Colonel, 
who was come hither from Terks which City was was alſo fortified anew by the 
ſaid Coll, being ſituated in the Land of the Circas-T artars, about 2 Leagues trom 
the Caſpian Sea: The old City, or Caſtle, as Adam Olearins writes, was firſt builr 
and fortified by one Cornelius Claaſez., aHellander. This Gentleman had the charge 
of one Quarter committed. to him, and my felt the other, to repair it {o, that * 
Men might be ſecure. Soon after came the Way wod himſelfin perſon and deſired 
our Advice what to do for Security of the Town. The English Gentlemans ad- 
vice was to make ſome Outworks without the Walls : but I adviſed him to make 
Proclamation that all ſuch as had any way revolted or cngaged themſelys to the 
Coſac Party thould be pardoned , and declared free Remmiſſionaries,. in caſe 
they would come and ſubmit themſelvs to the Governour ,. and that the Towns- 
men ſhould have ſome money diſtributed among them, and the moſt popular to 
be drawn in by promiſe of Adyancement and the like ; ſo that thoſe being leading 
Men might appeaſe the reſt : However my advice in that was rejected. 

ME AN while a narrow Watch was held ,-and the Soldiery lay all night upon the 
Walls, and 2 Men at every Port-hole, to beready in caſe ofa ſilent Attacque, 

THE Perſians, Calmuc-and Circas-Tartars, under conduGt ofa Perſian Gen= 
tleman, who was there upon his way to the Courtat Hoſcor, upon an Ambaſlloge 
from the King of Perſia, did alſo their utmoſt indeavor. to aflift us, and paſled a- 
way the night with Muſic, Dancing and other Mirth. The Poſt aſſigned them v as 
the Poet Nietze Baſna, being the Bulwark where they uſually torture their Male- 
factors. 

ON Sunday, being the 15th. of Zune I was invited to dinner with the 11:37ved, 
When the Table was done he gaye me a Preſent, to wit, aycllow Suk Coat, 2 
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pair of Breeches and 2 ſhirts, that being the Cuſtomofthe Ruſſians upon extraor- 
dinary Occaſions [forſooth] He alſo made me many fair promiſes, beſides the free- 
dom of his Houſe and Table for my Good ſervice, having about roo Men under 
my Condut: nor did I appear too remiſs in my duty, for I went the Rounds eyery 
night ofter than my Order and Injunction was. 

THE Thurſday following, being the x 9th. we had Intelligence how that the Coſac 
Forces were greatly increaſed and that they were a Marching towards us ; which news 
continued and was confirmed by a continual recourſe of Land-Tarrars and Fiſhers 
into Aftrachan. There was alſo a falſe rumor ſpread about the ;Town, as if our 
Men that were fled had loaden the Cannen thatlay upon the Walls with loole Powe 
der, others that it was with Balls and no Powder, andathird, that it was firſt with 
Balls and then with Powder, all which coming to the Governours Ear he ſent for 
me, but coming to worm the Guns in his preſence found it was buta falle and ma- 
licious report raiſed by fome prejudiced Perſons to caſt an odium upon them and to 
rurn meout of Favour. 

ON Friday the 2oth. of 7wze, the Waywod made me Lieutenant Coll. in place 
of Fames Wondram, waich by provition I took upon me, but being not well pleaſ- 
ed with my Charge, the Coll. who obfervcdit, feem'dalittle diſcontented, and 
ſaid in preſence otthe Governour, That it was not nowa fittimetoſolicitin for ſuch 
things , whence I collected that he thought that I had made it my buſineſs to be advan- 
ced, bur was {oon after better informed , when he would himſelf have confirmed 
me in the Regiment and I with great carneſtneſs declined it, The Poſt which was 
aſſigned me was in the ſame Quarter with the Coll. on the Tartarian lide, where 
the Fort was the weakeſt. 

ON Sunday, Zane 22 came the Coſacks within ſight of Afrachan, and ſenta 
Coſac Trumpetter with a Ruſſian Prieſt ro demand the Town, The aid Coſac had 
alſo a Letter for me in Dutch, wherein I was adviſed not to fight with my Men, ifl[ 
hoped for Quarter, or Mercy at their hands. The ſaid Lettcr was taken from me 
by the Wayiwod, betore I had read it quite out, and torn in Pieces. The Trum- 
petter-and Prieſt had Gaggs put in their Mouths, enat they {ſhould cauſe no com- 
motion or alteration among the Commons; and were ſoon after beheaded. 

ON Munday came the Coſac-Army with about 300 Keels, great and ſmall 
cloſe to the City, puting in at a River ncarthe Vineyards thatly about halt a League 
from the Walls ofthe Town. Upon this we ſet the Tartarian Tents on fire, Mean- 
while I ſtood upon re top of the Governours houſe , with the Governour him- 
ſelf, and caſually cſpied ſeveral Boats in the River before the Town: I therefore 
adviſcd the Governour not to let them tarry there for althd they were but Fiſhers 
Boars yct they might give intelligence to the Enemy ; wherctore he gave order imme- 
diatly to (ink them, which was forthwith put in execution. Thar afternoon the Perſians 
and Circas-T arts had token 4 Colacks, who were put to the Rackand alter con- 
teſſion, rwo were 1tangcd un, and other two heteaded 1a preſence of the Governour. + 

T HE ay following ric Collonel would rave confirmed mein t':c Qtcel then 
ſupplicd, to wit, as Lientenant Colonel which 1 reverricleſs declined as before, 
Titus fame gay abuurnoon tie Great Duki's Faſtos yretenten us wh a Pipe ot {trong 
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Beer , and a Quantity of Tobacco , which we diſtributed among the Soldiers to 
give 'em Courage and keep them content. In the forepart of the night I went with 
the Chirurgeon to do the Rounds, which don I lay me down tofleepalittle in my 
Tent but was quickly awaked with the Alarm, which gave notice how that the Co» 
ſacks approached to begin their farſt ſtorm, which happened about 3 a clock at 
the Woſnaſinſke Gate , where our Ship-maſter and the Waywods Brother had the 
watch, The firſt I cſpied was a ſquare Body of the Enemy who approached very 
near, upon which I gave fire with our 12 Pounders, and was ſeconded by thoſe 
of the next Poſt, who ſhot very taſt. Interim came the Engliſh Colonel Baily to 
me in great haſt with moſt ofthe Durch and German Officers, bringing news _ 
that the City was already betray'd. The Colonel was himſelf wounded on the check 
with a Pike, as alſo in two or threeplaces on his Leg, for being all in Armour they 
could not hurt him elſewhere: and this he ſaid was done by our own Soldiery. He 
told me further that he had done his utmoſt indeavour to pacify them and ifit were 
poſlible to caſt an edixzm upon the Coſacks, as Rebells; btt was fain to ſmother 
all his reaſon ſore againſt his will and at Jaſt glad to come off with his Life. After a 
{mall conference together I adviſed the Colonel to go again to his Poſt, and ſee 
if the perſwaſion of other Officers had wrought any thing upon the Strelitzers : but 
the next news I heard was thatthe Srrelitzers had maſlacred all the Officers, which 
grieved me moſt highly , becauſe that they had adventured their perſons by my 
advice. Neither did this bloody Action hold up with that, for it came forward ſo 
far that Captain Wederos who had the next Poſt to me was taken by his own ſervant, 
pinion'd faft and afterward ini moſt cruel manner murthered by his Soldiers. The 
Chirurgeon of whom I have already made mention ſeeing this, would have thrown 
himſelf off the wall to avoid the danger of thoſe bloody. Traitors ; but I did allI 
could to with-hold him, and at laſt called to mind a certain Port-hole juſt under 
the Tower which mightſerve us for an Exitxs out of all thoſe imminent dangers, in 
which we had certainly ſuffered if we had not taken care betimes, Thro this we took 
our way and I charged the Chirurgeon with his Servant (being a Pole) to follow 
me, asalſo two of our Ships-Folk, to wit, Zames Trappen, and Chriſtian Brandt, 
Coming below we found there two Ruſſes;who ſtood Sentinel, whomI charged to 
let us + Inv Theſe not knowing any thing of the Tumult let us thro without 
much difficulty or Interrogations, 'T he Chirurgeon went out before, and I follow- 
ed, but knew not what became then of the two Seamen and the Pole. We were 
forced to wade thro the Ditch to the neck, aiming at the Tartarian Field Quar- 
ters, which, 'as I have ſaid, was burnd up that it might not be an adyantage tothe 
Enemy, which place we held for the moſt ſafe and fecure. They ſhot atus mainly 
from the Walls, but all tolittle purpole for we were got _ far without Cannon 
reach , at leſt for ſingle Bodies: But marching a little forward we met two men, 
whom we {uppoſed to be Coſacks , the Chirurgeon having a Firelock reſolved to 
diſcharge as he alſo did , and fo far {urpriſed he was that he grew deſperate and 
throwing himſelf into the River fell a fwimming. When I came up withthemT 
underſtood that they were alſo fled for fear of being maſſacred by the Commonalty ; 
upon Which I called out to the Chirurgeon that they were honeſt Men and _ 
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the ſame Circumſtances we were our ſelves, &c, but could have no anſwer from 
him. However not willing to leave him ſo, I wentto look out for him, and found 
him among the Reeds half ſpent, whence I drew him out, and perceiving himto be 
in away of Recovery marched forwardalong the River; andatlaſt found a Fellow 
ſleeping in a Boat , whom we awakened and compelled to bring us over tothe 
- other {ide: but finding no place of ſhelter or ſecurity we fell down the River, and 
about 10 inthe forenoon came to a Fiſhing place called Trof/zen Outzjouge, Where 
we related all what had paſſed at Aftrachan to the Fiſhers. We would have gone 
further, but the Ruſſians would not go with us, However I preyailed fo far with 
the Chirurgeon that he was willing rather to go to Sea, than to truſt himſelfto the 
mercy of the Coſacks. But he was very loth to truſt himſelf in ſuch aſmall Boat, 
being well acquainted with the danger by untemperate Winds, inconſtant Seaſons, 
and uncertain Tides. I had no more money by me than 7 Rubbels [about 3 bb. Sterl.) 
and bought a Mug-tent or Pavilion with a loaf of Bread weighing about 10 1b. and 
with that put off, truſting to the Providence of Almighty G OD, having the ad- 
vantage of the Tide, After two hours rowing we met 2 Filhers Boats, tro whom 
we related how affairs ſtood at Aftrachan. The Fiſhers gave us very good words 
and comfortable Language, promiſing to aſliſt us in what they might, We rowed 
as hard as we could, and bare them company to their Fiſhing place, called /vanowa 
Outzjoug , where we met with a Ruſſian Colonel, 2 Captains and 46 Strelitzer-. 
The Colonels name was Maxim Lopatim, and lay in Garriſon at Terky intending 
for Aftrachan, but had not as then heard of the horrid Treaſon and Rebellion of 
the Commonaltie there, nor ſo much as of the Attacque and Siege ofthe Coſachks. 
He underſtanding how aftairs ſtood there, reſolved to row back with us in the Boat 
to Terky, and lridag the two Captains to do the like who put their Goods aboard, 
and tacitly left the Serelitzers at [vanowa Outzoug. Thus we rowed with all our 
might, till we got the Caſpian Sea, ſtill keeping near the Bank, After alittle rowing we 
eſpicd a Boat which rowed very hard after us : we alſo did all we could to outrow them, 
but they being more expert than we in general, gain'd room of us, and com- 
ing near our boat, one of the! Ruſſian Captains jump'd over board, and was 
afterwards taken up by them. All the Arms we had was my Piltol, for the Chirur- 
geon had thrown his into the Water, when he ſwam to ſave himſelf without Aftra- 
chan, as I have already, mentioned. In the Keel or Veſſel that followed us were 
ſeveral Fiſhers, together with the Strelitzers, which were formerly under the 
Command of thoſe Officers that were with us ad left at /vanowa Outzoyg, who 
it {ſeems ſo reſented the matter that they had declared themſclves Coſacks , thro 
diſguſt that the Officers had not given them warning of the aftairs of Aftrachan, 
who probably would have bin faithfull if they had bin ſo kind as to acquaintthem 
with the matter. In ſhort they cloſed up with us, took, plundered, bound and 
brought us back again to the Fiſhing place , where the Colonel alone had the Liberty 
to exerciſe his Deyotion in the Church, but we wereſecured with a ſtrong Guard 
all the nightlong. 

ON Thurſday the 25 of 7uly they made preparation to bring us up to Aſtrachan, 
and about noon we got ſight of the Town: and coining toa very convenient place 
to 
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to land at, they went a thoar and divided the ipoil, which they had taken from ug. 
Being now alone I conſulted with the Chirurgeon how that we might caſily make 
our cicape being unbound and the Boat only made faſt to a half-pike which I could 
very ealily manage. The Chirurgeon intimated the matter tothe Colonel, deſiring 
that he would joyn indeayours with us to gerfree: but (whether out of fear, orin 
hopes of better ulage at the hands of the Rebells I cannottell) he forthwith diſco- 
vers the deſign, and gave the Rebells warning tojbave a care : upon which they ſera 
watch and guarded us fo ſtrictly that we could not make our eſcape. Secing that our 
Enterprile proved abortiv and ineffectual, I told the Chirurgeon that I would 
run a little up the Ifland and ſwim over the Water tothe Tartars, which Leſſay'd 
to do, but was follow'd and taken; yet had that attempt not bin in vain it I had 
not chanc'd to fall which was no ſmall diſadvantage to me: however I betook me 
to the Water which I found there very ſhallow, ſo that they with a little wading 
fetch'd me out. But having got me, I cannot expreſs with what cruelty they uſed 
me, beating me black and blew, which done, they bound me faſt and threw me 
into the Boat, fo rowing up to the Town. By the way the Chirurgeon made a pro- 
poſlal to them thar if they would fave us alive, they ſhould have Loo: Rubbels for 

my Ranſom and 70 for his own. They. promiſed to do their Indeayour forus; In 

the Evening we arrived at Aftrachan where we were broughtup before the General 
of the Coſacs. I had no Cloaths about me fave only a pair of leathern Breechos, 

which were tull of holes. The General fate at the Gates of the Biſhops Palace eroſs- 
legg'd after the Twrki/o manner drinking Brandy, and was ſo drunk that his Eies 

roll'd in his Read. He aſked the Chirurgeon who he was? and what his FunQion 

was ? which when he knew, gave him his Life, and ordered him to take care of 
the Coſacs that were wounded, Afterward he aſked, who I was? the Chirurgeon 

made an{wer that I was his Companion : he further aſked me what I could do; but 
the Chirurgeon leaving me, I could not return himany anſwer, The Ruſſian Co- 
lonel being examined , was immediately carried up to the top of a Tower called 


. Roofſcat, and hurled headlong down. From theſame Tower alſo was the Vice-roy, 


or Waywod, whoſe name was Jvan Simeunowitz, Proſorefki, after many Tortures 
thrown alſo przcipitantly from Top to Bottom; as alſo the Vice-Chancelor with 
all the Officers, of what degree ſoeyer they were, either thrown down , or caſt into 
the Water, 

MOST dreadfull was this maſſacre which continued for ſome time together; 
but G O D Almighty gave me an, undaunted ſpirit. The Coſac General looking 
earneſtly upon me-commanded his Men to give m.e Brandy , and made me drink 
oft 2 cups one after another, and then gave order to bring me into the Camp : But 
what became of the 2 Ruſſian Captains I cannottell, As | paſſed by to the Camp being 
put in a Boat that lay next to the Generals, I was eſpied ofa Ruſſian Strelitzer who 
brought news of my being ſtill alive ro Madam Wonderham, the Lieutenant Colo- 
nels Widdow. I have already made mention how that among the Dutch Ofhcers 
that went out with the ſaid Lieutenant Colonel, was one Paul Rudolph his Son in 
Law who was the only Perſon that remained alive: tcigning himfelt in fuch extre- 
mity to be a Coſac, for he was well acquainted with their ſpeech and manners. This 
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young Gentleman hearing rhat I was ſtill alive came to find me out in the Boat; and 
during this while were whole Boat loads of Men brought into the ſtream , and thrown 
imo the Water, being tied together {o thatthey could nothelp themſclvs with ſwim- 
ming, In this poſture I lay my ſclf till Friday Zune 27, _— every moment 
my laſt Cataſtroph. That day they brought meintoa Tower, andticd me ſo hard, 

| that my blood for want of a natural reflux began to corrupt within my Body. My 
Arms were pinion'd, and my hands made faſt behind my Back: my fect allo were 
fo hard bound that I never expected to haye the uſe of them again. Lying in this 
Poſture and moſt lamentable was L ſpent my Time inſighing and groaning. The 
Chirurgcon of whom we have already ſpoke came to vilit me : I defired them to 
ſollicit for my Death, bur they ever diſlwaded me from it. Yerſtill I inſiſted very 
hard that they would make interceſſion for me to the General that I might be diſpat- 
ched, giving them a private reaſon for that my carneſtneſs. Now there was a Rule 
among the Coſacks , that it any came to intercced for a Captiy that he ſhould d 
kimſclf for him, which the Chirurgeon told me alſo, yet promiſed he would ad- 
venture himſelf to the General, and for that time took his leave. 

THIS nightI was molt barbarouſly uſed by the Coſacks, and Gogelary, a People 
of Ukrain io called. And in the mean time was moſt feartully vexed with Toads 
and other vermin that continually ran over my Body and about my head in whole 
ſwarms. However I ſpent my time in prayer as one condemned to dy and aſſured 

of a ſpeedy Death , of which (I may truly declare) I was not in the leſt aftraid, 
only bed that they would hang me up by the Heels, or put me to ſome ſuch lingr- 
ing death, with which they continually threatned me. 

ON Saturday the 28 of Zune came the aforeſaid Chirurgeon, and told me that 
the General had ſent for me: and being untied I could hardly ſtand upright, yer 
made a {hift ro hupple after him. Being come in tothe preſen ce of the General atter 
a few idle impertinent Queſtions he aſked me bad me go home with the Chirurgeon. 
From Sunday to Thurſday I continued there in houſe with him, in which time 1 
ſaw much cruelty commited, ſome hanging up by the Feer, others with their Feet 
and hands chopt off left in the open ſtreet to ſhift for themſelves , none daring ſo 
much as put forth a finger ro help Go. 

ON Thurſday uly 34 I was again taken and carried to the Brink of the River 
where I expected to part with my Life. But the Coſacks told me, if I wouid pay rhe 
100 Rubbles, which the Chirurgeon had promiſed them on my behalf, I might 
go free: which the Chirurgeon, who againſt his will feigned himſeltro bea Coſach, 
was content to di{burſc for me, which afterwards I was obliged to repay upon de- 
mand, when able. | 

ON Sunday I was ſent for by the General, who was thena Drinking at the Em- 
perors Cellar, but nothing of moment paſſed at that time he being drunk, and 
forced me to drink off ſeveral Bowls of Brandy and Wine atter one another, ſothar 
I was affraid to diſpleaſe him, bciog (as 1 haye elſewhere remewbred) very outra- 
gious when drunk ; wherefore I took occaſion to ſteal out of his preſence. 

ABOUT this time happened many memorable paſſages, and cruel Examples 


of Tyranny , which would proyc too tedious to relate. I thould want words to expreſs 
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che moſt barbarous and inhuman Acs and Torments, which the Coſacks ſtudied 
to kill and torture the Inhabitants and Loyal Officers , who did not forthwith ſubmir 
themſelvs to their unreaſonable and unjuſt Wills. 

On the Wednelday following was the Secretary Alexo Alexowits hung up ups 
on a Fleſh-hook by the Ribbs, and fuffered much deſpightful uſage and Tor- 
ments before he died. The ſame was done toa Noble mans Son of Gilan. Allo 
two Sons of the Vice-roy , Deputy, or Waywod were hung up by the heels, the 
one beinga very hopefull youth of about 16 years of Age, and the othera Child 
of about 7 or 8 at the moſt. 

The Day following they were both found alive, and the youngeſt at the in- 
terceſſion and Mediator of ſome of Radzins Minions was taken down, and fav- 
ed alive, but the eldeſt was thrown down fromthe Top of the Tower, whilſt 
{till alive, which was the Death his Father ſufered, 

The fame day I had News how that Chriftian Brand one of my Men was ſtill 
alive, and wag conſtrainedto feign himſelfas Coſac. 

On the 20thot July the Coſac General Radzin departed with an infinte num- 
ber of ſmall Shipping and ſeverall Thouſands of Mcn , drawing 20 Men out of 
each Company to ſcrve for the Garriſon at Aftrachan and left there 2 Governors 
of equal Command and Power, the one being a Cofac, andthe orhera Ruſs. 

ON the 2 of Auguſt began a New Maſlacre continuing for ſeveral days to- 
gether , where takeing one day with another , were 150 Perſons killed , ſparing 
neither {ex nor Ape. For which reaſon I began to huntout for a Cave inthe Earth 
where I might ſave my ſelf in time of need, hearing ofnothing but a perpetual and 
inceſſant maſlacre; and a general Lamentation of Parents for their Children, Wid- 
dows and Orphans for their Huſbands and Fathers, and that as well among thoſe 
who had bin inſtrumental and moſt forward to ictinthe Rebells, as vthers thato 
poſed it; a juſt reward fortheir Treachery who had been aſliſtant in the Bloodſhed 
of thoſe who under GOD thould have proteRed them from ſuch diſmal Calamiries. 

ABOUT this time I diſpatched three Letter for 1ſpahan and had notice how that 
Chriftian Brands was ſet free. It ſeems that he was taken for a Perſian, having a 
brown, {warthy complexion, and by ſuch means was ſpared in the maſlacre; tor 
all the Dutch were hewndown , or otherwiſe diſpatched, ſave onely L. Fabritius 
Son in Law to Captain Rudolph. 

ABOUT the ſame time I had news by the Chirurgeon , how that my Ships- 
company that betook themſelvs ro flight with the Shallop were run altraadon the 
Scemkal or Dageftan Coalt, a Countrey butting out againſt the Caſpian Sea. 

ON the 22 of Aiguft was much Tyranny commuted in the City, and people 
of all ages maſſacred, The Chirurgeon after a long ſoliciting procured a Paſport 
to depart with a Servant to attend him, altho not without giving Security for his 
Return. This gave me likewiſe opportunity to leave the place under pretext of being 
his Servant. 

ON Munday in the afcernoon being Ang. 25 weleft 4ſftrachan and imbarqued 
our {c]vcs aboard a Veſlel belonging to ſome Banjan Merchants, who were alſo pit- 


laged and robbed ot all they had, 
"*  Þ 2h ON 
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ON Tuſeday we came to'Sta, failing cloſe by the Coaſt and to the Southward, 
We alto ſaw 3 ſmall Veſſels, or Barks which indeavoured to keep Company with 
us. Having paſled Settinabo Gora the Wind was,flat North, and about the Evening + 
all was calm. 

T HE Day following one of the above mentioned Shipping hail'd us, and ſaid 
that they were bound for Terk; and came from Afrachan being laden with Salt, 
We kept them Company along the Coaſt near the broken Land which is all grown 
over with huge tall Recds: hed 11 and 12 Foot Water. At night one of thoſe 
Veſlels ſtray'd about a Cannon ſhot from us: and the next morning 2 Barks made 
up towards us and gave Fire, without doing any Execution: But when they came 
near us the cowardly Banians fell upon their knees and begged their Lives, In each 
Boat were 9 Perſons and aboard of us were 46, lome Perſians, Tartars and Bouchars , 
but moſt Banians. Coming to board us they plundercd all to our very Proviſion. 
I had about 8 Rubbles in Money and my Seal-ring which had bin once already re- 
deemed from the Coſacs, This Ring with the Money I gave to the Chirurgeon 
but they threatning to put him to the Torture when it cameto his turn to bepillaged ; 
he confeſſed all and delivered up the Money and Ring, bclides 4 double Ducats 
of his own : but found an opportunity to hide 52 Ducats more after an eſpecial 
manner about his Body. 

WHEN the Coſacks had takenall and pillaged us of what they could find, they 
held a certain ſort of a Council among themſelys what they ſhould do with us. At 
laſt it was reſolved after a long debate, that we ſhould be ſaved alive but turned off 
to Sea, with charge not to come anjgh the Coaſt any more, upon pain of being thrown 
over board if they came to take us again, 

UP ON this they leftus, and gave us opportunity to make uſe of the Wind, which 
was Weſterly, and about the Eycning with a briſk Gale, and a dark moon welet 
ſail and bore up to the Sea. 

BUT after we had failed about 2 Leagues the Weather began to be ſomwhat 
boiltrous, ſo that we were fain to put in at a {mall Creck ofan Ifland , where we 
lay at Anchor till Saturday following ; at what time the Weather pom more 
calm and temperate we weighed and bore up again to the Coaſt , where we imme- 
diatly-deſcried 2 Barks that made uptous, and at laſt came cloſc by the board. The 
Chirurgeon and I had taken our Jaft Farewel of each other , expcfting nothing more 
than Death. In ſhort,' they fell a plundering us, and I to paſs for a Banjan had 
anointed my felt with Black tempered with Greace, and tied a Handhercheitabout 
my Head , but it was {o botchingly don that they found occaſion to aſk the Chi- 
rurgeon, What for a Black Devil that I was? In the mean while they ſearched very 
clole for Bread and Proviſion which I ſeeing pointed to my mouth, whereupon 
they were ſo merciful as to return mea part of the Proviſion back again. I wo Da- 
geftan Merchants were thrown over board and the Chirurgeon who paſſed tor a 
Pole was molt ſeverely beat. They threatned that if they met us again near the Coaſt 
that we ſhould have no Mercy at their hands. Meanwhile I had loſt my little Com- 
paſs, ſo that w: had no other help in dire&ing our Courſe, than only the Sun and 


North-ſtar. Towards the Eycning it began: to blow hard again and the Pyratsleft 
us, 
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us, bearing up cloſe to the Coaſt. The Surgeon had again hid his Gold in a place 
where they did not once make ſearch for it. : 

THE Wind continued hard till Thurſday following , blowing moſtly from 
North-W. and by N. and now changed again into W.N, W. which was goodand 
favourable for us; butthe Banians would in no wiſe givetheir conſent that we ſhould 
weigh Anchor, forthat they thought it too high and boiſtrous, 

BUT on Saturday the Wind continuing ſtill in the ſame point , we weighed, 
and with a freſh Gale ſtecred away South and by Weſt; and ſoon alter deſcrieda 
{mall Veſlel ridingat Anchor, being one of thoſe that left Aftrachan with us: thoſe 
aboard were Perſians and had the luck to eſcape the Coſacks, keeping off at Sea. 
When they ſaw who we were, they weighed and kept us company. Towards the 
Evening the Wind blew North-Eaſt , and I found that we had failed too much 
Weſterly, I preſs'd hard that we ſhould alter our courſe, but could not pre- 
yail with them to ſteer another way: fo that in the Morning we found our ſelves 
cloſe to the Coaſt, and had the Wind at Eaſt and by N. With this ſor of Shipping 
it is very difhcult to ſteer without 12 points of the Compaſs Wind to their ad- 
vantage. . 

HOWEVER we thought good to keep cloſe to the Coaſt, but towards the Even- 
ing it growing calm we rowed oft tothe Seaward and loſt the other Veſſel. Meanwhile 
we began tv be diſtreſſed for want of Proviſion, and fed of the crums of moldy Bread : 
and the greateſt part of the Company had no more to eat, Butthe Banjans were beſt 
provided, and imparted to us ſuch as they had. 

INTERIM, the Wind came about Eaſt, and E. and by S. ſo that we were 
conſtrained to drop Anchor , and fo to ride three days at half a fathom Water. 
Yet growing calmer we ever now and then rowedalittle. But having ſpent all our 
wood were at a great loſs for Fewel to bake bread, of that little quantity of Meal 
which the Banians had left: and were fain at laſt ro cut up ſome parts of the Ship 
for Chips , which ſtood us in very good ſtead. The Wind then continued Eaſterly 
and we ſtcered as far Southerly as we could, till on the 10th. of September towards 
the Evening we came to a good place of Anchorage, near the Coaſt, of 5 Foot 
water, where I ſteptaſhoar to ſcek up ſome Wood and Herbs, or whatelſe I thought 
might be ſerviceablete us on our Voyage. 

ON Thurſday being the 1 1th. of Seprember we failed cloſe by the Coaſt which 
we kept in ſight till Saturday following, when as the Bantans, a poor and helpleſs 
People not able to endure ſuch hardſhip, prefled very hard that we ſhould pur 
aſhoar , which out of meer pity we were willing todo, being all wetand very cold. 

MEAN WHILE we were ſet upon by a party of Coſacks, whonow the third time 
plundered us : but the Chirurgeon not having time nor the conveniency to hide 
his Ducats as before, digoed a hole and hid them in the Sand, and threw down 
his Muſquet about the ſame place for a token to find them again. I alſo being afraid, 
ran and hid my ſelf among the Reeds ; but they making a very narrow {crutiny 
found me out: and having by me a Plalmbook found that paſlage or Title of a Plalm, 
where David is faid to have feigned himſelf mad before the Priliftines to eſcape 
them, I reſolved todo the like, by which means I eſcaped. When they had me 

they 
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they diſputed what Countreyman I was, and ſome of them ſaid I was a Dutchman : 
but others ſaid I was a Georgian, and to my Happineſs the latter {way'd it. How- 
ever (not without wounding and killing of ſome of our Company they let us go, 
and themſelvs departed from us ; which the Chirurgeon ſecivg wentand after much 
fecking found his Gold. 

ON the 20 of September it was very good Weather; wetherefore made ready 
to ſet fail. About noon being under fail weſaw about 30 Tartars on the Strand who 
called out to us that we ſhould come athoar : This unwelcom ſummons mainly ad- 
ded to our fear; infomuch that one of the Banians ran aſhoar and fell down upon 
his Knces.. The Boat was drawn aſhoar, and after they had conſulted a little together 
what they ſhould do with us they demanded Ranſom, which was agreed upon for 
3 Rubbles each Man, They were Circas and Nagayan Tartars, and accepted of 
' one ofthe Banians fora Pledge till the Ranſom was paid. We went about two Miles 
withthem and left our Veſſel behind us. I had with me a little Cofter of Books which 
I carried alang with me; and was fain to trudge afoot without either Shoes or Stoc- 
kings thrd Thiſtles and Brambles, infomuch that my Feet were all bliſtered and 
bloody, Towards the Evening we came in a Bay where their Shipping lay. Here 
I met with an Armenian whom I had formerly known at Aftrachas who treated me 
very kindly , as alſo my Companion the Chirurgeon : but we having in ſo long 
a time not caten any thing which was fitting for human food , did Anatomize what 
was ſet before us at ſuch that the Armenian oblerving it, thought good to take away 
before we had half fſatiſfied ourappetite for fear we ſhould ſurfeit our ſelves. 

HERE we tarricd three Days, waiting for agood Wind to go for Tarky, but 
that not falling out in this time are determined _ to go by land than to ſtay there 
Wind-bound, it being not above a Days Journey, yet very perillous for the Tar- 
tars who continually lay in wait for diſtrefled, and ſtranded Paſſengers, in theſe 
unhappy Proceedings of the Coſacks, who made the Caſpian Sea very unſafe to 
ſail. 

ON Tuſeday being the 30 of September we ct forward, and after a very tedious 
Days Travel thrd Boggs and Marlhes we got to a Village inhabited by Nagayan 
Tartars : where we took up ournights reſt in the Circas Quarter, Here we met with 
a Friend ofthe Chirurgeons, whom we offered 8 Ducats to conduct us to Derbent , 
which he undertook to do. Here 1 ſpoke alſo with [ven Turken Agent to his Im- 
perial Majeſty, who was a Tirk born, buta Ruſſian Proſelyte, and had a Brother 
at M:ſcou who was of the Reformed Religion and an intimate Friend of mine. This 
ſaid Gentleman intreated meto ſtay longerat Terku, butlI declined their kind offer 
yet was fain to accept 'of it for 2 Days having ſo charged and overloaden my ſtomach 
with eating that I fell ſick upon it. 

ON the 6th, of Ofober we ſet forward for Derbent in company with the Barians. 
Now by the way you are to note that every day weſuffered ſuch hunger, a Mans 
ranſom was thrown into the water , which the ſuperſtitious Banian: hold tor a 
ſpecial a&t of Piety and a Religious Injunftion. By the way we met ſom Thouſand of 
Tartars, for whom we were not alittle affraid, they being Nagayans and noted 
Plagiarics. 


AFTER 
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AFTER three days travel we came to a Village called Andre Deveefd 
which was ſubjet to one Chapelle, a Tartarian Prince, We ſtaid here till 
Munday following being the ſeventh of Ofober. Here I happened to ſpy a 
Perſian who had my Pluſh-Coat on, which he ſaid he had bought at Terk, 
The Fur or Lining colt me thirty five Rubbles at Muſcou; and the Perſian was 
willing to ſell it me again for five or fix Rubbles, but I could not accompliſh fo 
much Money as to purchaſe it. Here we alſo came to underſtand that my Ships- 
folk who fled in a Challop were ſtranded and taken flaves. 

ON Thursday the tenth dirro, we came into Terk, where w*? had two 
Armenians for our Friends; theſe alſo brought me to one of their Acquaintance 
for Protetion, where I was adviſed to keep my ſelf very private, being a free 
Prize for the Tartars. Here we allo found Lews Faber of whom I have alrea- 
dy made mention, as allo Chriſtian Brand one of my Ships-folk ; who lett Aftra- 
chan three Wecks after us, and had been cight Days at Terks, 

ON the thirteenth we left Terky, and hired a perſon tor eight Ducats to 
conduct us to Derbenr. | 

ON the ſeventeenth we paſſed by Boynak,, where I underitood fom of our 
Men were in ſlavery, I ſent our Conduct up to the Town ( not daring appear 
there my felf) with Letters to adviſe them to perſiſt in the Chriſtian Faith, if chey 
were preſs'd upon to embrace Mahometaniſm with premiſe of doing my belt ro 
procure their Redemption. But my Squire the Courier, thought good to give 
ns the Bag, having already got his Money in hand, nor did I ever hear a word 


| from them, alth6 I gave them direQions how to write to me at Derbent. Howe- 


yer when I arrived there | found Cornelins de Uries, who had been my Gunner, 
and one Peter Arentſz of Sceveling, who gave me a perfect account of the 
Ships- Company , how they were taken Slaves, and whither they were car- 
ried, Cc. 

WE lolicited by the Sultan of Derbent for the Redemption of our Men, 
who was pleaſed to diſpatch Letters on that behalf to the Prince of the Calmuc- 
Tartars; but having ſent two Polts, and all to no purpoſe or cftect, I went to 
tender my thanks to the Sultan for his Civility and Indeavours ; to which he 
reply'd, * That he was ſorry he could not prevail with the Tartars to anſwer - 
« my Deſire, yet was willing to do us any kindneſs that lay in his power » it 
*« we could imagine any mean whereby they might procure their Liberty, &-c. 
I inſiſted farther to have ſom Horſes tor our ute on the Journey which he grant- 
ed; but there was none to be had in all the Town, the Caravan being bur 
newly ſet forward for Scamachy. Yet finding another ready to depart, the 
Seamen weat afoot in company of the Caraven, I ſupplied them alſo with ne- 
ceſſary Proviſions, and tald them that 1 would ſtay a day, or two longer, to 
ſce if I could get ſom Horſes and then follow them. Bur it was in vain, for [ 
could not get any, wherefore 1 followed the Caravan and coming at Scabran. 
which is reckoned the half way, we were informed that there were {cveral Hackneys 
in the Town, which we hired. 

ON the twenty ninth we arrived at Scamaciy: where we found Jobn Struys 
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our Sail-Maker z who was bought by a Poliſh Ambaſladour; whoſe Aſſiſtance I 
deſired in an Addreſs to the Chan; *tis true he ſeemed willing to do us ſuch a 
favour if it could have been done without much Trouble, Here I delivered a 
Requeſt to the Chan, and had Audience, wherein I made a plain demonſtration 
of the Injury our Men ſuftered by the Calmwcs ,c. He promiſed me to do his 
beſt for them, but all was to no purpoſe, ſo that I was fain to take up ſeventy 
five Abbas upon ſecurity of a Banian Merchant, which was to be paid at /ſpahan 
within ſeven Weeks time and twenty five Abb«s Uſe, 'or Intereſt; but in caſe 
of failure of payment in 1ſpa%an, to be paid at Scamacky within three Months with 
fifty Abbas Intereſt ; the Chirargeon being my ſecurity, Here I allo reck'ned 
wich the Chirurgeon, and gave him ag Obligation under my hand for what [ 
had received of him, as allo for what he remaincd ſecurity for me at 
Scamac. y. 

ON the fifteenth I left Scamacky having with me Cornelins the Gunner, P. 
Arenſz, ſtaid with the Chirurgeon, and P. Srruys, £L. Fabritim and Chriſtian 
Brand with the Poliſ} Envoy, | 

I had very much difficulty by the way to come to 1ſpaban, yet by the Provi- 
dence of Almighty God arrived here the tenth of March, and have Reſidence 
for the time, in the Dutch Lodge: where 1 find Sr, Frederic Bent Preſident 
for the Eaft-India Company, to whom, as well as the Gentlemen his Afſſt- 
ſtants, I am infinitely obliged. to for many Civilities ſhown me. Corneline- 
the Gunner they. have ſent away for Gameron. 1 alſo cauſed 7. Struys and 
the ſaid Gunner, with another Fore-Maſt Man to ſign a Declaration how they 
fled away from Aftrachan and left me and the Maſter aſhcar. X 

SIR, I have not elſe to write, but fearing by this prolixity to have tired 
your Patience, I ceaſe to be more tedious, and commit you to the ProteRion 
of the Moſt High GOD, who that he would in Mercy vouchlate us a happy
